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SIXTH    REPORT. 


We,  Your  Majesty's  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  humbly 
offer  to  Your  Majesty  our  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

Ottr  Fifth  and  last  Annual  Report  was  made  in  February  of 
last  year,  after  it  had  been  decided  that  an  inquiry  should  take 
place  by  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  "into  the 
"  present  mode  of  nominating  and  examining  candidates  for  junior 
"  appointments  in  the  Civil  Service,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
"  whether  greater  facility  may  not  be  afforded  for  the  admission 
"  of  properly  qualified  persons." 

Under  these  circumstances  we  did  not  think  it  either 
advisable  or  even  decorous  to  state  our  views  upon  the  principal 
points  which  were  likely  to  come  under  the  consideration  of 
that  Committee,  and  we  accordingly  limited  ourselves  almost 
entirely  to  details  of  a  statistical  character. 

Since  that  period,  and  towards  the  close  of  the  last  Session  of 
Parliament,  the  Select  Committee  completed  its  labours,  and 
reported  to  the  House  of  Commons  the  opinions  they  had  formed 
and  the  recommendations  they  offered. 

We  naturally  regarded  with  much  interest  the  proceedings  of 
this  Committee.  We  had  hitherto  been  ourselves  the  narrators, 
and  practically  the  reviewers,  of  our  own  proceedings.  Although, 
as  we  have  on  several  occasions  observed,  sincerely  desirous  of 
impartial  criticism  and  of  suggestions  for  the  removal  of  defects, 
either  of  principle  or  detail,  which  might  be  found  to  exist  in  the 
system  we  had  endeavoured  to  establish,  we  had  as  yet  received 
but  little  assistance  of  that  character ;  and  we  anticipated  that 
the  appointment  of  the  Committee  would  call  forth  all  those  who 
might  wish  to  prefer  complaints  or  objections  against  the  system 
itself,  or  the  manner  of  its  administration.  We  perceive  but 
little,  however,  in  the  way  of  complaint  or  objection,  in  the 
testimony  of  the  witnesses.  We  are,  nevertheless,  sensible  of 
the  value  of  the  evidence  of  the  principal  officers  in  the  several 
departments  of  the  Government  as  to  the  results  of  the  system, 
and  we  are  fully  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  recommendations 
offered  by  the  Committee. 

As  these  recommendations  have  led  to  some  important  modifi- 
cations of  our  arrangements,  we  think  it  best  at  once  to  address 
ourselves  to  them,  and  for  the  sake  of  convenience  we  will  in  the 
first  place  recapitulate  them. 

After  adverting  to  the  defect  in  the  working  of  the  present 
system  of  limited  competition  in  respect  of  many  of  the  candi- 
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dates  sent  up  to  compete  not  being  qualified  to  reach  the  mini- 
mum standard  of  proficiency  necessary  for  admission  to  the  Civil 
Service,  the  Committee  recommend  as  follows  : — 

"  Either  no  person  must  be  allowed  to  compete  who  shall  not,  at 
some  time  previously,  have  passed  a  test  examination  before  the  Com- 
missioners with  a  view  of  entitling  him  to  enter  the  list,  or  else  when 
the  competition  for  a  vacancy  is  about  to  begin,  the  candidates  must  be 
subjected  to  a  preliminary  pass  examination  ;  any  candidate  failing  in 
which  shall  be  excluded  from  the  right  of  competing  for  that  vacancy, 
and  his  place  be  supplied  by  another.  Which  of  these  two  modes  of 
effecting  the  object  in  view  until  an  entirely  open  system  of  competition 
shall  be  established  will  cause  the  least  inconvenience  to  examiners  and 
candidates  is  a  question  which  your  Committee  think  may  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  and  of  the  executive  ; 
probably  it  will  be  found  most  convenient  to  combine  the  two,  allowing 
any  person  who  has  reason  to  expect  a  nomination  to  compete  to 
*  present  himself  for  the  previous  test  examination,  the  cost  of  which 
may  be  defrayed  by  a  small  fee  ;  and  requiring  any  candidate  who  has 
not  previously  passed  through  this  ordeal  to  submit  to  it  immediately 
before  competing.  Tour  Committee  regard  it  as  indispensable  that  by 
this  or  some  similar  method  no  competition  should  be  allowed  to  take 
place,  except  between  thoso  who  are  educationally  qualified  to  receive 
a  certificate  from  the  Commissioners.  On  the  strict  maintenance  of 
this  rule  it  depends  whether  the  competitive  trials,  conducted  before 
the  Commissioners,  shall  be  real  or  illusory. 

"  The  further  question  remains  whether  it  is  expedient  that  com- 
petition  for  the  higher  branches  of  the  Civil  Service  should  be  entirely 
open  or  limited  to  persons  nominated  by  the  Government  of  the  day. 
Your  Committee  agree  with  the  Commissioners  that  the  evidence 
hitherto  laid  before  Parliament,  scanty  and  imperfect  as  it  necessarily 
is,  makes  strongly  in  favour  of  open  competition,  nor  can  they  fail  to 
notice  the  gradual  extension  of  that  system  to  other  branches  of  the 
national  service.  Already  the  Civil  Service  of  India,  the  Medical  Ser- 
vice and  Public  Works  Department  in  India,  and  the  scientific  branches 
of  the  military  profession,  both  in  regard  of  the  Imperial  and  of  the 
Indian  army,  have  been  thrown  open  to  all  competitors  ;  nor  does  there 
appear,  either  in  Parliament  or  among  the  people,  any  disposition  to 
regret  or  to  draw  back  from  the  large  concessions  thus  made  to  public 
opinion  at  the  expense  of  private  patronage. 

"But  your  Committee,  for  the  very  reason  that  leads  them  to  desire 
the  ultimate  success  of  the  competitive  method,  are  anxious  to  avoid 
such  precipitancy  in  its  adoption  as  might  possibly  lead  to  a  temporary 
reaction  of  public  feeling.  They  do  not  conceal  from  themselves  that, 
in  proportion  as  the  practice  of  simple  nomination  is  departed  from, 
private  interests  are  disturbed,  the  prescriptive  custom  of  political 
patronage  is  broken  in  upon,  and  many  persons  exercising  local  influence 
find  themselves  no  longer  able  to  obtain  for  relatives  and  dependants 
that  ready  admission  into  public  offices  which  was  formerly  within  their 
reach.  If  to  these  causes  of  natural  jealousy  be  added  the  prevailing 
and  not  unreasonable  distrust  of  large  administrative  changes,  proceed- 
ing on  a  principle  which  until  of  late  years  has  received  no  general 
recognition,  it  is  evident  that  much  deliberation  and  prudence  are 
necessary  before  proceeding  to  carry  out  to  its  full  extent  the  system 
recommended  by  the  Commissioners  of  1853. 

"  They  think  that  an  important  step  in  advance  will  have  been  taken 
if  for  the  system  now  generally  prevailing,  of  simple  nomination,  there 
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be  substituted  one  of  limited,  but  of  real,  competition  ;  and  they  recom- 
mend, accordingly,  that  from  henceforth  every  vacancy  occurring  among 
clerks  in  the  Civil  Service  be  competed  for  by  not  less  than  three  can- 
didates,  to  be  nominated  as  at  present,  each  of  whom,  in  the  first 
instance,  shall  have  passed  the  preliminary  test  examination,  except  in 
the  case  of  a  single  vacancy,  which  shall  not  be  competed  for  by  less 
than  five. 

"  Ik  appears  expedient  that  whenever  the  convenience  of  the  public 
service  allows,  several  vacancies  shall  be  competed  for  at  once.  It  is 
obvious  that  a  competition  between  30  candidates  for  10  vacancies  is 
more  likely  to  result  in  the  appointment  of  young  men  of  talent  and 
industry  than  if  each  place  were  competed  for  by  three  candidates 
separately. 

"  Your  Committee  think  it  desirable  that  in  all  cases  the  necessary 
moral  and  medical  qualifications  of  each  candidate  should  be  ascertained, 
previously  to  his  being  submitted  to  the  required  educational  test. 

"  Tour  Committee,  while  declaring  their  opinion  that  the  best  mode 
of  procuring  competent  persons  to  fill  the  junior  clerkships  in  the  Civil  . 
Service  would  be  through  a  system 'of  competitive  examination  open  to 
all  *  subjects  of  the  Queen,'  who  fulfil  certain  definite  conditions  as  to 
age,  health,  and  character,  are  not  prepared  to  advise  the  immediate 
adoption  of  a  plan  for  giving  effect  to  those  views."    *    *    * 

"  With  regard  to  the  higher  branches  of  the  service,  your  Committee 
have  no  immediate  change  to  recommend  in  the  system  now  in  force, 
beyond  these  two : — to  substitute  universally,  instead  of  occasionally,  a 
limited  competition  among  at  least  five,  for  simple  nomination  of  one, 
and  to  confine  this  competition  to  those  who  have  passed  the  previous 
test  of  fitness. 

"  In  reference  to  the  lower  grades,  from  tidewaiterships  downwards, 
your  Committee  cannot  advise  the  general  introduction  of  intellec- 
tual competition,  which  they  regard  as  unsuited  for  officers  whose 
principal  duties  are  mechanical.  They  think  that  the  health  and  moral 
character  of  applicants  for  such  appointments  should  be  strictly  inves- 
tigated, and  that  they  should  continue  as  at  present  to  be  subject  to  a 
simple  educational  test,  which  should  have  reference,  so  far  as  may  be, 
to  the  future  duties  of  the  candidates  for  employment. 

"  Your  Committee,  though  not  prepared  to  advise  the  immediate  in- 
troduction into  the  whole  Civil  Service  of  entirely  open  competitions, 
would,  nevertheless,  recommend  that  the  experiment  first  tried  at  the 
India  House  in  1859  be  repeated  from  time  to  time  in  other  departments. 
An  opportunity  will  thus  be  provided  by  which  a  further  comparison 
between  the  limited  and  unlimited  systems  may  be  instituted,  with  a 
view  to  that  ultimate  extension  of  the  area  of  competition  to  which 
your  Committee  look  forward  as  the  legitimate  result  of  the  changes 
now  recommended." 

Although  these  suggestions,  for  the  most  part,  coincided  with 
our  own  opinions,  we  did  not  feel  it  to  be  within  our  province, 
or  indeed  within  our  power,  to  originate  any  measures  for  giving 
practical  effect  to  them.  But  on  the  7th  March  last  we  received 
from  Her  Majesty's  Government  a  letter  intimating  their  intention 
to  give  effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  for  the 
establishment  of  a  preliminary  test  examination,  and  inviting 
our  observations  on  the  subject ;  we  accordingly  addressed  the 
following  letter  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
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Treasury,  which  we  insert  here,  as  expressing  our  views  on  this 
branch  of  the  subject 

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury. 

"  My  Lords,  18th  March  1861. 

"  We  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Brand's 
letter  of  the  7th  instant,  acquainting  us  that  your  Lordships  have  had 
under  consideration  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  of  1860,  on  Civil  Service  appointments,  and  that,  pro- 
posing to  give  effect  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  that  a 
preliminary  test  examination  be  required  oi  candidates  nominated  to 
compete  for  clerkships  in  the  civil  service,  you  will  be  glad  to  receive 
from  us  any  observations  or  suggestions  which  we  may  wish  to  make 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  recommendation  should  be  carried  out 

"In  availing  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  offered  to  us,  we  shall 
endeavour  to  confine  ourselves  strictly  within  the  limits  of  your  Lord- 
ships' reference,  and,  in  order  that  any  misapprehension  on  our  part 
with  regard  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions may  be  corrected  by  your  Lordships,  we  will  briefly  state  what 
we  conceive  to  be  the  purport  of  the  Report  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
question  now  under  consideration. 

****** 

"  Before  entering  upon  the  mode  in  which  these  recommendations  may 
be  best  carried  into  effect,  we  must  remark  that,  although  the  system 
of  limited  competition  has  been  introduced  in  the  appointment  of  clerks 
in  various  public  offices,  and  in  some  of  the  most  important  of  them, 
yet  there  are  still  many  other  public  offices  to  which  it  has  not  yet  been 
applied. 

"  In  illustration  of  this  remark  we  have  placed  in  the  note  below  a 
list  of  the  public  offices,  indicating  the  difference  of  their  practice  in 
this  respect,  and  we  conceive  that  we  have  thus  discharged  sufficiently 
our  duty  in  this  particular  point,  and  that  it  would  be  beyond  our 
province  to  suggest  when,  and  in  what  manner,  and  by  what  means 
the  system  of  limited  competition  for  clerkships  should  be  extended,  so 
as  to  embrace  the  clerkships  in  all  public  offices. 

u  In  addressing  ourselves  to  the  discussion  of  the  means  of  giving  effect 
to  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee,  we  conceive  that  it  may  be 
convenient  to  treat  the  clerkships  in  the  public  service  as  consisting 
ojf  two  classes  ;  one  comprising  those  to  which  the  Treasury  authorities 
appoint,  such  as  the  clerkships  in  the  Inland  Revenue,  Customs,  &c, 
the  other  comprising  those  to  which  appointments  are  made  by  the 
chief  authorities  of  the  offices  respectively,  as  the  clerkships  in  the 
Admiralty,  War  Office,  Colonial  Office,  Foreign  Office,  &c. 

"  With  regard  to  the  first  of  these  classes,  we  may  perhaps  take  for 
granted  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  that  where  the 
convenience  of  the  public  service  allows,  several  vacancies  should  be 
competed  for  at  once,'  agreeing,  as  it  does,  with  the  present  practice  of 
your  Lordships,  will,  for  the  future,  bo  followed. 

"  This  being  assumed,  the  first  question  which  appears  to  require 
consideration  is,  at  what  time  the  preliminary  test  examination,  re- 
garded by  the  Committee  as  essential,  should  be  passed.     Two  plans 

*  The  omitted  passage  merely  contains  the  purport  of  that  part  of  the  Report 
"which  is  inserted  at  extenso  on  pp.  i.  and  it. 
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are  suggested  by  the  Committee,  who  at  the  same  time  observe  that  a 
combination  of  the  two  will  probably  be  found  most  convenient.  The 
first  of  the  two  plans  is,  the  gradual  formation  of  a  list  which  should 
contain  the  names  of  those  candidates  who  having  passed  the  test 
examination  would  afterwards  be  eligible  as  competitors;  and  the 
second,  the  nomination  of  candidates  who  would  be  required  to  undergo 
the  test  examination  immediately  before  competing. 

"  It  may  be  objected  to  the  latter  plan  that  if  upon  each  occasion  of  a 
competitive  examination,  it  was  to  be  immediately  preceded  by  a  pre- 
liminary test  examination,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  requisite 
number  of  effective  candidates  for  that  particular  competitive  examina- 
tion, it  would  be  necessary  to  nominate  for  the  preliminary  test  examina- 
tion a  much  larger  number  of  candidates  than  in  proportion  of  three  to  a 
vacancy  ;  for  experience  has  shown  that  a  great  many  candidates  do 
not  pass  the  test,  and  if  it  were  to  happen  that  a  sufficient  number  of 
effective  candidates  failed  to  pass,  further  nominations  and  further  test 
examinations  would  have  to  be  resorted  to,  before  the  competitive 
examination  for  filling  up  the  vacant  clerkships  could  be  held,  and 
much  delay  and  inconvenience  would  thus  be  occasioned. 

"  On  the  other  hand  it  may  be  thought  that  the  formation  of  a  list  is 
open  to  objections  of  a  different  kind.  It  is  possible  that  candidates 
placed  on  the  list  might  be  led  to  conceive  that  they  had  acquired  a 
sort  of  inchoate  right  to  be  nominated  as  candidates  in  some  competi- 
tive examination,  and,  in  the  event  of  a  change  of  ministry,  candidates 
thus  circumstanced  might  be  subjected  to  disappointment,  or  their 
claims  might  embarrass  the  successors  of  those  who  originally  nomi- 
nated them.  These  objections,  however,  may  bo  lessened  or  probably 
altogether  removed  by  its  being  made  distinctly  understood  by  those 
who  are  sent  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners'  Office  to  go  through  the 
preliminary  test  examination,  that  it  is  to  give  them  no  right  or  claim 
whatsoever  ;  except  that,  if  they  are  thereafter  nominated  as  competi- 
tors, they  will  be  considered  as  effective  competitors,  and  be  permitted 
to  compete. 

"  To  prevent  the  possibility  of  misconstruction  of  our  views,  it  may 
be  right  that  we  should  take  this  opportunity  of  stating  that  in  making 
these  suggestions  we  do  not  contemplate  the  preliminary  test  examina- 
tion being  thrown  open  to  any  one  presenting  himself  (as  in  the  Indian 
Civil  Service  examinations)  but  only  to  persons  nominated  by  the  same 
authorities  in  whom  the  duty  of  appointing  to  clerkships  is  vested. 

"  The  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  the  two  plans  being  considered 
it  is  matter  of  satisfaction  to  us  that  the  Committee  have  recommended 
a  combination  of  the  two  ;  but  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  say  that 
we  shall  be  most  willing  to  aid  your  Lordships  in  carrying  out  one  or 
the  other  exclusively,  if  considered  for  any  reason  more  likely  to  work 
satisfactorily. 

"  Looking  next  at  the  subjects  of  examination  which  according  to  the 
regulations  now  in  force  are  prescribed  for  candidates  for  clerkships  in 
the  Inland  Eevenue,  Customs,  Audit  Office.  &c,  it  will  be  perceived 
that  they  all  include, — 

Orthography, 
Handwriting, 
Arithmetic,  up  to  and  inclusive  of  vulgar  and  decimal 

fractions,  and 
English  composition. 

"In   addition  to  these  there  are,  generally  speaking,  history  and 
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7,  and  in  certain  offices  of  account  book-keeping,  and  in  the 

olicitors'  offices  Latin. 

"  We  conceive  that  in  the  preliminary  test  examination  history  and 
geography  may  be  dispensed  with,  and  may  be  reserved  for  the  com- 
petitive examination,  with  such  alternatives  as  we  shall  presently 
advert  to.  The  preliminary  test  examination,  however,  should  be 
made  thoroughly  effective  in  those  subjects  which  are  essential  to  the 
proper  performance  of  simple  clerical  duties,  namely,  orthography, 
handwriting,  arithmetic,  and  English  composition,  and  also  book-keep- 
ing, so  far  as  respects  the  offices  where  it  is  deemed  necessary.  With 
reference  to  Latin,  we  regard  it  not  only  as  necessary  to  the  duties  to 
be  performed,  but  as  indicating  that  the  candidate  has  to  some  extent 
had  what  is  termed  a  liberal  education,  and  we  should  be  sorry  to  see 
it  relinquished  as  a  test  for  clerkships  in  the  Solicitors'  offices  to  which 
we  above  adverted. 

"  As  regards  candidates  who  shall  pass  the  preliminary  test  exami- 
nations we  should  record  and  report  the  subjects  in  which  they  have 
shown  themselves  to  be  competent,  so  that  lists  might  be  framed  from 
which  it  would  be  easy  to  select  effective  competitors  for  the  clerkships 
to  be  from  time  to  time  filled  up. 

"  Passing  to  the  consideration  of  the  competitive  examinations  for  the 
clerkships  now  under  consideration,  we  must  observe  in  the  first  place 
that  we  do  not  propose  to  carry  on  the  marks  which  the  candidate  may 
have  got  at  the  preliminary  test  examination  to  his  credit  at  the  compe- 
titive examination.  We  think  that  the  carrying  forward  the  marks 
would  be  liable  to  objection,  inasmuch  as  the  competitors  would  not 
have  been  examined  at  the  same  preliminary  test  examination,  but 
would  have  had  different  questions  set  and  valued  by  different  exami- 
ners. 

"  From  this  it  appears  to  follow  as  a  necessary  consequence  that  the 
competitive  examination  should  comprise  the  subjects  of  the  test 
examination,  as  well  as  others  calculated  to  show  the  relative  ability 
and  industry  of  the  candidates.  By  this  arrangement  and  by  taking 
great  care  to  give  due  relative  weight  in  the  competition  to  the  official 
subjects  as  contradistinguished  from  the  educational  subjects,  we  think 
we  should  secure  for  the  public  not  only  intelligent  and  industrious 
but  able  and  useful  clerks. 

"  We  do  not  propose  in  respect  of  the  competitive  examination  any 
alteration  in  the  subjects  at  present  prescribed,  except  that  the  candi- 
date should  be  permitted,  by  way  of  addition  or  substitution,  to  be 
examined  in  and  have  credit  for  any  one  or  more  of  the  ancient  or 
modern  languages  or  elementary  mathematics.  We  think  that  these 
are  better  and  fairer  tests  of  ability  and  industry  than  history  or 
geography. 

"The  preceding  observations  are  limited  to  the  clerkships  in  the 
Customs,  Inland  Revenue,  and  Audit  Office,  &c,  but  we  see  no 
necessity  for  materially  qualifying  them  in  reference  to  the  clerkships 
which  are  filled  up  by  the  Secretaries  of  State  or  chief  authorities  in 
the  respective  departments,  except  that,  as  single  vacancies  would 
often  be  disposed  of,  the  number  of  effective  competitors  should,  ac- 
cording to  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  be  five  at  least. 

"  We  think  that  as  to  these,  as  well  as  to  the  former  class,  the  prelimi- 
nary test  examination  and  the  competitive  examination  should  be 
distinct ;  that  the  preliminary  test  examinations  should  be  sufficiently 
frequent  to  secure  a  stock  of  effective  candidates,  and  should  be  directed 
to  the  official  and  special  subjects  prescribed  for  the  department ;  and 
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that  the  competitive  examinations  should  comprise  these,  as  well  as  the 
farther  subjects  requisite  for  judging  of  the  ability  and  industry  of  the 
candidates. 

In  adapting  these  arrangements  to  the  various  and  numerous  depart- 
ments of  the  public  service,  some  modifications  of  detail  of  the  present 
system  will  naturally  be  found  necessary,  but  we  do  not  anticipate  any 
difficulty  in  adjusting  them  ;  but  we  think  it  right  to  point  out  that  a 
considerable  increase  of  labour  will  be  thrown  upon  our  assistant  ex- 
aminers by  the  preliminary  test  examinations,  which  will  be,  for  the 
most  part,  clear  additions  to  their  present  duties.  In  this  view  the 
suggestion  of  the  Committee,  that  a  small  fee  should  be  demanded  from 
each  candidate,  appears  to  be  well  worthy  of  attention,  as  it  would  tend 
to  meet  any  increase  of  expense  which  might  become  necessary. 

"  One  of  the  recommendations  offered  by  the  Committee  is  the  follow- 
ing : — That  in  all  cases  the  necessary  moral  and  medical  qualifications 
of  each  candidate  should  be  ascertained  previously  to  his  being  submitted 
to  the  required  educational  test. 

"Assuming  that  by  the  required  educational  test  the  Committee 
mean  the  competitive  examination,  we  must  remark  that  we  think  that 
there  are  considerable  difficulties  in  giving  effect  to  this  recommendation. 
As  there  are  to  be  three  candidates  at  least  for  each  vacancy,  two- 
thirds  of  the  time,  trouble,  and  expense  of  obtaining  these  particulars 
would  be  almost  entirely  thrown  away  ;  and  although  some  delay  will 
doubtless  result  from  deferring  these  inquiries  until  the  competitive 
examination  has  determined  who  are  the  parties  whose  moral  and 
medical  qualifications  it  is  necessary  to  ascertain,  yet  we  think  this 
delay  is  not  so  great  an  evil  as  the  task  of  unnecessarily  making 
careful  inquiries  into  health  and  character,  which  are  almost  always 
difficult,  and  sometimes  invidious  and  painful.  We  conceive,  however, 
that  the  candidates  ought  to  bring  with  them  prima  facie  evidence  of 
age,  health,  and  character,  including  also  references  to  the  parties  of 
whom  subsequent  inquiries  are  to  be  made. 

"  Several  questions  of  more  or  less  importance  remain,  but  it  has 
appeared  to  us  undesirable  to  encumber  the  present  communication 
with  matters  of  detail.  Among  those  questions  the  following  may 
deserve  consideration  : — Whether  a  candidate  who  has  failed  to  pass  a 
test  examination  should  be  allowed  to  present  himself  again  before  the 
expiration  of  a  certain  interval,  or  more  than  a  certain  number  of 
times  ?  Whether  any  similar  restrictions  should  be  established  with 
regard  to  candidates  unsuccessful  in  competitions  ?  And  whether  a 
candidate  who  has  once  passed  the  test  should  remain  eligible  for  com- 
petition until  he  reaches  the  higher  limit  of  age,  or  only  for  a  definite 
time  ?*

The  Honourable  H.  Brand,  MJP.,  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners. 

"  Gentlemen,  21st  March  1861. 

"  I  am  commanded  by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  to  inform  you  that  their  Lordships  have  carefully  considered 
the  propositions  made  by  you,  according  to  their  request,  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  recommendation  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  that  a  preliminary  test  examination  be  required  of  candi- 
dates nominated  to  compete  for  clerkships  in  the  civil  service. 

"  My  Lords  are  of  opinion  that,  of  the  two  plans  proposed  for  carrying 
out  such  preliminary  test  examination,  the  more  convenient  arrange- 
ment, as  far  as  concerns  the  appointments"  under  their  Lordships' 
control,  will  be  that  a  number  of  duly  qualified  candidates  should  be 
from  time  to  time  nominated  for  examination  ;  and  with  this  view  my 
Lords  propose  to  nominate  such  candidates  as  they  shall  select  by 
forwarding  their  names  to  you,  as  at  liberty  to  undergo  the  test 
examination  for  one  or  more  of  the  departments  under  their  Lordships' 
control. 

"  My  Lords  would  suggest  that  the  candidates  so  nominated  should  be 
required  to  attend  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  their  nomination 
to  undergo  the  preliminary  test  examination,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
you  may  direct ;  and  that,  should  you  see  fit,  one  day  or  two  days  in

"  Should  you  think  it  expedient  to  adopt  this  suggestion,  their  Lord- 
ships would  request  to  be  informed  of  the  arrangements  most  conve- 
nient to  you  for  carrying  it  out,  in  order  that  effect  may  be  given  to 
it  without  delay. 

**  While  adopting,  however,  the  plan  of  forming  a  list  of  qualified 
candidates,  my  Lords  will  reserve  to  themselves  the  power,  should 
circumstances  render  it  desirable,  of  selecting  candidates  who  have 
not  passed  the  preliminary  test,  to  be  nominated  with  others  who  have 
already  passed  it,  as  competitors  for  any  vacancies  which  may  arise, 
provided  that  in  all  cases  candidates  so  nominated  shall  first  pass  the 
test  and  duly  qualify  themselves  for  competition. 

"  It  will  be  for  their  Lordships  to  take  steps  to  prevent  any  erroneous 
belief  on  the  part  of  candidates  who  have  passed  the  test  that  they  have 
thereby  acquired  a  claim  to  be  nominated  for  competition  ;  but,  with 
the  view  of  further  removing  such  an  impression,  my  Lords  would 
request  that  a  report  of  the  result  of  all  test  examinations  should  be 
furnished  to  them,  rather  than  that  any  certificate  or  other  document 
should  be  given  to  the  successful  candidates. 

"  My  Lords  concur  in  opinion  with  you  that  in  the  preliminary  test 
examination  the  subjects  which  may  be  more  properly  termed  edu* 
cational  may  be  dispensed  with,  the  preliminary  test  being  made 
thoroughly  effective  in  the  more  necessary  subjects  of  Orthography, 
Handwriting,  Arithmetic,  and  English  Composition,  as  also  in  Latin 
and  in  Book-keeping  where  the  regulations  require  a  knowledge  of 
those  subjects.* 

'•  Their  Lordships  are,  however,  disposed  to  doubt  whether  in  the 
competitive  examination  any  addition  should  be  made  to  the  subjects 
at  present  prescribed,  except  with  the  entire  sanction  and  approval  of 
the  heads  of  the  different  departments  ;  and  they  consider  that  the 
same  approval  should  be  obtained  before  a  candidate  is  allowed  to 
substitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  subjects  mentioned  by  you  for  sub- 
lets now  prescribed  under  the  sanction  of  the  heads  of  departments. 

"  My  Lords  entirely  agree  with  you  in  thinking  that  it  will  be  in- 
expedient to  carry  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  that  the 
necessary  moral  and  physical  qualifications  of  candidates  should  in  all 
cases  be  ascertained  previously  to  their  being  submitted  to  the  required 
educational  test,  but  at  the  same  time  their  Lordships  will  comply  with 
your  suggestion  that  all  candidates  should  be  desired  to  bring  with 
them  prima  facie  evidence  of  age,  health,  and  character,  including 
references  to  the  parties  of  whom  subsequent  inquiries  are  to  be  made. 

*'  With  regard  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee  that  a  small  fee 
be  required  from  candidates  to  defray  the  expenses  of  test  examinations, 
and  to  the  other  questions  which  you  have  raised,  such  as,  whether 
any  rules  might  be  laid  down  for  restricting  the  number  of  nominations 
to  be  allowed  to  a  candidate  for  the  test  and  competitive  examination, 
my  Lords  are  not  at  present  disposed  to  offer  a  decided  opinion,  and 
they  would  prefer  that,  should  it  be  hereafter  found  desirable  to  lay 
down  any  specific  rules  on  these  points,  their  adoption  should  be  post- 
poned until  further  experience  shall  have  been  obtained  as  to  the 
practical  effects  of  the  system  which  it  is  now  proposed  to  initiate. 

"  I  have,  &c." 

*  There  are  some  clerkships  in  the  gift  of  the  Treasury  for  which  the  prescribed 
subjects  are  more  numerous  than  those  for  the  Customs  and  Excise.  For  such 
clerkships  the  preliminary  test  examination  will  require  to  be  less  limited. 
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In  carrying  into  effect  the  arrangements  indicated  in  the  fore- 
going correspondence  with  respect  to  a  preliminary  test  examina- 
tion, we  propose  to  give  our  best  consideration  towards  rendering1 
that  examination  efficient,  and  especially  in  handwriting  and  the 
lower  part  of  arithmetic. 

The  definition  of  a  good  hand  which  we  offered  in  one  of  our 
early  Reports,  and  which,  in  fact,  rests  on  the  highest  official 
authority,  is,  "  that  good  handwriting  should  consist  in  the  clear 
"  formation  of  the  letters  of  the  alphabet" 

We  can  assert  with  confidence  that  with  a  moderate  degree  of 
industry  and  perseverance  this  kind  of  handwriting  is  attainable 
by  almost  every  educated  person,  and  yet  the  experience  of  every 
one  acquainted  with  official  business  shows  that  this  most  useful 
accomplishment  is  somewhat  exceptional. 

We  hope  and  believe,  however,  that  we  shall  succeed  in  intro- 
ducing some  improvement  in  this  respect,  by  increasing  the 
strictness  of  our  requirements  upon  this  subject. 

With  regard  to  arithmetic,  without  increasing  the  present 
limited  extent  of  the  subject,  we  propose  strictly  to  require  the 
correct  execution  of  a  certain  proportion  of  the  sums  which  will 
be  set,  especially  in  the  addition  of  money. 

We  shall  find  less  difficulty  in  thus  dealing  with  the  pass  exa- 
minations when  they  are  separated  from  the  competitive  examina- 
tions, inasmuch  as  we  shall  not  be  embarrassed  by  the  difficulty  of 
keeping  up  the  standard  in  the  necessary  official  requirements,  as 
regards  those  candidates  who  show  comparative  merit  in  the 
more  purely  educational  subjects. 

Whilst  upon  this  subject,  we  think  it  right  to  notice  that 
the  experience  of  the  year  1860  confirms  the  view  taken  by  the 
Committee  as  to  the  illusory  nature  of  competitions,  unless  be- 
tween candidates  positively  fit  for  the  office  competed  for.  With- 
out entering  into  statistics  of  too  detailed  a  character  on  this 
point,  it  may  be  sufficient  to  point  out  that  in  a  competition  for 
42  clerkships  at  the  Admiralty  there  were  66  candidates,  but 
only  24  were  competent ; 

In  a  competition  for  1 3  clerkships  in  the  same  department 
there  were  17  candidates,  but  only  11  competent ; 

In  a  competition  for  a  Customs  clerkship  at  Hull  there  were 
4  candidates,  but  no  one  competent; 

In  a  competition  for  7  clerkships  in  the  India  Office  there 
were  9  candidates,  but  only  5  competent. 

In  these  several  cases,  the  competent  candidates  being  less  in 
number  than  the  vacancies,  they  obtained  their  appointments  in 
respect  of  their  positive,  and  not  their  relative  fitness  ;  and  there 
was  no  practical  difference  in  the  results  of  these  examinations 
from  those  which  would  have  taken  place  had  the  same  candi- 
dates (successful  and  unsuccessful)  been  simply  nominated  without 
competition. 

From  these  instances  it  will  be  seen  that  the  proposed  change 
in  the  system,  by  which  competitions  will  in  rature  only  take 
place   between   effective    candidates,   can  hardly  fail  to   bring 
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into  the  public  service  young  men  of  considerably  higher  qualifi- 
cations than  those  who,  although  apparently  competitors,  are  in 
many  instances  simple  nominees. 

It  will  be  perceived  from  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee 
and  from  our  correspondence  with  the  Treasury  above  set  forth, 
that  the  proposed  modifications  with  respect  to  competition  are 
not  intended  to  apply  to  the  lower  grades  of  offices*  such  as 
tidewaiterships,  &o» 

We  entirely  concur  with  the  Committee  in  the  inapplicability 
of  purely  intellectual  competition  to  the  selection  of  officers  whose 
duties  are  principally  mechanical ;  but  we  conceive  that  open  com- 
petition in  which  due  weight  is  given  to  physical  qualifications, 
and  also  to  such  educational  attainments  as  may  afford  presump- 
tive proof  of  industry  and  intelligence,  will  be  found  to  be  the 
readiest  and  most  certain  method  of  obtaining  the  persons  most 
suitable  for  the  subordinate  offices  adverted  to. 

Upon  this  subject  we  may  refer  to  a  correspondence  which  we 
have  inserted  in  the  Appendix,  between  the  authorities  of  the 
General  Post  Office  and  this  Commission. 

Although  the  authorities  of  the  Post  Office  were  unfavourable 
to  educational  competition,  except  of  the  most  limited  character, 
it  appeared  from  the  evidence  of  two  of  their  principal  officers, 
Mr.  Tilley  and  Mr.  A.  Trollope,  that  by  appointing  the  letter- 
carriers  by  means  of  an  open  competition  in  respect  of  physical 
qualifications,  a  more  efficient  class  of  servants  would  be 
obtained.  The  subject  underwent  the  consideration  of  the 
Duke  of  Argyll  during  his  tenure  of  the  office  of  Postmaster- 
General,  in  the  summer  of  1860;  and  in  Mr.  Tilley 's  letter  to 
Mr.  Maitland  of  the  9th  August  1860,  the  intentions  of  the  Duke 
as  Postmaster-General  are  thus  notified  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission : — 

Mr.  Tilley  states  that,  "  after  full  consideration  of  the  subject,  his 
Grace  has  determined  to  throw  these  appointments  open,  and  to  invite 
candidates  publicly  to  offer  themselves  for  employment. 

"  His  Grace  does  not  desire  to  make  any  alteration  in  the  literary 
examination  which  has  already  been  fixed  for  letter-carriers,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Commissioners,  viz.  :— 

1.  Writing  from  dictation  ; 

2.  Beading  manuscript ; 

3.  Elementary  arithmetic  ; 

but  he  has  determined  to  increase  the  standard  of  height  to  5  feet 
5  inches,  and  to  extend  the  maximum  age  to  24  ;  and  farther,  with  the 
view  of  obtaining  men  who  possess  more  physical  strength  than  those 
who  have  recently  been  appointed,  his  Grace  proposes  that  candidates 
shall  be  subjected  to  a  competitive  examination  by  the  medical  officer  ; 
only  such  men,  therefore,  as  have  been  selected  w^l  be  sent  before  the 
Commissioners." 

Shortly  after  this,  when  the  present  Postmaster-General  suc- 
ceeded to  the  office,  he  saw  reason  to  abstain  from  carrying 
into  effect  this  proposed  plan  of  open  physical  competition,  and 
to  continue  the  previous  mode  of  appointment.     We  felt,  and 
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ventured  to  state,  our  regret  at  this  change,  and  we  thus  expressed 
our  views  in  a  letter  addressed  by  Mr.  Maitland  to  Mr.  TUley  on 
the  4th  October  last : — 

"  The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  receive  with  regret  your  announce- 
ment of  the  change  now  intended.  They  stated  in  my  letter  of  the 
17th  August  that  they  would  be  prepared  to  assist,  so  for  as  their 
functions  extend,  in  carrying  out  the  arrangements  then  notified  to 
them,  and  as  it  appears  from  the  published  Minutes  of  the  Committee  on 
Civil  Service  Appointments  that  those  Arrangements  were  in  strict  con- 
formity with,  if  not  suggested  by,  the  evidence  *  given  by  yourself  and 
Mr.  Trollope,  they  feel  it  unnecessary  to  justify  the  anticipations  of 
advantage  to  the  public  service  which  they  then  expressed. 

"  The  Commissioners  have,  in  the  course  of  the  present  correspond- 
ence, noticed  the  several  changes,  all  in  the  same  direction,  which  have 
been  made  in  the  educational  standard  originally  fixed  by  the  authorities 
of  the  Post  Office.  They  do  not  now  repeat  the  observations  which 
they  have  from  time  to  time  made,  when  such  changes  have  been  pro- 
posed ;  nor  can  it  be  necessary  that  they  should  again  disclaim  all  wish 
to  enforce  the  possession  of  useless  accomplishments  at  the  risk  of  losing 
qualifications  essential  to  the  service.  But  if,  in  the  selection  of  candi- 
dates for  the  police,  where  physical  strength  must  be,  even  more  than 
in  the  case  of  letter-carriers,  the  great  requisite,  compared  with  which 
all  others  are  of  minor  importance,  it  is  possible  to  insist  on  ability  *  to 
'  read  and  write ' — if  it  is  reasonable  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of 
private  employers  of  labour  in  factories  and  mines,  by  compulsory 
provisions,  with  regard  to  the  education  of  young  persons  whom  they 
receive  into  their  service — and,  above  all,  if  the  large  amount  of  public 
money  annually  expended  in  teaching  those  whose  duties  in  after-life 
will  in  all  probability  be  not  less  mechanical  than  those  of  letter-carriers 
is  rightly  so  expended — it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  the  power  of 
writing  from  dictation,  with  moderate  correctness,  a  short  passage  con- 
taining only  words  of  common  use,  and  of  performing  sums  in  addition 
and  subtraction  such  as  those  given  below,')'  is  one  which  it  would  be 
hazardous  or  unreasonable  to  expect  in  any  class  of  public  servants. 

"  The  Commissioners  have  only  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  they  will 
carry  into  effect  the  wishes  of  the  Postmaster-General  as  to  the  exami- 
nation of  the  candidates  whom  his  Lordship  may  be  pleased  to  nominate. 
Unless,  however,  some  wider  field  of  selection  is  opened,  they  cannot 
anticipate  that  the  reduction  of  the  educational  test  will  prevent  rejec- 
tions and  the  delay  so  occasioned."

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With  regard  to  tidewaiterships  and  other  subordinate  situa- 
tions in  the  Customs  department,  requiring  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  attached  to  them  more  limited  knowledge 
and  educational  acquirements  than  clerkships,  there  appear,  in 
various  passages  in  the  evidence  given  by  the  officers  of  that 
department,  not  only  opinions  adverse  to  open,  or  even  to  any 
competition,  but  also  apprehensions  lest,  in  placing  too  high  a 
standard  of  knowledge  and  intellectual  acquirements,  the  requi- 
site physical  qualifications  should  be  lost  sight  of,  and  a  class  of 
persons  introduced  into  offices  of  this  character,  superior  per- 
haps in  knowledge  and  intelligence,  but  unfitted  for  the  laborious 
duties  to  be  performed. 

As  we  have  discussed  these  opinions  and  apprehensions  very 
fully  in  a  letter  which  we  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Customs, 
and  which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  No.  II.,  we  do  not 
think  it  necessary  to  enter  upon  them  here  at  any  length.  We 
think,  however,  that  by  adopting  a  high  standard  of  physical 
qualification,  and,  if  found  necessary,  by  making  the  previous 
exercise  of  certain  active  employments,  more  or  less  connected 
with  the  situations  to  be  held,  indispensable  conditions  to  the 
appointment — all  possible  risk  of  the  appointment  of  physically 
incompetent  candidates  may  be  avoided*  We  are  aware  that, 
although  this  evil  may  be  thus  prevented,  yet,  if  the  educational 
standard  adopted  by  us  were  fixed  too  high,  it  might  lead  to  a 
difficulty  in  finding  an  adequate  supply  of  candidates  who  should 
come  up  to  this  as  well  as  to  the  physical  standard.  At  present, 
however,  as  the  examination  in  orthography,  writing,  and  arith- 
metic is  limited  to  that  degree  of  proficiency  which  is  necessary 
for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  which  the  candidate  is 
to  fulfil,  the  difficulty  in  question  cannot  now  be  charged  on 
our  arrangements.  We  shall,  however,  carefully  keep  in  view 
this  important  point,  and  we  shall  fix  our  minimum  standard 
accordingly. 

The  arrangements  contemplated  by  the  Lords  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury  for  separating  the  competitive  from  the  preliminary 
test  examination  have  led  to  a  change  in  the  Audit  Office  in  the 
subjects  prescribed  for  candidates  for  junior  situations  therein  ; 
and  the  Commissioners  of  Audit  have  accordingly  decided  to 
raise  their  present  standard  by  proposing  the  following  list  of 
prescribed  subjects  for  the  second  or  competitive  examination  :— 

1.  Exercises  designed  to  test  handwriting  and  ortho- 
graphy. 

2.  Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions. 

3.  First  three  books  of  Euclid. 

4.  English  composition. 

5.  Prdcis. 

6.  Geography. 

7.  Translation  from  Latin  prose. 

8.  Translation  from  one  of  the  following  modern  lan- 
guages, viz. : — French,  Italian,  or  German. 
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We  communicated  to  the  Audit  Office  our  cordial  concurrence 
in  this  proposal 

We  may  here  advert  to  the  half-yearly  examinations  of  can- 
didates for  entry  as  apprentices  in  the  dockyards,  and  of  boys 
to  be  entered  in  the  steam  factories  for  education  as  naval  engi- 
neers. We  undertook  the  management  of  these  examinations  at 
the  request  of  the  Board  of  Admiralty,  as  mentioned  in  our  last 
Report.  Three  examinations  have  been  held  since  the  change,  and 
we  believe  we  may  say  that  the  system  has  worked  satisfactorily. - 
In  these  examinations  200  marks  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  medical  officers  of  the  several  establishments,  and  are 
assigned  by  them  according  to  their  judgment  of  the  physical 
qualifications  of  the  candidates.  It  will,  of  course,  be  understood 
that  all  who  are  found  to  be  disqualified  on  medical  grounds 
are  at  once  and  absolutely  excluded;  but  among  those  who 
remain  some  will  be  physically  superior  to  others,  and  it  is 
right  that  such  superiority  should  be  allowed  to  influence  the 
result  of  the  competition.  Height,  weight,  and  girth  round  the 
chest  are  in  each  case  ascertained,  and  a  certain  proportion  of 
the  marks  having  been  distributed  accordingly,  the  remaining 
marks  are  assigned  by  the  medical  officer  at  his  discretion. 

In  the  performances  of  these  candidates  there  is,  as  might  be 
expected,  great  inequality,  and  the  standard  has  of  course  been 
a  low  one.  At  the  same  time  there  are  among  the  competitors 
for  these  appointments  many  whose  attainments  are  superior  to 
those  of  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  candidates  for  metro* 
politan  clerkships.  The  average  number  of  marks  obtained  by 
the  first  six  boys  in  the  Devonport  Examination  of  last  Christmas 
were  as  follows : — 

Arithmetic 

Orthography  (tested  by  dictation) 

Grammar  - 

English  composition 

Geography  - 

Mathematics 

Other  subjects 

We  notice  with  satisfaction,  as  bearing  on  this  topic,  the 
following  passage  from  Mr.  Cumin's  Report  as  Assistant  Com- 
missioner on  the  state  of  Popular  Education  in  the  Maritime 
districts  of  Bristol  and  Plymouth. 

"  Both  the  Master  Shipwright  and  the  Schoolmaster  are  of  opinion 
that  the  boys  entered  by  competition  are  the  best ;  and  during  my 
visit  to  the  dockyard  Bchools  I  saw  a  list  of  nine  competition  boys, 
whose  characters,  as  shipwrights,  had  been  written  by  the  officers, 
and  were  declared  to  be  eminently  satisfactory.  Moreover,  the  Ad- 
miral Superintendent  told  me  that  no  complaints  were  made  against 
them." 

"  Amongst  the  working  shipwrights  themselves  I  found  the  opinion 
general,  that  a  boy  ought  to  be  educated  before  he  enters  the  yard ; 
and  that  the  present  system  of  entering  half  by  competition  and  half  by 
claims  ought  to  be  maintained ;  but  at  the  same  time  their  opinion

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I  to  be,  that  education  ought  to  cease  as  soon  as  the  boy  became 
an  apprentice.  In  this  the  Master  Shipwright  did  not  agree,  although 
both  he  and  the. Schoolmaster  thought  that  education  in  the  dockyard 
ought  not  to  be  compulsory,  but  ought  to  be  regarded  as  a  privilege/' — 
Beports  of  the  Assistant  Commissioners,  vol.  iii.  p.  64. 

In  reference  to  the  lower  class  of  appointments  in  the  public 
service,  it  has  been  urged  in  some  quarters  as  an  objection  to  com- 
petitive examination,  that  although  for  the  higher  appointments 
in  the  service,  for  which  it  is  desirable  to  obtain  young  men  whose 
minds  have  been  well  trained  and  improved  by  education,  and 
who  possess  industry  and  intelligence,  a  literary  and  scientific 
examination  may  test  those  qualities,  and  the  relative  superiority 
displayed  in  subjects  of  that  character  may  be  taken  as  a  fair 
measure  of  the  difference  between  the  merits  of  the  several 
candidates  ;  yet  that  such  a  comparison  applied  to  candidates  for 
the  lower  offices  in  the  Excise  and  the  Customs,  and  to  Post- 
office  letter-carriers  would  fail  to  indicate  the  relative  superiority 
of  the  candidates,  inasmuch  as  the  best  of  them  would  have 
attained  a  very  moderate  limit  of  knowledge,  and  the  difference 
between  that  and  the  minimum  acquirements  necessary  for  the 
duties  of  the  office  would  be  too  narrow  to  admit  of  its  being 
taken  as  a  correct  test  of  industry  and  intelligence.  We  can 
readily  understand  that  this  objection  may  have  considerable 
weight  with  many  persons,  who,  although  they  may  have  given 
attention  to  the  subject,  have  not  had  practical  experience  in' 
the  examinations  of  this  class  o  persons ;  but  the  experience' 
which  the  last  six  years  and  the  multitude  of  candidates  who 
have  been  examined  under  our  direction  have  furnished  to  us, 
leads  us  to  directly  opposite  conclusions. 

We  believe  that  by  a  judicious  choice  of  subjects,  and  of  ques- 
tions and  exercises  in  these  subjects,  the  relative  superiority  in 
intelligence  and  industry  in  the  class  of  persons  from  which  these 
lower  officers  are  selected,  can  be  ascertained  quite  as  accurately 
and  satisfactorily  as  in  the  examinations  for  the  Indian  Civil 
Service,  or  as  in  the  careful  and  well-considered  system  of 
examination  applied  to  the  candidates  for  admission  into  the 
Artillery  and  Engineers. 

For  this  purpose,  arithmetic  and  simple  English  composition  are 
instruments  which  may  be  thoroughly  depended  on ;  and  we 
should,  as  in  the  higher  competitive  examinations,  permit  the 
candidate  to  have  a  choice  of  some  other  subjects  to  which  his 
previous  education  or  pursuits  in  life  may  have  led  him  to  address 
himself ;  but  we  wish  it  to  be  carefully  borne  in  mind  in  reference 
to  these  observations  that  we  give  credit  to  the  proficiency 
displayed  in  these  subjects,  not  as  being  applicable  to  the  duties 
to  be  performed,  but  as  proofe  of  the  qualities  of  intelligence  and 
industry — qualities  alike  valuable  in  low  as  in  high  employments. 

While  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  was 
taking  evidence,  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Treasury,  and 
consisting  of  Sir  S.  Northcote,  Major  Graham,  Mr.  Lingen,  and 
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Mr.  Horace  Mann  was  considering  a  question  which  is  under- 
stood to  have  occasioned  some  difficulties  of  late,  and  which 
may  probably  continue  to  be  troublesome — that  of  the  employ- 
ment of  temporary  clerks  in  various  branches  of  the  Civil 
Service. 

We  do  not  propose  to  enter  upon  the  questions  which  have 
been  under  the  consideration  of  that  Committee,  but  the 
appointment  of  temporary  clerks  and  their  transfer  to  the  perma- 
nent establishment  have  an  important  bearing  on  the  system 
of  examinations,  and  appear  to  require  some  notice  on  our  part. 

When  we  first  entered  upon  our  functions,  there  were,  as 
there  now  are  in  the  War  Department  (then  divided  into  the 
War  Office  and  Ordnance  Office),  "  temporary  clerks  under 
quarterly  engagements/'  who  were  understood  to  have  been 
brought  in  to  meet  the  pressure  of  the  war,  and  for  whom, 
as  soon  as  the  system  of  examination  was  organized,  a  very  low 
standard  of  qualification  was  established. 

The  Admiralty  also  had  (as  it  now  has)  temporary  clerks. 

In  engaging  assistants  of  this  class,  old  precedents  were 
followed. 

"  It  had  been  found,"  says  an  Admiralty  Order  in  Council  of 
1816,  "  that  the  increase  of  business  in  time  of  war  is  not  so 
"  much  in  the  higher  duties  of  the  office  as  in  the  details,  and  it 
"  had  therefore  been  the  custom  to  employ  during  war  a 
"  number  of  extra  and  temporary  clerks  who  were  to  be  dis- 
"  charged  as  soon  as  peace  returned." 

In  early  correspondence  between  the  Admiralty  and  this  Com- 
mission, the  strongest  desire  was  shown  on  the  part  of  the  former 
to  make  it  clear  that  the  nomination  of  a  temporary  clerk  to 
the  establishment,  though  given  for  merit  exclusively,  was  in  no 
sense  a  "  promotion." 

The  figures  which  follow  show  the  number  of  certificates 
granted  in  each  year  for  the  permanent  and  temporary  clerkships 
in  the  two  departments : —

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Of  course  it  is  not  known  how  many  of  the  997  persons  thus 
admitted  into  the  two  departments  in  the  last  six  or  seven  years 
have  been  in  the  service  at  the  same  time,  and  it  is  to  be  under- 
stood that  temporary  clerks  have  in  many  cases  received  second 
certificates  on  being  advanced  to  the  establishment. 

It  has  been  thought  necessary  or  advisable  from  time  to  time 
to  place  these  temporary  clerks  on  the  establishment,  either  as 
vacancies  may  have  arisen,  or  as  additions. 

Although  these  vacancies  or  the  requisite  additional  appoint- 
ments might  have  been  filled  up  from  without  in  the  usual 
manner,  by  positive  or  competitive  nominations,  the  heads  of  these 
departments  have  in  most  instances  abstained  from  this  exercise 
of  patronage,  and  have  given  the  situations  on  the  establishment 
to  the  temporary  clerks,  selecting  them  by  means  of  competitive 
examinations. 

As  regards  the  War  Office,  the  result  has  not  been  altogether 
satisfactory.  The  same  candidates  have  come  up  repeatedly 
(four  or  five  times),  after  very  short  intervals,  and  have  been  as 
often  found  not  qualified  according  to  the  standard  fixed  for 
the  establishment 

As  temporary  clerks  they  had  been  examined  only  in  the  first 
four  rules  of  arithmetic,  writing,  spelling,  and  English  composi- 
tion, whilst  for  the  establishment  somewhat  higher  subjects  are 
prescribed,  and  in  these  the  temporary  clerks  have  frequently 
failed. 

Of  course  there  is  an  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the  head  of 
a  department  to  dismiss  or  to  exclude  from  the  hope  of  preferment 
those  who  have  been  doing  well  in  inferior  although  temporary 
positions  in  the  office;  but  it  is  surely  not  desirable  that  the 
higher  ranks  of  the  office  should  be  filled,  as  ultimately  they 
must  be,  if  this  system  be  continued,  by  those  who  have  just 
succeeded  in  raising  themselves,  after  repeated  failures,  to  the 
required  standard. 

The  objections  to  this  course  of  proceeding,  however,  will  in 
some  measure  be  met  and  remedied  by  the  establishment  of  the 
preliminary  test  examination,  —  by  adhering  to  the  proposed 
number  of  three  candidates  for  each  vacancy, — by  not  confining 
the  competition  to  the  temporary  clerks,  but  allowing  other 
candidates  to  compete  with  them, — and  by  putting  a  definite 
limit  to  the  number  of  opportunities  to  be  given  to  unsuccessful 
candidates. 

We  must  add  that  if  it  should  hereafter  be  decided  by  Her 
Majesty's  Government  to  form  a  separate  Copying  Depratment  for 
supplying  to  the  various  offices  the  requisite  amount  of  assistance 
for  the  performance  of  mechanical  duties,  so  that  the  work  of  the 
whole  number  of  clerks  who  would  then  compose  the  establishment 
would  be  of  a  higher  order,  it  would  become  necessary  to  revise 
the  existing  regulations  as  to  age,  prescribed  subjects,  and  pre- 
liminary examinations;  but  it  would  be  premature  at  present  to 
address  ourselves  to  this  point 
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We  shall  now  proceed  to  narrate  briefly  the  principal  proceed- 
ings of  this  Commission  during  the  past  year,  and  the  circum- 
stances connected  with  them,  making  such  observations  upon 
them  as  appear  to  us  to  be  necessary. 

Since  our  last  Report,  in  consequence  of  the  Superannuation 
Act  having  made  the  certificates  of  this  Commission  as  regards 
persons  appointed  to  junior  situations  requisite  to  entitle  them 
to  retiring  allowances,  several  of  the  public  departments,  to 
which,  owing  to  various  circumstances,  the  provisions  of  the 
Order  in  Council  of  1855  had  not  been  previously  applied,  have 
placed  themselves  in  communication  with  the  Commissioners,  and 
regulations  have  been  made  defining  the  subjects  in  which  candi- 
dates were  to  be  examined,  and  the  limits  of  age  for  admission. 
Some  modifications  also  of  existing  regulations  have  been  made 
in  other  departments.

The  regulations  as  to  age  and  prescribed  subjects  of  examina- 
tion will  be  found  in  the  correspondence  set  forth  in  the 
Appendix,  under  the  head  of  each  department,  and  we  will  only 
notice  some  of  the  more  important  cases. 

The  subjects  selected  for  candidates  for  clerkships  in  the 
Registrars  Office,  Admiralty,  are  these,  namely  : — 

1.  Good  handwriting. 

2.  Transcribing  and  writing  correctly. 

3.  Writing  from  dictation. 

4.  English  composition. 

5.  Making  a  precis  or  digest  of  letters  and  other  papers. 

6.  Arithmetic,  as  far  as  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions. 

7.  Some  knowledge  of  one  or  other  of  the  following  subjects, 

to  be  selected  by  the  candidate  himself: — Either  Latin  or 
a  modern  language,  the  leading  points  of  English  or 
modern  history,  geography,  algebra,  Euclid,  or  any  branch 
of  mathematics  or  science. 

We  consider  this  list  of  subjects  to  be  satisfactory  for  a  non- 
competitive examination,  as  it  comprises  injudicious  combination 
the  ordinary  acquirements  necessary  for  the  practical  duties  of  a 
clerk,  together  with  a  choice  of  subjects  in  which  a  fair  degree 
of  proficiency  furnishes  proof  of  intelligence,  industry,  and 
education. 

With  very  little  modification  this  programme  may  be  adapted 
for  competitive  examinations  in  that. department. 

The  qualifications  requisite  for  the  numerous  and  various 
junior  situations  in  the  British  Museum  have  received  the  care- 
ful and  deliberate  attention  of  the  authorities  who  are  responsible 
for  these  appointments. 

For  the  highest  class  of  these  junior  situations,  i.e.  the  Assis- 
tants, the  subjects  which  axe  mentioned  in  the  note  below*  are

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such  as  to  secure  their  proficiency  in  those  branches  of  literary 
or  scientific  knowledge  which  will  render  them  useful  officers  in 
the  important  institution  in  which  they  will  be  employed. 

The  examination  prescribed  for  the  assistant  clerk  in  the  office 
of  the  Controller  of  the  Exchequer  affords  an  example  of  the 
mode  in  which  the  special  knowledge  requisite  for  peculiar  duties 
is  ascertained. 

For  that  situation,  the  duties  of  which  relate  to  the  comparison 
of  weights  and  measures,  and  to  the  testing  of  gas-holders, 
strength  and  activity,  and  some  practical  acquaintance  with 
mechanical  processes  are  necessary,  also  mechanical  dexterity  and 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  weights  and  measures. 

Lord  Monteagle  suggested  that  if  candidates  were  permitted 
to  inspect  the  duties  as  performed  at  his  office,  the  subsequent 
examinations  would  be  rendered  effectual.  We  adopted  this 
suggestion  by  which  the  candidate  was  enabled  to  form  an 
a<5curate  notion  of  the  qualities  and  knowledge  required  of  him, 
and  thus  to  have  a  fairer  opportunity  of  showing  his  capabilities 
for  the  appointment. 

We  may  mention  another  instance  of  the  care  bestowed  by  the 
heads  of  departments  to  establish  practical  as  well  as  educational 
tests  of  competency,  namely,  in  the  civil  branch  of  the  Engineer 
departments,  as  respects  clerks  of  works. 

Candidates  for  these  situations  are  not  only  examined  under 
our  direction  in  orthography,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  English 
composition,  but  also  in  the  following  subjects  : — 
Mensuration  of  plane  surfaces  and  simple  solids. 
Practical  geometry. 

Designs  of  simple  structures  of  masonry,  brick,  or  wood,  illus- 
trated by  plans,  sections,  and  elevations. 
Working  drawings  of  particular  parts  of  buildings. 
Measurement  of  builders'  work* 
Estimating  builders'  work. 

Artificers'  work  :  the  nature  of  tools  required — the  propor* 
tion  of  labour  and  materials  required  for  any  particular 
kind  of  work. 
Analysis  of  prices. 

Modes  of  judging  of  the  quality  of  building  materials  :  Calcu- 
lation of  the  sections  of  timber  and  metals  to  resist 
transverse  and  longitudinal  strains. 

3.  The  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic. 

4.  Literary  and  political  history  of  England. 

5.  Literary  and  political  history  of  Greece  and  Rome. 

For  a  Department  of  Natural  History, 

1.  Writing,  from  dictation,  a  good  hand. 

2.  A  knowledge  of  two  languages  besides  English,  one  of  which  must  be  either 

Greek  or  Latin. 

3.  The  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic. 

4.  Literary  and  political  history  of  England. 

5.  History  of  the  natural  sciences  and  the  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles 

of  the  various  systems  of  classification  of  zoology,  geology r  palaeontology, 
mineralogy,  or  botany,  according  to  the  department  for  which  the  candidate  is 
nominated. 
-    Voluntary  examination,  at  the  option  of  the  candidate,  in  any  other  political,  literary, 
or  scientific  hi6tcry,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  any  additional  language. 
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We  have  endeavoured  with  the  aid  of  an  able  adviser  to  give 
practical  effect  to  these  strict  but  useful  conditions,  and  several 
candidates  have  obtained  our  certificates,  although  others  have 
failed  to  do  so. 

We  think  it  right  to  advert  to  the  subjects  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  National  Education  (Ireland),  for  the  office  of 
Inspector  of  National  Schools.  Here  the  examinations  are  com- 
petitive, and  the  special  subjects  are  strictly  of  an  intellectual 
character.  The  programme  of  subjects,  accordingly,  is  founded 
on  that  established  for  the  candidates  for  the  Indian  Civil  Service. 
A.  considerable  acquaintance  with  English  literature,  elementary 
mathematics,  geography,  history,  physical  science,  logic,  political 
economy,  and  book-keeping,  is  made  obligatory;  but  a  large 
choice  of  higher  subjects,  both  in  ancient  and  foreign  literature, 
and  in  mathematical  and  physical  science,  is  offered  to  the  com- 
petitors. 

We  may  further  notice  the  correspondence  between  Mr.  J.  M. 
Lindsay,  the  Director  of  Chancery,  Scotland,  and  this  Commission 
with  respect  to  the  examinations  to  be  prescribed  for  the  first 
and  second  clerkships  in  that  office,  as  showing  the  care  and 
attention  bestowed  by  that  gentleman  in  determining  on  the 
most  suitable  qualifications  for  these  appointments. 

The  existing  relations  of  this  country  with  China  and  Japan 
has  rendered  it  necessary  to  send  there  a  certain  number  of 
young  men  to  be  employed  as  interpreters. 

In  reference  to  this  matter,  Lord  J.  Russell  has  communicated 
to  us  his  wishes  with  respect  to  the  examinations  and  other  con- 
ditions to  be  prescribed  for  candidates  for  these  offices. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  communications  that  his  Lordship 
wishes  the  examinations  to  be  directed  rather  to  the  capacity  of 
acquiring  knowledge  than  to  the  extent  of  knowledge  ;  that  he 
attaches  much  importance  to  precis-writing  as  a  test  for  this 
purpose ;  that  he  does  not  intend  that  the  Chinese  language 
should  be  a  subject  of  examination,  having  regard  to  the  infor- 
mation which  he  has  received  with  respect  to  the  influence  which 
such  knowledge  acquired  out  of  China  is  likely  to  have  on  the 
study  of  the  language  in  China;  that  he  thinks  it  desirable 
that  attention  should  be  paid  to  steadiness  of  character, 
habits  of  application,  and  good  bodily  health ;  and  that  being 
aware  that  the  probability  of  acquiring  such  a  language  as  the 
Chinese  must  necessarily  be  increased  if  the  study  of  it  be  com- 
menced at  an  early  age,  he  has  proposed^  as  the  limits  of  age, 
from  16  years  complete  to  20,  the  latter  limit  being  for  special 
reasons  extended  to  25  for  this  occasion  only. 

Lord  J.  Russell  proposes  to  nominate  above  30  candidates 
to  compete  for  10  appointments,  i.e.  eight  for  China  and  two  for 
Japan,  and  we  perceive  that  in  furtherance  of  this  intention  his 
Lordship  has  placed  himself  in  communication  with  the  autho- 
rities of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  and  other 
educational  institutions,  and  has  invited  them  to  send  to  bim 
the  names  of  candidates.

It  will  be  perceived,  from  the  correspondence  in  the  Appendix, 
that  with  regard  to  the  subordinate  offices  of  messenger,  office- 
keeper,  usher,  &c,  some  differences  of  opinion  have  arisen  between 
various  heads  of  departments  and  tins  Commission,  as  to  the 
limits,  and  especially  as  to  the  higher  limit,  of  age  which  it  is 
desirable  to  fix. 

These  offices  have,  until  recently,  been  frequently  bestowed  on 
persons  who  have  been  in  domestic  service,  in  which  the  duties 
are  analogous  to  those  which  are  required  to  be  performed.  It 
is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  that  the  natural  desire  to  provide 
for  faithful  and  long-tried  servants,  has  often  led  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  persons  advanced  in  life  to  these  offices,  who,  although 
able  and  willing  to  fulfil  these  duties  in  the  first  instance,  become 
in  a  few  years  unfit  for  their  active  discharge. 

The  objection  to  the  appointment  of  persons  to  such  situations 
who  are  40  years  of  age  is  not  only  that  they  will  come  on  the 
superannuation  list  after  a  much  shorter  period  of  years  than 
would  be  the  case  if  they  were  appointed  earlier  in  life ;  for  this 
objection  is  in  part  neutralized  by  their  superannuation  allow- 
ances, which  depend  on  their  length  of  service,  being  of  less 
amount  than  they  would  otherwise  have  obtained ;  but  the  main 
objection  is  that  the  superannuation  allowances,  to  which  they 
would  thus  become  entitled  if  they  retired  at  the  age  when  their 
♦  strength  and  activity  are  insufficient  for  their  duties,  are  not 
enough  for  their  support,  and  accordingly  there  is  a  motive,  which 
it  is  very  difficult  to  resist,  to  retain  inefficient  servants,  and  to 
let  the  continuance  of  their  inefficient  services  operate  to  swell 
the  amount  of  their  superannuation  allowances. 

In  this  way  one  of  the  most  important  objects  of  the  Super- 
annuation Act,  that  of  relieving  the  heads  of  departments  from 
ail  inducement  to  keep  in  the  service  those  who  are  too  infirm 
for  their  duties,  is  frustrated.

Of  these  708  competitors  in  1860,  there  are  48  who  obtained 
places  in  the  respective  competitions  sufficiently  high  to  bring 
them  within  the  number  of  situations  competed  for,  and  who 
would  have  received  appointments  had  they  not  failed  in  par- 
ticular subjects ;  the  subjects  in  which  they  have  failed  being, , 
except  in  four  cases,  of  a  practical  character.  Thus,  18  have 
fidled  either  in  book-keeping  or  account-states;  10  either  in 
arithmetic,  orthography,  or  handwriting ;  16  in  one  or  more  of 
these  practical  subjects  and  likewise  in  other  subjects ;  one  in 
precis  only ;  one  in  trigonometry  only  ;  one  in  Latin  only ;  and 
one  in  history  and  likewise  in  geography.

The  number  of  competitive  examinations  conducted  during  the 
year  1860  was  80;  and  by  those  examinations  196  situations 
were  filled  up.  The  total  number  of  competitors  actually  ex- 
amined was  603 ;  and  of  the  407  who  were  unsuccessful,  319 
were  not  considered  to  have  passed  examinations  which  would 
have  entitled  them  to  certificates  if  they  had  presented  them- 
selves with  absolute  nominations.

The  foregoing  results  appear  to  call  for  little  remark  on  our 
part. 

The  proportion  of  rejections  to  certificates  in  non-competitive 
examinations  seems  to  have  a  tendency  to  diminish.  It  was 
in  1857  rather  more  than  one-third ;  in  1858  rather  less  than 
one-third;  in  1859,  one-fourth;  and  in  1860  less  than  that 
proportion.  We  continue  to  think  that  this  may  be  safely  re- 
garded as  indicating  increased  acquirements  in  the  candidates, 
and  not  any  laxity  in  our  own  proceedings.  We  venture  to  state 
this  with  less  diffidence,  for  we  certainly  perceive  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  candidates  who  pass,  especially  in  spelling  and 
arithmetic,  considerable  improvement. 

An  inspection  of  the  Tables  of  the  competitive  examinations 
will  show  that  in  a  considerable  number  of  instances  the  candi- 
dates have  obtained  nine-tenths  and  more  of  the  total  marks 
in  spelling,  and  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  maximum  in 
arithmetic ;  and  that  some  candidates,  even  for  the  less  im- 
portant clerkships,  have  been  absolutely  faultless  in  their  ortho- 
graphy. 

We  have  again  thought  it  advisable  to  place  in  the  Appendix 
to  our  Report  copies  of  all  the  examination  papers  which  we  have 
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set  during  the  year.  Convinced,  as  we  have  always  been,  of  the 
necessity  of  vindicating  the  privilege  of  all  examining  bodies, 
not  to  produce  to  any  one  the  answers  of  the  candidates,  we 
continue  to  be  most  desirous  that  every  possible  publicity  should 
be  given  to  the  questions  which  we  propose. 

We  do  not  suppose  it  to  be  possible  that  in  the  multitude  of 
questions  which  are  required  to  be  framed,  in  order  to  prevent 
unfair  foreknowledge  on  the  part  of  candidates,  there  may  not 
be  some  which  are  open  to  just  objection ;  but  we  believe  that 
in  general  they  will  be  found  to  correspond  with  the  state  of 
knowledge  and  instruction  of  those  classes  of  persons  who  are 
called  upon  to  answer  them.  It  is  certain  that  the  more  intel- 
ligent candidates  in  our  examinations  are  able  to  answer  a  large 
proportion  of  the  questions,  and  that  there  are  but  few  questions 
which  have  not  been  answered  by  some  of  the  candidates. 

In  support,  moreover,  of  this  statement  we  must  again  refer  to 
the  tables  of  competitive  examinations  in  the  Appendix,  showing 
the  number  of  marks  obtained  by  the  successful  candidates  in  all 
the  different  subjects  in  which  they  were  examined.  As  respects 
geography  and  history  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  suc- 
cessful candidates  who  have  got  two-thirds  of  the  maximum  of 
marks  for  these  subjects.  We  may  also  refer  to  the  long  list  of 
candidates  who  have  obtained  honorary  certificates  for  subjects  in 
which  they  have  voluntarily  offered  themselves  for  examination.

V 
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Examinations  far  ike  Civil  Service  of  India. 

The  open  competitive  examination  for  the  Civil  Service  of 
India  took  place  in  July  last,  and  its  results  are  given  in  the 
Tables  contained  in  the  Appendix  No.  IV. 

The  large  number,  80,  of  these  valuable  appointments  offered 
tot  competition  on  that  occasion  led  us  to  expect  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  candidates  beyond  those  in  former 
years ;  but  only  154  presented  themselves  for  examination. 

It  is  not  difficult,  however,  to  account  for  the  number  being 
thus  limited,  partly  by  the  discouraging  events  in  India  in  the 
previous  years,  partly  by  the  slow  diffusion  of  information  as  to 
the  means  and  opportunities  of  obtaining  these  appointments, 
and  partly  by  the  countervailing  prospects  open  to  industrious 
and  intelligent  young  men,  both  at  the  universities,  and  in  the 
Artillery  and  Engineers,  especially  in  the  latter,  since  open  com- 
petition has  been  introduced. 

The  first  two  of  these  causes  will  gradually  cease  to  be  operative ; 
and  accordingly  we  find  in  the  present  year  more  candidates 
than  in  1860  ;  and  the  institution,  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge, 
and  other  "universities,  and  public  places  of  education,  of  courses 
of  study  corresponding  to  the  requirements  of  the  further  exami- 
nation of  selected  candidates,  shows  that  the  subject  is  receiving, 
from  the  public  at  large,  the  attention  it  deserves. 

It  is  gratifying  to  us  to  find  that,  as  in  former  years,  the  suc- 
cessful candidates  continue  for  the  most  part  to  be  those  who 
have  been  trained  at  the  universities,  and  we  think  that  it  is  fair 
to  state  that  the  Irish  universities,  as  has  been  the  case  at  previous 
examinations,  send  us  candidates  who  do  credit  to  the  system  of 
instruction  and  to  the  professors  at  those  institutions.  No  less 
than  13  of  the  successful  candidates  came  from  Trinity  College, 
Dublin,  and  amongst  them  the  5th,  6th,  7th,  and  8th  in  the  order 
of  merit.  Five  proceeded  from  Queen's  College,  Belfast,  including 
the  4th  in  order  of  merit,  and  one  from  Queen's  College,  Gal  way. 
We  ought  to  add  that  eight  successful  candidates  have  come  from 
Scotland. 

It  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  observe  in  which  institutions 
the  candidates  most  distinguished  in  particular  branches  had 
been  educated : —

We  are  able  also  to  state  that  those  of  the  80  successful  can- 
didates who,  according  to  their  marks,  occupy  a  low  position  in 
the  list,  have  not  only  done  sufficiently  well  to  justify  our  belief 
in  their  intelligence,  and  our  confidence  in  their  future  industry, 
but  in  several  instances  have  shown  considerable  proficiency  in 
particular  subjects. 

We  have  watched  with  some  anxiety  that  portion  of  the 
arrangements  relating  to  the  Indian  Civil  Servants  which  obliges 
the  successful  candidates  at  the  competitive  examination  to 
undergo  the  further  or  pass  examination  after  the  interval  of 
twelve  months. 

This  further  special  examination  in  1860,  including  the  selected 
candidates  of  1859,  took  place  in  July  last.  As  respects  eight 
of  these,  they  showed  themselves  so  deficient  in  knowledge  of 
some  of  the  subjects  prescribed  that  we  were  reluctantly  obliged 
to  refuse  to  give  them  our  certificate.  In  discharging  this  duty, 
painful  to  ourselves  and  to  those  who  were  the  subjects  of  it,  we 
felt  that  it  would  nevertheless  furnish  a  most  useful  and  effective 
stimulus  to  future  selected  candidates,  who  would  thus  be  fully 
convinced  that  their  second  examination  would  not  be  merely 
a  matter  of  form,  and  that  unless  they  made  a  proper  use  of  the 
year  allotted  to  them  for  this  purpose,  and  acquired  the  rudi- 
ments of  those  branches  of  knowledge  which  are  requisite  to 
prepare  them  for  their  duties  in  India,  they  might  run  the 
risk  of  losing  the  benefit  of  their  previous  success. 

It  was  originally  contemplated,  as  one  of  the  regulations  in 
reference  to  the  candidates  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India,  that 
any  selected  candidate  who  did  not  pass  at  the  second  examina- 
tion should  be  struck  off  the  list  of  selected  candidates  ;  but  in 
the  correspondence  which  took  place  between  the  department  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  and  this  Commission  on  the 
subject,  Lord  Stanley,  then  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  inti- 
mated his  opinion  that  this  would  be  too  severe  a  penalty,  and 
that  he  would  prefer  the  rule  to  be  in  the  following  terms  : — 

"  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  proceed  to  India  until  he 
"  shall  have  passed  the  further  examination,  or  after  he  has 
"  completed  his  24th  year." 

This  rule,  which  gave  to  a  candidate,  if  within  the  limit  of 
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age,  an  opportunity  of  recovering  his  lost  time,  was  accordingly 
adopted,  and  was  subsequently  rendered  more  indulgent,  as  re- 
gards candidates  selected  in  1859,  by  substituting  the  maximum 
age  of  25  for  24. 

Upon  finding  ourselves  unable  to  grant  certificates  to  the 
eight  selected  candidates  alluded  to,  we  communicated  the  cir- 
cumstance to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  (Sir  C.  Wood), 
requesting  his  decision  whether  these  candidates  should  be  per- 
mitted to  present  themselves  again,  and  if  so,  whether  in  July 
next  with  the  selected  candidates  who  were  to  be  examined 
in  the  present  year,  or  at  some  earlier  intermediate  period. 

Sir  C.  Wood  decided  that  these  eight  candidates,  or  such  of 
them  as  we  should  think  worthy  of  the  indulgence,  should  be 
allowed  another  opportunity  of  proving  their  fitness  for  admission 
into  the  service,  provided  they  should  be  within  the  prescribed 
age  at  the  time  of  the  next  examination  but  that  a  second 
rejection  should  be  final  He  was  also  of  opinion  that  this 
further  examination  should  be  delayed  till  the  ordinary  further 
examination  in  July  next,  and  that  they  should  take  rank 
according  to  their  place  in  this  second  examination. 

Sensible  of  the  extreme  importance  of  giving  a  proper  direction 
to  the  studies  of  the  selected  candidates  during  what  may  be 
termed  their  year  of  probation,  and  especially  as  regards  Law,  we 
carefully  considered  this  portion  of  our  arrangements,  and  we 
derived  valuable  assistance  from  a  correspondence  *  transmitted 
to  us  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  which  he  had  received 
from  the  Governor  of  Bombay,  on  the  subject  of  the  legal  educa- 
tion of  Civil  Servants  in  the  judicial  branch  of  the  public  service 
in  India. 

The  letter  of  our  secretary,  Mr.  Maitland,  to  Mr.  Hawkins,  of 
the  India  Office,  of  the  13th  April  I860,  and  our  revised  printed 
instructions  to  selected  candidates,  both  of  which  documents  are 
in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report,  contain  the  full  exposition  of  our 
views  and  our  arrangements  with  reference  to  this  subject. 

We  adhere  to  our  opinion  of  the  importance  of  giving  to 
the  selected  candidates  opportunities  of  seeing  and  carefully 
observing  actual  proceedings,  civil  and  criminal,  in  our  courts  of 
law.  We  subjoin  that  portion  of  our  instructions  to  them  which 
bears  on  this  subject. 

(c)  It  is  farther  required  that  each  Candidate  shall,  before  the  end 
of  January  next,  send  in  notes  of  at  least  ten  cases  heard  by 
himself  in  a  court  of  justice,  and  that  the  same  number  be 
again  sent  in  at  the  close  of  April.  The  following  instruc- 
tions should  be  attended  to :— . 

(1)  Candidates  are  to  select  exclusively  cases  tried  before 

juries,  or  in  courts  presided  over  by  barristers : 

(2)  The  notes  should  contain  the  title  of  the  court,  the 

names  of  the  judge  and  of  the  parties,  and  the  place 
and  time  of  trial.     They  should  also  state  clearly

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and  concisely  the  substance  of  the  evidence  gives, 
the  objections  made  to  evidence,  whether  oral  or 
documentary,  the  points,  if  any,  on  which  a  conflict 
of  evidence  has  arisen,  the  arguments  of  counsel, 
the  view  taken  by  the  judge,  and  the  ultimate  result, 
with  any  other  details  which  may  appear  worthy  of 
notice : 

(3)  In  addition  to  the  more  extended  report  a  very  short 

analytical  statement  of  each  case  is  to  be  given, 
showing,  in  criminal  cases,  the  facts  necessary  to 
constitute  the  offence  charged,  artd  how  those  facta 
were  proved,  and,  in  civil  cases,  the  exact  points 
in  issue*  with  the  bearing  of  the  evidence  upon 
them : 

(4)  Each  Candidate  is  to  append  to  his  notes  a  declaration 

that  they  are  bonft  fide  his  own  composition,  and 
have  been  derived  from  personal  attendance  in  court: 

(4)  Foolscap  paper  is  to  be  used,  with  a  margin  ;   and 

attention  must  be  paid  to  handwriting,  which  should 
be  clear  and  large  : 

(5)  Questions  upon  the  notes  sent  in  will  be  asked  in  the 

vivd  voce  portion  of  the  examination  of  July,  and 
such  proportion  of  the  marks  assigned  by  the  regu- 
lations to  legal  subjects  as  may  be  thought  adequate 
will  be  allotted  to  them. 
With  reference  to  the  preceding  instructions,  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  wish  to  state  explicitly  that  they  do  not  expect  that 
candidates  will  obtain  by  an  attendance  on  courts  of  justice,  such  as 
that  required,  any  great  knowledge  of  law,  or  of  the  technicalities  of 
legal  practice.    Candidates  will,  therefore,  do  well  to  avoid,  rather 
than  to  select,  cases  which  involve  abstruse  legal  questions,  difficulties 
on  the  construction  of  statutes,  &c. ;  cases  of  assault,  debt,  theft,  &c. 
are  most  likely  (at  least  until  some  familiarity  with  legal  proceedings 
has  been  acquired)  to  give  clear  ideas  as  to  the  way  in  which  a  trial 
is  conducted ;  and  this,  it  should  be  understood,  is  the  real  object  in 
view. 

The  Commissioners  will,  if  applied  to,  endeavour  to  facilitate  the 
admission  of  candidates  to  those  courts  of  justice  in  which  any  special 
arrangement  for  their  accommodation  can  be  made. 

The  difficulty  of  selecting  the  proper  works  for  assisting  the 
selected  candidate  in  his  legal  studies  will  be,  to  a  great  extent, 
removed  by  the  publication  of  the  Criminal  Code  and  the  Code 
of  Criminal  Procedure,  which  it  is  expected  will  soon  form  part  of 
the  law  of  India.  We  propose  that  at  future  examinations  the 
selected  candidates  shall  be  examined  in  these  Codes.  As  regards 
the  former,  substantially  the  work  of  the  late  Lord  Macaulay,  it  is 
certain  that  it  will  furnish  the  student  with  sound  principles  of 
criminal  jurisprudence ;  and  as  respects  both,  that  the  thorough 
acquaintance  with  them  which  results  from  careful  study,  tested 
by  examination,  will  be  found  of  the  greatest  practical  value  in 
enabling  the  selected  candidates  to  learn  and  to  perform  the 
duties  of  magistrates  at  an  early  period  after  the  commencement 
of  their  service. 

In  concluding  our  remarks  on  the  portion  of  our  proceedings 
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whioh  relates  to  the  Indian  Civil  Service,  we  think  it  right  to 
notice  the  gradual  increase  which  is  taking  place  in  universities 
and  colleges  of  the  study  of  Sanskrit. 

In  the  competitive  examination  of  I860,  about  one  fourth  of 
the  80  successful  candidates  had  taken  up  Sanskrit,  and  some  of 
them  showed  considerable  proficiency  in  that  language,  and  in 
the  competitive  examination  about  to  take  place  in  July  next 
34  candidates  have  signified  their  intention  to  ta  e  up  Sanskrit 
-  Although  we  have  been  desirous  not  to  tempt  persons  into 
any  special  study  for  these  competitions,  and  have  accordingly 
not  included  the  vernacular  languages  of  India  as  elements  of 
these  examinations  ;  yet,  believing  in  the  value  of  the  study  of 
Sanskrit  as  an  exercise  for  the  intellectual  powers,  and  as  forming 
a  basis  for  the  study  of  languages  as  a  science,  we  think  that 
the  introduction  of  this  language  as  one  of  the  subjects  of  literary 
education  in  colleges  and  universities  may  be  regarded  as  satis* 
factory  in  itself,  whilst  it  certainly  will  be  useful  to  those  who 
may  be  looking  forward  to  become  candidates  for  the  Civil 
Service  of  India. 


In  closing  this  account  of  our  proceedings,  and  our  obser- 
vations with  regard  to  them,  we  think  it  right  to  advert  to  the 
strong  and  increasing  conviction  in  our  minds  of  the  superiority 
of  competitive  over  simple  pass  examinations  for  the  admission 
of  candidates  into  the  public  service,  and  this,  too,  in  almost  all 
departments  and  offices. 

We  have  so  often  set  forth  the  grounds  upon/  which  this 
opinion  has  been  founded,  that  we  should  not  be  justified  in 
again  propounding  them. 

We  believe  that,  whatever  might  be  his  preconceived  opinions,. 
any  person  who  should  be  placed  on  this  Commission  would 
soon  arrive  at  the  same  conclusion. 

It  has  been  well  observed  by  our  Secretary,  Mr.  Maitland,  in 
his  evidence  before  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons (Question  65), — "  Whenever  two  or  more  persons  apply  for 
u  the  same  thing  there  must  be  competition  in  some  shape  or 

*  other.  When  the  public  are  invited  to  send  in  tenders  for  the 
"  supply  of  stores,  there  will  be  a  competition  in  the  way  of 
"  prices  and  in  samples;  and  when  architects  send  in  designs 

*  for  a  building  you  may  even  say  that  there  is  a  competitive 
"  examination.  And  so  with  the  Government  appointments 
"  which  the  Committee  now  have  under  their  consideration  :  so 
"  long  as  the  supply  of  candidates  exceeds  the  supply  of  places, 
"  there  must  be  competition  of  some  kind  or  other.  I  suppose 
"  that  in  the  last  century  there  may  have  been  competition  in 
"  the  way  of  bribery ;  that  I  mention  only  as  one  of  the  ways, 
"  and  I  mention  it  to  put  it  aside.  Next  there  may  be  eom- 
"  petition  in  the  way  of  influence,  that  is  to  say,  A  or  B  may 
"  be  selected,  not  because  he  is  the  fitter  man  for  the  appoint- 
"  ment,  but  in  order  to  gratify  or  to  reward  some  one  else. 
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"  Then  there  may  be  competition  in  the  way  of  testimonials, 
"  which  I  imagine  most  persons  who  have  tried  it  have  found 
"  very  unsatisfactory.  Therefore,  setting  aside  these  three 
"  methods,  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  any  person  entrusted 
"  with  the  duty  of  giving  appointments,  especially  if  you  sup- 
"  pose  him  to  be  bound  by  the  old  statute,  which  requires  the 
"  appointment  of  '  the  best  and  most  loyal  men  and  the  most 
"  '  sufficient  for  the  place/  would  ultimately  come  to  the  notion 
"  of  having  the  candidates  and  ascertaining  what  they  could 
"  do,  and  deciding  accordingly ;  that  is  to  say,  he  would  be 
"  landed,  according  to  my  notion,  in  the  principle  of  competitive 
"  examination.  The  nature  of  that  examination  would,  of  course, 
"  be  modified  according  to  the  qualifications  which  are  required." 

The  question,  therefore,  seems  to  be  narrowed  to  this  :  which 
of  these  modes  of  competition  is  the  best  ?  Is  it  not  that  which 
gives  due  weight  to  intelligence,  which  stimulates  exertion,  which 
encourages  habits  of  industry,  —  habits  which,  once  acquired, 
remain  after  the  situation  has  been  gained,  and  become  applicable 
to  the  public  service, — and  which  substitutes  for  importunities  or^ 
casual  preference  a  just  comparison  of  intellectual,  and,  when  * 
necessary,  physical  qualities  ? 

All  which  we  humbly  submit  to  Your  Majesty's  most  gracious 
consideration.

Note. — Whilst  writing  this  Report  our  attention  has  been 
called  to  a  work  entitled  "Considerations  on  Representative 
Government,"  by  Mr.  John  Mill.  In  that  work,  pp.  257-265, 
he  discusses  at  considerable  length  the  mode  of  selecting  per- 
manent civil  servants.  His  views  on  this  subject  with  reference 
to  the  advantage  of  competitive  examinations,  and  the  important 
influence  of  these  in  encouraging  education  are  in  entire  unison 
with  our  own,  and  it  affords  us  no  small  degree  of  satisfaction 
to  find  our  opinions  supported  by  a  writer  so  distinguished  for 
his  political  and  philosophical  knowledge,  and  who  from  his 
long  and  successful  career  in  the  India  House  has  had  most 
valuable  experience  in  the  conduct  of  official  business.

Mr.  Maitland  to  the  Right  Honourable  IT.  T.  L.  Cony. 

5th  April  1859. 
Mb.  Maitland  presents  his  compliments  to  Mr.  Cony,  and*  with 
reference  to  the  proposed  clause  in  the  Superannuation  Billy  which  was 
discussed  this  morning,  is  desired  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the  Order  in 
Council,  under  which  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  act.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  rules  on  each  head  are  to  be  settled  "  with  the  assistance 
"  of  the  Commissioners,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  chief  autho- 
"  rities  of  the  department,"  and  that  all  interference  with  nomination 
or  appointment  (except  as  provided  for  in  the  Order  itself)  is  excluded* 

As  to  the  first  three  points  the  Commissioners  would  probably  require 
only  evidence  similar  to  that  which  the  authorities  of  the  department 
have  hitherto  considered  necessary,  and  with  regard  to  the  fourth,  if  it 
be  the  judgment  of  the  authorities  of  the  department  that  no  "  know- 
"  ledge  and  ability "  which  can  be  tested  by  examination  papers  are 
required  at  the  stage  in  which  the  certificate  is  applied  for,  the  Com- 
missioners will  be  glad  to  receive  (as  they  already  do  in  some  other 
cases)  official  reports  or  other  formal  assurances,  as  to  professional 
qualifications. 

It  may  be  added  that  in  the  arrangement  which  they  have  made, 
the  Commissioners  have  endeavoured  to  meet  the  convenience  of  the 
various  departments  as  far  as  they  could  with  propriety,  and  that 
although  it  would  be  premature  at  present  to  enter  on  details,  they  do 
not  doubt  they  will  be  able  to  carry  out  the  clause  in  a  manner  which 
will  secure  the  advantage  intended  to  be  gained,  without  causing  incon- 
venience to  the  Admiralty  and  its  officers.

In  return  to  your  communication  of  the  5th  April  last,  I  am  com- 
manded hy  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  to  state  to  yon, 
for  the  information  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  that  my  Lords 
having  had  under  consideration  the  claim  of  the  artificers  and  work- 
men, entered  on  the  books  of  the  naval  establishments  at  home  and 
abroad,  subsequently  to  the  passing  of  the  Superannuation  Act  of  1859, 
to  be  granted  pensions  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  they  propose  to 
call  upon  the  superintendents  of  the  several  naval  establishments,  to 
furnish  quarterly  returns  of  all  artificers  and  workmen  (excepting 
ordinary  labourers)  entered  permanently  in  the  establishments,  subse- 
quently to  the  date  of  the  Act,  according  to  the  enclosed  tabular  form, 
which  returns  are  to  be  signed  by  the  superintendent  or  senior  officer 
of  establishments. 

The  age  of  the  respective  parties  at  the  date  of  entry  to  be  given, 
according  to  baptismal  certificate  or  register  of  birth,  whenever  possible, 
and  the  column  respecting  health,  to  be  signed  in  each  individual  case 
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by  the  medical  officer  of  the  establishment ;  and  my  Lords  request  that  Admibaltt* 

on  the  transmission  of  such  periodical  returns  from  this  department  to         

the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  they  will  direct  the  necessary  oertifi-  ?****  °1 oertI" 
cate,  or  notation  to  be  made  thereon,  so  as  to  entitle  the  persons  J^ce^'and 
named  in  the  said  lists  to  be  pensioned  according  to  the  scale  of  the  workmen.

m  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  26th  instant,  proposing  by  desire  of 
the  Lor ds  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  quarterly  returns  of  arti- 
ficers and  workmen  (excepting  ordinary  labourers)  entered  permanently 
in  the  several  naval  establishments,  should  be  transmitted  to  this  office, 
according  to  a  form  which  you  have  enclosed,  and  that  certificates  of 
qualification  should  thereupon  be  granted  for  the  persons  named  in  such 
returns. 

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state,  that 
the  Order  in  Council  under  which  they  act,  requires  them  to  ascertain 
before  granting  any  certificate, — 

1.  That  the  candidate  is  within  the  limits  of  age  prescribed  in  the 
department  to  which  he  desires  to  be  admitted. 

2.  That  the  candidate  is  free  from  any  physical  defect  or  disease  which 
would  be  likely  to  interfere  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties. 

3.  That  the  character  of  the  candidate  is  such  as  to  qualify  him  for 
public  employment ;  and  , 

4.  That  the  candidate  possesses  the  requisite  knowledge  and  ability 
for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

With  reference  to  the  first  of  these  heads  the  Commissioners  liave 
to  request  that  they  may  be  informed  of  the  limits  of  age  which  their 
Lordships  consider  it  expedient  to  establish. 

On  the  second  point  the  report  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  establish- 
ment would,  no  doubt,  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  be  sufficient,  but 
it  will  be  desirable  that  such  reports  should  follow  the  language  of  the 
Order  in  Council. 

With  reference  to  character,  the  Commissioners  will  be  glad  to 
understand  whether  their  Lordships  consider  any  special  regulations 
necessary. 

On  the  fourth  point  the  Commissioners  have  only  to  refer  to  the 
communication  of  the  5th  April,  mentioned  at  the  commencement  of 
your  letter. 

The  Commissioners  would  further  observe,  that  if  they  correctly 
interpret  the  proposition  made  by  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Admiralty,  it  is  not  intended  that  the  quarterly  returns  should  be  accom- 
panied by  original  evidence  either  on  the  first  or  third  of  the  above- 
mentioned  heads;  and  that  subject  to  any  information  which  they  may 
receive  as  to  the  latter,  they  do  not  think  they  would  be  justified  in 
assenting  to  such  an  arrangement.  In  no  other  cases  of  a  similar 
description  has  the  same  plan  been  adopted,  although  the  number  of 
situations,  for  admission  to  which  certificates  are  required,  is  very 
considerable. 

The  Commissioners  have  to  add,  that  a  return  made  at  quarterly 
intervals  would  not,  they  think,  be  a  sufficient  compliance  with  the 
Order  in  Council,  which  contemplates  the  grant  of  certificates  for 
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Qraol0fcat{.'caiidida4e8  "proposed  to  be  appointed.'9    On  this  point,  however,  a#* 
ficates  ftir         well  aa  on  those  above  noticed,  they  will  be  glad  to  receive  such  ex- 
arttteew  and     planation  as  their  Lordships  may  think  proper  to  give  them, 
workmen.

I  have  received  and  laid  before  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Admiralty  your  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo,  relative  to  their  proposal  for 
the  examination  of  the  artificers  and  workmen  entered  in  Her  Majesty's 
dockyards,  and  in  reply,  I  am  commanded  by  their  Lordships  to  acquaint 
you,  for  the  information  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  1st,  that 
the  limit  of  age  for  artizans  entering  these  establishments  has  always 
been  35  years,  according  to  the  Admiralty  regulations  ;  2nd,  in  the 
proposed  tabular  return,  the  heading  of  the  column  relating  to  "  health  " 
shall  follow  the  language  of  the  Order  in  Council,  as  desired. 

As  to  the  third  point  adverted  to  by  the  Commissioners,  there  are 
great  difficulties  in  ascertaining  the  characters  of  artizans  on  entering 
the  service,  and  my  Lords  do  not  think  it  desirable  to  make  any  special 
regulations  in  this  matter,  but  they  will  continue,  by  means  of  schools 
and  other  encouragements  to  improvement  in  the  social  condition  of  the 
apprentices,  to  hold  out  inducements  to  respectability  and  sobriety ; 
moreover,  whenever  original  evidence  as  to  character  can  be  obtained, 
it  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  with  the 
quarterly  return. 

In  regard  to  the  fourth  point  raised,  my  Lords  desire  me  to  observe 
that  every  artizan  before  being  entered  is  examined  by  the  professional 
officer  as  to  his  fitness  to  perform  his  duties ;  he  is  then  entered  for 
one  month  on  probation,  and  if  found  duly  qualified  he  is  placed  on  the 
establishment  as  vacancies  occur,  consequently  the  artizans  whose 
names  are  placed  in  the  quarterly  return  will  all,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
have  been  found  duly  qualified  previous  to  having  been  placed  on  the 
establishment. 

With  regard  to  a  remark  that  the  quarterly  return  would  not  be  a 
sufficient  compliance  with  the  Order  in  Council,  my  Lords  have  to" 
observe  that  any  other  mode  of  bringing  the  names  of  this  great  depart- 
ment before  the  Commissioners  would  involve  an  enormous  amount  of 
labour,  and  necessitate  a  considerable  addition  to  the  clerical  establish* 
ment  of  the  Admiralty,  which -my  Lords  have  been  already  obliged 
largely  to  increase. 

My  Lords  request  an  early  reply,  in  order  that  the  necessary  directions 
may  \>e  given,

My  Lord,  10th  October  1859. 

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  letter  of  the  4th  instant,  continuing  the 
correspondence  with  reference  to  the  examination  of  the  artificers  and 
workmen  entered  in  Her  Majesty's  dockyards. 

Noticing  in  their  order  the  several  points  as  to  which  questions  have 
arisen,  I  am  to  request  that  the   following  observations  may  be 
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submitted  for  the  consideration  of  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Anxuuio*. , 
Admiralty.  -^    . 

1.  The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  will  consider  35,  the  age  men-  £^  f^.0*1*" 
tioned  in  your  Lordship's  letter,  as  the  superior  limit,  and  they  would  artificers  and 
suggest  that  copies  of  the  enclosed  instructions  should  be  forwarded  to  workmen..   * 
the  proper  officers  of  the  several  dockyards,  for  their  guidance  as  to 

the  evidence  to  be  required.  It  is  hoped  that  if  this  plan  be  adopted 
▼ery  little  difficulty  will  arise,  although  from  the  variety  of  cases  which 
must  be  provided  for  there  would  be  risk  of  misconception,  and  con*  . 
sequently  of  unnecessary  trouble,  if  the  instructions  themselves  were 
placed  without  explanation  in  the  hands  of  candidates  for  inferior 
situations. 

2.  As  to  the  form  of  report  by  the  medical  officers,  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  have  only  to  thank  their  Lordships  for  the  readiness 
with  which  the  suggestion  offered  in  my  last  letter  has  been  acceded  to. 

3.  The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  will  be  glad  to  receive  original 
evidence  as  to  character,  as  proposed  by  your  Lordship,  in  the  cases  in 
**hich  it  is  procurable. 

It  will  of  course  be  perceived  that  without  sufficient  evidence  on  this 
point,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  cannot  grant  certificates,  and 
i£  as  they  infer  from  your  Lordship's  letter,  there  are  cases  in  which 
no  such  evidence  can  be  furnished  from  previous  employers,  fcc,  the 
only  course  which  they  can  suggest  is  that  to  each  return  a  note  to  the 
following  effect  should  be  appended,  with  the  signature  of  the  super- 
intendent, "  I  certify  that  the  characters  of  the  several  persons  above*- 
4t  named  are  such  as  to  qualify  them  for  public  employment.** 

It  is  presumed  that  each  superintendent  is  already  responsible  to  - 
the  heads  of  the  department  for  the  character  of  those  whom  he  accepts,  * 
and  that  the  proposal  above  made,  if  carried  out,  will  only  require  that 
what  was  before  understood  should  be  stated  in  express  terms. 

4.  On  the  subject  of  knowledge  and  ability,  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners have  not  been  directly  informed  that  in  the  judgment  of  my 
Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  no  qualifications  which  can  be 
tested  by  examination  papers  are  required  at  the  stage  in  which  their 
certificates  are  applied  for.  They  infer,  however,  from  the  correspond- 
ence that  this  is  the  case,  and,  on  that  assumption,  they  think  that  ; 
they  will  be  justified  in  accepting  as  sufficient  evidence  reports  from 
the  officers  by  whom  the  candidates  have  been  professionally  examined,  i 
stating  (without  entering  into  details)  that  each  has  been  found  duly 
qualified  for  the  situation  which  he  seeks.  The  counter-signature  of 
the  superintendent  would  add  weight  tor  the  reports. 

5.  With  reference  to  the  proposed  system  of  quarterly  returns,  the 
Commissioners  have  only  to  observe  that,  from  the  experience  which 
they  have  had,  they  cannot  but  regard  as  somewhat  exaggerated  the 
apprehensions  which  are  expressed  as  to  the  amount  of  labour  which 
would  be  occasioned  if  any  other  mode  of  notifying  nominations  were 
adopted.  They  would  have  been  glad  to  be  furnished  with  details 
enabling  them  to  form  a  definite  opinion  on  the  subject,  but  having  so 
positive  an  assurance  from  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty 
as  to  the  inconvenience  which  would  result  were  they  to  press  the 
objection  raised  in  my  last  letter,  they  feel  that  they  have  no  course 
open  except  that  of  waiving  it  for  the  present. 

They  hope  that  if  the  system  as  at  first  carried  out  should  hereafter 
appear  in  this  or  in  any  other  respect  susceptible  of  improvement,  their 
Lordships  will  be  willing  to  give  their  favourable  consideration  to  such 
changes  as  may  be  suggested.

artificers  and         j.  Every  Candidate  born  in  England  or  Wales  after  the  30th  of  June  1837,  should 
workmen.  produce  a  certificate  from  the  Registrar  General  of  Births,  Marriages,  and  Deaths,  or  his 

provincial  officers.    These  certificates  may  be  obtained  at  Somerset  House,  or  from  the 
superintendent  registrar  of  the  district  in  which  the  birth  took  place. 

II.  Every  candidate  not  producing  the  above  certificate  must  prove  his  age  by 
statutory  declaration,  and  should  also,  if  possible,  produce  a  baptismal  certificate  or  an 
official  extract  from  a  non-parochial  register  at  Somerset  House,  under  the  Act  3  &  4 
Vict.  c.  92.    This  regulation  applies, 

1.  To  all  candidates  not  born  in  England  or  Wales. 

2.  To  candidates  born  in  England  or  Wales  on  or  before  the  90th  of  June  1837. 

3.  To  candidates  who,  though  born  in  England  or  Wales  after  the  30th  of  June  1837, 

cannot  produce  the  Registrar  General's  certificate. 
The  following  general  rules  for  the  guidance  of  candidates  are  to  be  observed : — 
(a.)  The  declaration  should  specify  precisely  the  date  and  place  of  birth,  and  should, 
if  possible,  be  made  by  the  father  or  mother  of  the  candidate.    If  made  by  any 
other  person  it  should  state  the  circumstances  which  enable  the  declarant  to 
speak  to  the  fact    If  an  entry  in  a  Bible  or  other  family  record  be  referred  to, 
the  Bible  or  other  record  must  be  produced  at  the  time  of  making  the  decla- 
ration, and  must  be  mentioned  in  the  declaration  as  having  been  so  produced. 
(6.)  If  the  candidate  was  born  in  England  or  Wales  after  the  30th  of  June  1837,  the 
declaration  must  contain  a  statement,  that  after  due  inquiry  no  entry  has  been 
found  in  the  books  of  the  Registrar  General ;  or  a  separate  declaration  con- 
taining that  statement  must  be  made, 
(e.)  If  no  extract  from  a  parochial  or  non-parochial  register  is  produced,  the  decla- 
ration must  contain  a  statement  that  after  careful  inquiry  no  such  record  has 
been  found,  and  that  none  is  believed  to  exist;  or  a  separate  declaration  con- 
taining that  statement  must  be  made, 
(d.)  Statutory  declarations  must  be  exactly  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  5  &  6 

Will.  IV.  c.  62.  The  18th  Section  of  that  Act  is  as  follows  :— 
44  And  whereas  it  may  be  necessary  and  proper  in  many  cases  not  herein  specified,  to 
44  require  confirmation  of  written  instruments  or  allegations,  or  proof  of  debts,  or  of  the 
44  execution  of  deeds  or  other  matters ;  be  it  therefore  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  and 
M  may  be  lawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace,  notary  public,  or  other  officer  now  by  law 
44  authorized  to  administer  an  oath,  to  take  and  receive  the  declaration  of  any  person 
44  voluntarily  making  the  same  before  him,  in  the  farm  in  the  schedule  to  this  Act  annexed-

44  so  to  affix  any  such  stamp,  and  to  cancel  and  obliterate  the  same,  shall  refuse 
44  or  neglect  so  to  do,  •  •  *  every  such  person  shall  for  every  such  offence 
44  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty  pounds.'*

Instructions  for  the  Superintendents  of  the  several  Dockyards  respecting  the  future  entry 

of\ 


1.  No  artificer,  workman,  or  labourer  whose  age  exceeds  35  years,  to  be  proved  by 
certificate  of  birth  or  extract  from  baptismal  register,  is  to  be  entered  for  service  in  Her 
Majesty's  dockyards,  and  you  are  to  take  especial  care  that  none  be  admitted  but  such  as 
are  in  all  respects  the  best  to  be  obtained  for  Her  Majesty's  service. 

2.  Before  a  candidate  can  be  entered,  the  medical  officer  is  to  certify  that  he  is  free 
from  any  physical  defect  or  disease  which  would  be  likely  to  interfere  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  duties.    He  will  also  be  tested  as  to  the  use  of  his  tools. 

3.  Onginal  evidence  as  to  character  is  to  be  forwarded  in  all  cases  in  which  it  is 
procurable,  and  in  those  cases  in  which  no  such  evidence  can  be  furnished  from  previous 
employers,  a  note  to  the  following  effect  is  to  be  appended  to  each  return,  with  the 
signature  of  the  superintendent :— "I  certify  that  the  characters  of  the  several  persons 
«*  above  named  are  such  as  to  qualify  them  tor  public  employment." 

4.  As  the  candidates  for  admission  as  artificers  or  workmen  are  not  required  to  be 
tested  by  means  of  examination  papers,  the  officers  by  whom  they  have  been  professionally 
examined  are  to  state  in  their  report  (without  entering  into  details)  that  each  has  been 
found  duly  qualified  for  the  situation  which  he  seeks.  This  report  is  to  be  counter- 
signed by  the  superintendent. 

5.  On  first  entry  for  the  establishment,  all  men  are  to  be  required  to  serve  one  month 
on  probation,  and  if  at  the  end  of  that  period  they  shall  have  proved  themselves  com- 
petent, their  appointments  are  to  be  confirmed.  In  filling  up  vacancies  on  the  establish- 
ment, preference  is  to  be  given  to  hired  men  in  the  yard  who  are  of  good  character  and 
ability.

Entry  of  Artificer*  and  Labourers* 

The  entry  of  all  artificers  and  labourers  rests  with  the  superintendent  of  the  dockyard, 
who  is  responsible  that  no  workmen  be  admitted  but  such  as  are  in  all  respects  the  best 
to  be  obtained  for  Her  Majesty's  service. 

No  person  will  be  eligible  for  entry  whose  age  exceeds  35  years,  to  be  proved  by 
certificate  of  birth  or  extract  from  baptismal  register.  Certificates  of  character  will  also 
be  required. 

Every  candidate  before  entry  will  be  tested  in  the  use  of  his  tools.  He  must  also  be 
examined  by  the  surgeon  of  the  yard,  and  pronounced  fit  for  the  service. 

On  first  entry  for  the  establishment,  all  men  will  be  required  to  serve  one  month  on 
probation,  and  if  at  the  end  of  that  period  they  shall  have  proved  themselves  competent 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  superintendent,  their  appointments  will  be  confirmed.  In 
filling  up  vacancies  on  the  establishment,  preference  will  be  given  to  hired  men  in  the 
yard  who  are  of  good  character  and  ability.

With  reference  to  the  latter,  the  Commissioners  are 
under  the  necessity  of  saying,  that  after  the  experience  which  they 
have  had,  they  cannot,  as  a  general  rule,  accept  them  as  sufficient  when 
not  supported  by  other  evidence.     It  has  been  found  that  among  the 
working  classes   baptism    is  often   deferred   for  a  very  considerable 
period  ;  and,  consequently,  to  take  the  date  of  baptism  as  equivalent 
to  the  date  of  birth  would  render  the  rule,  as  to  age,  to  a  great  extent, 
nugatory,  thus  frustrating  the  wishes  of  their  Lordships. 

The  Commissioners  have,  therefore,  to  refer  again  to  the  instructions 
sent  with  my  letter  of  the  10th  October  last,  repeating  the  expression 
of  their  belief,  that  if  it  should  be  thought  fit  to  place  those  instructions 
in  the  hands  of  the  dockyard  officers,  very  little  difficulty  will  arise 
from  their  application.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  transmit  lists  ^^  f^. 
showing  for  the  Beveral  dockyards  the  deficiencies  in  evidence  which  artificers  and 
at  present  prevent  the  grant  of  certificates.      It  will  be  recollected  workmen, 
that  by  their  Lordships'  letter  of  the  9th  February  it  was  agreed 
that  evidence  of  age  should  be  sent  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
issued  from  this  office,  that  by  a  letter  of  4th  October  1859,  it  had 
previously  been  arranged  that  the  heading  of  the  column  relating  to 
health  should  follow  the  language  of  the  Order  in  Council ;  and  that 
by  the  draft  instructions  sent  with  the  letter  of  16th  January  1860, 
it  was    required,  in  compliance  with   suggestions  contained    in    my 
letter  of  10th  October,  that  reports  as  to  character  and  as  to  professional 
skill  should  be  furnished. 

It  should  at  the  same  time  be  stated,  that  in  several  cases  which  it 
has  not  been  thought  necessary  to  include  in  the  list,  the  Commissioners 
have  accepted  evidence,  not  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  ; 
and  that  in  many  of  those  which  are  included  the  evidence  now  asked 
for  is  not  that  which  would  be  most  strictly  satisfactory.  The  Com- 
missioners think  that  incovenience  will  be  avoided,  if  it  is  found 
possible  for  the  future  to  follow  the  regulations  in  the  first  instance.

I  have  submitted  a  scheme  for  the  conduct  of  such  examination  on 
the  assumption  that  it  was  to  be  in  the  hands  of  officers  of  their  own. 
I  mention  this  in  explanation,  as  I  should  not,  without  your  request, 
have  presumed  to  lay  such  a  plan  before  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners who  are  so  much  more  competent  than  myself,  to  deal  with 
questions  of  this  kind. 

All  dockyard  apprentices  attend  school  during  the  first  three  years 
of  servitude,  and  one  of  the  main  difficulties  in  the  management  of  these 
schools  has  arisen  from  the  very  backward  educational  state  of  many  of 
the  apprentices  selected.  The  Btudies  of  necessity  have  in  the  main  a 
mathematical  tendency  ;  but  much  time  and  labour  have  been  hitherto 
expended  in  instructing  a  considerable  class  of  the  apprentices  in  the 
merest  rudiments  of  elementary  knowledge.  One  great  object  I  proposed 
in  the  plan  of  examination  laid  before  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  was  to 
exclude  the  grossly  ignorant  from  the  service,  and  thus  to  give  a  fairer 
scope  to  the  schoolmaster  to  mould  these  lads  into  an  intelligent  class 
of  skilled  artizans.  I  therefore  insisted  on  a  certain  number  of  marks 
being  obtained  in  each  of  the  elementary  subjects  of  examination. 
This  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  prevalent  practice ;  superiority  in 
one  subject  being  allowed  to  compensate  for  deficiency  (sometimes 
gross)  in  another.  This  has  given  great  encouragement  to  the  practice 
of  cramming  for  the  examinations.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  time 
in  school  should  not  be  devoted,  to  any  great  extent,  to  the  acquisition 
of  the  elements  of  grammar,  geography,  and  history  ;  and  it  is  only 
reasonable  that  the  apprentices  should  bring  with  them  such  a  know- 
ledge of  these  subjects  as  may  be  fairly  expected  of  lads  of  their  age 
with  the  present  means  of  acquiring  them  in  good  elementary  schools. 
The  present  mode  of  conducting  the  examinations  has  operated  in 
many  instances  as  a  check  rather  than  as  a  stimulus  to  elementary 
education  in  the  dockyard  towns.  I  think  that  algebra  and  geometry 
ought  not  to  be  entirely  excluded  from  the  subjects  of  examination, 
but  should  be  considered  as  subordinate  to  the  others  of  a  more  ele- 
mentary character,  and  made  use  of  to  discriminate  between  candidates 
who  are  otherwise  well  grounded.  It  was  with  this  object  that  I 
proposed  a  low  scale  of  marks  for  these  subjects.  The  factory  boys 
are  destined  to  become  naval  engineers  :  a  higher  scale  of  marks,  for 
these  subjects  might  perhaps  be  not  improperly  adopted  in  their  case. 

Had  the  plan  of  examination  proposed  by  me  been  adopted,  the  lads 
would  have  been  two  days  under  examination,  on  the  morning  of  the 
first  of  which  they  would  have  been  tested  in  the  very  elementary 
subjects,  a  failure  in  any  one  of  which  would  have  been  fatal  to  their 
chance  of  selection  ;  and  in  the  afternoon  and  on  the  second  the  competi- 
tive examination  would  have  been  carried  on. 

The  bearing  which  these  examinations  necessarily  have  on  the 
education  of  the  children  of  the  skilled  artificers  of  the  dockyards 
and  generally  in  the  dockyard  towns  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  matter  of 
great  moment,  and  cannot  be  safely  left  out  of  consideration  in  the 
settlement  of  a  plan  for  conducting  these  examinations  for  the  future. 

Under  the  prevalent  very  imperfect  system,  the  parents  and  friends 
of  lads  who  are  destined  to  compete  for  the  dockyards  are  induced  to 
place  them  at  cramming  establishments,  which  have  sprung  up  like 
mushrooms  everywhere,  for  many  months  and  even  several  years ; 
where  everything  is  neglected  but  what  is  known  to  tell  well  in  the 
examination — t.e.,  in  most  cases  arithmetic  only. 

An  apology  is  due  for  these  remarks,  but  I  have  been  induced  to 
offer  them  from  my  experience  of  the  effects  of  this  pernicious  system 
on  the  qualifications  of  the  candidates,  even  those  who  are  placed 
highest  on  the  schoolmasters'  list  at  some  of  the  ports.

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but  because  they  were  considered  by  the  Commissioners  not  to  have 
reached  the  standard  in  one  or  more  of  the  subjects  regarded  as  essential, 
viz.,  spelling,  hand-writing,  and  elementary  arithmetic,  no  mere  revision 
of  the  scale  of  marks  would  have  diminished  the  number  of  failures. 
Thai  number,  it  may  be  added,  would  have  been  precisely  the  same  if 
grammar,  English  composition,  geography,  and  mathematics  had  been 
altogether  excluded  from  the  list,  except  that  the  answers  in  those 
subjects  may  in  some  cases  have  shown  errors  in  spelling.  The  only 
question,  therefore,  is  whether  the  Commissioners  exercised  a  proper 
discretion,  and,  on  reconsideration,  they  cannot  arrive  at  the  conclusion 
that  they  erred  on  the  side  of  severity.  The  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty 
having  been  pleased  to  allow  them  an  opportunity  of  personal  explana- 
tion on  the  subject,  they  believe  that  they  will  not  be  wrong  in 
recommending  the  maintenance  ofthe  standard  as  fixed  in  January  last. 
The  Commissioners  take  the  opportunity  of  enclosing  a  statement 
showing,  with  reference  to  the  rejected  candidates,  the  subject  in  which 
each  failed  ;  and  they  wish  also  to  express  their  sense  of  the  courtesy 
and  attention  shown  by  the  officers  of  the  several  dockyards  to  the 
gentlemen  who  conducted  the  examinations.

I  havk  shown  your  note,  with  its  enclosure,  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and 
sin  desired  by  them  to  say,  that  if  they  understood  Mr.  Bentinck  to  bring  against  them 
44  so  grave  a  charge  "  as  that  of  unfairness  in  their  examinations,  they  would  feel  it  due 
to  themselves  to  decline  noticing  his  complaint  in  any  way  whatever.  They  «■""??"?,

Secondly,  I  am  not 
acting  from  an  apprehension  that  the  merits  of  my  protege*  have  been  inadvertently 
undervalued  ;  but  I  have  taken  the  matter  up  because  I  have  sufficient  grounds  for  the 
belief,  without  preferring  charges  against  any  one,  that  the  boy  in  question  has  not  been 
put  down  on  the  list  m  that  place  to  which  by  his  acquirements  and  his  deserts  he  is 
entitled.  Having  good  grounds  for  believing  this  to  be  the  case,  I  must  again  enter  my 
protest  against  the  refusal  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  produce  for  inspection 
the  papers  for  which  I  applied,  on  the  ground  that  their  usefulness  would  be  gone  "  if 
**  their  independence  were  sacrificed"  I  know  of  no  body  of  paid  servants  of  the  Crown 
who  have  ever  before  ventured  to  put  forward  such  a  claim  for  exemption  from  all 
inquiry  into  their  proceedings,  and  I  can  imagine  nothing  more  destructive  of  the  useful- 
ness of  this  body  than  their  succeeding  in  establishing  their  right  to  such  exemption. 

Holding  this  opinion,  and  concluding  from  the  tone  of  Mr.  Maitland's  letter  that  any 
further  communication  with  him  would  lead  to  no  result,  I  have  only  to  add  that  I  shall 
take  an  early  opportunity  of  bringing  the  question  before  the  House  of  Commons,  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  the  validity  of  the  right  claimed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
to  carry  on  their  proceedings  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances  in  inquisitorial 
darkness.

It  will  be  seen  that  in  some  cases  the  difference  between  the  maxi- 
mum and  minimum  is  so  small  that  the  places  of  the  candidates  could 
not  be  to  any  considerable  extent  influenced  by  the  judgment  formed  as 
to  the  physical  qualifications,  while  at  other  yards  the  course  has  been 
very  different. 

It  is  no  doubt  possible  that  the  candidates  at  one  yard  may  have  been 
more  nearly  equal  inter  se  than  those  at  another,  but  it  seems  more 
probable  that  there  has  been  a  difference  in  the  principle  on  which  the 
marks  have  been  given. 

As  the  height,  weight,  and  girth  of  each  candidate  are  recorded,  it 
might  be  practicable  to  assign  a  certain  number  of  marks  for  each, 
leaving  a  residue  to  be  given  at  discretion,  or  some  better  mode  may 
suggest  itself  to  my  Lords. 

The  enclosed  table,  giving  the  average  age,  height,  &c.  of  the  can- 
didates at  each  yard  may  perhaps  be  of  service.

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  6th  instant,  bringing  under  the 
notice  of  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  the  question  of 
establishing  a  greater  uniformity  in  the  principle  on  which  the  medical 
officers  of  the  dockyards  assign  marks  on  account  of  the  physical 
qualifications  possessed  by  candidates  for  appointments  as  apprentice* 
in  the  several  dockyards.  And  I  am  commanded  by  their  Lordships  to 
express  their  thanks  for  the  suggestions  contained  in  your  letter,  and  to 
acquaint  you  that  whilst  there  must  always  be  considerable  difficulty  in 
establishing  a  system  of  marks  for  physical  qualifications,  my  Lord* 
propose  to  adopt  the  following  arrangement  in  future  examinations  : 

Twenty-five  (25)  marks  will  be  allowed  for  each  of  the  three  particu- 
lars of  height,  weight,  and  circumference  of  chest,  to  each  candidate  of 
the  minimum  age  of  13  years  and  9  months,  possessing  only  the  minimum 
amount  of  qualification  in  these  particulars  laid  down  in  the  regulations, 
thus  leaving  125  marks  to  be  assigned  for  any  excess  of  qualifications 
above  such  minimum,  and  also  according  to  the  impression  which  the 
health  and  muscular  development  of  the  boys  may  have  made  on  the 
mind  of  the  examining  surgeon.

The  Commissioners  will  observe  that  it  is  pro- 
posed that  the  class  of  supplementary  clerks  in  this  office  should  be 
abolished,  those  qualified  for  promotion  being  placed  on  the  permanent 
establishment ;  that  the  examination  now  required  on  promotion  from 
the  lowest  class  to  that  next  above  should  be  done  away  with ;  and  that 
the  examination  test  on  first  admission  should  be  somewhat  raised. 

With  a  view  to  carry  out  their  Lordships'  intentions,  Dr.  Lushington 
proposes,  if  the  Commissioners  see  no  reason  to  the  contrary,  that  for 
the  future  the  qualifications  on  first  admission  to  this  office  should  be 
the  same  as  those  which  are  now  required  on  appointment  or  promotion 
to  be  a  permanent  clerk.

In  reply,  I  am  to  state  that  the  Commissioners  will  be  prepared  to 
carry  Dr.  Lushington's  wishes  into  effect,  as  regards  the  examination  of 
candidates.  With  reference  to  the  higher  limits  of  age  (35  for  the 
Registrar's  Office,  and  30  for  that  of  the  Marshal),  I  am  to  observe  that 
they  exceed  the  usual  maximum,  and  that  although  in  your  letter  of 
6th  February  1858  a  reason  for  the  peculiarity  is  assigned,  it  appears 
possible  that  the  re-organization  now  in  progress  may  so  far  diminish  the 
force  of  that  reason  as  to  render  it  expedient  that  the  question  should  be 
re-considered.  Dr.  Lushington  will  be  aware  that  under  the  general 
Superannuation  Act  (the  schedule  to  which  includes  the  Act  17  h  18 
Vict.  c.  78),  the  maximum  pension  attainable  is  two-thirds  of  the  salary 
previously  enjoyed,  and  that  for  the  attainment  of  this  maximum  forty 
years'  service  is  required.  A  person  admitted  at  35  will  not  acquire 
this  claim  until  he  has  attained  the  age  of  75,  and  there  will  probably 
be  a  period  (ordinarily  not  less  than  10  years)  during  which  he  is,  on 
the  one  hand,  becoming  less  and  less  efficient  for  the  duties  of  a  clerk, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  he  is  annually  gaining  a  title  to  increased 
superannuation.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  will  be  difficult  to  press 
his  retirement,  and  it  will  be  still  more  difficult,  if,  as  is  not  very  un- 
usual, the  failure  of  bodily  or  mental  vigour  should  begin  at  55,  when 
the  superannuation  allowance  will  be  only  one-third,  or  at  60,  when  it 
will  be  only  five-twelfths  of  the  salary. 

Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  all  risk  of  this  inconvenience,  but 
it  is  less  likely  to  occur  in  the  case  of  a  public  servant  appointed  while 
under  25  than  in  that  of  one  who  enters  at  35. 

The  same  considerations  apply,  though  with  less  force,  to  the  higher 
limit  (30)  at  present  fixed  for  the  Marshal's  Office. 

The  Commissioners  have  thought  it  right  to  bring  this  question  again 
under  Dr.  Lushington's  notice  ;  but  if  he  should  be  of  opinion  that  the.

These  reasons,  in  Dr.  Lushington's  opinion,  still  prevail,  although  it 
must  be  admitted  not  in  so  great  a  degree  as  when  the  office  was 
nnaller.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  Marshal's  Office.  And  as 
the  Commissioners  have  been  good  enough  to  say  that,  should  Dr. 
Lushington  continue  of  the  same  opinion,  they  would  defer  to  his  judg- 
ment, he  desires  me  to  inform  you  that  he  thinks  that  it  would  be  better 
to  retain  the  limits  of  age  as  originally  proposed,  viz.,  from  17  to  35 
years  on  admission  to  this  office,  and  17  to  30  on  admission  to  the 
Marshal's  Office.  At  the  same  time  I  am  desired  to  state  that  in 
making  any  future  appointments  care  will  be  taken  that  the  limits  of 
age  usual  on  admission  to  other  public  offices  shall  be  maintained, 
except  when  the  nature  of  the  duties  to  be  performed  renders  a  devia- 
tion therefrom  necessary.

with  advantage  to  the  service,  be  extended  to  35  years — a  provision  of 
a  similar  character  being  made  in  many  of  the  public  departments, 
upon  the  promotion  of  an  extra  or  temporary  clerk  to  the  establish- 
ment.

should  be  pleased  to  issue  such  instructions  to  the  examiners  that  the 
candidate,  under  these  circumstances,  may  not  be  subjected  to  so  severe 
a  test  as  he  would  otherwise  be  if  only  then  for  the  first  time  nomi- 
nated for  employment  in  the  British  Museum.

We  feel  it  the  more  important  that  we  should  do  so  in  the  present 
case  for  the  following  reason  : — It  appears  that  the  Committee  received 
evidence  as  to  the  conduct  and  capacity  of  the  clerks  admitted  since  the 
commencement  of  our  proceedings  into  the  twelve  offices*  named  in  the 
margin,  and  that  from  no  department  except  that  over  which  you  preside 
was  evidence  produced  which  could  be  construed  as  showing  any  dete- 
rioration in  consequence  of  our  proceedings.  The  supplemental  esta- 
blishment of  the  Treasury  may  be  thought  to  constitute  another  excep- 
tion ;  but  it  will  be  seen,  on  perusal  of  the  whole  of  the  evidence,  that 
the  inconvenience  at  present  felt  in  that  department,  whatever  may  be 
its  nature  and  amount,  is  to  be  ascribed,  not  to  the  system  of  examina- 
tion or  competition,  but  to  causes  entirely  different. f 

We  do  not,  however,  wish  to  lay  undue  stress  upon  the  general 
absence  of  adverse  testimony.  Our  decided  preference  for  competition, 
as  opposed  to  test  examinations,  appears  from  our  own  evidence,  and 
the  limited  extent  to  which  the  system  preferred  by  us  has  yet  been

of  rejections  on  probation  since  the  introduction  of  the  competitive 
system.* 

Passing  to  the  consideration  of  the  evidence  which  the  Committee 
received  from  you  as  to  the  working  of  the  system  in  the  department 
over  which  you  preside,  we  may  first  observe  upon  the  portions  which 
relate  to  clerkships  and  other  appointments  of  a  superior  character.  We 
believe  we  arc  right  in  understanding  it  to  be  your  opinion  (founded  on 
the  result  of  inquiries  addressed  to  the  heads  of  the  different  branches  of 
your  establishment)  that  the  officers  now  appointed  are  very  much  of  the 
same  character  as  to  intelligence  and  usefulness  as  the  officers  who  were 
appointed  previously  to  the  new  system,!  and  that,  although  the  service 
may  not  gain,  at  all  events  it  will  not  lose  by  competitive  examination. J 
At  the  same  time  we  observe  that  the  extracts  given  from  some  of  the

We  do  not  observe  that  you  have  expressed  any  wish  for  alteration 
in  the  scheme  of  examination  as  at  present  established  for  the  appoint- 
ments now  under  consideration.  We  may  perhaps  have  to  ask  the 
attention  of  the  Board  of  Customs  to  suggestions  of  our  own,  not  for 
the  purpose  of  introducing  additional  subjects,  but  with  the  view  of 
giving  a  more  strictly  practical  character  to  our  examinations,  and  of 
removing  slight  differences  which  have  been  introduced,  often,  as  we 
believe,  rather  by  accident  than  by  design,  into  the  tests  of  qualification 
for  offices  the  duties  of  which  are  not  essentially  different. 

We  observe  that,  in  consequence  of  the  recommendation  of  a  com- 
mission, composed  of  Lord  Granville,  Sir  W.  Hayter,  and  Sir  A.  Spear- 
man, the  Board  of  Customs  have  been  in  the  habit  of  permitting  their 
clerks  to  compete  at  examinations  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
for  situations  in  the  Secretary's  office,  and  that  the  result  has  been 
eminently  satisfactory.!  It  appears  that  in  these  examinations  "  know- 
"  ledge  of  Custom  House  duties,  and  experience  as  to  landing  duty 
"  and  Long  Room  duty,"  $  are  tested,  as  well  as  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  and  although  it  may  be  difficult  to  introduce  into  the  exami- 
nations which  we  conduct  proper  substitutes  for  the  technical  know- 
ledge which  it  would  be  useless  to  expect,  we  cannot  think  it  impossible 
to  do  so. 

With  regard  to  tidewaiters  and  weighers,  we  observe  that  the 
selected  extracts  are  all,  or  (if*  the  report  from  Port  G.§  refers  to  this

t  Q.  1400.  Do  not  you  think  that  if  you  had  selected  the  best  officer,  according  to 
the  best  of  your  ability,  you  could  have  done  better  for  tbe  public  than  competition 
hts  done  for  them  in  the  secretary's  office  ? — No,  we  could  not  have  done  better. 

{  Q.  1391.  You  do  not  think  it  would  be  worth  while  to  hand  it  over  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners  ? — No,  I  think  not ;  because  we  not  only  examine  them 
directly  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  but  in  their  knowledge  of  the  Custom 
Bouse  duties,  in  their  experience  as  to  landing  duty,  and  Long  Boom  duty  ;  and* 
therefore,  in  the  conduct  of  that  examination  by  the  Surveyors-general,  we  have  the 
means  of  securing,  what  we  want,  not  only  men  of  education,  but  men  of  experience 
in  the  business  of  the  department 

§  "  I  cannot  (partly  from  the  limited  time  the  new  system  has  been  in  operation) 
M  specify  any  individuals  in  particular,  who  have  yet  exhibited  marked  superiority  over 

*  those  who  were  admitted  before  tbe  date  in  question  ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  my

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class  of  officers)  with  one  exception,  unfavourable  to  those  who  have 
entered  on  what  is  termed  the  new  system,  and  that,  although  your 
own  opinion  is  not  positively  stated,  the  results  of  past  proceedings 
iead  you  to  regard  with  apprehension  any  system  of  competition  unless 
accompanied  by  some  examination  into  the  mode  of  life  and  physical 
capabilities  of  candidates.* 

On  the  selected  extracts  we  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks.  In  the 
first  place,  we  assume  that  the  port  of  London  is  not  one  of  those  to 
which  the  extracts  refer.  Every  tidewaiter  and  weigher  nominated  to 
the  port  of  London,  and  resident  in  London  at  the  time  of  nomination, 
has  been,  from  the  commencement  of  our  proceedings,  subjected  to 
medical  examination  by  Dr.  Mc William  before  the  grant  of  a  certificate, 
and  at  our  suggestion  the  Board  of  Customs  were  pleased  to  direct,  by 
the  amended  rules  of  4th  September  1856,  that  candidates  nominated 
to  London  situations,  but  resident  in  the  country  when  nominated, 
should,  after  being  found  in  every  other  respect  eligible,  undergo  the 
same  medical  examination.  Nor  is  it  to  be  supposed  that  Dr.  Mc  Wil- 
liam has  contented  himself  with  certifying  to  the  presence  or  absence 
of  actual  disease.  Delicacy  of  constitution,  slightness  of  frame,  and 
other  matters  of  the  same  nature,  have  been  regarded  by  him  as  suf- 
ficient cause  of  rejection,  and  we  have  in  almost  every  instance  followed 
his  report.  We  should  hesitate  long  before  over-ruling  any  objection 
proceeding  from  one  of  whose  qualifications  we  entertain  so  high  an 
opinion. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  admitted  at  the  outports,  we  have  not,  as 
you  are  aware,  medical  authority  equally  trustworthy.     We  should  at 


41  Q.  1508.  In  the  letter  which  was  written  by  you  on  the  re-organization  of  the 
Civil  Service,  you  state,  with  regard  to  that  class  of  officers  with  respect  to  whom 
physical  qualifications  were  more  essential  than  intellectual  acquirements: — "  There 
"  are,  in  the  Customs,  nearly  3,000  established  officers  in  die  subordinate  grades  of 
"  weigher,  tidewaiter,  boatman,  messenger,  and  watchman.  Such  persons,  in  common 
"  with  all  others  as  previously  stated,  are  required  on  appointment  to  office  to  pro- 
"  dace  certificates  of  character,  showing  the  course  of  life  they  have  led,  and  satis- 
'*  factory  proof  of  their  age;  they  are  also  subjected  to  an  examination  in  reading, 
"  writing,  and  the  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic.  The  duties  of  these  situations  are, 
44  for  the  most  part,  as  their  designations  imply,  either  mechanical  or  physically 
"  laborious  only,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  persons  admitted  to  them  are  neither 
"  incompetent  nor  below  the  duties  they  have  to  perform,  whether  as  respects 
"  character  or  general  qualifications  ;  indeed,  under  the  existing  system,  too  many 
"  instances  occur  of  men  who  have  accepted  the  office  of  weigher  or  tidewaiter  whose 
44  station  in  life  and  previous  education  fitted  them  for  superior  situations,  and  who 
44  have  consequently  found  it  very  irksome  to  be  employed  daily  in  the  laborious 
44  routine  of  out-door  duty,  weighing  heavy  goods,  or  washing  the  deck  of  a  vessel, 
44  exposed  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and  compelled  to  pass  day  and  night  on 
4<  board  ship.  The  literary  acquirements  of  such  persons  are  thrown  away,  and  they 
«  become  dissatisfied  with  their  position.  Now  if  all  appointments  to  these  offices  were 
44  made  by  competition  and  literary  test,  we  should  have,  I  fear,  many  such  persons 
44  admitted  to  the  establishment,  and  injury  and  detriment,  instead  of  benefit  to  the 
44  service,  would  be  the  result."  And  you  state  further  on  :— 44  It  is  obvious  that  a 
"  youth,  even  of  the  middle  classes  of  society,  who  has  passed  his  time  at  school,  and 
'<  been  chiefly  employed  in  the  cultivation  of  the  mind,  would  not  be  so  efficient  in 
u  such  a  capacity  as  a  hardy  mariner  or  labourer,  accustomed  to  bodily  exertion 
41  from  his  youth."  Then  you  go  on  to  suppose  in  such  cases  that  it  would  not 
be  44  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  competition  and  literary  test  to  provide  men  to  fill 
44  them.  Indeed  the  more  rational  conclusion  would  be,  that  as  robust  health,  hardi- 
44  hood,  bodily  activity,  and  good  moral  character  are  the  qualifications  chiefly 
44  required  for  officers  in  these  grade*,  it  would  be  proper  to  select  them  by  compe- 
41  tition  in  those  respects."  Do  you  still  retain  that  opinion,  or  have  you  any  reason 
to  vary  it  ? — I  still  retain  that  opinion.  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  open  competition 
for  tidewaiters  and  officers  of  that  class  would  be  injurious  to  the  service,  unless  there 
were  some  examination  also  into  their  mode  of  life  and  physical  capabilities.

If,  however,  all  which  might  have  been  done  has  not  been  done,  we  meats  Corn- 
may  venture  to  remind  you  that  in  addition  to  medical  certificates,  we  mittee- 
have  had  another  guarantee, — one  on  which  it  was  not  unnatural  that 
we  should  place  considerable  reliance— for  the  physical  competence  of 
out-door  officers  in  the  provincial  establishments.  We  have  caused  re- 
ference to  be  made  to  the  papers  of  every  tidewaiter  and  weigher  for 
whom  we  have  granted  a  certificate  since  the  commencement  of  our 
proceedings,  and  we  believe  we  may  say  that,  except  in  two  or  three 
cases  where  the  circumstances  were  very  peculiar,  no  candidate  has 
been  passed  by  us  without  a  favourable  report  as  to  his  physical  com- 
petence from  the  officers  of  the  port  at  which  he  was  examined.  We 
presume  that  the  object  of  the  Board  of  Customs  in  requiring  this 
report  (which  is  addressed  to  them  and  subsequently  transmitted  to  us) 
was  to  check  the  medical  certificate  presented  by  the  candidate,  and  to 
give  to  their  own  officers  the  opportunity  of  stating  with  that  frankness 
which  a  subordinate  servant  of  the  Crown  is  bound  to  show  in  his 
communications  with  his  superiors,  any  objection  which  might  occur  to 
them,  whether  arising  merely  from  the  appearance  of  the  candidate  or 
from  his  past  pursuits,  or  from  his  failure  in  any  task  or  duty  imposed 
upon  him  by  way  of  experiment.  Whether  the  last-mentioned  method 
has  ever  been  adopted  we  do  not  know,  but  if  a  question  had  at  any 
time  arisen  upon  the  subject,  we  should  undoubtedly  have  supported, 
so  far  as  our  functions  extend,  the  use  of  all  reasonable  tests.  When, 
therefore,  we  find  it  stated  that  at  Port  A.  one  candidate  for  a  tide- 
waitership  "  got  knocked  up "  after  being  twice  on  night  patrol  duty, 
that  at  Port  B.  a  tidewaiter  has  been  found  "  unequal  to  the  fatigue 
u  and  exposure  of  his  office,"  that  at  Port  E.  "more  than  one  of  the 
"  men  are  believed  to  have  delicate  constitutions,"  &c,  we  cannot  but 
feel  some  surprise  that  the  persons  in  question  were  able  to  hide  from 
the  scrutiny  to  which  they  were  subjected  the  infirmities  and  incapa- 
cities which  have  so  soon  interfered  with  their  efficiency  as  public 
servants.  We  do  not  know  whether  the  reports  which  certified  to  their 
fitness  were  signed  by  the  officers  who  have  now  felt  it  their  duty  to 
express  unfavourable  opinions. 

We  do  not,  however,  wish  to  evade  the  objection  that  the  severity  of 
our  examinations  has  deterred  eligible  candidates  from  presenting  them- 
selves, and  thus  left  only  an  inferior  class  to  be  tested  and  reported 
upon  by  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Customs.  We  have  already  said 
that  this  inferiority  has  not  been  the  subject  of  report  in  specific  cases, 
as  we  should  have  expected  that  it  would  have  been,  if  observed  ;  but 
we  wish  also  to  state,  that  the  examinations  conducted  under  our  direc- 
tions have  not,  to  the  best  of  our  belief,  been  in  any  respect  more  severe 
than  those  to  which  candidates  were  previously  subjected.  It  will  be 
in  jour  recollection  that  one  of  the  earliest  letters  received  from  your 
Board  informed  us  that  tidewaiters  should  be  "  able  to  write  plainly, 
"  and  spell  tolerably  well,  and  understand  the  first  four  rules  of  arith- 
"  metic,  and  the  different  weights  and  measures."  This  standard  we 
adopted  without  alteration  ;  and  you  may  possibly  remember  that,  at  an  J 

interview  with  which  you  favoured  us  shortly  after  the  commencement 
of  our  proceedings,  a  particular  case  then  under  consideration  was 
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submitted  to  you  in  order  that  we  might  ascertain  the  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency which  you  thought  it  right  to  require.  We  decided  the  case  in 
accordance  with  your  opinion,  and,  as  it  has  been' our  constant  practice, 
when  it  has  appeared  doubtful  whether  a  candidate  had  or  had  not 
passed  a  sufficient  examination,  to  refer  to  the  papers  of  persons  pre- 
viously examined,  we  believe  we  may  say  with  confidence  that  we  have 
not  since  raised  the  standard  of  qualification. 

We  may  add  that,  having  found  it  difficult,  after  six  months9  trial, 
to  decide  whether  candidates  could  or  could  not  spell  "  tolerably  well," 
we  stated,  in  abetter  of  1 1th  December  1855,  that  we  should  have  wished 
to  raise  the  standard  by  omitting  the  qualifying  word,  "  had  we  hot 
"  been  apprehensive  that  the  requirement  of  correct  orthography  might 
"  exclude  persons  whose  character  and  previous  occupation  might  well 
"  qualify  them  for  the  duties  required  of  them."  The  Board  of  Customs, 
by  their  answer  of  5th  March  1856,  communicated  to  us  their  willing- 
ness to  accede  to  the  suggestion,  but  they,  at  the  same  time,  intimated 
that  they  shared  the  apprehension  which  we  had  expressed,  and  thought 
it  better  that  we  should  reserve  to  ourselves  "  the  liberty  to  exercise  a 
"  discretion  in  the  point  of  orthography  where  the  deficiency  in  that 
"  respect  did  not  appear  to  be  material."  As  we  have  already  stated, 
no  change  was  made,  and  we  have  continued  to  allow  to  the  word 
"  tolerable  "  its  full  weight. 

It  may,  however,  be  thought  that,  although  our  examinations  have  not 
in  reality  been  severe,  an  exaggerated  impression  as  to  their  severity  has 
operated  to  deter  eligible  candidates  from  presenting  themselves.  We 
cannot  of  course  be  responsible  for  misrepresentations  which  may  have 
got  abroad,  but  we  may  remark  that  country  candidates  are  examined 
now,  exactly  as  they  would  have  been  before  we  commenced  our  pro- 
ceedings, by  the  provincial  officers  of  the  Board  of  Customs,  and  that 
they  cannot  have  been  much  influenced  by  the  circumstance  (if  known  to 
them)  that  their  papers  were  to  be  transmitted  to  us  instead  of  being  laid 
before  the  Board,  as  they  previously  would  have  been. 

We  may  add,  with  reference  to  examinations  held  at  this  office,  that, 
inasmuch  as,  out  of  23  candidates  for  tidewaiterships  who  presented 
themselves  between  the  1st  of  January  1858  and  the  1st  of  January 
1860,  we  rejected  one  only,  we  have  given  little  foundation  by  our 
proceedings  here  for  rumours  sufficient  to  alarm  even  the  more  imper- 
fectly educated  of  those  who  may  have  been  looking  for  metropolitan 
appointments. 

We  will  not,  however,  further  occupy  your  time  with  comments  upon 
our  past  proceedings.  It  is,  we  are  aware,  far  more  important  if  there  has 
in  fact  been  a  deterioration  in  the  qualifications  of  the  inferior  officers 
of  the  Board,  to  consider  by  what  means  the  evil  may  be  arrested.  We 
believe  that  a  system  of  free  selection  would  supply  persons  competent 
to  pass  the  examination  as  at  present  required,  and  at  the  same  time 
possessing  physical  qualifications  fully  sufficient  for  their  duties.  It  has 
never  been  our  opinion  that  the  holder  of  such  offices  should  be  chosen 
by  competitive  examination  in  reading  and  writing,  or  other  accomplish- 
ments of  a  similar  nature.  But  physical  qualifications  may  be  estimated 
relatively  as  well  as  positively,  and  may  be  measured  by  marks.  This 
system  is  already  established  in  more  than  one  of  the  public  depart- 
ments, and  we  collect  from  some  of  your  answers  (1547-8-9)  that  it 
has  suggested  itself  to  you.  Whatever  may  be  the  difficulties  of  the 
plan,  and  we  do  not  wish  to  underrate  them,  it  would  not  be  difficult  to 
make  "  the  fact  of  a  man  having  been  a  sailor  stand  for  500  marks,"  or 
for  any  other  number  that  might  be  fixed  upon. 

If,  however,  the  existing  system  of  nomination  be  maintained,  there 
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may,  no  doubt,  be  a  redaction  of  the  educational  standard,  but  such  a      Customs.

it  is  likely  hereafter  to  be  the  rule  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  Civil  Ser- 
the  superior  offices  should  be  filled  by  promotion  from  lower  situations,  vice  Appoint* 
Another  course,  and,  as  we  think,  a  better  one,  would  be  to  frame  ments  Corn- 
regulations  defining  the  classes  of  persons  who  should  be  considered  mittee- 
eligible,  and  prescribing  tests  of  physical  competence  to  which  they 
should  be   subjected.     Thus,  for  example,   it  would   be  possible  to 
exclude  by  a  general  regulation  all  those  who  might  previously  have 
followed  certain  less  healthy  occupations,  or  (if  so  strong  a  measure 
were  deemed  advisable)  to  require  as  indispensable  a  certain  length  of 
service  at  sea,  or  in  some  out-door  employment. 

Again,  there  would  probably  be  no  difficulty  in  nominating  trust- 
worthy medical  practitioners  at  the  principal  outports,  giving  them 
instructions  as  to  the  qualifications  to  be  looked  for,  and  requiring 
confidential  reports.  We  believe,  that  the  Board  of  Customs  have 
already  medical  officers  at  some  of  the  outports,  and  if  the  number 
were  slightly  increased,  there  would,  we  think,  be  no  hardship  in 
requiring  candidates  for  the  smaller  ports  to  attend  the  nearest  of  the 
official  referees.  The  fees  might,  as  at  present,  be  paid  by  the  candi- 
dates examined. 

We  may  also  mention,  that  since  we  commenced  our  proceedings 
the  authorities  of  the  Post  Office  have  introduced  the  practice  of 
subjecting  candidates  for  the  situation  of  letter-carrier  to  medical 
inspection ;  and  we  enclose  the  form  used  in  that  department.  It 
appears  to  us  to  be  very  well  adapted  to  its  purpose,  inasmuch  as  it 
requires  answers  to  specific  questions  instead  of  vague  and  general 
statements.  The  reports  are  submitted  for  review  to  the  medical 
inspector  in  London. 

The  Board  of  Customs  will  be  better  able  to  judge  than  we  are 
whether  any  of  the  plans  which  we  have  suggested  can  be  adopted 
with  advantage.  We  understand  that,  in  consequence  of  recent 
financial  measures,  the  appointments  to  situations  in  the  department  are 
likely  to  be  less  numerous  than  they  have  been  ;  but,  although  this 
may  be  the  case,  we  do  not  think  that  it  supplies  a  reason  for  post- 


*  Q.  1550.  If  it  might  be  done,  then  the  conclusion  to  which  we  come  about  the 
present  mode  of  examination  is  that  it  is  not  a  mode  that  is  suited  to  bring  out  the 
qualities  requisite  for  a  tidewaiter  ? — Certainly  the  present  mode  of  examination  is 
intended  to  secure  what  cannot  otherwise  be  secured,  that  a  tidewaiter  should  be  able 
to  read  and  write,  and  do  the  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic,  not  as  a  test  of  general 
qualification,  but  that  he  may  be  able  to  keep  a  tidewaiter's  book. 

f  Q.  1495.  Awuming  that  the  system  of  competitive  examination  is  continued,  and 
that  the  class  of  searchers  are  done  away  with,  there  will  be  the  class  of  tidewaiters  ; 
and  the  competitive  examination  must  be  either  exclusively  confined  to  the  clerks,  or 
be  extended  to  all  the  tidewaiters  ? — It  is  impossible  to  say  what  course  the  Treasury 
may  think  fit  to  take  upon  that  contingency,  because  our  plan  is  this, — that  the 
amalgamated  establishment  will  consist  of  two  or  three  classes  ;  the  higher  class  will 
represent  what  arc  now  landing-waiters,  and  the  lower  class  will  represent  what  are 
now  tidewaiters.  Therefore  the  persons  who  will  enter  will  enter  for  the  junior  class, 
to  perform  the  inferior  duties  :  then  they  will  be  promoted  to  te  landing-waiters  in 
their  turn.  Therefore,  whether  under  those  circumstances  the  Treasury  may  think 
fit  to  have  a  competitive  examination,  I  am  not  able  to  say ;  but  we  mean  to  propose 
also  that  some  of  the  vacancies  for  the  higher  class  shall  be  filled  up  by  direct  appoint- 
ment by  the  Treasury,  in  order  that  we  may  get  some  younger  men  in  a  superior 
position  to  occupy  the  vacancies. 
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poning  the  consideration  of  the  subject ;  and  it  can  harjlly  be  necessary 
for  us  to  add  that  any  assistance  which  we  can  give  will  most  will- 
ingly be  rendered.

Gentlemen,  30th  January  1861. 

I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  12th  November  last,  referring  to  the  evidence  given  by  me  before 
the  "Civil  Service  Appointments  Committee "  of  last  session,  and 
suggesting  for  consideration  whether  any  alteration  may  be  desirable 
in  the  nature  of  the  examination  to  be  passed,  or  the  proof  of  health, 
&c.  to  be  required  before  candidates  shall  be  deemed  eligible  for 
admission  to  offices  in  this  department,  and  I  beg  leave  to  thank  you 
for  having  brought  this  important  subject  under  my  notice. 

Having  submitted  your  letter  to  the  Board  of  Customs,  I  have  to 
inform  you  that  in  consequence  of  the  arrangements  which  are  being 
carried  out  for  amalgamating  the  different  branches  of  the  oat-door 
department  of  the  Customs,  it  has  become  necessary  to  revise  the 
present  system  of  promotions  in  that  branch,  and  the  regulations  appli- 
cable to  candidates  for  admission  to  the  service.  The  Board  have  had 
the  whole  subject  under  their  consideration,  and  they  propose  shortly 
to  bring  the  question  under  the  notice  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury, 
and  so  soon  as  a  plan  shall  have  been  approved  by  their  Lordships  the 
Board  will  communicate  further  with  you  on  the  points  particularly 
adverted  to  in  your  letter. 

The  various  and  extensive  changes  which  have  been  made  in  the 
establishment  of  the  Customs  during  the  last  six  months,  and  which 
have  not  yet  been  completed  in  some  of  the  departments,  have  pre- 
vented the  Board  from  coming  to  a  decision  on  many  points  connected 
with  this  question,  and  I  have  only  to  express  my  regret  that  I  have 
hitherto  been  unable  to  give  a  reply  to  your  letter.

On  the  recent  retirement  of  an  officer  of  this  revenue  on  the  ground 
of  infirmity  after  21  years'  service,  it  was  discovered  that  he  had  entered 
the  service  under  false  statements  as  to  his  age,  and  upon  the  circum- 
stances being  represented  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  their  Lord- 
ships refused  to  grant  him  any  superannuation  allowance. 

The  Board  think  it  might  be  desirable  therefore  to  warn  persons 
entering  the  public  service  of  the  consequences  to  which,  as  in  the 
instance  above  referred  to,  they  will  be  subject,  if  they  furnish  false 
information  as  to  their  age,  &c,  and  the  Board  would  therefore  sug- 
gest, should  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  see  no  objection  thereto, 
that  a  note  be  added  at  the  foot  of  the  preliminary  inquiries  in  Forms 
A.  and  B.,  issued  to  candidates  for  appointments  in  this  department  to 
the  effect  contained  in  the  enclosed  memorandum,  or  in  any  other  terms 
which  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  may  consider  more  desirable.

Should  any  of  the  particulars  in  answer  to  the  above  queries  be  found  to  be  false,  superannuation 
the  nomination  of  the  candidate  will  be  liable  to  be  cancelled ;  or  should  the  nominee  to  an  officer 
have  been  admitted  to  office,  he  will  be  liable  to  be  dismissed,  and  he  will  forfeit  all  claim  wno  had  falsely 
to  superannuation  allowance.

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  conceive  that  so  high  a  maximum 
is  not  on  general  grounds  expedient ;  but  the  principal  objection  (that 
founded  on  the  provisions  of  the  Superannuation  Act)  not  being  appli- 
cable in  the  present  case,  they  leave  the  question  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners.

unwilling  to  raise  the  maximum  age  therein  referred  to  beyond  30  years, 
and  would  much  prefer  that  an  exception  in  reference  to  age  should  be 
made  in  favour  of  Mr.  — ,  who,  they  are  informed,  has  passed  his 
examination  with  great  credit 

The  Commissioners  are  fully  sensible  of  the  inconvenience  of  break- 
ing through  existing  rules,  but  they  desire  me  to  submit  for  considera- 
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tion  the  following  reasons,  which  seem  to  justify  such  a  course  in  the 
present  instance : — 

The  recent  and  very  rapid  extension  of  the  business  of  this  office  has 
rendered  it  necessary  to  employ  as  additional  clerks  persons  of  more 
experience,  and  therefore  of  an  older  age  than  would  be  required  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  but  the  establishment  is  now  in  such  a  condi- 
tion that  there  seems  little  probability  of  such  a  necessity  recurring  in 
future  years. 

The  acquirements  and  experience  of  Mr. are,  equally  with  his 

age,  above  the  average  standard  of  clerks  usually  admitted  to  this  office. 

On  this  ground  also  the  exception  asked  for  in  his  favour  is  not  likely 
to  be  made  a  precedent  for  similar  applications  in  future. 

Lastly,  it  would  seem  objectionable  to  raise  the  maximum  age,  which 
is  already  much  above  the  ordinary  requirements  of  this  office,  unless 
the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  should  feel  compelled,  on  general 
grounds,  to  insist  upon  this  mode  of  meeting  the  present  difficulty.

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The  office  of  assistant  being  now  vacant,  on  reporting  to  the  Treasury   Exchequer. 
the  vacancy,  and  some  peculiar  qualifications  which  I  considered  to  be         - — • 
necessary,  and  which  might  render  it  expedient  to  make  some  addition  Examination 
to  the  examination  of  the  candidates,  I  was  instructed  to  lay  my  com-  w  •€tln  d 
munication  before  you,  with  the  view  of  considering  and  giving  effect  Measures"1 
the  suggestion.  Office. 

I  should  not  consider  it  expedient  to  alter,  and  certainly  not  to  render 
less  effective,  the  present  rule  of  examination  for  a  junior  clerk  at  the 
Exchequer,  as  at  present  adopted. 

But  where,  as  in  the  present  instance,  the  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
Weights  and  Measures,  some  additional  knowledge  and  qualifications 
are  required  for  the  functions  of  that  branch  of  the  department. 

The  5  &  6  Wm.  '4.  c.  63.  prescribes  the  functions  relating  to  weights 
and  measures,  by  which  the  comparison  of  weights  and  measures  sent  in 
to  the  Exchequer  with  the  standards  deposited  with  me  takes  place. 
This  requires  much  manual  dexterity,  and  perfect  care  and  accuracy. 
It  is  rather  a  nice  and  careful  mechanical  dexterity  that  is  required,  and 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  weights  and  measures  and  of  their  fractional 
parts  and  multiples,  than  any  high  amount  of  mathematical  or  scientific 
ability.  But  by  the  22  &  23  Vict.  c.  56.  a  defect  in  the  former  law  is 
*  corrected,  and  it  is  made  imperative  that  all  the  weights  and  measures 
throughout  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  should  at  short  and  stated  times 
be  brought  back  for  examination.  These  have  greatly  augmented  the 
labour  and  the  duty;  and  render  it  more  necessary  that  the  junior  clerk 
to  be  named  should  possess  strength,  activity,  and  some  practical 
acquaintance  with  mechanical  process. 

In  addition  to  this  Act,  another  statute,  the  22  &  23  Vict.  c.  66.  has 
been  passed,  imposing  on  this  department  somewhat  of  analogous  duties 
to  those  I  have  already  described.  This  Act  is  for  testing  and  verifying 
gasholders,  weights,  and  measures  to  regulate  the  sale  of  gas.  These 
duties  require  great  care  and  accuracy  also,  and  will  render  the  selec- 
tion of  a  junior  clerk  more  important. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  some  further  examination  shall  take 
place  for  the  Weights  and  Measures  Office  than  that  which  is  already 
in  force  in  the  other  departments  of  the  Exchequer. 

The  present  superintendent,  who  has  served  33  years,  could,  if  you 
desire  it,  wait  upon  you,  or  any  of  your  establishment  could  come  over 
here  to  see  or  to  show  the  peculiar  work  to  be  done.  And  it  further 
strikes  me  that  if  any  candidates  for  the  appointment  were  permitted  to 
inspect  the  duties  here,  the  subsequent  examination  would  be  rendered 
more  effectual.

clerks  in  that  office. 

One  of  our  clerks,  Mr.  ,  received  his  appointment  in   the 

interval  between  the  passing  of  the  Superannuation  Act  and  the  com- 
munication to  us  of  the  Treasury  Minute.  As  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury  require  him  to  obtain  a  certificate  in  order  to  entitle  him  to 
superannuation  allowance,  we  shall  be  obliged  if  the  Commissioners 
will  arrange  for  his  being  examined  on  the  above-mentioned  subjects  as 
soon  as  practicable.

It  is  hot  very  desirable  to  fix  a  limit  of  age  in  regard  to  persons 
appointed  to  such  situations.  In  the  present  case  the  candidates  are

JJLjg 
person  who,  when  originally  placed  upon  the  establishment  in  one  mPolice 
situation,  was  eligible  in  respect  of  age  for  some  other  situation  to  Courts, 
which  he  is  subsequently  nominated,  and  whose  service  has  been  con- 
tinuous, is  to  be  considered  as  within  the  limits  of  age  for  that  second 
situation,  whatever  his  actual  age  may  be.

sidering the  proposed  rule  to  have  received  the  sanction  of  Sir  George 

Lewis,  they  will  regard  Mr. as  eligible  if,  as  no  doubt  will  be 

the  case,  his  statement  as  to  his  age  should  be  properly  substantiated. 

The  Commissioners  have  at  the  same  time  to  submit,  with  great 
deference,  that  ushers,  messengers,  and  other  persons  attached  in 
similar  capacities  to  the  public  departments,  are  holders  of  junior  situa- 
tions within  the  meaning  of  the  Order  in  Council,  and  that  certificates 
are  necessary  for  those  who  may  be  proposed  to  be  appointed.  They 
would  content  themselves  with  the  expression  of  this  opinion,  but, 
assuming  that  those  who  are  introduced  into  such  situations  usually 
look  forward  to  a  pension  on  retirement,  they  think  that  future  incon- 
venience may  be  avoided  if  they  take  the  opportunity  of  bringing  under 
the  notice  of  Sir  George  Lewis  the  17th  section  of  the  Superannuation 
Act,  1859,  by  which  it  is  provided  that,  with  certain  exceptions  (not 
at  present  material),  no  person  appointed  after  the  date  of  the  Act  shall 
acquire  a  title  to  the  superannuation  allowance  which  it  gives  unless 
he  has  been  admitted  into  the  Civil  Service  with  a  certificate  from  this 
office. 

It  may  be  right  to  add  that,  since  the  passing  of  the  Act,  arrange- 
ments for  the  examination  of  Foreign  and  Home  Service  messengers, 
as  well  as  office  keepers,  &c,  have  been  made  with  the  Foreign  Office, 
and  that  similar  arrangements  have  from  time  to  time  been  made  with 
other  offices.

In  reply,  I  am  to  state  that  every  public  department  which  has  ^j^ton  for " 
established  rules  for    the    examination  of   messengers    requires    an  ushen,  mes- 
acquaintance  with  the  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic,  in  addition  to  the  sengera,  &c.  in 
qualifications  mentioned  in  your  letter.    The  Commissioners  learn  from  Police  Courts, 
jour  previous  communication  that  the  duties  of  an  usher  at  a  police 
conrt  resemble  those  of  a  messenger,  and  they  suggest,  for  the  con* 
sideration  of  Sir  George  Lewis,  the  propriety  of  making  the  examina- 
tions the  same. 

I  am  to  add  that  no  limits  of  age  have  been  specified,  and  that  the  Limits  of  age 
Commissioners  do  not  consider  themselves  empowered  by  the  Order  JP*  fa^i^ 
in  Council  under  which  they  act  to  grant  certificates  for  permanent  messengers,     ' 
situations   until   such  limits  have  been   fixed.     They  will  therefore  &c., inPolice 
be  glad    to   learn  what  limits  it   is  thought  desirable  to   establish ;  Courts, 
and  they  would  have  left  the  matter  without  observation   for  the 
decision  of  Sir  George  Lewis,  if  they  had  not  perceived,  from  a  state- 
ment contained  in  a  form  filled  up  by  the  candidate  who  has  been 
nominated,  that  his  age  is  47.    The  Commissioners  submit  that,  setting 
aside  other  objections,  it  is  not,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  desirable 
to  introduce  into  junior  situations  those  who  have  attained  an  age 
which  makes  it  probable  that  physical  or  mental  infirmities  will  render 
them  inefficient  before  they  have  served  long  enough  to  entitle  them  to 
adequate  pensions  on  retirement.     When  such  a  case  occurs  the  head 
of  the  department  must  either  retain  a  servant  who  has  become  an 
incumbrance,  or  induce  him  to  retire  upon  an  insufficient  provision, 
and  it  is  submitted  that,  although  this  difficulty  must  sometimes  occur, 
it  should  be  guarded  against,  as  far  as  is  possible,  by  the  "  fixed  rules  " 
which  the  Order  in  Council  requires. 

A  statement  of  the  higher  limit  of  age  for  messengers,  as  established 
in  several  of  the  public  departments,  is  enclosed.

Gentlemen,  Whitehall,  24th  March  1860. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  3rd  inst.,  Secretary  Sir 
George  Lewis  again  consulted  Mr.  Hall,  chief  police  magistrate,  and 
referred  to  him  your  suggestions  respecting  the  qualifications  to  be 
required  of  candidates  for  the  subordinate  situations  in  the  metropolitan 
police  courts. 

Sir  George  Lewis  encloses  a  copy  of  the  report  made  by  Mr.  Hall, 
with  whose  recommendations  he  fully  concurs.  He  therefore  adheres 
to  his  original  opinion,  that  reading  and  writing  should  be  the  only 
qualifications  insisted  upon  for  such  appointments ;  and  he  proposes

I  have  considered  the  suggestions  offered  in  the  enclosed  letter  from  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners  ;  and  in  compliance  with  the  desire  of  Secretary  Sir  George 
Lewis,  I  have  to  submit  the  following  observations  and  opinion.  With  every  wish  to 
conform  to  the  recommendations  of  those  gentlemen,  I  cannot  bring  my  mind  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  is  desirable  that  candidates  for  usherships  at  the  several  police  courts 
should  be  examined  in  the  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic,  and  that  a  limit  of  age  should  be 
fixed  corresponding  with  that  which,  it  seems,  has  been  established  in  certain  of  the 
public  offices  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  messengers. 

The  proposed  test,  though  it  be  confined  to  the  elementary  parts  of  arithmetic,  has  no 
relation  to  the  duties  of  ushers,  and,  if  sanctioned,  would,  I  fear,  in  many  instances,  prove 
a  hindrance  to  the  appointment  of  individuals  who  mi£ht  be  very  usefully  employed  as 
such,  notwithstanding  their  imperfect  acquaintance  with  the  use  of  numbers.  Every 
one  having  practical  knowledge  of  the  services  required  of  those  officers  will,  I  think, 
admit  that  an  inability  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  subject  recommended  would  in 
nowise  disqualify  them  for  the  employment.  Domestic  servants  of  general  intelligence 
and  good  character  have  usually  been  appointed  ushers,  and,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
they  nave  given  satisfaction ;  and  I  must  observe,  that  in  several  respects  they  have  been 
found  to  be  better  qualified  than  persons  who  have  been  otherwise  employed  for  most  of 
the  duties  required  in  that  situation.  The  knowledge  of  individuals  in  that  condition  of 
life,  from  want  of  means  or  opportunity  to  procure  regular  educational  instruction,  is 
generally  confined  to  reading  and  writing,  which  being  more  attractive,  and  for  social 
purposes  more  useful  to  them,  they  are  anxious  to  acquire,  even  in  an  adult  state ;  and 
though  many  of  them  are  not  wholly  ignorant  of  the  first  rules  of  arithmetic,  they  often 
arrive  at  results  sufficient,  no  doubt,  for  the  attainment  of  their  object,  but  in  so  unme- 
thodical a  manner  as  to  be  scarcely  understood. 

Believing  that  the  test  suggested  will  lead  to  the'  exclusion  of  a  large  portion  of 
that  class  from  which  ushers  have  long  been  selected,  and  to  the  appointment  of 
persons  who,  notwithstanding  their  better  knowledge  of  arithmetic,  may  prove  less 
efficient  ushers,  it  is  my  decided  opinion  that  reading  and  writing  should  be  the 
only  qualifications  insisted  on  ;  and  as  the  office  keepers  and  messengers  at  the  police 
courts  have  no  duties  to  discharge  which  renders  such  knowledge  necessary,  I  see  no 
reason  why  a  similar  rule  should  not  be  applied  to  them. 

With  regard  to  the  age  to  be  fixed,  I  think  that  the  regulation  adopted  as  to  messengers> 
and  stated  in  the  list  accompanying  the  letter  of  the  Commissioners,  is  inapplicable  to 
ushers.  It  is  most  desirable  that  the  latter  should  be  men,  of  greater  age  and  experience. 
Their  duties  cause  no  bodily  fatigue,  and,  though  important,  are  of  little  more  than 
routine  order. 

The  qualities  mainly  required  are  intelligence,  respectful  deportment,  even  temper, 
and  much  patience.  In  dealing  with  the  characters  resorting  to  a  police  court,  comprising 
every  rank  in  life,  considerable  discretion  and  self-control  are  also  needed.  The  ushers 
are  constantly  referred  to,  and  among  the  applicants  there  is  a  great  number  of  women, 
and  the  advantage  of  having  middle-aged  men  to  hear  and  assist  them  cannot  be  doubted 
by  any  one  conversant  with  the  proceedings  at  the  courts  mentioned.  Experience  has 
convinced  me,  and  also  my  colleagues  at  Bow  Street,  that  a  man  from  the  age  of  40  to  50 
is  (if  in  other  respects  qualified)  generally  the  best  fitted  for  the  situation  of  usher. 
Looking  at  the  services  required,  a  person  in  the  enjoyment  of  ordinary  health,  within 
that  range  of  age,  is  fully  competent  to  perform  every  duty  attached  to  the  office,  and  to 
continue  to  do  so  for  many  years.  His  authority  in  most  instances  will  be  more  readily 
acknowledged  than  that  of  a  younger  person ;  and  it  is  well  known  that  the  more  respect- 
able females,  who  reluctantly  appear  at  a  police  court,  will  more  freely  and  satisfactorily 
communicate  with  him.  The  temptations  to  which  officers  are  there  exposed  are  strong 
and  many,  and  I  think  it  would  be  a  great  mistake  to  impose  a  limit  which  would  exclude 
candidates  from  above  40  to  50  years  of  age.  In  the  case  of  a  messenger,  whose  duties 
are  signified  by  the  name  of  the  office,  I  at  once  admit  that  a  different  rule  may  be  adopted. 
His  services  being  more  laborious,  and  requiring  greater  activity,  it  is  proper  that  younger 
persons  should  fill  such  an  appointment. 

1  perceive  that  apprehension  is  expressed  in  the  letter  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners that  if  individuals  be  introduced  into  situations  who  have  attained  an  age  which 
makes  it  probable  that  infirmities  will  render  them  inefficient  before  they  have  served 
long  enough  to  entitle  them  to  adequate  pensions,  the  head  of  a  department  in  which 
such  a  case  may  occur  must  either  retain  an  unfit  servant  or  induce  him  to  retire  upon 
an  insufficient  pension.  In  answer  to  the  latter  portion  of  the  remark,  it  may  be  said 
that  if  a  man  fifty  years  old  obtains  an  ushership,  he  takes  it  with  a  full  knowledge  of 
the  consequences  of  a  failure  of  health ;  and  it  seems  to  mc  that  the  contingency  referred 
to  is  more  for  the  consideration  of  the  individual  himself  than  of  others.  Younger 
persons  appointed  to  offices  may  likewise  be  prevented,  by  sickness  or  other  causes, 
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from  continuance  in  place,  and  be  removed  with  a  scanty  allowance.  The  fear  expressed  Home  Office. 
that  the  head  of  a  department  may  permit  an  incompetent  man  to  retain  his  post,  I  do  , 

not  entertain.    It  is  difficult  to  imagine  that  either  of  the  two  magistrates  attached  to  a  Limits  of  age 
police  court,  and  still  more  that  both  of  them,  would  be  so  unmindful  of  their  duty  to  the  a^  examina- 
public,  so  indifferent  to  their  own  convenience,  or  so  unjust  to  their  other  subordinates,  ^^  /u.  ^chers.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  24th  inst.,  enclosing  a  report  from  Mr. 
Hall  on  the  qualifications  necessary  for  subordinate  appointments  in 
police  courts,  and  stating  that  Secretary  Sir  George  Lewis  fully  con- 
curs with  Mr.  HalT 8  recommendations  ; 

In  reply,  I  am  to  state  that,  in  deference  to  the  wishes  of  Sir  George 
Lewis,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  will  examine  candidates  for 
the  appointments  referred  to  in  reading  and  writing  only,  and  that  they 
will  consider  the  limits  of  age  to  be  those  which  Sir  George  Lewis  is 
pleased  to  approve  ;  that  is  to  say,  for  ushers  and  office  keepers,  35  and 
50 ;  and  for  messengers,  25  and  39. 

The  Commissioners  have  at  the  same  time  to  submit  for  the  con- 
sideration of  Sir  George  Lewis  the  following  observations  on  Mr. 
Hall's  report.  It  would  appear  that,  in  deprecating  the  introduction  of 
elementary  arithmetic,  Mr.  Hall  has  been  mainly  influenced  by  an 
apprehension  lest  domestic  servants  should  be  excluded.  Whether 
this  would  be  the  result,  and,  if  so,  what  amount  of  inconvenience 
would  follow,  the  Commissioners  are  incompetent  to  judge  ;  but  they 
find  that  in  no  case  before  the  present  has  the  risk  been  brought  under 
their  notice  by  the  authorities  of  any  public  department.  A  moderate 
acquaintance  with  the  elements  of  arithmetic  is  required  from  can- 
didates for  the  situation  of  messenger  in  every  office  with  which 
arrangements  have  yet  been  made,  and  although  domestic  servants  have 
in  some  cases  been  nominated,  it  has  not  been  observed  that  they  have 
arrived  at  their  results  in  a  peculiarly  unmethodical  manner,  or  indeed 
by  any  mode  which  rendered  it  more  than  usually  difficult  to  ascertain 
the  extent  of  their  knowledge. 

With  reference  to  the  question  as  to  limits  of  age,  the  Commissioners 
have  to  state  that  they  were  led  to  notice  the  age  of  the  candidates 
whose  nomination  was  mentioned  in  your  letter  of  the  29th  ult.  by  the 
statement  which  had  been  made  as  to  the  similarity  between  the  situa- 
tions of  usher  and  messenger,  and  to  which  they  perhaps  gave  a  wider 
construction  than  it  was  intended  to  bear.  They  now  learn  from  Mr. 
Hall's  report  that  there  is  a  considerable  difference  between  the  two,  so 
far  at  least  as  the  proper  age  for  admission  is  concerned.  With  refer- 
ence to  the  reasons  which  are  assigned,  they  would  suggest  that  the 
lower  limit  which  has  been  named  (35)  is  hardly  high  enough  to  con- 
stitute in  itsejf  a  title  to  the  confidence  of  the  respectable  females  for 
whom  provision  has  to  be  made,  and  they  feel  sure  that,  even  when  the 
limit  has  been  established,  Mr.  Hall  will  still  rely  mainly  on  the  good 
character  of  his  officers,  and  on  his  own  vigilant  supervision,  for  the 
proper  treatment  of  those  who  attend  his  court.  It  may  be  added 
that,  in  supposing  it  probable  that  a  person  appointed  at  the  age  of  50 
will  continue  to  discharge  his  duties  for  many  years,  Mr.  Hall  is  hardly 
home  out  by  the  actual  state  of  things,  as  shown  in  the  returns  made 
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Horn  Office,  to  the  recent  Superannuation  Commissioners.  It  there  appears  that 
-.  .~T  out  of  31  ushers  whose  ages  are  given,  one  only  had  on  the  1st  of 
anTexamina^  January  preceding  attained  the  age  of  60.  The  average  age  of  the  31 
tion  for  ushers,  ushers  was  46,  and  they  had  on  the  average  been  in  the  service 
messengers,  (whether  as  messengers  or  ushers  does  not  appear)  for  15  years.  Mr. 
&c.,  in  Police  'a  age  is  47. 

Courts.  With  reference  to  the  messengers,  who  are  not,  it  would  appear,  re- 

quired to  possess  any  qualifications  different  from  those  of  the  persons 
similarly  designated  in  other  offices,  the  Commissioners  retain  their 
impression  that  20  or  21  and  35  are  preferable  as  limits  to  25  and  39. 
They  do  not  observe  tjiat  Mr.  Hall  assigns  any  reason  for  the  peculiar 
limits  which  he  suggests,  although,  as  he  states,  it  is  no  doubt  true  that 
younger  persons  appointed  to  offices  may  be  prevented  by  sickness  or 
other  causes  from  continuance  in  place  and  be  removed  with  a  scanty 
allowance.  The  Commissioners  were  aware  that  such  cases  must 
occasionally  occur,  but  they  apprehend  that  the  liability  to  failure  of 
strength  usually  increases  with  advancing  years,  and  that  although  the 
risk  adverted  to  by  Mr.  Hall  cannot  be  prevented,  it  is  well  to  guard 
against  it  as  far  as  possible. 

The  Commissioners  observe  that  Mr.  Hall  appears  to  attach  little 
importance  to  the  observations  which  were  made  as  to  the  difficulty  of 
parting  with  a  public  servant  who  has  not  by  length  of  service  acquired 
a  title  to  an  adequate  superannuation  allowance.  He  finds  it  difficult 
to  imagine  that  either  of  the  two  magistrates  attached  to  a  police  court, 
and  still  more  that  both  of  them,  would  be  so  unmindful  of  their  duty  to 
the  public,  so  indifferent  to  their  own  convenience,  or  so  unjust  to  their 
other  subordinates  as  to  retain  an  inefficient  servant.  It  can  hardly  be 
necessary  to  say  that  no  imputation  upon  the  police  magistrates  was 
intended  by  the  Commissioners  ;  nor,  on  the  other  hand,  is  it  to  be  sup- 
posed that  Mr.  Hall  claims  for  himself  and  his  colleagues  exemption 
from  the  feelings  of  compassion  by  which  the  conduct  of  other  heads  of 
departments  has  from  time  to  time  been  influenced. 

The  strong  probability  that  such  feelings  will  prevail  was  regarded 
by  the  Royal  Commissioners  of  1856  as  constituting  "perhaps  the 
u  strongest  argument  in  favour  of  a  system  of  superannuation."  "  It 
"  may  be  true,"  they  say,  "that  it  is  strictly  the  duty  of  heads  of 
"  departments  to  remove  from  the  service  all  public  officers  who  have 
"  become  from  any  cause  incompetent  fully  to  discharge  their  duties, 
"  without  regard  to  their  feelings  or  their  future  position  ;  but  expe- 
"  rience  has  shown  that  this  is  a  duty  the  performance  of  which  it  is 
u  most  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  enforce;  and  as  it  is  impracticable 
"  by  any  of  the  regulations  to  define  beforehand  at  what  stage  of 
"  declining  health  or  increasing  bodily  or  mental  infirmity  incompetence 
"  begins,  the  result  is  that,  in  the  absence  of  superannuations,  inefficient 
"  persons  are  retained  in  the  public  service." 

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  may  also  refer  to  the  memorandum 
addressed  by  the  police  magistrates  to  the  Superannuation  Commis- 
sioners. From  that  document  they  extract  the  following  passage : — 
"  The  advanced  period  at  which  a  magistrate  enters  upon  his  duties  is 
"  such  as  to  render  wholly  inadequate  a  provision  for  retirement  cal- 
"  culated  upon  length  of  service  for  persons  who  in  general  commence 
*'  their  career  at  the  early  age  of  18." 

It  appears  that  only  three  out  of  22  magistrates  whose  ages  are 
given  in  the  return  just  referred  to  had  attained,  when  placed  on  the 
bench,  the  age  now  fixed  as  the  limit  for  the  situation  of  usher,  and  the 
question  being  obviously  as  to  the  proportion  which  a  retiring  allow- 
ance bears  to  the  salary  previously  enjoyed,  not  as  to    the  actual 
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amount  of  retiring  allowance,  the  Commissioners  venture  to  think  the. Horn*  Omos. 

argument  of  the  police  magistrates  as  relevant  in  the  present  case  as  it         

undoubtedly  was  in  that  to  which  it  was  originally  applied.     It  should  UmHs  of  age 
be  added  that  the  ages  of  the  magistrates  considerably  exceeded  those  JP*  f*"!j|KL

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  request  that 
you  will  convey  to  the  Postmaster-General  their  thanks  for  the  oppor- 
tunity thus  afforded  them  of  rendering  their  examinations  more 
efficient  in  an  important  respect  than  they  hitherto  have  been. 

It  may  be  worth  while  to  observe,  with  reference  to  the  individual 
case,  that  the  local  postmaster,although  he  reported  that  the  candidate 
read  handwriting  indifferently,  answered  in  the  affirmative,  without 
qualification,  the  question — "  Do  you  consider  the  candidate  healthy 
"  and  strong,  and  in  all  respects  qualified  for  the  situation  to  which  he 
"  seeks  to  be  appointed  ?"

It  is  of  urgent  importance  that  an  addition  of  at  least  200  men  Exception  to 
should  be  made  without  delay  to  the  force  of  the  circulation  department  the  roles  as  to 
of  this  office  ;  50  men  to  be  employed  as  labourers,  and  150  as  letter*  *&*• 
carriers ;  and  I  am  directed  by  the  Duke  of  Argyll  to  communicate 
with  you  on  the  subject,  in  the  hope  that  some  arrangement  may  be 
made  with  a  view  to  meet  the  present  emergency. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  men  should  be  experienced  and  able  to 
perform  the  duties  at  once,  and  his  Grace  has  therefore  determined  to 
draw  them,  if  possible,  from  the  force  of  auxiliary  letter-carriers,  who 
are  employed  in  the  suburban  districts  of  London,  and  who  are  not 
within  the  class  of  those  for  whom  Civil  Service  certificates  have  been 
required. 

All  these  men  are  good  and  well-trained  letter-carriers,  but  it  would 
be  difficult  to  find  so  large  a  number  as  200  who  are  below  the  age  of 
21,  or  who  could  come  up  to,  all  the  requirements  of  the  present  test. 

With  regard  to  age,  the  Duke  of  Argyll  desires  that-  the  superior 
limit  should  be  extended  to  30,  in  the  case  of  those  men  who  will  be 
employed  as  labourers,  a  step  which  seems  free  from  objection,  as  his 
Grace- is  about  to  propose  that  this  limit  shall  be  adopted  as  the  rule 
or  men  employed  in  this  capacity,  and  to  25  in  that  of  letter-carriers  ; 
and  as  the  department  is  in  a  position  to  certify  to  the  good  character 
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Post  Office,  of  the  men,  he  hopes  that  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  will  feel 
justified  in  granting  their  certificate,  upon  receiving  a  satisfactory 
report  as  to  their  health  from  the  medical  officer  of  the  department. 

I  have  to  make  these  suggestions  in  order  to  avoid  the  delay  which 
is  incidental  to  the  existing  plan,  but  if  you  see  any  other  mode  by 
which  we  can  immediately  obtain  this  additional  strength  to  the  office, 
which  is  so  much  needed,  I  shall  be  thankful  for  your  observations.

render  unnecessary  any  further  inquiry  as  to  physical  competence.  It 
will  only  be  requisite  in  addition,  that  evidence  of  age  should  be  sent 
with  the  Forms  A.,  which  are  important  for  a  variety  of  purposes. 

For  those  who  being  already  employed  are  to  be  appointed  to  the 
situation  of  letter-carrier,  the  same  evidence  will  suffice,  but  it  appears 
to  the  Commissioners  that  it  would  be  undesirable  to  omit  altogether 
the  slight  examination  which  candidates  have  been  hitherto  required  to 
undergo,  and  that  the  delay  mentioned  in  your  letter  as  incidental  to 
the  existing  plan  might  be  avoided,  if  it  were  arranged  that  the 
candidates  should  attend,  at  the  post  office  in  detachments,  and  that  they 
should  be  received  and  examined  by  gentlemen  deputed  from  this  office, 
who  would  bring  the  papers  back  with  them.  The  result  of  inspection 
would  be  communicated  to  you  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  necessary 
certificates  would  issue  as  soon  as  satisfactory  evidence  had  been 
furnished.  The  Commissioners  believe  they  will  be  right  in  under- 
standing that  although  the  intended  alteration  in  the  limits  of  age  for 
labourers  is  to  be  general,  the  extension  to  25  in  the  case  of  letter- 
carriers  is  to  apply  to  those  only  who,  being  at  the  present  time 
employed  in  the  department,  are  included  in  the  addition  now  proposed.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  2nd  instant,  in  which,  after  adverting 
to  the  desirableness  of  filling  up  as  soon  as  possible  the  large  number 
of  vacancies  at  present  existing  on  the  establishment  of  London  letter- 
carriers,  you  suggest,  by  desire  of  the  Postmaster-General,  the  propriety 
of  dispensing,  during  the  present  emergency,  with  any  educational  test, 
beyond  that  of  reading  the  addresses  of  letters,  in  those  cases  in  which 
the  candidates  have  been  previously  in  the  employment  of  the  Post 
Office  as  auxiliary  letter-carriers,  and  are  known  to  be  useful  and  good 
servants,  the  standard  of  health  and  character  remaining  as  before  ; 

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state,  that  under 
all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  they  would  be  unwilling  to  offer  any 
unnecessary  impediment  to  the  mode  regarded  by  the  authorities  of  the 
Post  Office  department  as  the  best  for  meeting  a  pressing  difficulty. 
The  Commissioners  will  therefore  limit  the  examination  of  the  class  in 
question  in  the  manner  proposed,  and  they  will  review  the  performance 
of  those  candidates  belonging  to  the  class  as  to  whom  they  had  pre- 
viously arrived  at  unfavourable  decisions.  It  will  be,  of  course,  under- 
stood that  the, modification  is  limited  and  temporary. 

The  Commissioners  have  thought  that  the  expression  of  their  willing- 
ness to  comply  with  the  proposal  contained  in  your  letter  ought  not  to 
be  delayed,  but  they  hope  in  the  course  of  a  few  days  to  offer,  for  the' 
consideration  of  the  Postmaster-General,  a  few  observations  founded 
on  the  accounts  which  they  have  received  of  the  evidence  very  recently 
given  by  yourself  and  Mr.  Trollope  before  the  Civil  Service  Appoint- 
ments Committee.  That  evidence  may,  they  have  no  doubt,  be  taken  as 
expressing  generally,  on  points  of  importance,  the  opinion  entertained 
by  the  most  experienced  officers  of  the  department,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners cannot  but  think  that  it  points  to  a  mode  by  which  a  sufficient 
supply  of  well-qualified  officers,  at  the  current  rate  of  wages,  whatever 
that  rate  may  be,  is  most  effectually  to  be  secured.

Remarks  on  Refebbing  to  my  letter  of  the  4th  instant,  in  which  the  Com- 

eyidence  t>?for*  missioners  expressed  an  intention  of  offering,  for  the  consideration  of 
Anointments  *^e  P°stmaster*General,  a  few  remarks  suggested   by   the    accounts 
Committee.       which  have  reached  them  of  the  evidence  given  by  yourself  and  Mr. 
Trollope  before  the  Civil  Service  Appointments  Committee  ; 

I  am,  in  the  first  place,  to  state  that  the  Commissioners  would  have 
postponed  the  step  which  they  are  now  taking  until  the  evidence  was 
before  them  in  an  authentic  form,  if  the  correspondence  which  has 
recently  passed  as  to  the  large  addition  which  it  is  considered  necessary 
at  once  to  make  to  the  force  of  London  letter-carriers,  and  the  circum- 
stance mentioned  in  your  letter  of  21st  April,  that  a  committee  has 
been  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  circulation  department  of  the  Post 
Office,  had  not  appeared  to  render  it  desirable  that  they  should  without 
delay  submit  their  views  upon  the  subject. 

The  Commissioners  understand  that  in  the  evidence  referred  to  a 
strong  opinion  was  expressed  as  to  the  probable  ill-effect  of  selecting 
letter-carriers  by  literary  competition,  on  the  ground  that  such  a  system 
would  introduce  into  the  service  persons  possessing  attainments  of  no 
practical  use,  while  it  would  exclude  those  physically  best  qualified, 
and  on  the  whole  most  likely  to  prove  useful  servants  to  the  depart- 
ment. Nor  must  it  be  omitted  that,  according  to  the  view  which  is 
understood  to  have  been  taken,  even  the  attainments  hitherto  required 
(excepting  only  the  ability  to  read  the  addresses  of  letters)  are,  to  say 
the  least,  superfluous.  But  it  would  appear  that  if  the  risk  which  has 
been  mentioned  could  be  effectually  prevented,  open  competition  would 
be  regarded  not  only  without  fear,  but  with  a  confident  hope  that  great 
benefit  would  result.  The  Commissioners  have  been  informed  that 
after  a  reference  to  the  relaxation  which  has  been  made  in  the  rule 
regulating  the  height  of  London  letter-carriers,  it  was  observed  that  the 
police  authorities,  who  have  been  able  to  maintain  a  higher  standard, 
possess  an  obvious  advantage  over  the  Post  Office,  inasmuch  as  the 
former  receive  for  inquiry  and  consideration  the  names  of  all  applicants 
who  being  prima  facie  eligible  choose  to  ask  for  employment,  while  in 
the  latter  the  appointments  are  regarded  as  constituting  the  patronage 
of  the  head  of  the  department,  and  dealt  with  accordingly.  The  facility 
of  obtaining  policemen  who,  though  physically  well  qualified,  can 
satisfy  a  moderate  educational  test,  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
letter-carriers  equally  competent,  were,  it  is  believed,  thus  accounted 
for. 

The  Commissioners  have  referred  in  detail  to  the  evidence  in 
question  for  two  reasons ;  first,  because  they  are  aware  that  the 
accounts  which  they  have  received  may  in  some  degree  have  misrepre- 
sented you ;  and  they  are  of  course  desirous  that  any  mistake  should 
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be  corrected  ;   and,  secondly,  because   what  has  been   above    stated  Post  Office. 
expresses  very  nearly  the  opinion  which  they  themselves  entertain.         -— 
They  agree  with  you  in  deprecating  the  notion  of  selecting,  by  a  purely  SSE^iSLie 
literary  competition,  those  whose  most  important  qualifications  are  of  a  c^i  Service 
physical  nature  ;  and  they  also  agree  with  you  in  believing  that  phy-  Appointments 
sical  as  well  as  intellectual  qualifications  are  more  easily  to  be  obtained  Committee, 
in  an  open  service  than  in  a  close  one.     They  have  the  satisfaction  of 
thinking  that  their  own  evidence  before  the  Civil  Service  Appointments 
Committee  leaves  no  doubt  as  to  their  views  upon  these  points. 

It  is  right  at  the  same  time  to  state,  that  while  the  Commissioners 
have  no  wish  to  require  from  those  who  may  come  in  by  free  selection, 
if  such  a  plan  should  be  adopted,  accomplishments  which  the  authorities 
of  the  department  regard  as  unnecessary,  they  believe  it  to  be  one  of 
the  recommendations  of  that  plan,  that  without  the  inconvenience  of 
rejections,  a  fair  standard  of  educational  qualifications  will  be  maintain- 
able, as  appears,  from  the  evidence  above  quoted,  to  be  the  case  in  the 
police  force.  It  may,  perhaps,  be  inexpedient  that  the  public  servant 
should  be  much  above  those  of  his  own  class  in  education,  but  it  cannot 
be  right  that  he  should  be  below  them  ;  and  free  selection  only  can 
show  whether  the  best  or  the  worst  in  each  class  are  to  be  obtained  for 
the  public  service. 

Upon  another  point  the  Commissioners  wish  to  add  a  few  words. 
From  general  report  they  learn  that  a  question  as  to  the  sufficiency  of 
the  pay  hitherto  received  by  London  letter-carriers  is  under  considera- 
tion. They  cannot  but  think  that  a  practical  answer  to  the  question 
will  be  obtained  when  free  selection  has  become  the  established  rule, 
and  not  till  then.  It  appeared  by  an  official  report,  which  was  for- 
warded to  the  Commissioners  in  ordinary  course  at  the  close  of  the  year 
1858,  that  a  provincial  postmaster  having  to  appoint  a  stamper  (the 
weekly  wages  of  such  an  officer  being,  it  is  understood,  not  more  than 
16*.),  offered  the  situation  to  open  competition.  The  result  is  stated 
to  have  been  that  23  candidates  presented  themselves  ;  and  although 
some  of  these  may  have  been  ignorant  of  the  duties  which  they  would 
have  to  perform,  as  well  as  of  the  remuneration  which  they  would 
receive,  it  can  hardly  be  questioned  that  the  course  taken  was  one 
well  adapted  for  ascertaining,  if  the  phrase  may  be  allowed,  the  market 
value  of  that  which  was  required.  The  Commissioners  hope  that  the 
position  in  which  the  Legislature  has  placed  them,  with  reference  to 
the  Superannuation  Act,  will  be  regarded  as  justifying  their  brief 
reference  to  the  financial  part  of  the  question  ;  and  their  main  object; 
at  present,  is  to  place  clearly  upon  record  their  willingness  to  assist  in 
carrying  out  the  principle  of  free  selection,  from  which,  if  they  have 
not  been  wholly  misinformed,  so  much  advantage  is  anticipated  by 
those  who  are  well  qualified  to  judge,  and  with  that  view  to  abandon, 
for  the  present  at  least,  any  attempt  to  require  accomplishments  not  of 
the  most  indispensable  necessity.  You  will  be  aware  that  in  June 
1856,  when  the  operation  of  the  Order  in  Council  was  first  extended  to 
letter-carriers,  the  Commissioners  adopted  the  standard  of  literary 
qualifications  previously  established  by  the  department,  that  in  January 
1858  the  standard  was  lowered  by  desire  of  the  Postmaster- General, 
that  it  has  now  been  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  requisitions  still 
further,  in  order  to  obtain  at  once  a  large  addition  to  the  force  ;  and 
that  concurrently  with  these  reductions  the  standard  of  height  has 
been  lowered,  the  practical  test  of  physical  strength,  which  was  for  a 
time  employed,  has  been  abandoned,  the  rejections  on  account  of  phy- 
sical deficiencies  have  increased,  and  with  a  view  to  the  augmentation 
just  mentioned,  it  has  been  necessary  to  change  the  limits  of  age,  on

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acquaint  you 
that  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  having  been  in  the 
habit  of  admitting  youths  into  Her  Majesty's  dockyards  and  steam 
factories  by  competitive  examinations,  held  half-yearly,  have  adopted 
on  the  present  occasion  the  plan  above  suggested.  Some  of  the 
nominal  lists  of  candidates  have  just  been  sent  to  the  Commissioners 
in  preparation  for  the  examinations  in  arithmetic,  &c,  which  are  to 
commence  next  week,  and  these  lists  contain  entries  of  the  age,  height, 
weight,  and  girth  round  the  chest  of  each  candidate,  together  with  the 
number  of  marks  assigned  to  him  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  marks  so  assigned  are  to  be  added  to  those  obtained  in 
arithmetic,  &c,  in  order  to  constitute  the  total  for  each  candidate,  and 
the  place  of  each  will  consequently  depend  partly  on  his  physical 
qualifications,  and  partly  on  his  attainments  in  arithmetic,  &c. 

It  is  not,  of  course,  to  be  assumed  that  the  physical  qualifications  of 
letter-carriers  would  be  estimated  in  precisely  the  same  way  as  those 
of  boys  seeking  admission  to  the  dockyards  ;  but  it  appears  to  the 
Commissioners  desirable  that  the  Postmaster- General  should  be  aware 
that  the  plan  which  they  have  ventured  to  recommend  has  already 
been  adopted  by  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  public  departments.

In  compliance  with  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of  the 
20th  ultimo,  I  enclose  the  lists  referred  to  in  my  letter  of  the  14th 
ultimo,  as  showing  the  marks  assigned  for  physical  qualifications  in  the 
several  dockyards. 

I  am  at  the  same  time  to  state  that  the  medical  officers  having 
evidently  proceeded  on  very  different  principles  in  assigning  their 
marks,  the  documents  may  perhaps  not  afford  the  assistance  expected 
from  them.  Probably  greater  uniformity  may  be  obtained  on  future 
occasions. 

The  total  number  of  marks  placed  at  the  disposal  of  each  medical 
officer  was  200,  and  the  total  attainable  in  the  rest  of  the  examination 
is  1,250  ;  but  of  the  last-mentioned  total  no  candidate  at  the  Christmas 
examinations  obtained  two-thirds,  and  very  few  more  than  one-half. 

As  the  papers  are  transmitted  in  original,  and  must  be  returned  to 
the  Admiralty,  I  have  to  request  that  you  will  send  them  back  to  me 
after  inspection. 

With  reference  to  the  practice  in  examination  for  cadetships  of  con- 
stabulary, it  is  only  necessary  to  say  that  the  medical  inspector  has 
100  marks  at  his  disposal,  1,060  being  fixed  as  the  maximum  attainable 
in  the  literary  portions  of  the  examination.  The  principle  on  which 
the  100  marks  are  apportioned  in  specific  coses  is  not  known,  but  it  is 
understood  that  those  who  obtain  less  than  50  are  excluded.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state,  that  in 
deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  Postmaster-General,  they  will  confine 
the  examination  of  all  candidates  who  may  be  nominated  as  auxiliary 
letter-carriers  in  London  within  the  limits  specified  by  his  Grace  until 
the  proposed  addition  has  been  obtained.  At  the  same  time  they  think 
it  right  to  observe  that  they  did  not  intend  by  their  letter  of  the  11th 
ultimo  to  intimate  an  opinion  that  the  educational  test  previously  fixed 
was  too  high.  They  expressed  a  general  acquiescence  in  the  view

view  of  obtaining  men  who  possess  more  physical  strength  than  those 
who  have  recently  been  appointed,  his  Grace  proposes  that  candidates 
shall  be  subjected  to  a  competitive  examination  by  the  medical  officer.

They  stated   in  .  my  letter  of 
fortetter-car-    tne  j^  ^g^  tnaj  tney  WOuld  be  prepared  to  assist,  so  far  as  their 
functions  extend,  in  carrying  out  the  arrangements  then  notified  to 
them,  and  as  it  appeal's  from  the  published  Minutes  of  the  Committee  on 
Civil  Service  Appointments  that  those  arrangements  were  in  strict  con- 
formity with,  if  not  suggested  by,  the  evidence  *  given  by  yourself  and 
Mr.  Trollope,  they  feel  it  unnecessary  to  justify  the  anticipations  of 
advantage  to  the  public  service  which  they  then  expressed. 

The  Commissioners  have,  in  the  course  of  the  present  correspondence, 
noticed  the  several  changes,  all  in  the  same  direction,  which  have  been 
made  in  the  educational  standard  originally  fixed  by  the  authorities  of 
the  Post  Office.  They  do  not  now  repeat  the  observations  which  they 
have  from  time  to  time  made,  when  such  changes  have  been  proposed  ; 
nor  can  it  be  necessary  that  they  should  again  disclaim  all  wish  to 
enforce  the  possession  of  useless  accomplishments  at  the  risk  of  losing 
qualifications  essential  to  the  service.  But  if,  in  the  selection  of  candi- 
dates for  the  police,  where  physical  strength  must  be,  even  more  than  in 
the  case  of  letter-carriers,  the  great  requisite,  compared  with  which  all 
others  are  of  minor  importance,  it  is  possible  to  insist  on  ability  "  to 
"  read  and  write,"  if  it  is  reasonable  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of 
private  employers  of  labourers  in  factories  and  mines  by  compulsory 
provisions  with  regard  to  the  education  of  young  persons  whom  they 
receive  into  their  service,  and,  above  all,  if  the  large  amount  of  public 
money  annually  expended  in  teaching  those  whose  duties  in  after-life  will 
in  all  probability  be  not  less  mechanical  than  those  of  letter-carriers  is 
rightly  so  expended,  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  the  power  of  writing 
from  dictation,  with  moderate  correctness,  a  short  passage  containing 
only  words  of  common  use,  and  of  performing  sums  in  addition  and

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subtraction  such  as  those  given  in  the  margin,*  is  one  which  it  would 
be  hazardous  or  unreasonable  to  expect  in  any  class  of  public  servants. 
The  Commissioners  have  only  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  they  will 
carry  into  effect  the  wishes  of  the  Postmaster-General  as  to  the  exami- 
nation of  the  candidates  whom  his  Lordship  may  be  pleased  to  nominate. 
Unless,  however,  some  wider  field  of  selection  is  opened,  they  cannot 
anticipate  that  the  reduction  of  the  educational  test  will  prevent  rejec- 
tions and  the  delay  so  occasioned.

By  these  provisions,  so  far  as  they  bear  upon  the  present 
point,  it  is  made  requisite  (1)  that  every  person  nominated  to  a  junior 
situation  should  be  examined  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  and 
receive  a  certificate  from  them,  before  being  admitted  to  probation,  and 
(2)  that  before  granting  such  certificate,  the  Commissioners  should 
ascertain  that  the  candidate  is  free  from  any  physical  defect  or  disease 
which  would  be  likely  to  interfere  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his 
duties.  According  to  the  evidence  before  them,  the  Commissioners

We  have  had  under  our  consideration  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  21st  May  1855, 
and  the  letter  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  dated  1st  August  1800;  with  reference 
to  the  examination  of  clerks  of  the  Courts  of  Probate  and  Divorce  who  have  been  admitted 
since  the  passing  of  the  Act  22  Vict.  cap.

In  regard  to  the  limit  of  age  of  the  candidates,  it  has  been  the  understood  rule  of  your 
Lordship  that  no  candidate  should  receive  an  appointment  who  is  under  the  age  of  17  or 
above  25.  There  arc  some  instances,  however,  or  copying  clerks  who  are  of  more  mature 
age  being  appointed  readers,  examiners,  searchers,  or  assistants  to  record  keepers;  and 
ss  regards  these  candidates,  who  are  generally  well  qualified  for  the  offices  mentioned,  it 
is,  perhaps,  undesirable  to  fix  any  limit  of  age,  otherwise,  the  age  prescribed  by  your 
Lordship  seems  the  fullest  limit  that  can  be  recommended  for  the  nomination  of  candi- 
dates to  junior  situations  in  the  Courts  of  Probate  and  Divorce.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  the  letter  of  the  30th  ultimo,  which  the  Right  Honour- 
able the  Judge  of  the  Courts  of  Probate  and  Divorce  has  done  them  the 
honour  to  address  to  them,  and  of  the  report  of  the  Registrars  of  the 
Court  of  Probate  enclosed  with  that  letter  ; 

In  reply,  I  am  to  state  that  the  Commissioners  will  regulate,  in 
accordance  with  the  communication  made  to  them,  the  examination  of 
persons  whose  nominations  to  situations  in  the  Courts  of  Probate  and 
Divorce  may  be  notified  to  them.  They  may  perhaps  be  permitted 
to  add  that  they  notice  with  satisfaction  the  proposed  limits  of  age. 
It  may  reasonably  be  hoped  that  in  the  majority  of  cases,  persons  who 
enter  the  public  service  at  or  under  25  will  have  attained  the  maximum 
of  pension  before  the  period  at  which  the  decline  of  bodily  and  mental 
vigour  usually  commences.  When  this  is  the  case,  there  is  no  longer 
difficulty  in  pressing  retirement  as  soon  as  it  appears  desirable,  and 
thus  the  object  of  the  superannuation  system  is  attained.  Where,  on 
the  contrary,  each  year  of  service  is  augmenting  the  pension  to  be 
ultimately  received,  there  must  be  an  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the 
head  of  a  department  to  urge  retirement,  even  in  cases  where  the  good 
of  the  service  manifestly  requires  it.  The  Commissioners  are  led  to 
make  these  observations  because  the  subject  has  recently  been  brought 
before  them  in  connexion  with  legal  offices. 

They  would  add,  with  reference  to  the  last  paragraph  in  the  report  Exception  to 
of  the  Registrars,  that  if  the  copying  clerks  there  mentioned  are,  as  is  rule  as  to  age. 
presumed  to  be  the  case,  not  on  the  establishment,  but  in  the  position 
of  law  stationers,  it  might  be  well  to  lay  down  some  definite  rule,  fixing 
the  limit  at  which  they  should  cease  to  be  eligible  for  the  establishment. 
The  terms  might  be  as  follows : — "Persons  employed  as  copying  clerks 
"  may  be  nominated  as  readers,  examiners,  searchers,  or  assistants  to

to  superannuation  allowances,  we  beg  to  state  that,  in  our  judgment, 
the  examination  of  persons  appointed  to  clerkships  in  this  office  should 
extend  to  the  following  particulars  : — 

1.  Exercises  designed  to  test  handwriting  and  orthography. 

2.  Writing  from  dictation,  or  transcribing  written  documents. 

3.  The  power  of  accurate  comparison  of  copies  with  originals. 

4.  Arithmetic  (elementary). 

We  think  the  limits  of  age  may  be  properly  fixed  between  16  and  35. 

With  regard  to  good  character  arid  bodily  health,  we  beg  to  suggest 
that  where  written  certificates  have  already  been  furnished  to  us  pre- 
vious to  a  clerk's  appointment,  the  production  of  these  from  our  office 
should  be  admitted  by  the  Commissioners  as  sufficient  evidence  on  these 
heads. 

With  respect  to  our  messenger,  we  consider  that  it  will  be  sufficient 
if  he  is  able  to  write  and  spell  accurately,  and  has  the  other  qualifica- 
tions of  good  character  and  health.     One  of  our  clerks,  Mr.  

,  received  his  appointment  in  the  interval  between  the  passing  of 

the  Superannuation  Act  and  the  communication  to  us  of  the  Treasury 
Minute.

With  reference  to  the  proposed  limits  of  age  for  clerks  (16  and  35),  and  limits  of 
I  am  to  observe  that   under   the  general   Superannuation  Act  (the  age. 
schedule  to  which  includes  7  Will.  4  &  1  Vict.  c.  30)  the  maximum  Maximum 
pension  ordinarily  attainable  is  two- thirds  of  the  salary  previously  limit  of  age. 
enjoyed,  and   that   for    the  attainment  of  this   maximum  40   years 
service  is  required.     A  person  admitted  at  35  will  not  acquire  this 
claim  until  he  reaches  the  age  of  75,  and  there  will  probably  be  a  period 
(in  the  majority  of  cases  not  less  than  10  years)  during  which  he  is, 
on  the  one  hand,  becoming  less  and  less  efficient  as  a  clerk,  while,  on 
the  other  hand,  he  is  annually  gaining  a  title  to  an  increase  of  his 
retiring  allowance.     Under  these  circumstances,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
press  his  retirement,  and  it  will  be  still  more  difficult  to  do  so,  if,  as  is 
not  very  unusual,  the  failure  of  bodily  or  mental  vigour  should  com- 
mence at  55,  when  the   superannuation  allowance  will   be  only  one- 
third,  or  at  60,  when  it  will  be  only  five-twelfths  of  the  salary.     It  is 
of  course  impossible  to  avoid  all  risk  of  this  inconvenience,  but  the  risk 
is  less  in  the  case  of  a  public  servant  appointed  at  25  than  in  that  of 
one  who  enters  at  35. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  lower  of  the  ages  just  mentioned  is  the 
usual  limit,  and  that  the  Masters  of  the  Four  Courts,  Dublin,  have 
proposed  30. 

No  limits  of  age  are  specified  in  your  letter  as  applicable  to  the 
situation  of  messenger. 

Leaving  the  above  remarks  on  the  question  of  age  to  your  considera- 
tion, the  Commissioners  have  to  add,  that  with  respect  to  the  character 
of  candidates,  they  are  not  authorized  to  divest  themselves  of  the 
responsibility  imposed  upon  them  by  the  Order  in  Council  under  which 
they  act,  and  must  therefore  satisfy  themselves  before  granting  a  certi- 
ficate, "  that  the  character  of  the  candidate  is  such  as  to  qualify  him 
"  for  public  employment " 

They  cannot,  however,  apprehend  that  any  difficulty  is  likely  to  arise 
on  this  point. 

The  Commissioners  have  also  to  satisfy  themselves  before  granting  a 
certificate,  that  the  candidate  is  "  free  from  any  physical  defect  or 
"  disease  which  would  be  likely  to  interfere  with  the  proper  discharge

F.  Palgrave,  and  myself,  on  the  subject  of  the  examination  of  workmen 
and  boys  to  be  admitted  from  thenceforth  into  the  service  of  the  Record 
Department,  a  copy  of  which  I  had  the  honour  to  forward  to  Sir 
Edward  Ryan  on  the  18th  of  January  last ;  and  as  I  understood  from 
the  interview  I  had  the  honour  of  having  with  you  on  this  matter,  that 
you  are  desirous  of  my  views  as  to  the  subjects  in  which  such  candi- 
dates should  be  examined ; 

I  have  to  state  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  age  of  admission  should  be 
from  14  to  25,  and  that  it  is  essential  that  they  should  be  able  to  read 
and  write  well,  and  that  they  should  be  conversant  with  the  four  first 
rules  of  arithmetic,  viz.,  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication,  and 
division.  The  nature  of  the  duties  they  have  to  perform  is  accurately 
set  forth  in  my  letter,  to  Mr.  Hamilton,  of  the  29th  November  1859, 
and  I  have  nothing  further  to  add  on  that  head.  Having  regard  to 
these  duties,  it  does  not  appear  to  me  that  it  is  necessary  or  desirable 
that  the  examination  into  the  intellectual  qualifications  of  the  candi- 
dates should  proceed  beyond  this.  If  intelligent,  they  rapidly  acquire 
in  the  office  the  further  knowledge  that  is  necessary,  and  indeed  often 
a  remarkable  proficiency  in  deciphering  and  understanding  tho  contents 
of  old  records,  and  of  ascertaining  the  date  of  the  instrument.  If, 
however,  it  should  appear  to  you  that  any  further  examination  is

Ik  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  18th  inst,  stating  that  before  coming  to  a  decision  on 

the  case  of ,  their  Lordships  wish  to  be  informed  whether  it  is  intended 

that  workmen  employed  at  the  Record  Office  should  in  future  be  admitted  into  the 
«*  service  by  certificate  from  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  in  accordance  with  the 
"  provisions  of  the  17th  section  of  the  Act  of  22  Vict.  cap.  26,"  I  have  to  state  that  I 
entertain  considerable  doubts  whether  any  examination  before  the  Civil  Service  Com-* 
missioners  would,  in  the  case  of  these  workmen,  be  advantageous  to  the  service.  I 
wish,  however,  to  submit  the  whole  matter  to  their  Lordships  consideration,  when  I 
have  explained  their  duties  and  the  present  mode  of  their  appointment. 

Their  duty  is  to  cleanse,  to  flat,  piece,  and  bind  the  records  and  other  documents  ;  a 
large  number  of  which  are  in  a  filthy  condition,  and  are  injured  by  damp  and  decay.  For 
these  purposes  it  is  essential  that  they  should  not  object  to  perform  duties,  some  of  which 
are  of  a  very  dirty  character,  and  that  they  should  possess  a  knowledge  of  bookbinding ; 
and  it  is  desirable  that  they  should  be  able  to  read  the  documents  which  are  laid  before 
them. 

Their  duty  is  also  to  attend  on  the  public  by  getting  out  for  inspection  and  replacing 
the  records  which  are  required  to  be  consulted.  They  are  at  present  a  most  valuable  set 
of  workmen,  who  acquire  very  remarkable  skill  in  repairing,  uniting,  and  piecing  old 
damaged  records;  and  in  so  doing,  they  instruct  themselves  to  such  an  extent  that,  in 
one  or  two  instances,  they  are  at  present  employed  by  one  of  the  principal  assistant 
keepers  in  making  calendars  ;  and  in  one  instance  one  of  these  men  was  promoted  to 
the  class  of  officers  of  the  third  class  in  the  Record  Establishment,  during  the  adminis- 
tration of  Lord  Derby,  as  a  reward  for  his  abilities  and  attainments.  They  are  paid 
weekly  wages,  at  different  scales,  at  so  much  per  hour.  I  doubt  whether  any  examination 
of  the  candidates  for  a  vacancy  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  would  improve  the 
class  of  workmen.  They  are  appointed  in  the  following  manner:  When  a  vacancy 
occurs,  the  Deputy  Keeper  makes  inquiry  for  a  young  man  of  the  description  he  considers 
suited  for  the  office.  He  sees  him,  he  examines  him  sufficiently  to  ascertain  his  quali- 
fications, and  receives  certificates  of  his  respectability  from  his  friends  ;  and  if  he  con- 
siders him  suited,  introduces  him  into  the  establishment,  with  the  advice  and  sanction  of 
the  Master  of  the  Rolls.  These  men  are  a  most  valuable  set  of  public  servants,  and  it 
would,  1  think,  tend  to  their  improvement  if  they  were  allowed  to  have  superannuation 
allowance;  but  I  doubt  whether  the  examination  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
would  be  as  useful  as  that  of  the  Deputy  Keeper,  or  whether  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners could,  in  fact,  ascertain  the  qualities  most  required  for  this  peculiar  duty,  which 
arc  principally  industry,  honesty,  no  objection  to  hard  and  dirty  work,  and  a  knowledge  of 
bookbinding. 

When  Sir  F.  Palgrave  applied  to  their  Lordships  to  take  into  their  consideration  the 

case  of ,  I  apprehend  that  he  had  not  present  to  his  mind  the  provisions  of 

the  17th  section  of  the  22ud  of  the  Queen,  cap.  26.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  they 
will  regulate,  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  their  Lordships,  the 
examination  of  candidates  who  may  be  nominated  to  the  situation  in 
question.  They  assume  that  under  the  term  "  writing  "  the  power  of 
spelling  with  tolerable  correctness  is  included. 

With  reference  to  the  maximum  limit  of  age  (40  years)  the  Commis-  Maximum 
sioners  think  it  right  to  suggest  that,  independently  of  other  considera-  hmit  °f  *£*  f°r 
tions,  it  appears  undesirable  to  introduce  into  the  public  service  persons  MeMenger8« 
who  have  attained  an  age  which  renders  it  probable  that  their  bodily 
or  mental  powers  will  fail  before  they  have  acquired  a  right  to  an 
adequate  superannuation  allowance.  Their  Lordships  will  be  aware 
that,  under  the  general  Superannuation  Act,  the  maximum  pension  at- 
tainable is  two-thirds  of  the  salary  previously  enjoyed,  and  that  for  the 
attainment  of  this  pension  40  years'  service  is  required.  A  person 
appointed  at  the  age  of  40  will  not  acquire  this  claim  until  he  has  arrived 
at  the  age  of  80,  and  there  will,  therefore,  in  all  probability,  be  a  very 
considerable  period  during  which  he  is,  on  the  one  hand,  becoming  less 
and  less  efficient,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  he  is  annually  gaining 
a  title  to  increased  superannuation.  Under  these  circumstances  it  will 
be  difficult  to  press  his  retirement,  and  it  will  be  still  more  difficult  to  do 
so  if,  as  is  not  very  unusual,  the  failure  of  strength  should  begin  at 
60,  when  the  superannuation  allowance  will  be  only  one- third,  or  at 
65,  when  it  will  be  less  than  one-half  of  the  salary  which  he  has  been 
enjoying.  Of  course  the  risk  of  premature  failure  of  strength  can- 
not be  altogether  avoided,  but  the  inconvenience  is  less  likely  to  occur 
in  the  case  of  a  public  servant  who  enters  at  an  early  age. 

It  is,  at  the  same  time,  right  to  mention  that  the  limits  at  present 
existing  are  not  uniform,  some  offices  having  fixed  upon  35,  others  upon 
the  age  now  selected  by  their  Lordships. 
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Trade  Leaving  this  question  for  consideration,  the  Commissioners  have  to  add, 

(Board  or),    with  reference  to  my  other  letter  of  this  day's  date,  as  to  the  examina-

I  am  directed  by  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Privy  Council  for 
Trade  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant,  sub- 
mitting various  observations  on  the  part  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners on  the  subject  of  the  letter  from  this  department,  of  the  2nd 
instant,  and  the  Minute  therein  enclosed,  respecting  the  examination  of 
the  office-keepers,  messengers,  and  porters  in  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
its  subordinate  branches. 

In  reply,  I  am  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, that  they  are  correct  in  assuming  that,  under  the  term  "  writing* 
my  Lords  intended  to  include  the  power  of  spelling  with  tolerable 
correctness. 

With  regard  to  the  observations  of  the  Commissioners  respecting  the 
maximum  limit  of  age  of  admission  fixed  by  my  Lords  in  the  Minute  in 
question,  I  am  to  observe  that  their  Lordships  did  not  propose  to  fix  it 
at  40  without  due  consideration,  or  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  in  some 
of  the  departments  of  the  service  35  had  been  fixed  upon  as  the  maxi- 
mum. It  appears  to  my  Lords  that  there  are  circumstances  in  the  case 
of  persons  in  the  category  of  office- keepers,  &c,  which  render  it  desir- 
able that  their  Lordships  should  not  be  under  the  necessity  of  refraining 
from  appointing  individuals  in  other  respects  duly  qualified,  solely 
because  their  age  exceeds  35. 

I  am  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  in  the  remarks  contained  in  my  letter 
of  the  2nd  instant,  on  the  subject  of  an  inquiry  into  the  age,  health, 

and  character  of ,  the  porter  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  their 

Lordships  did  not  intend  to  imply  more  than  that  in  his  particular  case 
the  preliminary  inquiries  as  to  age,  &c,  usually  instituted  previous  to  a 
candidate's  appointment,  do  not  appear  to  be  applicable,  seeing  that 
■  has  for  a  long  time  past  been  duly  appointed  to  his  present  post 

by  a  formal  Minute  of  this  Board.  Although  there  is  no  reason  to  sup- 
pose that  any  practical  difficulty  will  arise  on  this  subject  in  the  present 
instance,  it  might  so  happen  that  *s  health  (for  example)  in 

June  1860,  according  to  the  standard  fixed  by  the  Commissioners,  was 
not  such  as  to  authorize  the  issue  in  his  case  of  the  usual  certificate  of 
health,  were  it  an  original  appointment  then  made  ;  and  yet  when  he 
was  originally  appointed  as  an  extra  messenger  in  July  1858,  or  as 
porter  in  May  1859,  his  health  may  have  been  perfectly  good.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  enclose  a  copy 
of  the  Order  in  Council  under  which  they  act.  It  will  be  seen  that 
before  granting  their  certificate  they  are  to  ascertain  that  the  candidate  is 
within  the  limits  of  age  prescribed  in  the  department  to  which  he  desires 
to  be  admitted,  that  he  is  free  from  any  physical  defect  or  disease  which 
would  be  likely  to  interfere  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties,  that 
his  character  is  such  as  to  qualify  him  for  public  employment,  and  that 
he  possesses  the  requisite  knowledge  and  ability  for  the  proper  discharge 
of  his  official  duties. 

The  Commissioners  enter  into  these  details  only  because  it  appears 
from  your  letter  to  have  been  supposed  that  they  can  grant  certificates 
for  candidates  not  at  the  time  eligible  in  respect  of  age,  &c,  on  the 
ground  that  such  candidates  have  been  eligible  at  some  former  period. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  provisions  of  the  Order  in  Council  do  not 
allow  of  their  adopting  that  course,  nor  does  the  case  appear  to  be  altered 
by  the  Superannuation  Act,  1859,  inasmuch  as  that  Act  does  not  in  any 
way  relax  or  modify  the  requisitions.of  the  Order.

first  time,  been  subjected  to  examination  before  the  Commissioners. 

In  the  case,  therefore,  of  a  messenger  promoted  to  the  post  of  office- 
keeper,  or  of  an  extra  messenger  promoted  to  be  an  ordinary  messenger, 
it  will  be  sufficient  to  ascertain  that  his  age  when  first  appointed  to  the 
office  of  messenger  or  extra  messenger  respectively  did  not  exceed  the 
limit  recently  fixed  by  my  Lords.

of  clerks  with-  tjje  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  14th  instant,  expressing  the  wish  of  the 
on  ce  ca  .  jj0r(js  0f  t^e  Committee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  to  extend  to  persons 
nominated  as  office-keepers,  messengers,  and  porters  the  arrangement  by 
which,  in  the  case  of  a  proposed  transfer  of  a  clerk  from  one  department 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  another,  the  candidate  is  considered  eligible  in 
respect  of  age,  if  he  was,  at  the  time  when  he  first  entered  the  service, 
under  the  maximum  age  of  admission  into  the  class  to  which  it  is  pro- 
posed that  he  should  be  transferred. 

And  in  reply  I  am  to  state  that  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  do 
not  see  any  grounds  for  making  a  distinction  in  this  respect  between 
clerkships  and  inferior  situations.  As,  therefore,  the  arrangement  has 
been  made  with  reference  to  the  former  class  of  situations,  the  Commis- 
sioners will  consider  it  as  extending  to  the  latter  also.  Continuous 
service  will  of  course  be  required  in  all  cases. 

It  is  right,  at  the  same  time,  with  reference  to  the  statement  that  the 
class  of  office-keepers,  &c.  has  recently,  for  the  first  time,  been  subjected 
to  examination  before  the  Commissioners,  to  observe,  that  it  may  pro- 
bably be  difficult  for  the  Commissioners  to  recognize  the  previous  service 
of  a  candidate  who  has  entered  without  a  certificate  since  the  date  of  the 
Order  in  Council  of  21st  May  1855,  so  as  to  give  him  the  benefit  of  the 
special  rule  now  established. 

That  rule  will  of  course  be  considered  as  applying  only  to  candidates 
who  were,  in  the  first  instance,  regularly  introduced. 

With  reference  to  the  proposed  extension  of  the  rule  to  the  case  of 
extra  messengers  placed  on  the  establishment,  I  am  to  state  that 
assuming  the  examination  for  the  two  situations  to  be  the  same,  a  person 
for  whom  a  certificate  had  been  granted  on  his  nomination  as  extra 
messenger  would  not  be  again  examined  if  n  >minated  to  the  establish-

The  examination 
prescribed  by  my  Lords  for  that  appointment  is  identical  with  that 
required  by  them  in  the  case  of  supplementary  clerks  in  the  Board 

of  Trade  proper.      Mr.  'a  certificate  has  always  remained  in 

their  Lordships'  possession,  and  is  so  still.  Having  passed  satisfactorily 
through  his  year  of  probation  he  was  confirmed  in  his  appointment  on 
its  expiration. 

My  Lords  have  recently  transferred  Mr. to  a  junior  sup- 
plementary clerkship  in  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  assumed,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  that,  under  the  circumstances  above  mentioned,  no  fresh 
certificate  from  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  could  be  required.  If, 
however,  the  arrangement  previously  referred  to  is  of  such  a  nature  as 

to  make  the  issuing  of  a  fresh  certificate  for  Mr. necessary, 

I  am  to  request  that  their  Lordships  may  be  favoured  with  one  accord- 
ingly. They  conclude  that  there  can  be  no  question  of  a  second 
examination  in  his  case. 

I  am  to  add  that,  on  the  supposition  that  the  arrangement  with  the 
Treasury  is  intended  to  have  a  retrospective  effect,  and  to  include  the 
case  of  clerks  transferred  from  one  department  to  another  before  its 
adoption  (which,  however,  my  Lords  can  scarcely  suppose  to  be  the 

case),  Mr.    ,   now  a   supplementary  clerk   in    the    Board  of 

Trade,  but  formerly  a  clerk  in  the  Customs,  will  be  brought  within  its 

provisions.     Mr. was  transferred  to  this  department  in  August 

1856,  having  passed  his  examination  for  the  Customs  in  September 
1855.  The  examination  in  question  is  of  a  higher  description  than  that 
appointed  for  supplementary  clerks  in  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  Mr. 

,  moreover,  received  honorary  certificates  in  book-keeping,  Latin, 

French,  and  Thucydides.  The  Minute  of  his  appointment  to  the  Board 
of  Trade  provided  that,  as  he  had  already  been  examined  on  his 
appointment  to  the  Customs,  it  was  not  necessary  that  he  should  be 
re-examined. 

If,  however,  the  regulations  now  adopted  extend  to  his  case,  I  am 
to  request  that  the  necessary  certificate  of  his  qualification  may  be 
famished  to  my  Lords.

I  ah  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo,  communicating  to  me,  for 
their  information,    the  circumstances  under  which  Mr.   •  and 

M*.  • have  respectively  been  admitted  to  junior  situations  by  the 

Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  without  certi- 
ficates from  this  office,  and  requesting  that,  if  necessary,  certificates 
may  now  be  sent. 

The  Commissioners  perceive  that  some  misapprehension  exists  in  the 
minds  of  their  Lordships  as  to  the  construction  of  the  Order  in  Council 
of  21st  May  1855,  and  they  therefore  enclose  a  copy  of  that  document. 
It  will  be  seen  that  a  certificate  is  necessary  in  the  case. of  every  can- 
didate proposed  to  be  appointed  to  a  junior  situation  in  any  of  Her 
6.  o 
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Majesty's  civil  establishments,  and  that  there  is  no  exception  in  favour 
of  those  who  harve  previously  been  in  the  public  service.  The  language 
of  the  instrument  is,  on  the  contrary,  inconsistent  with  the  admission  of 
any  such  exceptions,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  was  intentionally 
so  framed.  A  person  well  fitted  for  one  situation  may  be  completely 
ineligible  from  age,  from  physical  defect,  or  from  deficient  education 
for  another;  and  the  object  of  the  Order  would  be  to  a  great  extent 
defeated  if  it  were  possible  to  nominate  a  candidate  to  a  situation  re- 
quiring only  the  lowest  qualifications,  and  then  to  transfer  him,  without 
the  check  of  further  examination,  to  one  of  a  higher  character. 

The  rule  being  thus  clearly  stated  in  the  Order  of  Council,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  say,  with  reference  to  the  Superannuation  Act,  which 
appears  to  have  been  considered  by  their  Lordships  as  having  a  bearing 
on  the  question,  that  it  in  no  way  alters  the  provisions  of  the  Order, 
though  it  imposes  a  penalty  on  persons  irregularly  introduced.  The 
Lords  of  the  Treasury,  entrusted  as  they  are  with  the  duty  of  ascer- 
taining that  each  applicant  for  a  superannuation  allowance  makes  good 
his  title  to  such  allowance,  will  no  doubt  enforce  the  Act  of  Parliament, 
but  the  information  which  the  Board  of  Trade  have  received  as  to  the 
existence  of  an  "  arrangement "  such  as  that  mentioned  in  your  letter, 
between  the  Treasury  and  this  office,  is  inaccurate. 

With  reference  to  the  first  of  the  two  cases  mentioned  in  your  letter 
(that  of  Mr. ),  I  am  to  state  that  the  examinations  for  supple- 
mentary clerkships  in  the  Board  of  Trade  being  the  same  with  those 

for  clerkships  in  the  Seamen's  Registry  Office,  and  Mr. being 

within  the  limits  of  age,  the  Commissioners  have  felt  at  liberty  to  grant 
their  certificate  of  qualification  in  his  favour. 

The  Commissioners  have  also  granted  their  certificate  for  Mr. , 

although  the  prescribed  subjects  of  examination  for  clerkships  were  not, 
at  the  time  when  he  was  examined,  quite  co-extensive  with  those  fixed 
for  supplementary  clerkships  in  the  Board  of  Trade.  On  reference, 
however,  to  his  papers,  it  appears  that  sufficient  practical  knowledge  of 
the  omitted  subject  ("the  grammatical  structure  of  sentences  of  a 
"  simple  character")  was  shown  in  his  extra  examination.  Like 
Mr.  ,  he  is  eligible  in  respect  of  age. 

The  certificates  are  sent  with  the  ordinary  covering  letter.

Effect  of  the  I  AM  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknow- 

new  Super-       ledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  14th  instant,  transmitting  by 

animation  Act.  desire  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  copy  of 

a  letter  received  from  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  and  requesting 

the  opinion  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  as  to  the  system  which 

should  be  adopted  in  applying  the  Civil  Service  examinations  under 

the  17th  section  of  the  Superannuation  Act,  1859,  to   the  classes  of 

artizans,  labourers,  &c,  employed  chiefly  in  the  departments  of  the 

Admiralty  and  War  Office,  and  at  the  same  time  expressing  the  wish  of 

their  Lordships  to  have  any  observations  on  the  general  operation  of  the 

Act  which  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  may  think  fit  to  offer. 

I  am  also  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls  with  reference  by  endorsement  to  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners, and  of  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Postmaster-General  to  the  Lords 
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Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  enclosed  with  a  letter  requesting  by     Treasury. 

desire  of  their  Lordships  tfce  opinion  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis-         

sioners  upon  the  proposal  which  it  contains.  Effect  of  the 

In  proceeding  to  comply  with  the  wishes  which  their  Lordships  have  annnationAct 
been  pleased  to  express,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  feel  to  some 
extent  embarrassed  by  the  want  of  accurate  information  as  to  the  num- 
bers and  position  of  some  of  the  classes  in  question.  They  think  there- 
fore that  their  best  course  will  be  to  state  as  they  proceed,  the  facts  as 
they  believe  them  to  be,  adding  the  authorities  from  which  their  impres- 
sions have  been  obtained,  in  order  that  if  they  are  mistaken  on  any 
essential  point  they  may  be  set  right  by  their  Lordships.  They  will, 
however,  in  the  first  place,  avail  themselves  of  the  permission  given  them 
by  their  Lordships  to  offer  a  few  general  observations  on  the  Superannu- 
ation Act  taken  in  connexion  with  Her  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of 
21st  May  1855.  The  17th  section  cf  the  Act  speaks  of  "  a  certificate 
"  from  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners "  without  explanation,  and  the 
meaning  of  the  term  must  of  course  be  obtained  from  the  Order  in 
Council,  which  rendered  their  certificate  necessary  before  appointment 
to  a  junior  situation  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Civil  establishment.  It  is 
required  by  the  Order  that  the  certificate  shall  be  a  certificate  of 
qualification  for  the  particular  situation  which  the  candidate  seeks,  and 
before  granting  it  the  Commissioners  are  to  satisfy  themselves  on  the 
following  points :  (1)  the  age  of  the  candidate,  which  must  be  within 
the  limits  prescribed  in  die  department  to  which  he  desires  to  be 
admitted;  (2)  his  freedom  from  physical  defect  or  disease  which 
would  be  likely  to  interfere  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties  ; 
(3)  his  character  ;  (4)  his  possession  of  the  requisite  knowledge  and 
ability  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

It  appears  to  the  Commissioners  that  some,  if  not  all  of  the  points  here 
specified,  are  those  which  with  reference  to  questions  of  superannuation 
and  compensation  for  loss  of  office,  are  of  the  most  essential  importance, 
as  no  scale  of  pensions,  if  framed  with  due  regard  to  economy,  can 
make  an  adequate  provision  for  those  whom  age  and  infirmity  may 
compel  to  retire  after  periods  of  service  much  below  the  usual  average, 
and  yet  if  an  adequate  provision  be  not  made,  retirement  will  not  be 
enforced,  and  the  object  for  which  the  system  was  established  will  not 
be  attained.  It  may  perhaps  be  thought,  moreover,  that  careful  atten- 
tion to  the  fourth  point  (the  possession  of  the  requisite  knowledge  and 
ability  at  entrance  on  office)  will  not  be  without  influence  in  the  amount 
of  compensations. 

For  these  reasons  the  Commissioners  cannot  but  think  that  the  pro- 
vision in  question  will  have  a  beneficial  operation  so  far  as  its  primary 
object  is  concerned.  They  find  also  that  it  has  the  effect  of  bringing 
practically  under  the  operation  of  the  Order  in  Council  certain  descrip- 
tions of  situations  which,  though  clearly  subject  to  its  provisions,  had  for 
one  reason  or  another  not  been  recognized  by  the  heads  of  the  departments 
to  which  they  belonged  as  so  subject.  The  Order  will  thus  be  more 
completely  carried  out,  and  the  interests  of  the  public  service  will,  it 
may  be  hoped,  be  thereby  advanced. 

While,  however,  the  Commissioners  entertain  these  opinions  with 
reference  to  the  section  under  consideration,  they  feel  that  incon- 
venience may  result  from  it,  if  a  clear  understanding  be  not  arrived  at 
as  to  the  effect  which  their  certificate  is  to  have  upon  the  position  of 
the  person  for  whom  it  is  granted.  In  the  first  place  they  submit  that, 
until  corrected  in  any  misapprehension  under  which  they  may  labour, 
by  the  authority  under  which  they  act,  they  must  continue  to  grant 
certificates  for  those  whom,  with  the  consent  of  the  several  depart.

Effect  of  the      ^ct#     j^  tne  next  place  they  would  suggest,  that  although  the  grant  of 
arauationAct  a  certhlcate  is  made  by  the  17th  section  a  sine  gud  nan  (except  in  the 
cases  specified),  the  fact  that  a  certificate  has  been  granted,  does  not 
preclude  their  Lordships  from  exercising  the  amount  of  discretion, 
whatever  that  amount  may  be,  which  would  be  vested  in  them  if  the 
17th  section  had  been  omitted.     Thus,  for  example,  the  Commissioners 
grant  certificates  for  temporary  clerks,  but  it  is  presumed  that  a 
claimant  for  superannuation,  relying  on  temporary  service  only,  though 
able  to  refer  to  a  certificate,  would  at  once  be  met  by  the  reply 
that  the  second  clause  provides  for  those  only  who  have  served  in 
established  capacities.    In  the  same  manner  a  member  of  the  diplo- 
matic service  for  whom  a  certificate  had  been  granted  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners,  would,  it  is  supposed,  be  considered  as  ex* 
eluded  from  ordinary  superannuation,  by  the  fact  that  provision  has 
otherwise  been  made  by  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  service  to  which  he 
belongs.     It  will  also  be  obvious  that  if  the  certificate  were  to  be  a 
positive  qualification,  the  Commissioners  would  stand  in  need  of  official 
information  as  to  the  extent  of  establishments   sanctioned  by  their 
Lordships  in  the  different  departments,  as  without  such  knowledge 
they  might,  owing  to  inadvertence  on  the  part  of  the  head  of  a  depart- 
ment in  nominating,  give  to  a  person  whose  employment  was  not  duly 
authorized,  a  species  of  claim  from  which  efnbarrassment  might  after- 
wards arise.    As  to  cases  so  clear  as  those  above  supposed,  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  no  difficulty  could  arise,  and  others  of  a  similar  kind,  but 
more  complicated  in  their  character,  may,  it  would  appear,  be  decided 
under  the  proviso  at  the  end  of  the  2nd  section.     Whether  the  dis- 
cretion given  by  that  proviso  to  their  Lordships  is  wholly  unlimited, 
appears  to  the  Commissioners  a  question  of  some  difficulty,  and  at  the 
same  time  one  which  it  would  be  very  desirable  to  settle.     On  the  one 
hand  it  may  be  said  that  the  Legislature  has  shown  an  evident  inten- 
tion to  make  a  general  provision  for  the  civil  servants  of  the  Crown, 
however  paid,  and  that  a  construction  which  would  enable  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  entirely  to  defeat  that  intention  is  an 
unreasonable  one.    On  the  other  hand  the  language  used  is  certainly 
very  general,  referring  as  it  does  to  the  claim  of  "  any  person  or  class 
"  of  persons,"  and  the  larger  construction  agrees  well  with  section  30 
of  the  Act  of  1834,  which  is  not  repealed  by  and  is  to  be  construed 
with  the  recent  Act.     By  that  section  it  is  provided  "  that  nothing  in 
"  this  Act  contained  shall  extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  give 
"  any  person  an  absolute  right  to  compensation  for  past  services,  or  to 
"  any  superannuation  or  retiring  allowance  under  this  Act."      The 
words  just  quoted  apply,  as  will  be  seen,  to  compensation  as  well  as  to 
superannuation  allowances,  and  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  language 
of  the  7th  section  of  the  recent  Act,  under  which  compensations  are 
grantable,  appear  to  leave  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury 
at  full  liberty  either  to  lay  down  general  rules,  or  to  deal  with  parti- 
cular cases,  entirely  at  their  discretion.     If  it  should  in  any  instance  be 
considered  that  the  payment  of  a  given  sum  of  small  amount  would  be 
preferable  to  the  grant  of  a  life  annuity,  the  ordinary  tables  might 
be  referred  to,  and  the  applicant  might  be  allowed  his  choice  between 
the  given  sum  and  an  annuity  of  nearly  but  not  quite  equal  value.     It 
is  apprehended  that  in  most  cases  the  former  would  be  preferred,  and  a 
choice  having  been  given  there  would  be  no  reasonable  ground  of  com- 
plaint. 

Leaving  this  part  of  the  subject,  on  which  they  would  not  hare 
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thought  it  right  to  enter  if  their  attention  had  not  been  especially    Trbasuxx. 
called  to  it  by  your  letter,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  proceed  to         — "- 
consider  separately  the  position  of  the  different  classes  referred  to  in  E^ct  <«"• 
the  correspondence  before  them.  annnatiSTAct. 

(1.)  By  a  return  furnished  to  the  recent  Superannuation  Commis- 
sion, it  appears  that  the  artificers  and  others  then  employed  in  the 
Admiralty  dockyards,  &c,  and  considered  to  be  entitled  to  pensions 
under  certain  Orders  in  Council,  dated  20th  September  1809  and 
22nd  May  1839,  were  about  12,000  in  number,  and  from  the  last 
estimate  it  would  appear  that  the  total  had  not  materially  altered. 
With  reference  to  the  later  of  the  two  Orders  just  referred  to,  it 
may  be  worth  while  to  observe  that  a  previous  Order  (of  3rd  April 
1833)  had,  in  compliance  with  one  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  1828,  prohibited  the  grant  of  any  superannuation 
allowance,  except  only  in  cases  of  claims  founded  upon  peculiar  services, 
accompanied  by  distress  ;  and  that  the  Order  of  1839  was  issued  on 
the  representations  of  the  departmental  authorities,  that  from  the 
experience  which  they  had  had  of  the  effects  of  the  former  Order, 
they  were  of  opinion  that  it  would  tend  very  greatly  to  the  benefit  of 
the  public  service  if  the  superannuation  allowances  in  question  were 
re-established.  It  may  also  be  mentioned  that  the  provision  made  by 
the  Order  of  1839  was  not  to  extend  to  "  ordinary  labourers." 

The  whole  number  of  pensions  at  present  payable  would  appear  to 
be  about  3,000,  and  the  number  annually  granted  from  130  to  150  ;  but 
as  it  is  probable  that  a  large  proportion  leave  before  completing  the  20 
years'  service  which  entitles  them  to  pensions,  the  Commissioners  do 
not  venture  to  draw  a  conclusion  as  to  the  average  number  of  entries, 
which  is  of  principal  importance  as  regards  the  arrangements  for 
bringing  the  Order  of  May  1855  into  operation.  It  may  here  be 
observed  that  in  the  recent  report  on  Dockyard  Economy  it  is  stated 
that  in  the  factories  there  is  no  "  establishment "  of  men,  and  that  if  so 
it  would  appear  that  according  to  the  letter  of  the  2nd  section  of  the^ 
Act,  no  claim  for  superannuation  can  arise.  The  Committee,  however, 
express  their  opinion  that  a  provision  of  the  kind  should  be  made. 

Having  premised  these  details,  the  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  refer 
their  Lordships  to  the  enclosed  correspondence  (numbered  1  to  4)  as 
showing  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  arrangements  neces- 
sary for  giving  effect  to  the  17th  section  of  the  Superannuation  Act. 
The  letter  marked  No.  4  has  not  yet  been  answered.  It  will  be 
understood  that  the  letters  relate  to  the  entry  of  men  as  distinguished 
from  the  entry  of  apprentices.  Referring  only  to  the  former  class,  at 
present,  the  Commissioners  find  that  the  Amended  Regulations  of  1853 
state  that  no  person  will  on  any  account  be  entered  unless  found  to  be 
in  every  respect  qualified  by  ability,  character,  and  constitution,  to  be 
certified  on  examination  before  the  Superintendent  and  professional 
officers.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  health,  character,  and  ability  are 
already  made  conditions  of  eligibility,  and  if  age  be  not  also  a  condition 
it  would  seem  desirable  that  it  should  be.  The  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners having,  as  will  be  seen,  disclaimed  any  wish  to  press  against 
the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Admiralty  what  may  be  termed  literary 
qualifications,  although  it  would  appear  that  a  standard  such  as  that 
approved  by  Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  might  be  adopted  with  little  risk 
of  excluding  candidates  otherwise  eligible,  the  only  question  which 
remains,  is  whether  the  labour  of  procuring  and  transmitting  evidence 
as  to  age,  health,  character,  and  professional  ability  will  be  so  con- 
siderable as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  compliance  on  the  part  of  the 
Board  of  Admiralty  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament.    It 
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Treasury,     will  be  seen  that  no  information  as  to  the  annual  average  of  entries 

is  given  by  the  letters  which  have  been  received.    As  to  the  entry  of 

Effort  of  the  apprentices  who  are  ordinarily  advanced  in  due  time  to  established 
atonuation^Act  8^ua^on8>  the  Commissioners  trust  that  no  difficulty  will  arise.  They 
have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Board  of  Admiralty  contemplate  the 
transfer  to  them  of  the  examinations  which  have  hitherto  been  con- 
ducted by  officers  of  the  department,  and  it  will  probably  be  practicable 
to  make  at  the  same  time  the  proper  inquiries  as  to  age,  health,  and 
character  of  successful  candidates.  On  this  part  of  the  subject  they 
hope  shortly  to  be  able  to  make  a  further  communication  to  their 
Lordships. 

(2.)  In  the  War  Department  it  would  appear  that  no  difficulty  is  to  be 
apprehended.  Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  is  of  opinion  that  a  satisfactory 
knowledge  of  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  should  be  required  from 
future  candidates,  and  as  physical  fitness  and  good  character  are  to  be 
investigated  in  the  cases  of  those  who  have  entered  since  the  passing 
of  the  Act,  they  will,  of  course,  be  required  in  future.  As  to  limits  of 
age,  Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  is  silent,  and  if  he  should  be  pleased  to  put 
himself  in  communication  with  the  Commissioners,  they  will  ask  his 
attention  to  the  question,  whether  it  would  not  be  desirable  that  such 
limits  should  be  fixed. 

From  a  return  made  to  the  Superannuation  Commission,  it  appears 
that  there  were  then  in  the  service  of  the  War  Department,  1441 
"  civil  assistants,  engravers,  and  labourers,  survey  department,"  and 
5,105  "  masters  of  trades,  foremen,  artificers,  labourers,  masters  of 
"  vessels,  and  crews,"  all  of  whom  were  held  to  be  entitled  to  pensions 
after  long  service.  If  these  figures  be  correct  at  the  present  time,  the 
amount  of  correspondence  occasioned  to  the  War  Office  by  the  intro- 
duction of  the  proposed  system  will,  in  all  probability,  be  considerably 
less  than  that  which  will  be  imposed  upon  the  Admiralty.  The  infer- 
ence is  supported  by  reference  to  the  numbers  annually  pensioned  by 
each  department,  although  the  army  estimates  show  a  large  increase 
'within  the  last  year  or  two. 

(3.)  With  the  authorities  of  the  Post  Office  the  Committee  have 
already  been  in  correspondence,  and  they*  enclose  copy  of  a  list  received 
from  that  department,  specifying  the  classes  of  persons  considered  as 
requiring  certificates,  together  with  the  subjects  of  examination,  and 
limits  of  age  approved  by  the  Postmaster-General.  From  the  most 
recent  estimates  it  appears  that  the  total  number  of  inferior  situations 
in  the  department  amounts  to  about  11,250,  distributed  as  follows  : —

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Judging  from  tht,  number  of  nominations  notified  since  the  last-  Teeajtjbt., 
mentioned  letter  was  received,  the  Commissioners  see  no  reason  to  — 
apprehend  any  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Order  in  Enect  of  the 
Council  so  far  as  the  holders  of  these  situations  are  concerned.  At  the  tomiatio?Act 
same  time  they  cannot  but  regret  that  the  qualifications  approved  by  the 
department  should  be  of  so  very  low  an  order.  They  regard  letter- 
carriers  and  rural  post  messengers  as  occupying  a  position  very  different 
from  that  of  the  skilled  workmen  employed  by  the  Admiralty  and 
War  Office,  inasmuch  as  it  is  necessary  that  the  latter  should  possess 
professional  qualifications  which  must  be  the  first  object  of  considera- 
tion, while  in  the  former  no  such  qualifications  are  required.  The 
Commissioners  venture  to  quote,  as  more  fully  explaining  their  view, 
an  extract  from  a  letter  written  under  their  directions  in  answer  to  one 
which  accompanied  the  list  above  referred  to.  "  The  Commissioners," 
it  was  stated,  "  are  not  ignorant  of  the  observations  which  are  often 
"  repeated  as  to  the  inexpediency  of  requiring  educational  qualifications 
"  from  persons  whose  salaries  are  small,  and  whose  duties  are  of  the 
"  simplest  character.  But  they  must  avow  their  conviction  that  in  the 
"  lower  ranks  of  society,  at  least  as  much  as  in  the  higher,  diligence 
"  and  self-denial  shown  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge  afford  better 
"  guarantees  for  subsequent  good  service  than  the  recommendations  of 
"  political  patrons  or  personal  friends.  A  system  of  open  competition 
"  is,  they  believe,  necessary  in  order  to  enable  the  department  to  secure 
"  the  services  of  the  more  eligible  class  of  candidates,  and  it  would 
"  also  remove  the  risk  which  must  otherwise  exist,  however  low  the 
"  standard  may  be,  of  delay  occasioned  by  successive  rejections  of 
"  candidates  who  are  found  to  be  incompetent  and  ineligible." 

It  will  of  course  be  understood  by  their  Lordships  that  the  strictest 
inquiry  as  to  physical  competence  is  perfectly  compatible  with  the 
change  of  system  which  the  Commissioners  have  ventured  to  recom- 
mend. Indeed  it  would  be  easy,  as  is  already  the  practice  in  exami- 
nations of  candidates  for  cadetships  in  the  Irish  constabulary,  not  only 
to  make  the  possession  of  good  health  a  sine  qua  nony  but  by  means  of 
marks  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  medical  examiner,  to  give  an  ad- 
vantage to  those  who  may  be  physically  best  qualified  and  consequently 
least  likely  to  appear  prematurely  on  the  superannuation  list. 

With  reference  to  the  proposal  made  by  the  Postmaster-General  in 
his  letter  of  the  5th  ult.,  and  on  which  the  opinion  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  is  requested,  the  Commissioners  have  only  to  observe 
that  the  test  suggested  by  his  Lordship,  viz.,  the  amount  of  weekly 
wages,  appears  (as  indeed  is  admitted  in  the  letter)  to  be  one  of  a  some- 
what imperfect  nature.  The  Commissioners  are  of  course  without 
information  as  to  the  arrangements  of  the  Post  Office,  but  they  presume 
that  each  appointment,  however  insignificant,  is  made  on  the  represen- 
tation of  some  superior  officer,  and  they  would  have  supposed  that 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  requiring  the  officer  who  makes 
the  representation,  and  who  must,  of  course,  be  cognizant  of  the 
circumstances,  to  state  whether  the  whole  time  of  the  person  appointed 
would  or  would  not  be  required  for  the  public  service.  It  seems 
pritnd  facie  more  natural  to  regulate  the  wages  assigned  to  a  particular 
situation  according  to  the  work  which  will  be  exacted  than  to  take  the 
wages  as  a  criterion  of  the  amount  of  work.  The  question  is  one  with 
which  the  Commissioners  are  in  some  degree  concerned,  inasmuch 
as  they  have  to  interpret  to  the  best  of  their  ability  the  Order  *in 
Council  under  which  they  act,  and  they  doubt  whether  they  ought,  as 
a  permanent  rule,  to  consider  the  amount  of  wages  assigned  as  abso- 
lutely deciding  what  situations  are  and  what  are  not  comprised  within 
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Treasubt.    the  Order.    At  the  same  time  they  feel  it  so  probable  that  there  may 

—        be  reasons  of  which  they  are  unaware,  for  the  adoption  of  the  rule 

Effect  of  the      proposed  by  the  Postmaster-General,  that  they  would  be  unwilling  to 

annuationAct.  exPress  a  positive  opinion  on  the  point.     It  may  be  right  before  quit- 

/  ting  the  subject  to  bring  under  the  especial  notice  of  their  Lordships 

the  note  appended  to  the  Post  Office  list,  the  terms  of  which  are  the 

following  : — "  Persons  already  employed  in  the  Post  Office  will  be 

"  eligible  as  .to  age  for  permanent  Civil  Service  appointments,  pro- 

"  vided  their  age,  when  they  were  first  employed,  did  not  exceed  the 

"  superior  limit  of  age  attached  at  that  time  to  the  situation  to  which 

"  they  seek  to  be  appointed."    As  there  was  not,  until  recently,  any 

superior  limit  in  the  cose  of  many  of  the  lower  appointments,  persons 

were  in  some  instances  introduced  at  ages  considerably  more  advanced 

than  those  mentioned  in  the  list,  and  the  result  of  bringing   these 

persons  into  established  capacities  will  of  course  be  to  accelerate  in 

some  degree  the  increase  which  must  ultimately  occur  in  the  charge 

for  superannuation. 

(4.)  On  the  letter  from  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  have  to  observe  that  its  statements  do  not  appear  to 
them  to  show  that  there  will  be  any  difficulty  in  applying  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Order  in  Council  to  the  situations  referred  to.  They 
think  it  probable  that  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  when  writing  it  may 
have  entertained  an  exaggerated  notion  of  their  wish  to  press  what  may 
with  more  or  less  propriety  be  called  scholastic  attainments,  at  the 
risk  of  excluding  practical  ability,  and  it  is  perhaps  equally  probable 
that  he  may  not  have  been  aware  of  the  other  points  to  which  their 
certificate  refers.  If  the  reading  of  old  records  will  constitute  a 
portion  of  the  duty  of  those  who  are  appointed,  it  is  apprehended  that 
candidates  for  appointment  may,  without  inconvenience,  be  examined 
under  the  directions  of  the  Commissioners,  in  order  that  it  may  be 
ascertained  whether  they  possess  the  requisite  knowledge,  and  it 
would  appear  that  the  ability  to  write  legibly  and  correctly  is,  if  not 
indispensable,  a  desirable  accomplishment.  It  is  not,  however,  neces- 
sary to  trouble  their  Lordships  with  further  discussion  of  details,  which 
may  be  best  arranged  with  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  if  he  will  be  good 
enough  to  place  himself  in  direct  communication  with  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners.  If  it  should  ultimately  appear  that  the  knowledge 
and  ability  required  are  of  such  a  nature  that  no  actual  examination  of 
candidates  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  will  be  of  service, 
there  still  remain  the  qualifications  of  age,  health,  and  character,  which 
arc  of  importance  on  general  grounds,  and  two  of  which  have  an 
immediate  bearing  on  the  superannuation  question. 

The  Commissioners  have,  in  conclusion,  to  express  their  regret  that 
their  observations  have  extended  to  so  great  a  length,  but  they  feel  that 
inconvenience  might  hereafter  arise  if  they  did  not  take  an  early 
opportunity  of  explaining  fully  the  view  which  they  take  of  the  recent 
Act  in  connexion  with  the  Order  in  Council  under  which  they  act,  and 
the  course  which,  as  at  present  advised,  they  think  that  they  ought  to 
pursue.

1.  No  artificer,  workman,  or  labourer  whose  age  exceeds  35  years*  is  to  be  entered  for 
service  in  Her  Majesty's  dockyards,  and  you  are  to  take  especial  care  that  none  be 
admitted  but  such  as  are  in  all  respects  the  best  to  be  obtained  tor  Her  Majesty's  service. 

2.  Before  a  candidate  can  be  entered,  the  medical  officer  is  to  certify  that  he  is  free 
from  any  physical  defect  or  disease  which  would  be  likely  to  interfere  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  duties.     He  will  also  be  tested  as  to  the  use  of  his  tools. 

a.  Original  evidence  as  to  character  is  to  be  forwarded  in  all  cases  in  which  it  is  pro- 
curable, and  in  those  cases  in  which  no  such  evidence  can  be  furnished  from  previous 
employers,  a  note  to  the  following  effect  is  to  be  appended  to  each  return  with  the 
signature  of  the  superintendent : — 

"  I  certify  that  the  characters  of  the  several  persons  above  named  are  such  as  to  qualify 
"  them  for  public  employment. n 

4.  As  the  candidates  Jor  admission  as  artificers  or  workmen  are  not  required  to  be 
tested  by  means  of  examination  papers,  the  officers  by  whom  they  have  been  professionally 
examined  are  to  state  in  their  report  (without  entering  into  details)  that  each  has  been 
found  duly  qualified  for  the  situation  which  he  seeks;  their  report  is  to  be  countersigned 
by  the  superintendent. 

5.  On  first  entry  for  the  establishment  all  men  are  to  be  required  to  serve  one  month 
on  probation,  and  if  at  the  end  of  that  period  they  shall  have  proved  themselves  com- 
petent, their  appointments  are  to  be  confirmed.  In  filling  up  vacancies  on  the  establish- 
ment, preference  is  to  be  given  to  hired  men  in  the  yard  who  are  of  good  character  and 
ability.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to*  state,  for  the 
information  of  the  Lords  Commissioners*  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury, 
that  although  the  Order  in  Council  of  21st  May  1855  took  effect  from 
its  date,  some  delay  has  unavoidably  occurred  in  bringing  it  into  com- 
plete operation  in  several  of  the  public  departments,  and  that,  when 
new  arrangements  have  been  mode,  it  has  not  always  been  thought 
necessary  to  subject  to  examination  those  who  had  previously  been 
admitted,  inasmuch  as  considerable  inconvenience  would  have  resulted 
had  a  different  and  stricter  rule  been  in  all  cases  adopted. 

It  should  also  be  mentioned  that,  for  reasons  adverted  to  in  a  former 
communication,  the  Commissioners  did  not  for  a  time  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  press  upon  the  authorities  of  the  Courts  of  Law  the  provisions  of 
the  Order  in  Council,  and  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  certificates  have  not 
yet  been  granted  for  situations  in  these  departments. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Commissioners,  although  they  cannot 
dispense  with  the  provisions  of  the  Order,  think  that  they  will  be  jus- 
tified in  leaving  the  case  entirely  in  the  hands  of  their  Lordships,  to  be 
dealt  with  as  may  appear  most  for  the  advantage  of  the  public  service.

26,  declares  that  for  the  purposes 
of  that  Act  no  person  hereafter  to  be  appointed  shall  be  deemed  to  have  served  in  the 
permanent  Civil  Service  of  the  State,  unless  such  person  holds  his  appointment  directly 
from  the  Crown,  or  has  been  admitted  into  the  Civil  Service  with  a  certificate  from  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners;  their  Lordships  do  not  consider  therefore  that  they  have 
any  power  to  pass  a  Minute  saving  the  claims  of  those  persons  who  have  been  appointed 
to  clerkships  in  the  offices  of  the  Courts  of  Law  in  Dublin  subsequently  to  19th  April  1859, 
as  this  would  be  to  dispense  with  the  positive  requirements  of  the  Act  of  Parliament 
Under  these  circumstances  it  will  be  advisable  that  the  Masters  of  the  Courts  of  Law  in 
Ireland  should  put  themselves  in  communication  with  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners, 
with  a  view  to  obtain  certificates  for  the  persons  admitted  subsequently  to  the  passing  of 
the  Act,  and  to  lay  down  rules  for  adoption  in  all  cases  of  future  appointments.*

them  to  submit  to  such  an  educational  test ;  and,  therefore,  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
War  would  propose  that  this  class  of  men  should  be  required  to  serve  for  five  years  on 
probation,  and,  that,  at  the  expiration  of  that  period  they  should,  if  they  wish  it,  be  per- 
mitted to  count  time  towards  superannuation  on  their  receiving  a  testimonial  of  physical 
fitness  and  good  conduct  from  their  superior  officers,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners.

at  liberty  to  issue  certificates  on  satisfactory  evidence  of  age,  health,

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and  character,  and  of  the  possession  in  each  case  of  such  professional 
knowledge  or  ability  as  may  be  required  for  the  particular  situation.    . 

This  being  so,  they  are  willing  to  adopt  substantially  the  plan  which 
Sir  B.  Hawes  proposes  with  reference  to  artificers  and  labourers 
of  foreign  races,  although  they  might  otherwise  have  been  inclined  to 
think  that  a  knowledge  of  the  English  language  might  properly  and 
advantageously  be  required  for  those  who,  after  temporary  employ- 
ment of  five  years'  duration,  are  to  be  taken  into  the  permanent  Civil 
Service  of  the  Crown. 

The  examination  of  artificers  and  labourers  belonging  to  English 
races  may  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  other  examinations  at 
out-stations  of  the  War  Department. 

The  Commissioners  will  be  glad  to  learn  from  Mr.  Secretary  Herbert, 
if  he  will  be  pleased  to  put  himself  in  communication  with  them,  what 
limits  of  age  it  is  considered  desirable  to  establish.*

Read  letter  from  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Treasury  to  the  scope  of  the  Order  in  Council  of  21st  May  1865,  in  so  far  as  it  extends 
to  the  examination  of  persons  appointed  to  junior  situations  In  the  Courts  of  Law  and 
Equity,  and  transmitting  a  correspondence  with  the  Board  of  Audit,  in  which  the  point 
has  en  raised  in  relation  to  some  payments  to  persons  employed  in  the  office  of  the 
Juds  of  the  Landed  Estates  Court  in  Ireland. 

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  express*an  opinion  that  the  Courts  of  Law  and  Equity 
are  so  clearly  civil  establishments  or  the  Crown,  within  the  meaning  of  the  Order  in 
Council,  as  to  require  no  argument  to  prove  them  to  be  so ;  and  it  would  certainly  appear 
that  the  duties  to  be  performed  are  or  a  public  nature,  that  the  remuneration  for  them 
is  derived  from  public  sources,  and  that  they  entitle  the  persons  who  perform  them  to 
claim  allowances  of  superannuation  either  from  the  consolidated  fund,  supplies  granted 
by  Parliament,  or  fees  levied  on  the  suitors. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  17th  section  of  the  Act  of  22  Vict.  cap.  26,  that "  For  the  purposes

The  terms  of  the  Order  in  Council,  coupled  with  the  enactment  before  referred  to 
seem  to  indicate  very  clearly  the  intentions  of  the  Government  and  of  the  Legislature  • 
and  my  Lords  are  or  opinion  that  a  circular  should  be  addressed  to  the  several  legal  de- 
partments, calling  their  attention  to  these  facts,  and  pointing  out  that  in  all  cases  in 
which  their  Lordships'  assent  to  the  grant  of  an  allowance  of  superannuation  is  required 
they  will  call  for  the  production  of  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners,  where  the  appointment  has  taken  place  subsequently  to  the  19th  of 
April  1859,  when  the  Superannuation  Act  of  22  Vict  cap.

The  late  Chancellor  Napier  wrote,  in  reply  to  the  suggestion  in  the  Treasury  Minute, 
as  follows: — 

M I  am  quite  ready  to  act  on  this  suggestion." 

M  It  is  of  great  moment  to  open  the  public  service  to  the  claims  of  merit,  and  to  require 
"  an  educational  test  of  eligibility." 

"  I  would  propose  that  the  head  of  each  department  should  specify  the  subjects  of 
M  examination  as  to  candidates  for  his  department,  that  these  should  be  approved  by  the 

*  Chancellor,  and  that  no  claimant  should  be  appointed  to  an  office  who  had  not  passed 
**  aatisfactorilv  the  preliminary  examination." 

As  my  Lords  understand  from  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  that  no  steps  have  been 
taken  in  the  matter  since,  they  are  anxious  to  put  the  Chancellor  of  Ireland  in  possession 
of  the  views  which  they  have  recently  recorded  upon  this  subject ;  and  in  order  that  any 
persons  under  his  Lordship's  jurisdiction  (who  may  hereafter  prefer  a  claim  to  the 
Treasury  for  an  allowance  of  superannuation)  may  know  the  qualifications  which  will  be 
required  of  them,  they  transmit  a  copy  of  this  Minute  to  enable  his  Lordship  to  give  such 
directions  in  the  matter  as  he  may  deem  fit  to  the  heads  of  departments  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery  in  Ireland.

I  am  to  add,  for  the  information  of  the  Commissioners,  that  it  is  not 
intended  to  render  the  passing  of  this  examination  obligatory  upon  all 
the  workmen,  but  only  upon  such  as  seek  to  become  entitled  to  superan- 
nuation, inasmuch  as  it  is  desirable  that  the  choice  of  the  heads  of 
departments  in  selecting  manual  and  skilled  labour,  should  be  as  little 
fettered  as  possible,  in  order  that  they  may  be  able  to  obtaiu  the  best 
artizans  and  labourers  available,  without  reference  to  previous  educa- 
tion ;  but  that,  as  it  is  also  desirable  to  give  a  character  of  permanence 
to  the  employment  of  artificers  and  labourers  in  these  establishments,  so 
that  an  adequate  supply  of  labour  may  be  at  all  times  secured,  and  a 
safeguard  against  the  recurrence  of  strikes  may  be  similarly  provided 
for,  Mr.  Herbert  conceives  that  the  course  herein  proposed  is  the  one 
best  adapted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  educational  test  under  the 
Superannuation  Act,  and  the  wants  of  the  public  service  also  ;  and  I  am 
to  request  that  you  will  acquaint  me  whether  the  Commissioners  have 
any  observations  to  offer  in  respect  to  the  educational  test  proposed,  and 
the  period  of  applying  the  same.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  7th  instant,  stating  the  arrangements 
proposed  by  Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  with  reference  to  the  grant  of 
certificates  for  artificers  and  labourers  employed  in  the  several  esta- 
blishments connected  with  the  War  Department ; 

And  in  reply,  I  am  to  state  that  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  will 
be  prepared  to  carry  out  Mr.  Herbert's  wishes  with  regard  to  the  exa- 
mination of  the  persons  in  question,  it  being  of  course  understood,  that 
notwithstanding  the  three  years'  employment  which  is  to  precede  the 
application  for  certificates,  those  only  for  whom  certificates  are  granted 
will  be  considered  as  admitted  into  the  permanent  Civil  Service  of  the 
State,  and  such  admission  being  held  to  date  in  each  case  from  the  time 
at  which  the  certificate  was  granted.  The  Commissioners  will  under- 
stand by  "arithmetic"  the  first  four  rules,  unless  informed  that  a 
greater  degree  of  proficiency  should  be  required.  The  Commissioners 
observe  that  Mr.  Secretary  Herbert  does  not  fix  any  limit  of  age,  and 
they  will  be  much  obliged  if  you  will  bring  the  point  under  his  notice. 

It  is  assumed  that  certificates  of  health  and  of  moral  character  will 
be  furnished.  As  the  candidates  will  have  been  for  some  time  under 
the  inspection  of  the  superior  authorities  of  the  several  establishments, 
there  will  probably  be  no  difficulty  in  furnishing  official  certificates  on 
the  latter  point ;  and  the  results  of  the  official  medical  examination, 
which  it  is  presumed  would  be  thought  necessary,  might  also  be  for- 
warded.     The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  cannot,  of  course,  limit 
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their  requirements  beforehand,  but  they  think  that,  if  the  plan  which  War  Office.

I.  A  candidate  must  be  not  less  than  21,  nor  more  than  30  years  of  age. 
•  2.  He  must  be  in  sound  health. 

&  He  must  have  served  as  a  temporary  clerk  of  works  or  foreman  in  the  Engineer 
Department  for  at  least  six  months. 

4.  He  must  be  certified  a  fit  candidate  by  a  district  Commanding  Royal  Engineer,  and 

by  the  Inspector- General  of  Fortifications. 

5.  He  must  express  his  readiness  to  serve  at  any  station  at  home  or  abroad. 

6.  He  must  pass  an  examination  before  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  in  the  following 

subjects: — 

I.  Writing  from  dictation. 
IL  English  composition. 

I1L  Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions. 
IV.  Mensuration  of  plane  surfaces  and  simple  solids. 
V.  Practical  geometry. 
VL  Designs  of  simple  structures  of  masonry,  brick,  or  wood,  illustrated  by 

plans,  sections,  and  elevations.

I  am  at  the  same  time  to  add,  with  reference  to  the  concluding 
portion  of  your  letter,  that  the  Commissioners  regret  that  they  were 
not  earlier  informed  of  the  peculiar  requisitions  of  your  office.  They 
have  referred  to  the  papers  of  the  18  candidates  for  whom  certificates 
were  granted  in  December  1859,  and  they  believe  that  they  are  not 

wrong  in  supposing  that  Mr. is  the  person  alluded  to  as  having 

club  feet,  and  that  the  observation  as  to  lameness  applies  to  Mr. . 

With  reference  to  the  former,  they  have  to  state  that  the  peculiarity 
in  question  being  noticed  in  the  medical  certificate  which  he  furnished, 
he  was  desired  to  attend  the  late  Dr.  Todd,  who  was,  as  you  will  be 
aware,  one  of  the  most  eminent  physicians  in  London.  Dr.  Todd  after 
certifying  the  candidate  was  free  from  any  physical  defect  or  disease 
likely  to  interfere  with  the  duties  of  his  office,  added,  "  Mr.  — — 
"  has  two  congenital  club  feet  which  do  not  give  him  any  trouble." 

Mr. 's  lameness  having  been  noticed  on  the  medical  certifi- 
cate which  he  furnished,  he  was  sent  to  Dr.  Stokes  of  Merrion  Square, 
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Registry  of  and  from  the  report  made  by  that  gentleman  it  appeared  that  the  lame-

clerks.  You  will  perceive  that  upon  this  evidence,  the  Commissioners  having 

no  reason  to  suppose  that  any  unusual  amount  of  strength  or  activity 
was  required,  could  not  have  declined  to  grant  certificates.  They 
would  very  probably  have  come  to  a  different  decision  had  they  been 
aware  of  the  circumstances  now  brought  under  their  notice. 

You  will  be  aware  that  the  Order  in  Council  under  which  the 
Commissioners  act,  requires  that  every  candidate  receiving  a  certificate 
shall  "  enter  on  a  period  of  probation,  during  which  his  conduct  and 
"  capacity  in  the  transaction  of  business  shall  be  subjected  to  such  tests 
"  as  may  be  determined  by  the  chief  of  the  department  for  which  he 
"  is  intended,  and  he  shall  not  be  finally  appointed  to  the  public  service 
"  unless  upon  satisfactory  proofs  of  his  fitness  being  furnished  to  the 
"  chief  of  the  department  after  six  months  probation."

I  was  under  the  belief  that  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  were 
sufficiently  aware  of  the  nature  of  the  business  in  this  office  and  its  re- 
quirements. It  may  assist  the  Commissioners  as  to  future  selections, 
if  I  now  acquaint  them  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  first-clsss 
clerks,  whose  duties  may  be  considered  as  similar  to  those  of  chief  clerks 
in  the  other  large  Government  departments,  the  duties  required  here  may 
be  classed  under  the  heads  of  searching,  abstracting,  indexing,  checking 
and  comparing,  engrossing  and  transcribing,  with  some  others  of  a 
miscellaneous  or  occasional  nature.

with  the  general  nature  and  construction  of  the  documents  lodged  in     ri?JJJf^x 
the  Registry,   and  to  collect  their  tenor  in  the  course  of  making     v1JPBLPv» 
searches,  abstracting,  indexing,  &c.     There  are  other  important  duties  phyrical  de- 
demanding  experience  and  skill,  such  as  the  very  careful  checking  over  fects  of  persons 
of  the  abstracts  and  indexes.     The  engrossment  into  the  indexes  and  appointed 
other  books  of  record  must  be  also  carefully  handled.     The  searching  clerki- 
is  an  active  duty.    Those  of  abstracting,  indexing,  transcribing,  and 
the  like  may  be  considered  as  sedentary.     In  making  searches,  the 
clerks  have  to  be  constantly  moving  about,  and  taking  down  the  books 
from  the  shelves  and  replacing  them.    The  shelves  have  mostly  to  be 
reached  by  ladders.     The  transcribing  of  the  original  memorials  and 
the  making  of  attested  copies  of  them  is  usually  assigned  to  the  junior 
clerks,  except  the  two  of  them  who  are  most  junior  pro  tern.    These 
latter,  according  to  the  usage  of  the  office,  are  placed  on  entrance  to 
hand  the  books  to  persons  resorting  to  the  office  to  make  their  own 
searches,  and  they  so  remain  until  advanced  by  course  of  promotion 
and  replaced  by  new  coming  hands.    I  have  to  observe  that  the 
business  of  this  office  is  liable  to  fluctuate  in  the  whole  or  in  different 
branches,  and  the  trained  clerks  are  to  some  extent  accordingly  liable 
to  be  changed  from  time  to  time  from  one  branch  to  another  as  the 
occurring  demand  may  require.     With  the  exception  of  attested  copies 
of  memorials  and  searches,  all  our  public  documents  are  engrossed  upon 
parchment  and  bound  into  volumes,  the  average  size  being  about  18 
inches  high,   12  inches  wide,  and  three  or  four  inches  thick.     I 
mentioned  in  my  former  communication  the  writing  must  be  plain  and 
dear.     The  enclosed  patterns  may  better  show  the  description — they 
are  given  as  patterns  of  the  ordinary  kind  of  writing,  or  what  may 
answer,  but  not  as  the  best  we  could  produce  or  that  should  be 
acquired. 

Prior  to  October  1857  (when  the  office  was  placed  under  the  present 
Treasury  regulations)  the  clerks  had  been  paid  under  a  scale  of  fees 
according  to  the  work  done  by  them.  It  was  not  then  of  consequence 
if  a  person  otherwise  qualified  for  a  sedentary  employment  had  a 
physical  defect,  nor  was  there  any  limit  as  to  age,  &c,  and  they  could 
be  kept  to  the  kind  of  work  they  were  fitted  for.  But  now  since  all 
appointments  must  commence  at  foot  of  the  junior  classes,  and  as  the 
two  most  junior  have,  as  above  stated,  to  be  placed  at  an  active  duty, 
and  all  have  a  right  of  succession,  the  case  is  different,  and  although 
there  is  little  doubt  but  that  several  persons  will  be  always  required 
for  the  duties  of  indexing,  &c,  which  range  among  the  higher  functions 
of  the  office,  and  that  in  this  respect  a  physical  defect  would  be  no 
detriment  to  their  utility,  still  it  is  desirable  that  persons  not  so  affected 
should  be  preferred  on  future  appointments  under  the  peculiar  circum- 
stances of  this  office.

handwriting,  arithmetic  (including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions), 
geography,  and  English  history,  and  requesting  to  be  informed  what 
limits  of  age  we  consider  it  desirable  to  establish. 

We  consider  it  desirable,  from  the  nature  of  the  business  of  these 
offices — a  knowledge  of  which,  generally  speaking,  can  only  be  ac- 
quired by  actual  practical  experience, — that  young  gentlemen  should  be 
admitted  as  junior  clerks  at  the  earliest  age  at  which  they  may  be 
capable  of  effectually  discharging  the  initiatory  duties  ;  and  at  the  same 
time  it  occutb  to  us  that  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  shut  out  persons 
of  more  mature  age,  who,  from  experience  acquired  in  professional 
pursuits,  may  have  become  peculiarly  qualified  for  the  performance  of 
the  business  of  some  of  the  departments. 
Limits  of  age  ^e  wou^  therefore  suggest  that  the  limits  as  to  age,  within  which 
for  clerks.  persons  should  be  appointed  to  clerkships  in  these  offices,  should  be 
from  16  to  30,  both  inclusive.

In  the  majority  of  the  public  departments  the  age  of 
25  has  been  taken  as  the  higher  limit ;  and  it  appears  to  the  Commis- 
sioners to  be  in  general  better  than  30  ;  but  in  the  present  they 
attach  due  weight  to  your  statement  that,  owing  to  the  constitution  of 
your  offices,  persons  of  mature  age,  who  have  obtained  experience  in 
professional  pursuits,  may  occasionally  be  required  as  junior  clerks.

I  hate  had  the  honour,  as  Director  of  Chancery  in  Scotland,  to  Subjects  of  ex- 
receive  the  subjoined  instructions  from  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  amination. 
Majesty's  Treasury,  to  communicate  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
appointed  by  Her  Majesty  the  qualifications  which  I  consider  neces- 
sary for  the  appointment  in  future  of  the  first  and  second  clerk  in  Her 
Majesty's  Chancery  for  Scotland.  It  is  with  great  deference  that  I 
endeavour  to  fulfil  this  duty. 

Permit  me  in  the  first  place  to  explain  generally  for  the  information 
of  Commissioners  the  nature  of  the  business  transacted  in  the  office  of 
Chancery. 

The  Commissions  of  the  Scotch  Officers  of  State,  Chief  Judge,  Lords 
Lieutenant*  Crown'  Commissioners,  &c,  are  issued  in  the  Latin  lan- 
guage from  that  office  on  English  warrants  from  the  Crown.  The 
records  of  the  Great  Seal  and  Quarter  Seal  are  kept  there.  All  the 
decrees  of  service  of  heirs  in  the  several  Sheriff  Courts  of  Scotland  are 
transmitted  to  Chancery  and  preserved  there,  and  books  of  record  are 
kept  of  them  there,  and  an  official  extract  is  issued  of  each,  giving  a 
statement  of  its  substance.  The  number  of  such  extracts  is  about  900 
in  each  year,  and  care  and  frequent  variation  of  form  is  requisite  for 
adapting  the  extracts  to  the  terms  of  the  several  decrees  of  service, 
which  are  not  pronounced  in  any  prescribed  or  constant  form. 

The  whole  writs  issued  from  the  office  are  engrossed  on  vellum  in 
the  character  used  in  the  middle  ages  for  charters  and  other  formal 
documents.  Down  to  1848  the  records  are  wholly  in  Latin,  and  the  older 
volumes  being  written,  not  in  the  engrossing,  but  in  the  current  hand 
of  the  day  are  now  of  difficult  perusal,  and  when  consulted  by  the 
public  can  frequently  be  read  only  with  aid  from  the  clerks  of  the 
office.  A  considerable  revenue  is  received  for  Government  in  the  form 
of  official  fees  by  the  hands  of  the  first  clerk,  and  the  second  clerk  has 
to  keep  an  account  with  each  sheriff  clerk  in  Scotland  for  the  fees  of 
the  extracts  of  services,  and  to  correspond  with  each  sheriff  clerk  on 
receiving  the  decrees  of  service  and  transmitting  back  the  relative 
extracts  for  delivery  in  the  Sheriff  Court  to  the  party  served  or  his 
agent.  The  second  clerk  has  likewise  to  file  and  exhibit  to  the 
public,  when  required,  a  full  series  of  lithographed  specifications  and 
drawings  of  all  British  patents,  and  to  attend  to  the  detailed  corre- 
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spondence  on  that  subject  with  the  Patent  Office  in  London*  One  of 
the  chief  duties  of  both  first  clerk  and  second  clerk  is,  in  aid  of  the 
Subjects  of  ex-  Director,  to  superintend  the  careful  engrossing  of  the  writs  and  cer- 
amination*  tificates  or  extracts  by  the  assistant  clerks  in  a  character  which  requires 
extreme  and  constant  care  in  order  to  make  it  assuredly  legible  to  the 
clerks  of  the  Sasine  Office,  where  they  are  usually  recorded,  and  where  a 
misreading  were  fatal.  An  abbreviate  and  index  of  the  record  of 
services  for  150  years  is  now  in  progress,  and  I  think  that  this  task 
will  continue  to  require  the  care  of  the  first  and  second  clerk,  under 
my  own  superintendence,  for  about  14  years  to  come.  It  is  a  task 
requiring  a  faithful  translation  into  English  of  the  Latin  record. 

The  specific  qualifications  for  the  office  of  both  first  and  second  clerk 
I  consider  to  be,— 

1st.  The  power  of  reading,  and  perhaps  also  of  writing,  the 

engrossing  hand  used  in  Chancery. 
2nd.  The  power  of  reading  the  older  volumes  of  the  records  kept 
there,  which  were  generally  written  in  the  current  hand  of 
the  day. 
[       3rd.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  writs  and  extracts  which  are 
issued  from  Chancery. 
4th.  Such  a  knowledge  of  Scotch  law  and  Scotch  conveyancing  as 
is  requisite  for  an  intelligent  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
office  which  are  much  connected  with  both  these  subjects. 
5th.  A  knowledge  of  the  Latin  language  sufficient  for  under- 
standing the  Latin  records  of  the  office,  and  the  Latin  writs 
issued  from  it. 
6th.  Such  a  knowledge  of  figures  as  may  be  required  for  calcu- 
lating fees  and  keeping  an  account  of  them. 
7th.  The  power  of  writing  a  clearly  expressed  letter. 
8th.  The  power  of  writing  a  current  hand  clear  enough  to  be  read 
without  danger  of  mistake. 
I  am  so  far  advanced  in  life  that  it  is  not  probable  a  change  of  clerks 
will  occur  during  my  continuance  as  Director  of  Chancery,  but  I 
should  be  ready,  and  I  am  sure  my  successors  will  be  ready,  to  aid  in 
the  examination  of  the  future  clerks  so  far  as  that  may  be  considered 
desirable.    But  I  should  think  it  proper  that  the  Director  of  Chancery 
should  not  act  singly  in  such  an  examination,  but  only  jointly  with  the 
Deputy  Clerk  Register  of  Scotland,  whose  duties  make  him  well  ac- 
quainted with   the  business  done  in  Chancery.    From  the   present 
Deputy  Clerk  Register,  Mr.  Dundas,  the  department  has  uniformly 
received  both  good  counsel  and  support*  and  he  is  quite  ready  to 
discharge  the  duty  of  examination  if  required. 

If  you  will  do  me  the  great  favour  to  communicate  to  me  the  reso- 
lution you  may  be  pleased  to  form  as  to  the  requisite  qualifications,  I 
shall  endeavour  to  incite  and  aid  the  assistant  clerks  in  the  office  to 
acquire  these  qualifications  for  the  sake  of  their  own  prospects  of 
promotion  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  service,  for  it  were 
difficult  to  find  any  untrained  stranger  sufficiently  qualified  for  the 
specific  duties  required  in  this  office.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  jour  letter  of  the  5th  instant,  relative  to  the  qualifications 
necessary  for  the  first  and  second  clerk  in  Her  Majesty's  Chancery  for 
Scotland. 

The  Commissioners  have  in  the  first  place  to  thank  you  for  the  full 
details  which  you  have  been  good  enough  to  give  as  to  the  duties  of 
the  officers  in  question.  They  believe  that  they  will  have  no  difficulty 
in  meeting  your  wishes  as  to  the  nature  of  the  examination  to  which 
candidates  should  be  subjected,  but  it  may  be  well  that  they  should  in  the 
first  place  explain  the  course  which  they  usually  adopt  where  candidates 
are  to  be  examined  at  Edinburgh.  The  proper  examination  papers  are 
in  such  cases  selected  at  this  office,  and  sent  to  Mr.  Longmore  at  the 
Exchequer,  who  places  them  before  the  candidate,  reads  the  passage  to 
be  written  from  dictation  when  that  test  is  required,  superintends  the 
examination  so  as  to  prevent  irregularities,  and  then  returns  both 
questions  and  answers  to  this  office.  The  latter  are  subsequently 
reported  upon  by  the  assistant  examiners  ordinarily  employed  at  this 
office,  and  a  decision  is  arrived  at  by  the  Commissioners  themselves. 

With  reference  to  the  qualifications  enumerated  in  your  letter,  the 
Commissioners  observe  that  some  are  of  a  general  and  others  of  more 
special  character.  For  the  former,  provision  will  be  made  by  sending 
papers  as  above  proposed.  The  following  may  be  considered  as 
belonging  to  the  latter  class. 

1.  The  power  of  reading  and  (if  required)  of  writing  the  engrossing 
hand  used  in  Chancery. 

2.  The  power  of  reading  the  older  volumes  of  the  records  kept 
there. 

3.  A  general  knowledge  of  the  writs  and  extracts  which  are  issued 
from  Chancery. 

Upon  these  special  qualifications  it  will  be  in  accordance  with  the 
usual  practice  of  the  Commissioners  that  you  should  give  them  your 
report  after  ascertaining  the  candidates'  abilities,  and  if  Mr.  Dundas  is 
willing  to  add  his  opinion,  they  feel  sure  that  it  will  of  great  use  to 
them.  At  the  same  time  it  would  probably  be  undesirable  to  attempt 
any  permanent  arrangement  for  associating  the  holder  of  his  office  with 
the  Director  of  Chancery  for  the  purpose  in  question.  The  usual 
inquiries  will  of  course  be  made  as  to  moral  character  and  physical 
competence. 

The  Commissioners  observe  that  you  have  not  proposed  any  limits  of  Limits  of  age. 
age,  and  as  it  appears  to  be  the  intention  of  the  Order  in  Council  under 
which  they  act,  that  such  limits  should  in  all  cases  be  fixed,  they  will 
be  glad  if  you  will  state  your  opinions  on  the  subject. 

The  Commissioners  take  the  opportunity  of  adding  that  the  Order  in 
Council  applies  generally  to  junior  situations  in  Her  Majesty's  civil 
establishments.  They  are  of  course  not  aware  whether  there  are  in 
your  office  any  such  situations  besides  those  mentioned  in  your  letter.

I  thank  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  and  yourself  for  the 
letter  which,  under  their  directions,  you  did  me  the  honour  to  address 
to  me  on  the  25th  instant. 

I  am  quite  satisfied  that  the  examination  of  the  clerks  in  this  office 
should  be  conducted  as  proposed  by  the  Commissioners. 

As  to  the  maximum  age  of  the  candidates,  I  believe  that  the  business 
of  the  office  is  of  so  special  a  nature  that  no  stranger  over  the  age  of 
25  should  be  received  into  the  office  as  clerk  for  the  first  time.  There 
are  three  permanent  assistant  clerks,  besides  temporary  clerks  allowed 
so  long  as  the  task  which  I  have  voluntarily  assumed  continues,  of 
arranging  the  documents  of  the  office  and  making  an  abbreviate  and 
index  of  its  valuable  records  for  the  last  150  years.  The  three  per- 
manent assistant  clerks  are  not  salaried  clerks.  They  were  paid 
originally  by  a  table  of  fees,  though  now  at  my  request  having  allow- 
ances fixed  during  the  continuance  of  the  extensive  work  before 
referred  to,  which  will  last  beyond  the  remaining  period  of  my  life- 
Their  allowances  so  made  during  the  continuance  of  that  duty,  in 
which  their  aid  is  most  valuable,  are  respectively  fixed  at  189/.  12$.  10<?., 
161/.  4*.  10<f.,  and  113/.  10s.  6d.  per  annum. 

In  reference  to  the  good  of  the  public  service  in  this  office,  I  believe 
that  the  office  will  never  be  fully  efficient  if  strangers  are  introduced 
over  the  heads  of  the  assistant  clerks.  It  has  been  tried  once,  and  in 
result  has  operated  most  unfavourably,  placing  the  person  so  introduced 
in  a  position  which  he  cannot  rightly  fill,  and  depressing  the  spirit 
and  energies  of  the  assistant  clerks.  A  stranger  so  introduced  should 
certainly  not  be  older  than  25  ;  but  to  exclude  an  accomplished  and 
experienced  assistant  clerk  above  that  age. from  promotion  to  the 
salaried  office  of  first  or  second  clerk,  would  be  detrimental  to  the  public 
service.  For  instance,  the  assistant  clerk,  now  senior,  is  the  man  best 
qualified  in  Scotland  for  the  office  of  first  or  second  clerk,  should  a  vacancy 
occur,  but  his  age  is  already  38.  He  entered  the  service,  however,  at 
the  age  of  18,  and  has  acquired  an  experience  in  it,  such  as  is  most 
valuable,  if  not  almost  indispensable  for  a  well-qualified  first  or  second 
clerk. 

I  would  therefore  humbly  suggest  that  the  maximum  age  for  entrance 

into  this  office  should  be  25 ;  but  that  in  the  case  of  assistant  clerks 

who  have  entered  the  office  before  that  age,  the  date  of  such  entry  as 

asssistant  clerk  shall  be  looked  to  as  the  point  of  time  to  which  the 

rule  regarding  age  shall  apply. 

Examination         The  three   permanent  assistant  clerks  are,  I  believe,  to  be   still 

aB^^UlerL  aPPomte^  by  the  Director  of  Chancery,  but  I  have  had  no  experience  in 

'  this  matter,  as  the  three  now  in  the  office  have  been  for  12,  14,  and  20 

years,  long  before  my  change  of  service  to  this  office.    In  regard  to 

any  future  appointment  of  permanent  assistant  clerks,  I  think  it  very 

proper  that  an  examination  should  take  place,  and  if  desired  by  the 

Civil  Service  Commissioners,  I  shall  report  what  appears  to  me  the 

requisite  qualifications.

With  reference  to  the  letter  which  you  did  me  the  honour  to 
address  to  me  on  the  3rd  of  September  last  continuing  the  corre-  , 

spondence  relative  to  the  qualifications  to  be  required  in  the  case  of 
candidates  nominated  to  situations  in  Her  Majesty's  Chancery  for 
Scotland,  permit  me,  in  the  first  place,  to  apologize  for  the  delay  which 
has  occurred  in  returning  my  answer. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  25  years  should  be  the  ordinary  maximum 
age  for  the  admission  of  the  first  and  second  clerks,  and  I  should 
be  very  glad  if  an  exception  as  to  the  maximum  age  were  made  on 
behalf  of  the  assistant  clerks.  The  exception  might  either  be  general, 
or  be  expressed  in  the  words  of  your  letter,  omitting  the  word 
"  permanent,"  as  may  be  thought  best.  Either  form  of  exception 
would  be  satisfactory ;  but  certainly  it  were  not  for  the  good  of  the 
public  service  that  any  rule  should  be  established  prohibiting  the 
Government  from  promoting  a  meritorious  assistant  clerk,  whether 
temporary  or  permanent,  to  the  office  of  full  clerk  on  account  of  his 
long  previous  service  in  a  public  office  essentially  requiring  experience. 
However  I  leave  this  matter  entirely  to  the  determination  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners. 

As  to  the  minimum  age  for  the  admission  of  the  first  or  second 
clerk,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  any  gentleman  under  the  age  of  21 
could  not  effectively  act  in  either  of  these  capacities,  and  I  should 
consider  21  as  a  reasonable  minimum  age. 

With  regard  to  the  proper  qualification  of  the  permanent  assistant  Subjects  of  ex- 
clerks,  whose  allowances  are  very  moderate,  and  whose  expectations  of  amination,  and 
rising  to  the  higher  clerkships  in  the  office  have  been  rendered  very  far  ^£^22^ 
from  secure  by  the  statute  of  1847,  which  transferred  the  patronage  of  assist  clerks, 
the  higher  clerkships  to  Government,  I  have  felt  at  considerable  loss 
what  to  say.     If  very  high  qualifications  were  required  from  them,  no 
young  man  of  talent  and  energy  possessed  of  such  qualifications  would 
•  be  found  to  accept  of  an  appointment  so  poor  and  so  unpromising.     I

I  fear  that  for  appointments  so  uninviting  as  that  of  the  permanent 
assistant  clerks,  the  usual  limits  as  to  age  might  be  inconvenient,  but  if 
a  limitation  is  made  the  maximum  age  might  be  30,  and  the  minimum  18. 
But  in  that  case  there  should  be  an  exception  in  favour  of  those  who 
have  previously  served  as  temporary  clerks  within  the  prescribed  limits, 
and  have  served  continuously.

word  "  permanent,"  the  rule  proposed  in  my  last  letter  as  to  extension 
of  limits  of  age  in  favour  of  persons  previously  employed  as  assistant 
clerks. 

They  will  consider  21  as  the  lower  limit  of  age  for  the  first  and 
second  clerkships. 

With  reference  to  the  qualifications  to  be  required  in  the  case  of 
candidates  for  assistant  clerkships,  the  Commissioners  have  to  assure 
you  that  they  are  not  by  any  means  desirous  to  establish  a  standard 
unreasonably  high.  They  doubt  whether  it  is  within  their  province 
to  require  that  each  candidate  proposed  to  be  appointed  should  have 
served  for  six  months  as  a  temporary  clerk,  and  from  those  who  have 
not  so  served  a  knowledge  of  the  actual  business  of  the  office  could 
hardly  be  expected,  but  they  will  ask  for  a  report  on  the  candidate's 
power  of  reading  and  writing  the  hand  used  in  Chancery  as  proposed  in 
my  letter  of  25th  July,  and  they  will  examine  by  papers  Bent  from  this 
office  in  the  subjects  numbered  four  to  seven  in  your  letter. 

The  Commissioners  will  adopt  the  limits  of  age  which  you  have  been 
good  enough  to  suggest. 

It  may  be  right  to  add  that  the  Order  in  Council  is  held  to  apply  to 
temporary  clerks  when  not  engaged  for  short  and  definite  periods.

"  is  requisite  for  an  intelligent  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office, 
a  which  are  much  connected  with  both  these  subjects." 

I  thank  you  for  the  information  given  me  on  the  subject  of  the 
temporary  clerks.  Of  the  three  now  employed  only  one  comes  within 
the  definition  of  the  Order  in  Council.  I  have  not  engaged  him  for 
short  and  definite  periods,  but  with  a  view  to  his  rising  in  the  office 
should  he  merit  it.  I  have  recommended  him  accordingly  to  prepare 
himself  for  examination  as  a  temporary  clerk  to  whom  the  Order  in 
Council  is  applicMile.  The  other  two  gentlemen  have  my  entire 
approval,  but  stand  in  different  circumstances.  They  are  not  young, 
and  are  engaged  only  for  short  and  definite  periods. 

I  wish  to  offer  my  humble  testimony  to  the  advantages  of  requiring 
such  examinations.  The  prospect  of  these  has  sensibly  increased  the 
energies  of  the  valuable  men  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  have  charge  of 
in  this  office.  I  find  this  result  even  among  those  who  are  personally 
not  liable  to  future  examination,  but  who  are  desirous  to  give  their  aid 
in  instructing  the  others.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  they 
intentionally  refrained  frdm  including  Scotch  law  and  conveyancing 
among  the  subjects  on  which  a  report  was  to  be  requested,  because 
they  thought  that  a  knowledge  of  those  subjects  might  be  tested  by 
papers  properly  framed.  Unless  you  are  of  a  decidedly  opposite  opinion  it 
may  not  be  worth  while  to  alter  the  arrangement  which  has  been  made. 

With  reference  to  the  temporary  clerk  whom  you  propose  to  submit 
to  examination,  I  am  to  state  that  if  appointed  before  the  date  of  the 
Order  in  Council  under  which  the  Commissioners  act  (21st  May  1855), 
he  is  exempt  from  examination  in  respect  of  his  present  employment. 
If  not,  the  Commissioners  will  be  prepared  to  examine  him  at  any  time 
which  may  be  convenient,  either  in  the  subjects  fixed  for  assistant 
clerks  or  in  such  other  subjects  as  you  may  consider  more  suitable  for 
candidates  nominated  to  temporary  clerkships. 

In  order  that  the  provisions  of  the  Order  in  Council  may  be  strictly 
complied  with,  it  would  appear  necessary  that  limits  of  age  should  be 
fixed. 

The  Commissioners  have  only  in  conclusion  to  express  the  satisfac- 
tion with  which  they  receive  your  opinion  that  their  proceedings  are 
likely  to  be  productive  of  advantage  to  the  public  service.

The  officers  of  Government  prisons  have  been  considered  as 
holders  of  junior  situations  within  the  meaning  of  the  Order  in  Council 
under  which  the  Commissioners  act,  and  this  being  the  case,  it  appears 
that  regulations  as  to  the  age,  health,  and  character  of  candidates,  and 
also  as  to  the  subjects  of  examination,  should  be  settled  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Commissioners  at  the  discretion  of  the  chief  autho- 
rities of  the  department. 

Correspondence  relative  to  the  department  of  Convict  Prisons  in 
England  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Fourth  Report  of  the 
Commissioners,  but  the  Commissioners  are  of  course  unable  to  judge 
whether  the  circumstances  are  so  far  similar  as  to  render  a  reference  U> 
it  desirable.

This  Exercise  is  intended  to  test  Handwriting  and  Correctness 
in  Copying. 

At  the  time  to  which  I  have  now  brought  down  our  history,  there 
were  roads,  and  houses,  and  towns ;  the  houses  not,  perhaps,  exactly 
like  those  we  at  present  see,  but  still  comfortable  dwellings.  The 
people  had  learned  most  of  the  useful  arts  ;  and,  though  probably  their 
tools  and  machines  w.ere  clumsy  and  ill-contrived,  still  they  tilled  the 
ground  and  wove  clothing,  and  most  of  the  arts  of  life  began  to  be 
cultivated.  They  universally  wore  woollen  clothes  ;  some  few  of  the 
rich  had  also  linen  ;  and  the  skins  of  animals  were  chiefly  used  for 
bedding.  The  oldest  kind  of  cloth  was  a  Bort  of  plaid,  such  as  we  see 
in  the  Scotch  tartan  at  this  day.  Clothing  at  first  seems  to  have  con- 
sisted of  one  large  piece  of  cloth-,  thrown  loosely  round  the  body  ;  but 
in  Alfred's  time  our  ancestors  had  found  out  the  convenience  of  having 
clothes  made  to  fit  their  bodies  and  cover  their  limbs.  The  arts  of 
reading  and  writing  were  now  practised,  though  chiefly  confined  to  the 
monks  ;  so  that  the  country  was  in  a  very  different  state  from  that  in 
which  we  first  began  our  history.  Christianity  had  also  recovered 
from  its  early  blight,  and  flourished  ever  since  the  time  of  St.  Augustin ; 
and  when  Alfred  began  to  reign,  it  was  the  professed  religion  of  the 
country.

This  Exercise  is  intended  to  test  Handwriting  and  Correctness 
in  Copying. 

Had  the  Plantagenets,  as  at  one  time  seemed  likely,  succeeded  in- 
uniting  all  France  under  their  government,  it  is  probable  that  England 
would  never  have  had  an  independent  existence.  Her  princes,  her 
lords,  her  prelates  would  have  been  men  differing  in  race  and  language 
from  the  artizans  and  the  tillers  of  the  earth.  The  revenues  of  her 
great  proprietors  would  have  been  spent  in  festivities  and  diversions 
on  the  banks  of  the  Seine.  The  noble  language  of  Milton  and  Burke 
would  have  remained  a  rustic  dialect,  without  a  literature,  a  fixed 
grammar,  or  a  fixed  orthography,  and  would  have  been  contemptuously 
abandoned  to  the  use  of  boors.  No  man  of  English  extraction  would 
have  risen  to  eminence  except  by  becoming  in  speech  and  habits  a 
Frenchman. 

England  owes  her  escape  from  such  calamities  to  an  event  which  her 
historians  have  generally  represented  as  disastrous.  Her  interest  was 
so  directly  opposed  to  the  interest  of  her  rulers,  that  she  had  no  hope 
but  in  their  errors  and  misfortunes.  The  talents  and  even  the  virtues 
of  her  six  first  French  kings  were  a  curse  to  her.  The  follies  and  vices 
of  the  seventh  were  her  salvation.

Specimen  of  Passages  used  in  the  Examination  of  Tidewaitebs, 

Weighers,  &c. 

No.  1. 

The  country  is  inhabited  by  many  different  tribes,  who  follow  various 
modes  of  life.  Some  occupy  the  plains,  and  devote  themselves  partly 
to  cultivating  the  land,  which  is  very  fertile,  and  partly  to  feeding 
their  flocks.  Others  live  on  the  sides  of  the  mountains,  and  make  their 
livelihood  chiefly  by  hunting.  Others  again  have  settled  themselves 
•near  the  sea  coast,  where  they  live  almost  entirely  by  fishing,  and  by 
the  limited  trade  which  they  carry  on  with  their  neighbours.  Through- 
out the  empire  there  are  very  few  cities,  or  large  towns.  Most  of  the 
people  live  in  moveable  villages,  composed  of  tents,  which  they  carry 
about  from  place  to  place  on  the  backs  of  camels.  They  are  in  general 
well  made,  rather  below  the  middle  size,  but  strong  and  hardy,  and 
capable  of  enduring  a  great  amount  of  labour  and  fatigue.

All  thoughts  were  now  fixed  upon  home  ;  every  day  brought  us 
nearer  to  England,  and  our  spirits  rose  with  the  joyful  prospect  of 
seeing  our  friends  and  country  again.  The  only  thing  which  pre- 
vented our  happiness  from  being  complete,  was  the  absence  of  the 
vessel  which  had  started  along  with  us,  but  had  been  separated  from  us 
during  the  stormy  weather ;  we  had  seen  nothing  of  her  since,  and 
were  becoming  anxious  concerning  the  fate  of  our  comrades.  It  was, 
therefore,  determined  to  wait  some  days,  in  order  to  give  her  time  to 
come  up  with  us,  if  indeed  she  yet  existed.  Our  time  was  pleasantly 
spent  at  a  beautiful  island,  the  climate  of  which  is  considered  the  finest 
in  the  world.  After  waiting  about  a  week,  we  were  joined  by  the 
other  ship,  to  our  great  satisfaction  ;  it  appeared  that  she  had  been 
driven  out  of  her  course  by  the  storm  which  had  divided  us.  We  now 
proceeded  homeward,  without  more  delay.

As  soon  as  we  had  got  some  necessaries,  and  the  weather  was 
tolerable,  we  set  out  on  our  long  march.  We  could  walk  but  a  few 
miles  a  day,  but  we  now  and  then  got  a  lift  in  an  empty  waggon  or 
cart,  which  was  a  great  assistance  to  us.  One  day  we  met  with  a 
farmer  returning  from  market,  who  allowed  me  to  ride,  and  entered 
into  conversation  with  me.  I  told  him  of  my  adventures,  by  which  he 
seemed  much  interested  ;  and  learning  that  I  was  skilled  in  managing 
trees,  he  informed  me  that  a  nobleman  in  his  neighbourhood  was 
making  great  plantations,  and  would  very  likely  be  glad  to  engage 
me  ;  and  he  offered  to  carry  us  to  the  place.  As  all  I  was  seeking 
was  to  get  my  living  by  honest  labour,  I  thankfully  accepted  his  offer. 
He  took  us  to  the  nobleman's  steward,  and  made  known  our  case. 
The  steward  wrote  to  my  old  master  for  a  character  ;  and  receiving  a 
favourable  one,  he  hired  me  as  principal  manager  of  a  new  plantation. 


No.  4. 


Nelson  on  his  return  was  welcomed  with  every  mark  of  popular 
honour.  At  Yarmouth,  where  he  landed,  every  ship  in  the  harbour 
hoisted  her  colours.  The  Mayor  and  Corporation  waited  upon  him 
with  the  freedom  of  the  town,  and  accompanied  him  in  procession  to 
church,  with  all  the  naval  officers  on  shore,  and  the  principal  inhabi- 
tants. Bonfires  and  illuminations  concluded  the  day ;  and  on  the 
morrow  the  volunteer  cavalry  drew  up  and  saluted  him  as  he  departed, 
and  followed  the  carriage  to  the  borders  of  the  county.  At  Ipswich 
the  people  came  out  to  meet  him,  drew  him  a  mile  into  the  town,  and 
three  miles  out.  Some  time  before  he  had  wished  to  represent  this 
place  in  Parliament,  and  some  of  his  friends  had  consulted  the  leading 
men  of  the  corporation  ;  the  result  was  not  successful :  and  Nelson, 
observing  that  he  would  endeavour  to  find  out  a  preferable,  path  into 
Parliament,  said  there  might  come  a  time  when  the  people  of  Ipswich 
would  think  it  an  honour  to  have  had  him  for  their  representative. 


Specimen  of  Passages  used  in  the  Examination  of  Clerks  and 
similar  Officers. 

No.  1. 

The  Prince  who  is  recently  dead  was  the  youngest  brother  of  that 
extraordinary  man  who  for  so  many  years  disturbed  the  peace  of 
Europe.  He  seems  to  have  been  a  man  of  considerable  talents,  though 
not  of  a  very  estimable  character.  In  early  life  he  served  in  the  navy  ; 
but  when  that  service  became  unpopular,  the  Emperor  transferred  him 
to  the  army,  and  made  him  a  general.  In  this  capacity  he  commanded 
a  division  in  the  celebrated  Russian  campaign  ;  but  having  on  one 
occasion  suffered  himself  to  be  surprised  by  the  enemy,  he  was  angrily 
reproached  by  his  brother,  and  ignominiously  deprived  of  his  command. 
At  a  later  period  he  was  received  into  favour  again  ;  and  at  the  battle 
of  Waterloo  he  greatly  distinguished  himself  by  his  repeated  gallant 
attacks  on  the  strongest  part  of  the  English  position.  He  was  married 
at  an  early  age  to  an  American  lady  :  but  soon  afterwards  found  him- 
self obliged,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  ambition  of  his  imperial  brother,  to 
divorce  her,  and  contract  a  matrimonial  alliance  with  the  daughter  of 
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a  German  Sovereign.  He  was  himself  at  one  time  raised  to  the  regal 
dignity ;  and  while  in  possession  of  the  throne  displayed  great  energy 
as  well  as  ability  in  the  removal  of  abuses,  the  reformation  of  various 
institutions,  and  especially  in  the  establishment  of  religious  freedom. 


No.  2. 


The  Lords  knew  not  what  to  think  of  this  letter,  and  were  not  in* 
elined  to  pay  much  attention  to  it,  but  nevertheless  laid  it  before  the 
king.  The  king  had  sagacity  enough  to  perceive,  from  its  serious 
earnest  style,  that  something  important  was  meant ;  and  this  forewarn- 
ing of  a  sudden  and  terrible  blow,  yet  with  the  authors  concealed,  made 
his  suspicions  come  very  near  the  truth.  The  day  before  the  meeting 
of  parliament  he  sent  the  Earl  of  Suffolk  to  examine  all  the  vaults 
under  the  houses  of  parliament  In  that  which  was  under  the  house 
of  lords,  Suffolk  was  surprised  to  see  so  many  piles  of  wood  and  faggots, 
and  was  also  struck  with  the  dark  and  mysterious  countenance  of  Guy 
Fawkes,  who  was  found  there.  •  It  was  then  resolved  to  make  a  more 
thorough  inspection,  and  about  midnight  a  magistrate  was  sent  for  with 
proper  attendants  for  that  purpose.  On  turning  over  the  faggots,  the 
barrels  of  gunpowder  were  discovered.  Fawkes  had  been  seized  near 
the  door,  and  matches  and  everything  required  for  setting  the  train  on 
fire  were  found  upon  him.  He  at  first  appeared  quite  undaunted,  but 
his  courage  afterwards  failed  him,  and  he  made  a  full  discovery  of  the 
plot,  and  of  all  the  conspirators. 


No.  3. 


Caesar  did  not  live  long  enough  after  acquiring  the  sovereign  power 
to  rebuild  the  fabric  of  Roman  polity  which  he  had  demolished.  But 
a  state  which  had  long  been  torn  in  pieces  by  opposing  factions,  and  in 
which  life  and  property  were  exposed  to  constant  risk,  could  find  no 
repose  except  under  one  head.  A  bloody  period  followed  his  death, 
but  the  fortune  of  his  name  and  family  at  last  prevailed,  and  Rome 
and  the  world  were  happier  under  the  worst  of  his  successors  than 
during  the  later  years  of  the  republic.  The  energy  of  Catsar's 
character,  his  personal  accomplishments  and  courage,  his  talents  for 
war,  and  his  capacity  for  civil  aflhirs,  combined  to  render  him  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  men  ef  any  age.  Though  a  lover  of  pleasure,  he 
never  neglected  what  was  a  matter  of  business.  He  began  that  active 
career  which  has  immortalised  his  name  when  he  was  forty  years  of 
age,  a  time  of  life  when  ordinary  men's  powers  of  enterprise  are 
-commonly  deadened  or  extinguished.  As  a  writer  and  an  orator  he 
has  received  the  highest  praise  from  the  most  competent  critics.  His 
"  Commentaries,'9  written  in  a  plain  perspicuous  style,  placed  him  in 
the  class  of  those  few  individuals  who  have  successfully  united  the 
pursuit  of  letters  and  philosophy  with  the  business  of  active  life.  His 
projects  were  vast  and  magnificent ;  he  seems  to  have  formed  designs 
far  beyond  what  the  ability  of  one  man  could  execute,  or  the  longest 
life  could  expect  to  see  realised. 


No.  4. 


The  appearance  of  this  town  scarcely  corresponds  with  its  real 
opulence  and  importance  ;  a  considerable  portion  of  the  houses  being 
crowded  in  narrow  irregular  lanes,  which  are  but  indifferently  paved 
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and  drained.  Within  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  however,  great 
improvements  have  been  effected,  and  are  still  in  progress  ;  footpaths 
have  been  formed  in  most  of  the  streets,  and  the  whole  town  has  been 
completely  lighted  with  gas  ;  various  new  squares  have  been  formed, 
and  a  considerable  number  of  handsome  houses  and  villas  have  been 
erected,  mostly  near  the  southern  entrance.  It  is  well  supplied  with 
excellent  water,  which  is  conveyed  into  the  upper  rooms  of  every  house 
in  the  town.  The  church,  which  stands  on  an  eminence,  is  a  plain 
ancient  structure,  with  a  low  tower,  built  of  the  dark  red  sandstone  of 
the  district  The  importance  of  the  place  and  its  neighbourhood  is 
entirely  derived  from  its  manufactures,  which  were  carried  on  here  at 
a  very  remote  period.  As  early  as  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Eighth  it 
was  famous*  for  its  cottons,  or,  more  properly  speaking,  for  a  peculiar 
description  of  woollen  goods  that  went  by  that  name.  Real  cotton 
goods,  however,  began  to  be  produced  in  considerable  quantities  towards 
the  middle  of  last  century.  But  the  great  prosperity  of  the  town  dates 
from  the  time  when  that  wonderful  invention  called  the  spinning  frame 
was  brought  into  operation.  The  result  has  been  that  many  thousand 
persons  are  now  employed  in  the  town  and  its  immediate  vicinity  in 
the  various  branches  of  the  cotton  manufacture. 


No.  5. 


James  now  employed  himself  in  an  attempt  to  bring  about  a  union 
between  his  two  kingdoms ;  but  the  parliament  of  England  was  so 
much  swayed  by  old  prejudices  and  antipathies  against  the  Scots  that 
it  would  agree  to  nothing.  They  would  have  done  well  to  follow  the 
example  of  good  sense  and  candour  which  James  showed  them  in  his 
arguments  on  this  point.  Argument,  indeed,  was  his  delight  and  his 
glory.  He  loved  to  exhibit  his  wisdom  and  learning  in  long  and  some- 
times sagacious  harangues.  But  though  he  could  talk,  he  could  not 
act ;  he  wanted  both  decision  and  exertion  ;  and  the  parliament,  soon 
finding  out  his  weakness,  listened  to  his  speeches,  but  paid  no  other 
attention  to  them,  and  contrived  by  degrees  to  strengthen  its  own 
power,  and  diminish  that  of  the  crown :  so  that,  while  he  was  per- 
petually talking  of  his  kingly  prerogative,  he  gradually  lost  much  of  it. 
His  bad  management  of  the  finances,  and  his  profuse  generosity  to  his 
.  favourites,  involved  him  in  great  difficulties.  Amongst  other  ways  tff 
procuring  money,  he  sold  titles  and  dignities.  The  title  of  baronet, 
which  might  be  purchased  by  any  bidder  for  a  thousand  pounds,  was 
now  first  created  to  supply  his  necessities ;  and  this  species  of  hereditary 
knighthood  is,  I  believe,  still  quite  peculiar  to  this  country. 


No.  6. 


Those  who  desire  to  become  better  acquainted  with  this  remarkable 
i  should  consult  his  correspondence,  which  is  the  best  record  of  his 
Jife,  and  affords  the  most  vivid  representation  of  his  character.  It 
presents  us  with  the  progressive  development  of  his  mind  and  views, 
till  die  one  reaches  the  vigour  and  the  other  the  comprehensiveness  for 
which  at  length  they  became  distinguished.  He  combined  intellectual 
and  moral  qualities  in  a  degree  and  with  a  harmony  rarely  found. 
The  most  strongly  marked  feature  of  his  intellect  was  the  strength  and 
clearness  of  his  conceptions.  It  seemed  like  the  possession  of  an  in- 
ward light,  so  intense  that  it  penetrated  on  the  instant  every  subject 
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laid  before  him,  and  enabled  him  to  grasp  it  with  the  vividness  of  sense 
and  the  force  of  reality.  Hence,  what  was  said  of  his  religious  im- 
pressions may  be  used  to  characterize  his  intellectual  operations  :  "  He 
"  knew  what  others  only  believed ;  he  saw  what  others  only  talked 
"  about."  Hence  also,  perhaps,  arose  in  a  great  measure  the  vehemence 
with  which  he  opposed  views  and  notions  contrary  to  his  own.  Of  his 
moral  nature,  honesty  and  fearlessness,  earnestness,  and  love  of  truth 
and  justice,  were  the  prominent  qualities ;  and  though  these  were 
calculated  to  give  an  aspect  of  sternness  to  the  outline  of  his  character, 
yet  they  were  tempered  with  an  expansive  benevolence,  and  combined 
with  a  tenderness  of  disposition,  which  rendered  him  an  object  of  the 
most  devoted  attachment  to  all  about  him.  It  was  said  by  one  who 
knew  him  well,  that  "  he  loved  his  family  as  if  he  had  no  friends,  his 
"  friends  as  if  he  had  no  family,  and  his  country  as  if  he  had  neither 
"  family  nor  friends."

The  deth  of  gennaral  Woolf  was  a  nationnel  missfortune,  and  acum- 
panyed  with  surcomstances  suficently  intaresting  to  merrita  pertic- 
cular  detale.  He  furst  ricieved  a  shott  in  the  rist,  but,  rapping  a 
hankarchef  round  his  hand,  he  incurraged  his  men  to  advance,  without 
manefasting  the  least  descumposure.  He  next  ricieved  a  shott  in  the 
groyn,  which  he  also  conseled.  Evan  after  the  mortel  bulct  had 
pearced  his  brest,  he  sufferred  himself  riluctently  to  be  caryed  behind 
the  rankes.  Under  all  the  aggonys  of  aproching  disollution,  his 
anxiaty  for  the  risult  of  the  battel  continnued  unabbated,  and  when  he 
was  enformed  that  the  ennemy  were  Hieing  on  evary  side,  "  Then," 
exclamed  he,  "  I  dye  happy !"  and  instently  exspired,  in  a  kind  of 
pattryottic  transport  and  inthusaisem,  which  seemed  to  defuse  over 
his  darkening  countinence  an  air  of  exhultation  and  triomphe. 

Woolf,  at  the  erly  aige  of  therty-three,  to  all  the  furvour  of  spirret, 
the  libbarallity  of  sentemant,  the  humaneity,  genarosity,  and  enlarged 
views  of  a  hiero,  unyted  no  inconsiddarable  shaire  of  the  presance  of 
mind  and  milletarry  skil  which  are  neccessarry  to  constitute  a  consumet 
comander.  He  oncly  recquired  yearcs  and  opertunitys  of  action  to 
ellivate  him  to  an  equallety  with  the  most  cellibrated  gennarals  of  enney 
pearreod  of  hystery  :  to  modarate  his  ardor,  exspand  his  faccaltiea, 
and  add  to  his  entuative  purception  and  sciantiffic  knolledge  the 
accurasy  of  judgment  bistowed  by  expeariance. 

The  French  comander  was  not  infearyor  to  his  antaggonest  in 
miletarrv  tallants.  Though  less  fortunet  in  the  last  seen  of  his  lvfe, 
he  had  often  been  vicktorius ;  and  he  made  perhaps  the  most  jeudisious 
aranjemants  that  forsite  could  sujest. 
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No.  2. 

Bitwene  the  tonne  and  the  ramperts  of  the  cittadle  their  is  a  fyne  open 
spaice,  planted  with  a  variaty  of  trees,  and  ornamented  with  resservoires 
and  fowntaines ;  and  in  the  subberbs  are  menny  nuly  bilt  and  hansom 
terrasses.  The  city  its  self  is  ill  layed  out :  its  streats  are  narow  and 
steap,  and  its  squaires  small  and  iregguler :  but  the  houses  are  gen- 
narelly  good,  and  it  is  kept  rimarkebly  clene.  The  pubblic  bildings 
are  quite  unwurthey  of  so  considdereble  a  city.  Their  are  sevaral 
chirches,  but  none  of  them  dimand  pertyculer  noatice.  The  cathederel 
is  destinguished  from  the  rest  onely  by  beeing  larger  and  uglyer.  A 
singuler  looking  porche,  and  a  towar  at  three  angles  of  the  naive,  are 
the  principle  exturnal  features  of  this  eddefice.  Ajacent  to  it  is  the 
schole  of  medecin,  ockepying  what  was  formarly  the  bisshops  pallece, 
an  exstensiv  manshion,  with  sevarel  fyne  appartmants.  This  schole, 
fownded  by  the  Arrabs  when  they  were  drove  from  Spayne,  injoys  a 
well  diserved  selebbraty  as  one  of  the  best  conduckted  estabbleshments 
in  the  kindom  ;  and  is  the  soul  rimaining  rellick  of  the  wonce  rinouned 
universaty.  It  has  a  fyne  amphy theater ;  an  exammenation-hall,  in 
which  is  an  anteaque  bust  of  the  fownder  of  meddicle  siance ;  a 
counsel-hall  with  pourtretts  of  proffessors  from  the  erlyest  pearyod,  a 
library  of  therty-fyve  thou9end  vollums,  includeing  menney  edditions 
of  the  fifteenth  sentuary,  and  numarus  vallueble  mannuskrepts  in 
diffarant  Uropian  and  Ashiattic  lang wedges  ;  an  exstensiv  annatomicle 
mewseam,  and  sevaral  spacious  labborretories.  The  genaral  hospetle 
has  acomodation  for  upwards  of  six  hunderd  patiants,  and  there  is  also 
a  large  and  well  regulaited  loonattic  asilam. 


No.  3. 

The  smawl  farmes,  betwean  five  and  ten  akers,  which  abbounde  in 
menny  parts  of  Beljeum,  have  much  resemblense  to  the  smawl  holdings 
in  Ireland  ;  but  wheil  the  Iresh  cultevvatur  exsists  in  a  state  of 
missurrebel  privashun  of  the  commun  conveneanses  of  civveleized  life, 
the  Beljean  pessant  farmer  injoys,  comparritivly,  *  a  grate  degree  of 
cumfurt.  His  cottaje  is  bilt  substancielly,  with  an  uppar  fioar  for 
sleping,  and  is  kept  in  good  repare  ;  it  has  olways  a  smawl  cellerage 
for  the  dairey,  a  stoar-room  for  the  grane,  an  oven,  a  shead  for  pottatos, 
a  roomey  cattel-stall,  and  a  loft  for  powltrey.  The  firniture  is  deasent, 
the  bedding  ampley  suffishant,  and  an  air  of  cumfurt  and  proppryety 
purvaids  the  whole  estabbleshmant.  The  cows  is  supplyed  with  straw 
to  ly  upon  ;  the  premmisses  is  kept  ecstreamley  neet,  with  a  constent 
hobservense  of  the  most  rigged  eakonnemy,  industery,  and  reggulairety. 
No  membur  of  the  fammely  is  ewar  scene  ragged  or  sluvvenley,  but 
all  are  deasently  cloathd,  tho  it  be  with  the  coursest  metteariels.  The 
men  youniwerselly  wurk  in  linnen  canvass  froks,  and  both  wimmen 
and  men  ware  wooddan  shoes.  Ry  bred  and  milk  princcply  conste- 
tuwt  there  diat.  Mashd  pottatos  and  uniuns,  with  occasiunnaly  sleises 
of  bakon,  are  the  usuel  artikals  for  dinnur.  The  grate  supeariorety  of 
the  Beljean  over  the  Iresh  pessant  farmer  is  owing  not  to  anney 
adventejes  of  soyle  or  cleimat,  but  to  a  better  sistim  of  cultevashun, 
and  espeshally  to  estableshed  habbets  of  sobbriaty,  fourthought,  and 
eakonnemy. 

No.  4. 

Olliver  Crumwel,  who  in  this  cxtrordenerry  manner  razed  himself  to 
the  soopream  sovaranty  of  Ingland,  Schotland,  and  Ireland,  was  a  man

of  wunderfall  tallants,  and  not  natturelly  of  a  sevear  or  rivenjefuU 
desposition.  He  made  the  kindoms  which  he  rooled  formedeble  to 
forign  powars,  and  peraps  no  govarment  was  evar  moare  rispeeted 
abroad  than  that  of  the  Lord  Protecktor.  At  hoame  he  had  a  verry 
difucult  taske  to  purform,  in  ordar  to  manteign  his  userped  orthorrety* 
He  was  obbliged  on  sevaral  ocasions  to  convoake  some  kynde  of 
sennate  or  parlemant  consisting  of  is  owne  creetures,  who  mite  appere 
to  devide  with  him  the  powar  and  risponsabillity,  and  thus  saive  him 
the  odeum  of  gowurning  by  his  soul  orthorrety.  But  such  was  the 
spirret  of  the  Inglish  nation  that  whenevar  Crumwel  convoaked  a 
parlemant,  though  it  was  compoased  in  grate  meisure  of  his  owne 
partezans,  and  though  the  rimaynder  were  steudyusly  silected  for  their 
ignaranse  and  insigneffecanse,  they  bigan  imedyatly  to  propose 
meisures  which  in  tar  feared  with  his  asumtion  of  absalute  powar.  In 
adition  to  this,  the  varyous  facktions  into  wich  the  con  trey  was 
devided  all  aggreed  in  halting  the  userper,  and  were  freaquantley 
ingaiged  in  conspirricies  agenst  him,  which  ware  concieved  and 
carryed  on  not  only  by  Cavveiiers  and  Presbitearians,  but  by  Repub- 
lecans,  and  even  by  soildyers  of  his  owne  armey.  Agenst  all  these 
ennemies,  however,  Crumwell  difended  himself  with  consumate  sagasety. 


No.  5. 


Butt  awl  thees  glowrees  and  subbstanchal  advanttadges  were  butt 
the  gylding  off  the  chanes  of  servittude.  The  Peenal  Code  made  its 
appeerance  early  in  the  yere,  and  of  the  crymes  which  it  ennumerrated, 
no  less  then  hafe  where  stait  ofences,  so  minnuteley  subbdivieded  and 
epeceifyed,  as  in  affect  to  render  ameenable  to  punnishment  evry  won 
obnokshus  in  the  smawlest  deggree  to  goverment.  By  a  decree 
issued  in  the  springe  of  the  saim  yere,  aite  stait  prissons  were 
established  in  Franse,  and  were  sune  filled  with  a  strainge  and 
inkongrous  asemblaige.  Thoes  in  the  Northe  was  cheifly  occuppied  by 
Demmocrats,  thoes  in  the  Southe  by  eclessiasticks  whoe  had  being 
innvolved  in  the  fawl  of  the  Pope  ;  butt  nummbers  were  imeured  for 
no  other  reeson  thann  having  aksidentelly  exsited  the  gellocy  of  the 
Emperour  or  his  minnisters.  An  orrder,  sined  by  Napolian  or  his 
Minnister  of  Pollice,  was  a  suffishent  warrent,  not  onely  in  Franse, 
but  throwout  Jermeny  and  Ittaly,  for  the  arrest  of  enny  individuel, 
whoe  was  parraided  throw  the  townes  loded  with  chanes  leike  a  malli- 
facter,  and  then  consined  to  the  gluemy  oblivvion  of  the  stait  prissons. 
The  eunniversallety  of  tUe  imperiel  sweigh  aded  feerfuly  to  its  terors  ; 
exept  in  Rusha,  Turky,  or  Brittain,  Urop  aforded  no  aseylam  for  the 
viktim  of  tiranic  pursicuteon.  A  desspotisem  was  thus  afectuelly 
manetaned,  unparraleled  for  rigger  and  severrity  in  moddern  tynies ; 
not  a  wispur  of  disscontent  or  ressistence  was  herd  ;  and  awl  clases 
vyed  in  addulashon  of  the  rewlor  whoe  was  vissibly  draneing  the 
hart's  blud  of  the  kuntery. 


No.  6. 


We  have  had  alb-eddy  sufishient  occassion,  dureing  the  coarse  of 
this  histery,  to  menshon  the  disspencing  pouer  of  imprissonment,  of 
eksacting  lones  and  bennevolences,  of  pressing  and  quortering  solediers, 
«of  alterring  the  kustums,  of  errecting  monnopollies.  Thees  branchs  of 
pouer,  if  not  dirreckiy  oposit  to  the  principals  of  all  free  guverment, 
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mast,  at  least,  be  aknolledged  to  be  dainjerous  to  fredom  in  a 
monnarkikal  constitution,  where  an  eeturnel  jellocy  must  be 
presserved  agenst  the  suveran,  and  no  disskreshonary  pouers  must 
ewer  be  intrusted  to  him,  by  witch  the  proppertie  or  pursonel  libbarty 
©fenny  subjects  can  be  effected.  The  kings  of  Ingland  howevver  had 
allmost  konstantly  exersised  thees  pouers ;  and  if  on  enny  occassion  the 
Prinss  had  being  oblidged  to  submitt  to  lause  ennacted  agenst  them, 
he  had  ewer,  in  practise,  illewded  theese  lause,  and  reterned  to  the 
saim  arbittrery  adminnistraition.  Dureing  allmost  three  sentcherries 
before  the  accession  of  James,  the  reegal  orthorety,  in  awl  thees 
pertikelers,  had  never  onse  been  kalled  in  questshun.  Wee  mai  allso 
obesurve  that  the  principals  in  generel,  witch  prewaled  dureing 
that  aije,  was  so  feverable  to  monnerkie,  that  thay  bestoed  on  it  an 
orthorety  allmost  abbsolute  and  unlimmited,  sacredd  and  indefeesable. 
The  meatings  of  Parlyment  was  so  pricareous  ;  there  cessions  so  short, 
cumpaired  to  the  vaccations  ;  that  wen  men's  eyes  were  terned  up- 
words  in  serch  of  suveran  pouer,  the  Prinss  aloan  was  apped  to  streik 
them  as  the  onely  purmenent  madjestrate,  envested  with  the  hole 
madjesty  and  orthorety  of  the  stait.  The  grate  complaissence  two  01 
Parlyments,  dureing  so  long  a  pierreod  had  ecstreemly  diggraded  and 
obskewered  those  assemblys :  and  as  awl  instences  of  oposition  to 
perogative  must  have  been  draun  from  a  remoat  aije,  they  had  the  less 
orthorety  even  with  thoes  who  ware  akwainted  with  them.

At  last  when  Romulus  had  reigned  nearly  forty  years,  it  chanced 
that  one  day  he  called  his  people  together  in  the  field  of  Mars.  When, 
all  on  a  sudden,  there  arose  a  dreadful  storm,  and  all  was  as  dark  as 
night ;  and  the  rain  and  thunder  and  lightning  were  so  terrible,  that  all 
the  people  fled  from  the  field  and  ran  to  their  several  homes.  At  last 
the  storm  was  over,  and  they  came  back  to  the  field  of  Mars,  but 
Romulus  was  nowhere  to  be  found  ;  for  Mars,  his  father,  had  carried 
him  up  to  heaven  in  his  chariot.  The  people  knew  not  at  first 
what  was  become  of  him  ;  but  when  it  was  night,  as  one  Proculus 
Julius  was  coming  from  Alba  to  the  city,  Romulus  appeared  to  him  in 
more  than  mortal  beauty,  and  grown  to  more  than  mortal  stature,  and 
8«rfd  to  him,  "  Go  and  tell  my  people  that  they  weep  not  for  me  any 
'*  more  ;  but  bid  them  to  be  brave  and  warlike,  and  so  shall  they  make 
"  my  city  the  greatest  in  the  earth."  Then  the  people  knew  that 
Romulus  was  become. 4  god ;  so  they  built  a  temple  to  him,  and  offered 
sacrifice  to  him,  and  worshipped  him  evermore  by  the  name  of  the  god 
Quirinus. — Arnold's  Rome. 

Tully  was  the  first  who  observed  that  friendship  improves  happiness 
and  abates  misery,  by  the  doubling  of  our  joy,  and  dividing  of  our 
grief ;  a  thought  in  which  he  hath  been  followed  by  all  the  writers  upon 
friendship  that  have  written  since  his  time.  Bacon  has  finely  described 
.  other  advantages,  or  as  he  calls  them  fruits  of  friendship,  and  indeed 
there  is  no  subject'  of  morality  which  has  been  better  handled  and  more 
exhausted  than  this.  Among  the  several  fine  things  which  have  been 
spoken  of  it,  I  shall  beg  leave  to  quote  some  out  of  a  very  ancient 
author.  How  finely  has  he  described  the  art  of  making  friends  by  an 
obliging  and  affable  behaviour,  and  laid  down  that  precept  which  a  late 
excellent  author  delivers  as  his  own — "  that  we  should  have  many 
"  well-wishers  but  few  friends."  He  says,  "  Sweet  language  will 
"  multiply  friends,  and  a  fair-speaking  tongue  will  increase  kind 
"  greetings.  Be  in  peace  with  many,  nevertheless  have  but  one 
"  counsellor  of  a  thousand."  With  what  prudence  does  he  caution  us 
in  the  choice  of  our  friends,  and  with  what  strokes  of  nature  (I 
could  almost  say  of  humour)  has  he  described  the  behaviour  of  a 
treacherous  and  self-interested  friend  ?  He  says,  "  If  thou  wouldest  get  a 
"  friend  prove  him  first,  and  be  not  hasty  to  credit  him  :  for  some  man 
"  is  a  friend  for  his  own  occasion,  and  will  not  abide  in  the  day  of  thy 
"  trouble.  And  there  is  a  friend,  who,  being  turned  to  enmity  and 
"  strife,  will  discover  thy  reproach."  Again,  "  Some  friend  is  a  com- 
"  panion  at  the  table,  and  will  not .  continue  in  the  day  of  thy 
"  affliction;  but  in  thy  prosperity  he  will  be  as  thyself,  and  will  be  bold 
"  over  thy  servants.  If  thou  be  brought  low  he  will  be  against  thee, 
« •  •«  and  will  hide  himself  from  thy  face."  What  can  be  more  strong  and 
<  pointed  than  the  following  verse  ?  "  Separate  thyself  from  thine 
**  enemies,  and  take  heed  of  thy  friends." — Spectator.

Even  in  war  the  German  princes  governed  more  by  example  than  by 
authority ;  but  in  peace  the  civil  union  was  in  a  great  measure  dis- 
solved, and  the  inferior  leaders  administered  justice  after  an  independent 
manner,  each  in  his  own  particular  district.  The  warriors  of  each 
tribe  attached  themselves  to  their  leader  with  the  most  devoted  affection 
and  most  unshaken  constancy.  They  attended^  him  as  his  ornament  in 
peace,  as  his  defence  in  war,  as  his  council  in  the  administration  of 
justice,  Their  constant  emulation  in  military  renown  dissolved  not  that 
inviolable  friendship  which  they  professed  to  their  chieftain  and  to  each 
other.  To  die  for  the  honour  of  their  band  was  their  chief  ambition,  to 
survive  its  disgrace  or  the  death  of  their  leader  was  infamous.  They 
even  carried  into  the  field  their  women  and  children,  who  adopted  all 
the  martial  sentiments  of  the  men.  Being  thus  impelled  by  every 
human  motive  they  were  invincible,  where  they  were  not  opposed  either 
by  the  similar  manners  and  institutions  of  the  neighbouring  Germans  or 
by  the  superior  discipline,  arms,  and  numbers  of  tho  Romans. — Hume.

Canute  had  now,  by  his  conquests  and  valour,  attained  the  utmost 
height  of  grandeur.  Having  leisure  from  wars  and  intrigues,  Jie  felt 
the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  all  human  enjoyments,  aud  began  to  cast  his 
eyes  towards  a  future  existence.  He  undertook  a  pilgrimage  to  Rome, 
where  he  resided  a  considerable  time  ;  and  he  obtained  from  the  Pope 
jome  privileges  for  an  English  school  which  was  erected  there. 

One  day  his  courtiers  were  extolling  him  to  his  face  as  the  greatest 
and  most  powerful  king  in  the  world,  and  added  that  it  was  impossible 
for  anything  to  resist  his  commands.  Canute  ordered  a  chair  to  be 
placed  on  the  sea  shore  at  the  time  when  the  tide  was  rising  ;  and, 
sitting  down,  commanded  the  waves  not  to  rise  beyond  a  certain  mark. 
Still  the  water  kept  rising  higher  and  higher,  till  at  last  it  touched  the 
king's  feet :  when,  turning  to  his  courtiers  who  were  standing  by 
wondering  what  he  could  mean,  he  made  them  observe  that  the  waves 
would  not  obey  him,  and  called  on  them  to  acknowledge  that  God  only 
Is  omnipotent.

Nature  makes  good  her  engagements  ;  for  as  she  never  promises  what 
she  is  not  able  to  perform,  so  she  never  fails  of  performing  what  she 
promises.  But  the  misfortune  is,  men  despise  what  they  may  be 
masters  of,  and  affect  what  they  are  not  fit  for  ;  they  reckon  themselves 
already  possessed  of  what  their  genius  inclined  them  to,  and  so  bend 
all  their  ambition  to  excel  in  what  is  out  of  their  reach.  Thus  they 
destroy  the  use  of  their  natural  talents  in  the  same  manner  as  covetous 
men  do  their  quiet  and  repose  ;  they  can  enjoy  no  satisfaction  in  what 
they  have,  because  of  the  absurd  inclination  they  are  possessed  with 
for  what  they  have  not. — Spectator.

EUCLID.

4.  If  ABCD  be  a  quadrilateral  figure  having  the  side  AD  parallel  to 

BC  and  from  the  diagonals  produced  CE  be  cut  off  equal  to  CA 
and  BF  to  BD,  the  line  joining  E  and  F  shall  be  parallel  to  AD 
orBC. 

5.  If  a  straight  line  be  bisected  and  produced  to  any  point,   the 

rectangle  contained  by  the  whole  line  thus  produced  and  the 
part  of  it  produced,  together  with  the  square  of  half  the  line 
bisected,  is  equal  to  the  square  of  the  straight  line  which  is 
made  up  of  the  half  and  the  part  produced. 

6.  In  every  acute-angled  triangle  the  square  of  the  side  subtending

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CORRECTION  OF  THE  PRESS. 

Set  to  a  Candidate  for  the  situation  of  Assistant  Librarian  in  the 
Geological  Museum.

Monteagle  knew  not  what  to  think  of  this  letter,  and  showed  it  to 
Lord  Salisbury,  who  was  not  inclined  to  pay  much  attention  to  it,  but 
who  nevertheless,  laid  it  before  the  kidg.  The  king  had  sagacity 
enough  to  perceive,  from  its  serious,  earnest  style,  that  something 
important  was  meant ;  aud  this  forewarning  of  a  sudden  and  terrible 
qlow,  yet  with  the  outhors  concealed,  made  his  suspicions  come  very 
near  ths  truth.  The  day  before  the  meeting  of  parliament  he  sent  the 
Earl  of  Suffolk  to  examice  all  the  vaults  under  the  houses  of  parliament. 
In  that  which  was  under  the  house  of  lords,  Suffolk  was  surprised  to 
see  so  many  piles  of  wood  and  faggots,  and  was  also  struck  wijh  the 
dark  and  mysterious  countenance  of  Guy  Fawkes,  who  was  found 
there,  and  who  called  himself  Percy's  servant.  It  wits  then  resolved 
to  make  a  more  through  inspection,  and  about  midnight  a  magistrate 
was  sent  for  with  proper  attendants  for  that  purpose.  On  turning 
over  the  faggots,  the  barrels  oj  Gunpowder  were  discovered.  Fawkes 
had  beed  seized  near  the  door,  and  matches  and  everything"  re- 
quired for  setting  the  trian  on  fire  were  found  upon  him.  He 
at  first  appeared  quite  undaunted,  but  his  courage  afterwards  failed 
him,  and  he  made  a  full  discovery  of  the  plot,  and  of  all  the  conspi- 
rators. Catesby,  Percy,  and  some  others  hurried  into  Warwickshire, 
where  one  of  their  confederates,  Sir  Everard  Digby,  not  doubting  but 
that  the  expected  catastrophe  in  London  had  taken  place,  *was  already 
in  arms.  The  country  was  soon  roused  against  these  wretches,  who 
took  refuge  iu  one  of  those  fortified  houses  which  were  commom  at 
that  period,  and  resolved  to  defend  themselves  to  the  last.  But  the 
same  fate  awaited  them  which  they  had  designed  for  so  many  others. 
Their  gudpowder  caugh  fire,  and  blew  up,  maiming  and  destroying 
several  of  them.  The  rest  rushed  out  upon  the  multitude,  and  were 
literally  cut  to  pieces,  except  a  few  who  were  taken  alive,  and  after- 
wards executed.  The  king  showed  more  moderation  on  this  oecasion 
than  was  approved  of  by  nis  subjects  in  general,  who  were  wound  up 
to  such  a  pitch  of  horror  at  the  greatness  of  the  crime  which  had  been 
attempted,  that  they  would  gladly  have  had  evecy  Papist  in  the  king- 
dom pnt  to  death ;  and  they  were  very  much  displeased  that  James 
punished  those  only  who  were  more  immediately  -concerned  in  the 
plot. 

When  the  ferment  of  this  affair  was  over,  James  employ  en  himsef  in 
an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  bring  about  a  union  between  his  two  king- 
doms ;  but  the  parliament  of  England  was  so  much  swayed  by  old  and 
•  vulgar  prejudices  and  antipathies  against  the  Scots,  that  it  would  agree 
to  nothing,  except  to  annul  the  hostile  laws  which  had  formerly  sub- 
sisted between  the  two  kingdoms.  They  would  have  done  well  to 
have  followed  the  example  of  good  sense  and  candour  which  James 
really  showed  them  in  his  arguments  on  this  point.  Argument,  indeed, 
was  his  delight  and  his  glory.  He  loved  to  exhibit  his  wisdom  and 
learning  in  long  and  sometimes  sagacious  harangues.    But  this  was  all 
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he  could  do  :  though  he  could  talk,  he  could  not  act ;  he  wanted  both 
decision  and  exertion  ;  and  the  parliament*  soyn  finding  out  his  weak- 
ness, listened  to  his  speeches,  but  paid  no  othar  attention  to  them,  and 
contrived  by  degrees  to  strengthen  its  own  poFer,  and  diminish  that  of 
the  crown  :  so  that,  while  he  was  perpetually  talking  of  his  kingly  pre- 
rogative, he  gradnally  lost  much  of  it.  His  bad  management  of  the 
finances,  and  his  profuse  generosity  to  his  favourites,  involved  him  in 
great  difficulties.  Amongst  other  ways  of  procuoing  money,  he  sold 
titles  and  dignities.  The  title  of  baronet,  which  might  be  purchased 
by  any  bidder  for  a  thousand  poudps,  was  now  first  created  to  supply 
his  necessities.  The  idea  was  suggested  by  Lord  Salisbury  ;  and  this 
species  of  hereditary  knighthood  is,  I  believe,  still  quite  peculiar  to 
this  country.  *

At  the  time  to  which  I  have  now  brought  down  our  history,  there 
were  roads,  and  houses,  and  towns  ;  the  houses  not,  perhaps,  exactly 
like  those  we  at  present  see,  but  still  comfortable  dwellings.  The 
people  had  learned  most  of  the  useful  arts  ;  and,  though  probably  their 
tools  and  machines  were  clumsy  and  ill-contrived,  still  they  tilled  the 
ground  and  wove  clothing,  and  most  of  the  arts  of  life  began  to  be 
cultivated.  They  universally  wore  woollen  clothes  ;  some  few  of  the 
rich  had  also  linen ;  and  the  skins  of  animals  were  chiefly  used  for 
bedding.  The  oldest  kind  of  cloth  was  a  sort  of  plaid,  such  as  we  see 
in  the  Scotch  tartan  at  this  day.  Clothing  at  first  seems  to  have  con- 
sisted of  one  large  piece  of  cloth,  thrown  loosely  round  the  body  ;  but 
in  Alfred's  time  our  ancestors  had  found  out  the  convenience  of  having 
clothes  made  to  fit  their  bodies  and  cover  their  limbs.  The  arts  of 
reading  and  writing  were  now  practised,  though  chiefly  confined  to  the 
monks  ;  so  that  the  country  was  in  a  very  different  state  from  that  in 
which  we  first  began  our  history.  Christianity  had  also  recovered 
from  its  early  blight,  and  flourished,  ever  since  the  time  of  St.  Augus- 
tin  ;  and  when  Alfred  began  to  reign,  it  was  the  professed  religion  of 
the  country.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Government  of  Bombay,  acting  on  the 
recommendation  of  Mr.  Howard,  a  Barrister  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  Director  of  Public  Instruction  at  that  Presidency,  propose  to  give 
their  civil  servants  on  their  arrival  in  India  a  certain  amount  of  legal 
training  preparatory  to  their  entering  upon  the  more  important  func- 
tions of  the  judicial  office.  The  point  at  which  that  training  should 
commence  in  India  must  depend,  in  a  great  measure,  upon  the  extent 
of  proficiency  which  candidates  for  the  Indian  Civil  Servico  are 
required  to  attain  in  this  country  to  qualify  them  for  passing  the 
examination,  prescribed  by  existing  rules,  in  the  general  principles  of 
jurisprudence,  and  in  the  elements  of  Hindu  and  Mahommedan  law. 

Under  these  circumstances,  Sir  Charles  Wood  desires  me  to  request 
that  you  will  move  the  Commissioners  to  favour  him  with  the  requisite 
information  in  regard  to  the  general  nature  of  the  examination  which 
Candidates  will  be  required  to  pass  in  the  above-mentioned  subjects ; 
and  he  will  be  glad  to  be  furnished,  at  the  same  time,  with  the  views 
of  the  Commissioners,  on  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Howard,  as  to 
the  nature  and  extent  of  legal  training  necessary  for  civil  servants 
intended  for  employment  in  the  judicial  branch  of  the  Indian  Service. 

I  am  instructed  to  enclose,  for  the  information  of  the  Commissioners, 
a  copy  of  the  rules  prescribing  and  regulating  the  examination  to  be 
passed  by  junior  civil  servants,  under  the  Government  of  Bengal,  to 
qualify  them  for  promotion  to  the  more  advanced  grades  of  service. 
Rules  similar  in  substance  are  in  operation  in  all  the  presidencies  of 
India.

2.  For  our  opinion  on  this  important  question,  we  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  several 
minutes  which  accompany  the  proceedings. 

3.  We  beg  to  add  in  conclusion,  that  copies  of  these  papers  have  also  been  forwarded 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Government  of  India.

I  iiofe  I  shall  not  be  considered  as  going  beyond  my  province,  in  addressing  Govern- 
ment on  a  subject  which  seems  to  me  to  deserve  their  most  serious  attention. 

2.  There  is  a  system  of  legal  instruction  in  this  presidency  carried  on  by  competent 
professional  men  at  the  expense  of  Government,  and  which,  as  the  recent  examination 
shows,  is  diligently  and  profitably  attended  by  native  students,  and  by  them  only. 

3.  Government  have  acknowledged  the  claims  of  these  young  men  to  judicial  pro- 
motion, and  two  of  them  have  already  been  entrusted  with  the  responsible  office  of 
moonsifT. 

4.  On  the  other  hand,  all  the  superior  judicial  offices  are  exclusively  reserved  for 
covenanted  civilians.  The  young  gentlemen  of  this  service  educated  at  Haileybury,  have 
had  some  slight  tincture  of  legal  education  in  England.  You  will  correct  me  if  1  am 
wrong,  but  my  impression  is,  that  that  legal  instruction  was  very  slender,  and  quite 
inadequate  to  supply  even  the  foundation  of  really  practical  legal  knowledge. 

5.  As  regards  the  new  order  of  covenanted  civilians,  I  am  probably  right  in  supposing 
that  not  one  of  them  has  ever  had  even  the  slightest  instruction  in  law  or  jurisprudence, 
though  their  education  has  been  admirably  adapted  as  a  basis  for  such  instruction. 

6.  In  these  facts  I  see  the  possibility  of  grave  complications  at  no  very  distant  period.    * 

7.  The  "Company's  Courts,"  as  they  are  called,  offer  the  most  favourite  mark  to 
European  and  native  agitators  against  the  Indian  Government.  Few  know  anything 
about  the  real  working,  out  the  broad  fact  that  they  are  presided  over  by  judges  without 
law,  is  easily  worked  up  as  an  effective  rhetorical  topic. 

8.  I  shall  not  be  suspected  of  wishing  to  sneer  at  my  own  profession,  when  I  mention 
that,  as  the  agitators  to  whom  I  allude  either  are,  or  employ  as  their  mouthpieces, 
English  lawyers,  the  remedy  tbey  naturally  propose  for  the  evil  is  the  importation  from 
England  of  a  number  of  lawyers  to  fill  the  judgment  seats  of  the  Mofussii. 

9.  The  obvious  answer  always  made  to  this  proposal  is,  that  these  imported  barristers 
would  probably  be  "  briefless '*  young  men  of  no  great  learning  and  ability,  and  would 
certainly  know  nothing  of  the  country,  the  system  of  administration,  the  people,  their 
languages,  habits,  usages,  and  feelings.  And  the  strength  of  this  answer  is  such,  that 
the  project  has  never  seriously  been  pressed  by  any  statesman  of  weight. 

10.  But  I  would  earnestly  beg  Government  to  look  forward  a  few  years,  to  a  time  when 
the  project  will  be  revived  in  a  form  to  which  that  answer  will  not  be  applicable.  The 
Bombay  Native  Association,  four  years  ago,  in  a  memorial  to  the  Governwent,  which  I 
quote  from  memory,  prayed  that  Indian  courts  might  be  presided  over  by  lawyers 
•*  trained  cither  in  England  or  in  this  country.'' 

11.  The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  lawyers  "trained  in  this  country"  will  be  pro- 
curable in  such  numbers,  and  possessed  of  such  professional  attainments  and  practical 
experience,  as  to  constitute  a  formidable  body  of  rivals  to  the  untrained  judges  of  the 
Civil  Service.  Whatever  agitation  has  been  carried  on  in  the  interests  of  English 
barristers,  will  be  renewed  with  tenfold  force  of  reasoning  in  favour  of  a  class  of  men 
professionally  trained,  to  whom  none  of  the  objections  can  be  made  that  I  have  men- 
tioned in  my  ninth  paragraph. 

12.  All  the  usual  misrepresentations  and  exaggerations,  all  the  practised  calumnies  of 
faction,  will  be  brought  to  bear  in  support  of  a  cause  which  in  the  main  would  be  a  true 
and  just  cause;  and  to  the  English  Parliament,  unacquainted  with  this  country  and  its 
people,  would  seem  even  more  true  and  just  than  it  is. 

13.  I  am  well  aware  that  many  members  of  the  Civil  Service  believe  that  a  judge  in 
this  country  need  have  no  law ;  that  "  common  sense  "  is  enough  for  him,  illuminated  by 
practice*  and  a  knowledge  of  the  people.  To  this  it  would  certainly  be  replied,  with 
unanswerable  force,  that  the  Question  is  not  between  knowledge  of  law,  on  the  one  hand, 
and  practical  experience,  on  the  other,  but  between  law  and  no  law,  practical  knowledge 
being  equal  on  both  sides. 

14.  There  are  indeed  those,  but  it  is  hardly  worth  while  to  argue  with  them,  who  main- 
tain that  legal  knowledge  would  be  positively  injurious  to  the  usefulness  of  a  Mofussii 
judge,  as  likely  to  make  him  the  slave  of  technicalities,  instead  of  a  dispenser  of  justice. 

15.  Government  have  deliberately  decided  the  contrary,  by  establishing  institutions  for 
legal  education.  Law  was  mentioned  in  the  celebrated  educational  despatch  of  the  late 
Court  of  Directors  as  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  instruction  to  be  given  to 
natives ;  and  the  paradox  that  a  judge  is  all  the  better  for  ignorance  of  law  has  only  been 
maintained  by  anonymous  writers  in  Indian  newspapers. 

16.  The  question,  then,  will  present  itself  before  many  vears,  "  Can  Government  con- 
M  tinue  to  exclude  from  the  highest  judicial  offices  the  only  men  who  are  specially  edu- 
"  cated  and  competent  to  fill  them  ?  and  if  the  answer  is  in  the  negative,  the  result  will 
be  literally,  sooner  or  later,  to  give  natives  a  monopoly  of  the  judicial  bench. 

17.  If  this  consummation  is  agreeable  to  the  policy  of  Government,  all  is  well ;  but  if 
they  design  to  keep  the  higher  judicial  offices  in  the  hands  of  Englishmen,  something 
must  be  done  to  supply  Englishmen  qualified  to  hold  such  offices. 

18.  The  preference  given  to  Europeans  in  India,  as  I  understand,  is  not  given  to  their 
blood,  but  their  presumed  merit.  This  merit,  it  is  true,  is  not  thought  to  be  founded 
aolely  in  their  intellectual  Qualities  or  acquired  knowledge.  Government  have  an  assu- 
rance that  an  English  gentleman  has  been  bred  up  under  the  motives  and  restraints  of  a 
Christian  home ;  that  nc  has  lived  without  stain  among  men  of  honour  (according  to 
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Legftl  education  English  notions  of  honour) ;  and,  finally,  that  he  is,  and  even  to  death  will  be,  a  true  and 

of  civil  ger-         loyal  servant  of  the  Queen.    Without  wishing  to  say  anything  offensive  against  our 

vanta,  native  fellow  subjects,  it  is  certain  that  an  English  Government  cannot  repose  the 

same  kind,  or  at  least  the  same  amount,  of  trust  in  its  native  servants,  whose  life  and 

antecedents  are  hidden,  as  it  were,  behind  a  veil,  from  English  eyes. 

19.  Still,  a  native  student  who  has  passed  through  college  and  the  law  classes  with  a 
pood  character,  who  has  spent  some  years  in  practice  as -a  vakeel,  or  in  the  office  of  aher- 
istadar,  and  afterwards  served  with  credit  as  a  moonsiff  and  sudder  ameen,  has  a  right  to 
be  considered  as  trustworthy  for  vet  higher  office,  and  certainly  his  claims  would  appear 
strong  against  those  of  an  English  civil  servant  who  had  never  opened  a  law  book  or 
mastered  a  principle  of  jurisprudence. 

20.  The  practical  truth  which  I  am  endeavouring  to  enforce  has  already,  to  some  extent, 
been  recognized  by  the  Government;  junior  civil  servants  have  been  invited  to  attend 
the  law  lectures  at  Bombay  and  Poonah ;  and  "  Norton's  Law  of  Evidence''  has  been  intro- 
duced as  a  text-book,  in  the  departmental  examinations.  But  I  am  humbly  of  opinion  that 
this  is  not  enough.  Few  will  attend  the  lectures,  and  few  will  really  prepare  the  text- 
book ;  and  even  if  every  candidate  for  the  judicial  branch  did  both,  how  slender  his  attain- 
ments would  be,  compared  with  those  of  a  regular  attendant  for  four  years  at  the  Law 
School,  whose  knowledge  has  been  tested  annually  by  such  examinations  as  those  which 
for  the  last  two  years  nave  been  conducted  by  Mr.  White  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Instruction. 

21.  When  the  University  grants  its  degrees  in  law,  the  contrast  will  be  made  still  more 
striking. 

22.  I  am,  therefore,  humbly  of  opinion  that,  if  it  is  intended  to  reserve  the  higher  judi- 
cial offices  to  Europeans,  no  time  should  be  lost  in  laying  down  a  course  of  legal  study  to 
be  passed  by  all  civilians  designed  for  that  branch  of  the  public  service.

Mr.  Howard  is  no  doubt  right  in  his  supposition  that  the  knowledge  of  law  possessed 
by  most  civilians  on  leaving  Haileybury  is  very  slight ;  and  there  is  no  security  that  the 
young  men  who  have  gained  their  appointments  by  competition  have  acquired  even  the 
first  rudiments  of  legal  knowledge. 

Nor  can  it  be  denied  that,  under  the  recently  established  educational  institutions  of  this 
country,  a  class  of  young  men  are  being  rapidly  perfected  in  a  sound  knowledge  of  law 
and  jurisprudence,  which  must  call  for  far  greater  technical  attainments  in  those  who 
occupy  the  judicial  bench  than  has  hitherto  sufficed  to  command  the  respect  of  the 
pleaders  in  our  courts  of  justice.  The  subject  is  one  which  demands  early  attention, 
but  as  it  is  one  which  affects  the  whole  of  India,  perhaps  the  best  course  would  be  to  for- 
ward Mr.  Howard's  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  such  consideration  as  he  may  con- 
sider called  for.

I  think  Mr.  Howard  deserves  the  thanks  of  Government  for  calling  its  attention  to  a 
point  of  great  importance.  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  a  very  few  years  we  shall  have  num- 
bers of  natives  who  are  perfectly  qualified  by  legal  knowledge  and  practice  for  the  highest 
judicial  offices,  and  I  have  no  desire  to  exclude  them  from  these;  but,  at  the  same  time, 
I  should  think  it  a  misfortune  if  these  offices  were  either  filled  exclusively  by  natives,  or 
if  a  contrast  unfavourable  to  the  European  judges  could  be  drawn  between  them  and  their 
native  colleagues. 

I  think  it  is  indispensably  necessary  that  the  European  candidates  for  the  judicial  office 
should  have  a  legal  education.  It  is  very  difficult  to  say  how  this  is  to  be  effected,  but 
the  subject,  as  remarked  by  the  Chief  Secretary  in  his  memorandum,  is  one  which  con- 
cerns/not this  presidency  only,  but  the  whole  of  India.  It  should,  therefore,  be  brought 
to  the  consideration  of  the  Government  of  India,  and  of  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State, 
and  the  Council  of  India.

I  concur  in  the  view  of  this  subject  taken  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  President, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  legal  education  is  daily  becoming  more  necessary  for  the 
civil  officers  employed  in  judicial  office.  Hitherto,  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the 
department  have  alike  educated  themselves  in  the  practice  of  their  profession,  but  the 
admirable  legal  education  which  is  now  open  to  all  in  this  country,  and  of  which  intel- 
ligent natives  are  taking  the  earliest  advantage,  will  make  a  most  material  change;  and 
it  becomes  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  that  the  European  employes  shall  not  lack  that 
knowledge  which  the  natives  are  so  rapidly  acquiring.

We  shall  now  find  the  inconvenience  of  the  abolition  of  Haileybury,  and,  be  con-        _ 
vinced,  if  ever  we  doubted  it,  that  it  would  have  been  far  better  to  have  supported  and  Tant8* 
perfected  that  institution  than  to  have  done  away  with  it,  owing  to  some  acknowledged, 
imperfection. 

I  have  frequently  felt  the  importance  of  what  Mr.  Howard  has  so  well  put  in  his  letter, 
and  more  especially  was  1  so  impressed  after  reading  the  last  examination  papers  very 
recently  sent  in  for  the  information  of  Government.  1  concur  in  opinion  that  something 
must  be  done  towards  supplying  that  want  of  legal  knowledge  in  the  judicial  branch  or 
the  Civil  Service  which  will  now  very  soon  become  a  most  serious  difficulty  in  more 
ways  than  one.  I  agree,  also,  that  the  subject  must  go  before  the  Government  of  India ; 
but  I  venture  to  suggest  that,  in  submitting  it  for  the  consideration  of  his  Excellency 
the  Governor- General  in  Council,  it  would  greatly  facilitate  a  decision  if  we  were  to 
accompany  our  reference  with  a  plan  for  giving  young  civilians  that  particular  know- 
ledge which  it  is  clearly  perceived  that  they  must  possess ;  and  I  believe  that  we  could 
not  do  better  than  ask  Mr.  Howard  himself  for  advice  on  this  head.  I  have  ascertained 
that  he  is  willing  to  give  it,  provided  sufficient  time  be  afforded  him  for  consideration.

I  am  directed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  (No.  1,904),  dated  6th  instant, 
directing  the  attention  of  Government  to  the  necessity  of  supplying  the  want  of  legal 
knowledge  in  the  judicial  branch  of  the  Civil  Service,  and  suggesting  that  a  course  of 
legal  study  be  laid  dowu  to  be  passed  by  all  civilians  designed  for  that  branch  of  the  Public 
Service. 

2.  In  reply,  I  am  desired  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Governor  in  Council  to  convey 
to  you  the  thanks  of  Government  for  calling  their  attention  to  a  point  of  such  great 
importance,  and  to  inform  you  that,  as  the  subject  is  one  which  concerns  not  this 
presidency  only,  but  the  whole  of  India,  it  will  be  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Government  of  India,  and  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  Council 
of  India. 

3.  The  Right  Honourable  the  Governor  in  Council  is  of  opinion,  however,  that  it  would 
greatly  facilitate  a  decision  if  the  proposed  reference  were  accompanied  by  a  plan  for 
giving  young  civilians  the  required  legal  instruction ;  and  I  am  requested  to  direct  that 
you  wifi  be  so  good  as  to  favour  Government  with  your  views  as  to  the  best  mode  of 
securing  this  most  desirable  object.

I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  Government  letter,  No.  2302, 
dated  29th  September  1859. 

2.  With  very  great  diffidence,  I  submit'such  a  plan  as  is  called  for  by  the  Government* 

3.  Considering  the  powers  of  application,  general  abilities,  and  high  education,  which 
are  presumably  possessed  by  successful  competitors  for  the  Indian  Civil  Service  under 
present  rules,  and  considering  what  are  the  requirements  of  a  provincial  Indian  judge  in 
respect  of  positive  legal  knowledge,  I  think  that  two  years  ought  to  be  spent  by  gentle- 
men designed  for  the  judicial  branch  of  the  service,  in  the  study  of  law  as  a  science. 

4.  Of  these  two  years,  I  would  have  one  passed  in  England  in  the  study  of  general 
jurisprudence ;  and  I  would  extend  this  rule  to  all  voung  civilians  after  appointment,  for 
a  tincture  of  such  knowledge  will  certainly  be  of  the  greatest  practical  use  to  them  in  all 
the  duties,  magisterial,  revenue,  diplomatic,  or  financial,  as  well  as  judicial,  that  they 
may  have  to  perform  in  this  country. 

5.  In  order  to  ensure  that  this  first  year's  study  shall  be  conscientiously  performed,  I 
would  institute  an  examination  at  the  end  of  it,  to  be  passed  satisfactorily  before  the 
civilian  can  obtain  leave  to  proceed  to  India. 

6.  During  the  year,  a  reasonable  subsistence  allowance  should  be  made  to  the  civil 
servant,  with  a  further  small  allowance  for  the  purchase  of  law  books.' 

7.  This  year's  study,  however,  need  not  be  required  of  young  men  whose  answers  at 
the  examination  for  appointments  show  that  they  have  attained  the  requisite  proficiency

vants.  8*  Facilities  exist  for  the  study  of  jurisprudence  at  Oxford,  Cambridge,  the  Inns  of 

Court,  and  I  believe,  at  Edinburgh,  and  the  Irish  Colleges.  I  should  leave  the  civilian  to 
acquire  the  necessary  knowledge  wherever  he  may  think  proper ;  but  the  examination 
should,  I  think,  be  held  in  London.  Possibly  the  Council  for  Legal  Education  of  the 
Inns  of  Court  would  allow  their  examining  machinery  to -be  made  use  of  for  the  Indian 
Civil  Service.  If  not,  separate  examiners,  of  which  there  should  be  at  least  two,  must  be 
engaged  specially  by  the  Home  Government. 

9.  I  think  it  likely  that  there  will  be  some  difficulty  in  arranging  this  part  of  the 
scheme,  though  not,  perhaps,  so  much  now  as  there  was  a  few  years  ago,  legal  education 
having  been  of  late  more  completely  organized  by  the  Inns  of  Court.  But  writing  in 
India,  I  am  unable  to  do  more  than  indicate  what  I  think  necessary  or  fitting  to  be  done 
in  England,  without  showing  how  it  is  to  be  done. 

10.  No  young  civilian  should  be  appointed  to  the  judicial  branch  of  the  service 
without  at  least  a  year's  study  of  law  in  India,  and  passing  an  examination,  for  which 
facilities  are  already  provided  in  the  law  schools  established  by  Government  at  the  several 
presidencies,  (for  standard,  vide  post,  para.  68,  seq.) 

11.  After  passing  the  law  examination  in  India  satisfactorily,  I  propose  that  the  young 
civilian  should  be  attached  to  the  office  of  some  judge,  for  the  purpose  of  learning  the 
practical  exercise  of  his  profession.    (Vide  post,  para.  73.) 

12.  My  plan  would  thus  embrace  one  year's  study  in  England,  tested  by  an  examina- 
tion, a  second  year's  study  similarly  proved  in  India,  and  a  further  period  (of  which  the 
duration  cannot  be  defined)  of  practical  training  under  a  judge.  I  now  proceed  to  fill 
up  portions  of  this  outline. 

13.  Study  in  England. — I  have  already  stated  that  I  would  not  dictate  to  the  student 
where  he  is  to  acquire  his  knowledge  of  jurisprudence  *,  but  in  that  case  the  final  exami- 
nation must  be  very  carefully  devised  and  tirmlv  conducted,  so  as  to  ensure  a,  year's 
genuine  study  without  any  possibility  of  evasion,  and  to  guard  effectually 'against 
"  cramming." 

14.  Jurisprudence. — The  next  point  is  to  define  the  sense  in  which  the  term  juris- 

Erudence  is  to  be  understood  as  a  subject  proposed  for  the  study  of  candidates  for  the 
ndian  provincial  bench. 

15.  I  am  so  sensible  of  the  difficulty  of  determining  this  question  without  the  oppor- 
tunity of  conference  with  qualified  advisers,  that  I  must  beg  to  be  understood  as  only 
offering  suggestions  which  may  constitute  a  provisional  basis  for  discussion.  I  suggest 
that  the  point  should  be  decided  in  England,  where  eminent  persons  have  for  some  years 
past  been  engaged  in  considering  the  principles  of  legal  education ;  and  I  would  respect- 
fully point  to  Sir  Richard  Bethell,  Her  Majesty's  Attorney-General,  and  now,  or  late,  the 
Chairman  o£  the  Council  of  Legal  Education  in  the  Inns  of  Court,  as  the  authority  to 
whose  judgment  I  would  most  confidently  appeal,  on  the  recommendation  which  I  shall 
now  have  the  honour  to  submit 

16.  By  jurisprudence,  I  understand  the  principles  of  right  and  duty,  which  lie  at  the 
bottom  ot  all  positive  laws  among  civilised  nations. 

17.  How  can  these  principles  best  be  investigated  for  the  purposes  of  an  Indian  judge? 

18.  Some  would  recommend  an  abstract  course  of  study,  such  as  might  be  comprised 
in  the  several  works  of  Bentham  and  Austin,  in  which  questions  of  law  are  raised 
and  decided  on  philosophical  grounds,  without  reference  to  the  positive  institutions  of 
any  country. 

19.  With  great  deference,  I  think  that  such  a  course  of  study,  however  useful  and 
elevating  to  a  practising  lawyer  or  a  legislator,  would  not  be  the  best  for  a  young  student, 
who,  in  the  pursuit  of  metaphysical  trains  o£  thought,  would  be  apt  to  lose  sight  of  the 
practical  bearing  of  legal  principles. 

20.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  theory  of  law  would,  for  the  purposes  of  a  future  judge, 
be  more  usefully  studied  in  the  concrete,  that  is,  as  embodied  in  positive  legal  institu- 
tions, which  have  stood  the  test  of  experience,  and  have  been  developed  to  meet  the 
actual  wants  of  mankind. 

21.  No  legal  system  existing  in  India  can  be  advantageously  selected  as  the  basis  of 
scientific  legal  study, 

22.  The  Hindoo  and  Mahomedan  codes  are  unsystematic,  and  are  bound  up  with 
religious  dogmas  in  such  a  manner  and  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  them  quite  un- 
suitable for  the  purpose  required. 

23.  The  English  statute  law  of  India  prevailing  beyond  the  local  jurisdiction  of  the 
supreme  courts  is  too  fragmentary  and  incomplete  to  constitute  the  groundwork  of  jural 
study.  And,  even  when  the  several  contemplated  codes  are  promulgated,  they  will  not 
supersede  the  necessity  of  a  previous  scientific  training  in  the  principles  of  law,  any  more 
than  the  Code  Napoleon  has  done  in  France. 

24.  The  common  law  of  England  (in  its  widest  sense)  is  not  open  to  the  objections 
above  mentioned,  but,  as  I  humbly  think,  it  is  almost  equally  unsuitable  as  the  basis  of 
an  Indian  judge's  education. 

25.  The  English  law  is  vast  in  extent,  highly  artificial,  an    unsystematic 

26.  It  retains  many  feudal  and  other  technical  doctrines,  which  must  be  investigated 
historically  before  they  can  be  understood,  and  thus  inflicts  upon  the  student  much 
labour,  which,  for  the  training  of  an  Indian  judge,  would  be  almost  or  quite  useless.  I 
would  refer,  as  an  illustration,  to  the  highly  abstruse  doctrines  relating  to  interests  in 
land,  technically  called  the  law  of  real  property,  which  are  totally  inapplicable  to  Indie. 
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Again,  in  the  less  peculiar  and  more  scientific  law  of  contracts*  as  enforced  in  English  Legal  education 
courts  of  justice,  there  are  fundamental  rules  (such  as  the  division  into  contracts  of  of  cifil  ser* 
record,  specialities,  and  simple  contracts),  and  the  distinction  between  defences  at  law  yants. 
and  equity,  which  are  in  their  nature  arbitrary,  audi  pro  Unto,  inapplicable  to  a  provincial 
court  of  justice  in  India,  either  for  direct  use  or  scientific  reference. 

37.  Probably,  the  rules  which  make  up  what  is  called  the  law  of  evidence  are  the  only 
portion  of  the  English  law  which  could  with  advantage  be  minutely  studied  by  the 
ordinary  candidate  tor  an  Indian  judicial  appointment. 

528.  Ruthermore,  and  this  is  the  main  consideration,  English  law  is  founded  on  pre- 
cedents, and  not  on  principles,  though  English  lawyers  are  m  the  habit  of  using  the  word 
M  principle,"  as  applied  to  legal  doctrines ;  it  is  still  nevertheless  certain  that  there  are  no 
principles,  properly  so  called,  in  the  English  system. '  General  formula;  may  indeed  be 
eliminated  by  comparing  the  language  of  learned  judges  in  their  reported  decisions,  and 
the  generalisations  of  text-book  writers  are  occasionally  recognised  by  courts  of  justice 
as  correct  statements  of  the  law,  but  there  is  no  systematic  development  of  legal  doctrine 
by  deduction  from  fundamental  maxims  recognised  by  the  English  law,  and  in  this  sense 
it  has  no  principles  or  scientific  method. 

89.  The  time  and  labour  required  for  the  thorough  study  of  the  English  law,  in  conse- 
quence of  its  unsystematic  character,  are  very  great,  and  far  more  than  a  young  Indian 
civil  servant  could  devote  to  it ;  and  a  superficial  study  of  to  vast  a  fabric  of  legal  doc* 
trine  would,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  be  positively  mischievous  to  him. 

30.  It  seems  to  me  to  remain  that  the  Roman  civil  law,  as  a  branch  of  general  juris- 
prudence, must  be  adopted  as  the  basis  of  juristic  study. 

81.  The  prejudices  of  English  lawyers  against  the  Roman  law  are  historical,  and  it  is, 
among  barristers  and  attorneys,  a  common  impression  that  there  is  something  essentially 
impractical  in  that  learning ;  but  I  am  prepared  to  show  that  those  prejudices  are  not 
shared  by  the  leading  members  of  the  legal  profession  in  England,  who  have  devoted 
themselves  to  the  subject  of  legal  education ;  and  I  am  quite  willing  that  the  suggestion 
should  be  judged  of  by  those  whose  educational  authority  is  most  universally  recognised. 

52.  The  Committee  on  Legal  Education  of  the  Middle  Temple  Society  reported,  in 
1845,  that  the  study  of  jurisprudence  and  the  civil  law  would  M  supply  a  long-admitted 
u  deficiency  in  the  education  of  English  lawyers ;"  and,  to  illustrate  the  benefit  which,  in 
the  view  of  the  Committee,  would  result  to  the  students  from  the  appointment  of  a  reader 
on  those  branches  of  learning,  they  defined  the  sense  in  which  they  used  the  terms  civil 
law  and  jurisprudence  as  follows : — 

"By  the  term  *  jurisprudence '  the  Committee  mean  to  indicate  general  jurisprudence, 
M  as  distinguished  from  the  particular  jurisprudence  of  any  individual  nation,  and  which 
"  in  further  explanation  of  their  meaning,  they  would  divide  into  positive  jurisprudence, 
**  or  the  philosophy  of  positive  law,  and  comparative  jurisprudence,  or  exhibition  of  the 
"  principles  of  positive  law  in  an  embodied  form,  by  a  comparison  of  the  jurispru- 
M  dence  of  modern  nations.  In  the  first  they  would  have  the  lectures  also  include 
M  the  important  subject  of  the  *  interpretation  of  laws ;'  and  under  the  latter  head  of  coxn- 
"  parative  jurisprudence,  the  *  conflict  oflaw '  may  with  propriety  be  comprised. 

«*By  the  term  *  civil  law'  the  committee  wish  to  indicate  what  may  be  called  *  modern 
*'  Roman  law,' that  is  to  say,  those  portions  of  the  civil  law,  which,  being  of  an  universal 
•*  character,  and  applicable  to  the  relations  of  modern  society,  have  formed  the  basis  of 
•*  the  jurisprudence  of  many  continental  nations  and  entered  so  largely  into  our  own. 

M  The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  study  of  the  theory  of  the  civil  law  may  be 
44  most  advantageously  combined  with  the  study  or  jurisprudence,  and  that  the  two  united 
**.  will  furnish  the  best  means  of  preparatory  legal  culture,  and  the  formation  of  an  enlarged 
"  and  comprehensive  legal  mind.'* 

33.  The  Commissioners  appointed  by  Her  Majesty  to  inquire  into  the  arrangements  of 
the  Inns  of  Court  for  the  promotion  of  the  study  of  law  and  jurisprudence,  in  their  Report, 
dated  10th  August  1855,  after  stating  that  the  present  system  of  studying  in  the  cham- 
bers of  a  practising  lawyer  affords  no  facilities  ror  the  study  of  the  "  scientific  branches  of 
M  legal  knowledge,  including  under  that  term  constitutional  law  and  legal  history,  and 
**  civil  law  and  jurisprudence,"  proceed  to  say  that  "  some  knowledge  of  these  subjects 
"  must  be  useful  to  the  barrister,  not  only  as  an  advocate,  but  as  a  judge,  and  especially 
M  if  he  should  be  appointed  to  any  judicial  office  in  India." 

34.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  Commissioners  had  not  then  before  them  the  case  of 
Indian  civilians,  but  of  barristers,  who,  from  the  vast  extent  of  the  municipal  English  law, 
certainly  have  neither  as  much  leisure  as  the  former,  nor  as  much  visible  need  for  pre- 
liminary studies,  such  as  civil  law  and  jurisprudence.  Any  recommendation  of  the  study 
of  civil  law  to  an  English  barrister  would  obviously  apply  with  much  greater  force  to  a 
candidate  for  the  Mofussil  bench  in  India. 

35.  In  the  Appendix  to  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  is  an  extract  from  a  Report 
by  the  Committee  of  the  Faculty  of  Advocates  (Edinburgh,  1854),  from  which  I  quote  the 
following: — 

"  The  civil  law  constitutes  the  basis  of  nearly  all  the  'law  of  Europe,  and  is  the  best 
**  substitute  for  lectures  on  general  jurisprudence.  The  circumstances  of  the  present 
"  times  prove  the  truth  of  Lord  Stair  s  opinion,  that  no  man  can  be  a  knowing  lawyer  in 
«*  any  nation  who  hath  not  well  pondered  and  digested  in  his  mind  the  common  law  of  the 
«•  world. 

*'  In  requiring  the  civil  law  as  an  essential  branch  of  the  legal  education  of  a  Scottish 

«*  advocate,  the  Committee  are  only  enforcing  the  rule  sanctioned  by  the  prescription  of 

"  three  centuries.    They  are  by  no  means  desirous  of  attaching  an  undue  degree  of  im- 

"  portance  to  its  study,  or  to  claim  for  it  the  undistinguishing  veneration  with  which  the 
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Legal  edmoation  "  faculty  were  in  former  days  asked  to  regard  it,  Uiey  claim  for  it  only  such  a  degree  of 
of  oWl  ier-  "  attention  as  it  is  entitled  to  l'rom  its  merits,  merits  which  have  been  acknowledged  by 
y&nts.  "  men  whose  partiality  for  their  own  common  law  gives  weight  to  their  testimony.9 

"  A  system  which  has  contributed  to  give  form  and  consistency  to  the  law  of  Scotland 
"  could  not  be  overlooked  in  an  enlightened  system  of  legal  education.  But,  indepen- 
"  dently  of  its  special  claims  on  the  notice  of  a  Scottish  lawyer,  the  jurisprudence  of  the 
«  greatest  nation  of  antiquity  must  possess  an  imperishable  interest  in  the  eyes  of  those 
"  who  regard  law  as  a  science,  every  step  in  the  development  of  which  has  its  value  and 
"  importance,  as  tending  to  accomplish  the  establishment  of  sound  principles  of  legtsla- 
"  tion  and  the  correct  administration  of  justice.  Accordingly,  it  has  been  nearly  the 
"  universal  rule  of  all  the  states  of  Europe  to  enforce  upon  the  advocate  of  the  supreme 
M 'courts  the  study,  not  merely  of  the  jurisprudence  of  the  locality,  but  also  that  of  the 
"  civil  law ;  not  so  much  for  its  immediate  use  in  practice,  as  because  its  study  humanises 
M  the  mind,  gives  a  larger  and  more  comprehensive  view  of  jurisprudence,  and  furnishes, 
"  at  the  same  time,  the  many  informing  aids  that  are  to  be  derived  from  the  history  of 
"  other  times." 

36.  Such  are  the  collective  resolutions  of  three  learned  bodies  of  lawyers  recently 
engaged  in  devising  schemes  for  legal  education. 

87.  The  Commissioners  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  Inns  of  Court  examined  several 
distinguished  persons  on  the  subject  of  the  study  of  the  Roman  civil  law,  and  there  was 
a  remarkable,  if  not  an  absolutely  complete,  concurrence  in  their  views  as  to  its  great 
utility  in  furnishing  a  scientific  foundation  of  legal  study  for  an  English  barrister. 

38.  Mr.  Hastings  gave  the  following  evidence:— "(1629.)  Do  vou  think  the  study  of 
(t  the  civil  law  and  of  general  law  would  be  a  means  of  effecting  an  improvement  in  the 
"  minds  of  the  practitioners  at  the  bar  generally  ?— I  think  it  would.  (1630.)  Notwith- 
"  standing  the  different  basis  upon  which  the  two  laws  rest  ? — I  think  our  law  rests,  to  a 
M  great  extent,  upon  the  Roman  law.  I  think  the  study  of  the  broad  principles  of  the 
"  Roman  law  tends  to  enlarge  a  man's  mind,  and  makes  him  regard  the  scienca  in  a  way 

*  that  is  very  desirable.  (1631.)  With  respect  to  the  law  or  contract,  would  not  the 
"  principles  of  the  Roman  law  be  of  considerable  use  in  directing  the  judgment  of  the 
"  bar  as  applied  to  the  English  law  ? — Yet,  I  have  studied  the  Roman  law  a  good  number 
"  of  years  myself,  and  I  think  I  have  derived  great  berefit  from  it," 

39.  I  would  refer  to  almost  the  whole  of  Air.  J.  G.  Phillimore's  evidence  as  to  the 
defective  education  (in  his  judgment)  of  English  lawyers,  and  the  supposed  inferiority 
of  the  English  to  the  French  bar  as  jurists,  which  he  attributes  to  the  absence  in  England 
•of  the  Roman  law,  and  the  theory  of  jurisprudence.  "  Genera1  jurisprudence,*'  he  states, 
"  includes  the  study  of  the  Roman  law  and  the  Pandects  (that  is  to  sav,  parts  of  the 
»  Pandects.)" 

40.  Sir  Hugh  Cairns  prescribes  (1652),  as  a  fundamental  course  of  legal  study, 
41  mainly  the  general  system  of  jurisprudence  as  a  system  of  ethics,  and  the  knowledge 
**  of  civil  law  as  connected  with  classical  and  historical  learning." 

*  41.  I  beg  leave  to  refer  more  particularly  +o  the  opinions  of  the  eminent  German 
civilians  consulted  by  Mr.  Greenwood  and  recorded  in  his  special  *'  report  upon  the 
41  systems  of  legal  education  pursued  in  the  different  states  of  Germany/  appended  to 
the  Commissioners'  Report. 

42.  Dr.  Guest,  of  Berlin  says,  "I  think  the  study  of  the  Roman  law  essential  to  a 
"  systematic  legs'  education.91  Upon  subjects  relating  to  private  rights  and  personal 
contracts,  and  the  duties  which  flow  *Vom  them,  there  is  no  system  of  law  in  which 
principles  are  investigated  with  more  good  sense,  or  declared  and  enforced  with  more 
accurate  and  impartial  justice. 

43.  To  the  same  effect  is  the  emphatic  testimony  of  Dr.  Wangerow,  Dr.  Mittemaier, 
and  Dr.  WahlofT. 

44.  The  first-named  says, "  In  my  estimation  there  Is  no  better  mode  of  cultivating 
49  the  science  of  legal  thinking  and  the  interpretation  of  laws  than  the  study  of  their  (the 
w  Roman  jurists')  works.*' 

45.  All  these  opinions,  I  repeat,  have  reference  to  the  training  of  an  English  barrister, 
who  has  to  master  a  vast  and  highly  complicated  structure  or  national  jurisprudence, 
which  might  well  be  thought  to  demand  his  whole  time. 

46.  The  amount  of  positive  law  to  be  acauired  by  an  Indian  Mofussil  judge  is  extremely 
limited,  and  therefore,  in  his  case,  a  broad  basis  of  jural  study,  such  as  is  provided  by  the 
civil  law,  is  more  easily  laid,  and  is  more  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  hhn  to 
adjudicate  with  readiness  and  certainty  the  thousand  questions  arising  in  daily  life,  and  to 
unfold  the  reasons  for  his  decisions  with  clearness  and  persuasiveness. 

47.  I  will  close  my  appeal  to  authorities  by  the  very  pointed  testimony  of  Sir  Ersktne 
Perry,  who  sat  on  the  Inns  of  Court  Commission ;  and  who,  eleven  years  ago,  when  he 
was  Chief  Justice  in  Bombay,  published  a  translation  of  Savigny's  celebrated  treatise  on 


*  The  Roman  law  forms  no  rule  binding  in  itself  on  the  subject  of  these  realms;  but  in 
deciding  a  case  upon  principle  where  no  direct  authority  can  be  cited  from  our  books,  it 
affords  no  small  evidence  of  the  soundness  of  the  conclusion  at  which  we  have  arrived,  if

-  *  48.  I  will  say,  in  passing,  that  this  treatise  is  exceedingly  abstruse  in  the  translation,  rants.  •  - 
>  and  could  hardly,  I  suppose,  be  understood  by  any  one  who  had  not  already  acquired 

some  knowledge  of  the  civil  law  5  hence,  I  believe,  Sir  Erskine  Perry's  public-spirited 

design  has  been  as  yet  unsuccessful. 

49.  The  translator,  addressing  the  Civil  Service,  whom  he  compliments  for  their 
impartiality  and  earnestness  in  the  administration  of  justice,  says,  «'  Although  the  subject 
**  of  this  work  is  treated  very  technically,  and  solely  with  reference  to  civil  law,  an 
«  accurate  knowledge  of  the  distinction  between  possession  and  property,  and  of  the 
"  legal  protection  avoided  to  the  tbrmer,  in  order  to  repress  violence  ard  breaches  of 
"  the  public  peace,  is  essential  in  sJl  systems  of  jurisprudence,  and  will  be  found,  I 
44  apprehend,  most  valuable  to  Indian  practitioners." 

50.  "  Independently  of  this  feature  of  the  work,"  he  continues,  "  it  affords  the  most 
"  admirable  model  of  strict  legal  reasoning,  of  interpretation  of  the  language  of  the  law, 
"  and  of  that  practical  good  sense  in  the  treatment  of  legal  Questions,  which  the  study 
"  of  the  Roman  classical  jurists  seems  to  engender,  that  I  nave  met  in  any  modern 
"  treatise,  and,  as  such,  it  seems  to  commend  itself  with  peculiar  propriety  to  your 

-**  distinguished  service." 

51.  Coarse  of  Study.— The  arrangements  sanctioned  by  the  Council  of  Legal  Educa- 
tion in  the  Inns  of  Court  comprise  the  following  courses  of  study  :— 

1.  Constitutional  law  and  legal  history. 

2.  Equ*.y. 

3.  Real  property  law. 

4.  Jurisprudence  and  the  civil  law. 

5.  Common  law. 

52.  Of*  these,  the  first  and  fourth  branches  might,  with  advantage,  be  studied  by  the 
candidate  Tor  judicial  appointment  in  India;  and  1  would  add,  a  general  view  of  English 
law,  such  as  is  given  in  Alackstope's  Commentaries. 

53.  I  suggest  that  the  weight  of  the  examination  should  be  thrown  on  the  jurispru- 
dence and  civil  law  branch. 

54.  That  the  student  should  be  called  upon  to  show  that  he  has  studied  the  Institutes 
of  Justinian,  with  some  selected  portions  of  the  Pandects,  by  the  aid  of  a  commentary. 

55.  He  should  also  have  studied  some  recogn'sed  treatise  on  modern  civil  law,  and 
show  an  acquaintance  with  some  of  the  princ'pcJ  divergences  between  civil  and  English 
law,  and  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  conflict  of  laws,  and  of  legal  hermeneutics. 

56.  It  should,  however,  be  distinctly  understood,  that  the  examination  will  not  be 
baaed  on  any  particular  treatise  or  commentary  (save,  of  course,  the  prescribed  texts  of 
Roman  Laws),  but  on  civil  law  and  jurisprudence,  as  a  subject. 

57.  As  regards  constitutional  Jaw  a**d  legal  history,  a  fair  knowledge  of  Mr.  Hallam's 
Mstory  might  be  accepted  ;  and,  for  the  Encyclopaedia  of  English  law,  a  modern  edition 
of  Blackstone  might  be  taken  as  a  basis  of  examimuion. 

58.  The  course  of  study  might,  perhaps,  be  most  conveniently  indicated  by  the  com- 
pilation of  a  large  number  of  examination  questions  on  each  branch  of  learning. 

59.  Study  in  India. — The  young  civilian,  arrived  in  India,  will  be  subject  to  the  gene- 
ral rules  relating  to  the  Civil  Service ;  his  attention  will  be  directed  to  the  acquisition  of 
native  languages  and  of  administrative  knowledge;  and  I  have  no  intention  or  proposing 
any  such  change  of  system  as  would  interfere  with  objects  of  such  commanding  im- 
portance. 

60.  But  I  must  distinctly  express  my  opinion  that  ft  is  too*  common  to  find  young 
civil  servants  loitering  away  their  time  for  the  first  year  or  two  after  their  arrival ;  ana; 
from  personal  observations,  1  believe  a  bad  effect  is  produced  among  the  native  servants 

'  of  Government  by  witnessing  such  waste  of  time  on  the  part  of  young  men  who  are  paid, 
what  a  native  considers,  a  handsome  salary. 

61.  I  therefore,  without  hesitation,  recommend  that  young  civil  servants  should  be 
called  upon  to  do  more  work  than  they  are  required  to  do  at  present. 

62.  I  see  no  reason  at  all  why  law  studies  should  not  be  pursued  at  the  same  time  with 
linguistic,  if  not  administrative  studies. 

68.  A  language  cannot  be  crammed.    A  certain  efflux  of  time  is  required  for  the 
acquisition  of  a  new  vocabulary  and  mode  of  speech.    Two  hours  a  day  for  a  year  would 
'  probably  do  more  for  a  student  than  more  than  twice  two  hours  a  day  for  six  months. 

64.  I  have  no  certain  knowledge  of  the  average  daily  time  spent  by  young  civilians  in 
learning  the  native  languages,     immediately  before  the  examination,  no  doubt,  there  is 

'  a  good  deal  of  cramming,  and  the  candidate's  whole  working  day  is  consumed  in  reading 
and  conversation  with  the  Moonshee. 

But,  probably,  any  young  man,  who  resolutely,  from  the  day  of  his  arrival,  devoted 
not  more  than  two  or  three  hours  a  day  to  learning  one  of  the  vernacular  dialects,  would 
•attain  the  appointed  standard  as  quickly  as  it  is  now  reached  by  the  average  of  young 
civil  servants. 

65.  At  any  rate,  I  have  no  doubt  that  junior  civil  servants  might  be  fairly  required  to 
pursue  legal  and  lingual  studies  pari  passu. 

66.  All  young  civilians  migh£  perhaps,  be  permitted  and  invited  to  attend  the  law 
school  at  Bombay ;  but  those  who  select  the  judicial  branch,  with  the  assent  of  Govern- 
ment, should  be  compelled  to  do  so. 

67.  The  course  or  study  laid  down  for  them  should,  I  think,  be  confined  to  a  few 
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legal  education  branches  of  law  of  very  great  practical  Importance,  and  which  most  demand  the  asrisO

rants.  68.  I  would  select  the  elements  of  property  law,  the  law  of  contracts,  the  law  of  erl- 

dence,  which  should  be  treated  with  as  little  technicality  and  as  much  reference  to 

general  principle  as  possible. 

69.  I  would  recommend  such  text-books  as  Savigny  on  Possession*  Smith  on  Contracts, 
Pothier  on  Obligations,  and  Mr.  Justice  Story's  popular  works ;  Mr.  Norton's  Treatise 
on  Evidence  is,  f  believe,  well  adapted  for  an  Indian  law  student. 

70.  Besides  these  subjects,  the  professor  should  give,  in  lectures,  a  general  outline  of 
the  several  systems  of  law  prevailing  in  India,  to  be  filled  up  by  the  student  for  himselr"; 
and  I  would  strongly  recommend  Lex  loci  Report  of  the  Indian  Law  Commission  at  s 
subject  for  private  study. 

71.  It  cannot  be  too  often  repeated,  that  the  professor  would  be  prudent  to  abstain  as 
much  as  possible  from  the  ultra-technical  language  of  English  law,  and  to  bear  in  mind, 
as  a  constant  warning  against  that  besetting  tendency  of  English  lawyers,  that  every 
provincial  judge's  decision  will  have  to  be  recorded  in  a  semi -barbarous  native  language, 
which  has  no  equivalents  to  English  law  terms,  and  is  incapable  of  expressing  scholastic 
subtleties. 

72.  After  a  year  or  18  months,  an  examination  should  be  held  (not  by  the  law  pre- 
lessors),  and  the  students  passed  for  the  judicial  branch  or  sent  back  for  further  study. 

73.  The  passed  men  should  be  assigned  each  to  a  judge,  for  the  purpose  of  practical 
training  on  a  system  nearly  the  same  as  that  which  is  described  as  prevailing  in  Germany 
in  an  appendix  to  the  Inns  of  Court  report  before  quoted. 

74.  Mr.  Greenwood  in  his  report  states  (sec.  SO)  with  reference  to  the  passed  law- 
student  in  Prussia,  "  When  successful,  the  candidate  is  sworn  in  as  auscultator  (hearer 
M  or  apprentice  to  the  law)  at  one  of  the  inferior  tribunals  (tribunals  of  first  instance, 
"  Kreis  and  Amts-Gerichte) ;  here,  under  the  instruction  of  some  member  of  the  college 
"  of  judges,  to  whom  he  is  assigned  as  a  pupil,  he  familiarises  himself  with  the  whole 
44  course  of  judicial  business,  front  the  office  of  simple  clerk  or  writer  in  the  several 
"  bureaus  up  to  that  of  the  judge.  He  makes  digests  of  the  cases  before  the  court,  with 
*'  detailed  augmentations,  and  his  own  conclusions  thereupon,  for  the  opinion  of  the 
M  judges.  He  makes  reports  and  protocols,  and  takes  down  evidence,  draws  up  and 
"  registers  proceedings  for  the  use  of  the  court.  He  acts  as  clerk  to  the  magistrates  in 
M  criminal  proceedings,  and  learns  to  draw  judgments  and  decrees  both  in  civil  and 
"  criminal  matters.  During  the  whole  of  the  period  thus  spent,  the  'hearer  of  law*  is 
"  required  not  to  discontinue  his  theoretical  studies,  more  especially  directing  his 
"  attention  to  the  divergencies  of  the  Roman,  the  Prussian,  and  the  Germanic  systems 
"  of  law.  Every  quarter  the  'hearer'  is  required  to  make  a  report  in  writing  to  the 
"  court  of  his  studies  and  occupations  during  that  period,  ana  must  apply  for  and 
"  receive  from  the  members  of  the  tribunal,  attestations  as  to  the  duration  of  his  several 
"  occupations,  the  activity,  diligence,  and  ability  exhibited  in  the  course  of  them.  These 
"  certificates  must  be  exhibited  when  he  applies  to  be  admitted  to  his  second  exami- 
M  nation." 

75.  I  think  it  unnecessary  to  pursue  this  branch  of  my  recommendations  into  greater 
detail.  I  may  add,  however,  that  it  is  during  this  period  of  "  auscultation,"  and  not 
before,  that  the  civilian  would  be  expected  to  master  the  written  law  which  he  will  have 
to  administer,  the  system  of  judicial  procedure,  and  the  salient  points  of  Hindoo  and 
Mahomedan  law,  tacitly  or  expressly  recognised  by  the  provincial  tribunals. 

76.  The  expense  of  my  recommendations  cannot  be  exactly  estimated.  The  allowances 
paid  in  England  to  civilians  and  examiners  (if  any)  would  be  inconsiderable.  Some 
extra  remuneration  to  the  law  professors,  or  an  extra  professorship,  would  be  necessary 
if  the  civilian  students  formed  a  separate  class,  as  I  think  they  ought. 

77.  A  small  expense  would  be  advisable  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  selection  of  law 
books  for  each  court,  and  a  complete  law  library  ought  certainly  to  be  rounded  in  Bombay 
for  the  use  of  the  law  schools.  This  last  would  be  an  expense  properly  belonging  to 
the  university. 

78.  It  remains  to  consider  the  case  of  young  civilians  now  in  the  country  or  presently 
to  arrive.  I  believe  that  there  are  several  young  men  who  could  be  spared  without 
inconvenience  for  a  course  of  at  least  six  months  legal  study.  I  think  in  that  time 
they  might  acquire  such  an  insight  into  the  leading  principles  of  the  law  of  contracts 
and  evidence  as  would  enable  them  to  pursue  their  studies  unassisted. 

79.  There  is  the  law  school  at  Bombay,  in  which  such  instruction  is  now  being 
given,  and  I  should  be  happy  if  my  services  could  in  any  way  be  made  use  of  by  Govern- 
ment. 

80.  If  desired,  I  shall  be  happy  to  write  further  on  the  subject  of  the  two  last  para- 
graphs.

No.  8,038.— Memorandum  by  the  Chief  Secretary. 

20th  October  1859. 

The  Chief  Secretary  believes  that  the  soundness  of  the  conclusions  at  which  Mr. 

Howard  has  arrived,  and  on  which  he  has  brought  to  bear  a  valuable  store  of  professional 

learning  and  experience,  will  be  generally  admitted.    It  is  certain  that  a  foundation  of 

legal  knowledge  should  be  laid  in  England*  but  it  seems  to  the  Chief  Secretary  that  the 
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acquirement  of  such  fundamental  knowledge  might  be  tested  at  the  general  examination  Legaledneaiioa 
far  admitting  candidates  for  the  Indian  Civil  Service,  and  that  the  great  inconvenience  0f  efv|j  wt^ 
of  detaining  young  men  already  admitted  to  the  service  for  a  year  in  England  to  pro-  _--*. 
aecate  legaf studies  (as  proposed  by  Mr.  Howard)  might  be  thus  avoided.    But  the  year's  ™*w* 
study  in  this  country  cannot,  as  it  seems  to  the  Chief  Secretary,  be  dispensed  with.    Mr. 
Howard  points  out  that  it  could  be  carried  out  simultaneously  with  the  study  of  the 
vernacular  languages,  and  in  this  opinion  the  Chief  Secretary  fully  concurs. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  first  year  or  two  of  a  young  civilian's  residence  in  this 
country  is  not,  generally  speaking,  sufficiently  utilized.  Much  time  is  wasted,  for,  how. 
ever  studious  a  young  man  may  be,  he  finds  application  to  one  subject  exclusively,  and 
that  by  no  means  an  inviting  one,  for  more  than  three  or  four  hours  a  day,  not  only 
repulsive  but  unprofitable.  There  is  no  doubt  that  young  civilians  have  more  than 
ample  leisure  to  work  at  general  jurisprudence,  and  Mr.  Howard's  observations  as  to  the 
subjects  which  should  be  selected,  ana  the  mode  in  which  their  studies  should  be  carried 
out,  seem  exceedingly  judicious. 

The  Chief  Secretary  has  reason  to  believe  that  Mr.  Le  Geyt,  the  Bombay  member  of 
the  Legislative  Council,  is  at  present  engaged  in  the  consideration  of  a  scheme  for 
attaining  this  very  object,  which  Government  nad  in  view  when  they  called  for  this  report 
from  Mr.  Howard,  namely,  the  securing  a  more  certain  and  a  more  scientific  legal  edu- 
cation to  those  civilians  who  are  intended  to  fill  judicial  offices  in  India.  He  begs, 
therefore,  to  suggest  that  this  report,  with  the  former  proceedings  on  the  subject,  be  sent 
to  Mr.  Le  Geyt,  for  any  observations  with  which  he  may  be  good  enough  to  favour 
Government.

21st  October  1859. 

Mi.  Howard  has  favoured  us  with  a  very  interesting  and  valuable  paper,  in  answer  to 
our  inquiry  what  is  the  best  mode  of  securing  to  our  young  civilians  such  an  amount  of 
legal  instruction  as  shall  qualify  them  for  the  judicial  bench,  under  the  altered  circum- 
stances in  which  our  Mofussil  judges  will  be  placed  by  the  spread  of  legal  education,  and 
by  the  formation  of  a  highly  educated  native  bar. 

I  certainly  do  not  feel  myself  competent  to  review  the  whole  of  Mr.  Howard's  recom- 
mendations, especially  those  which  relate  to  the  studies  to  be  pursued  in  England.  I 
agree  with  him  that  the  course  of  study  should  be  submitted  to  sir  Richard  Bethell,  or  to 
some  other  high  legal  authority  in  England  who  may  be  willing  to  give  his  attention  to  it, 
and  in  whom  Her  Majesty's  Government  place  entire  confidence. 

I  may  venture  also  to  express  my  entire  concurrence  in  Mr.  Howard's  remarks  upon  the 
insufficiency  of  any  legal  system  existing  in  India  as  the  basis  of  scientific  legal  study, 
and  in  his  preference  for  the  study  of  the  Roman  civil  law  over  that  of  England.  I  think 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that "  the  time  and  labour  required  for  the  thorough  study  of  the 
"  English  law,  in  consequence  of  its  unsystematic  character,  are  very  great,  far  more 
"  than  a  young  Indian  civil  servant  could  devote  to  it,  and  a  superficial  study  of  so  vast 
"  a  fabric  of  legal  doctrine  would,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  be  positively  mischievous  to 
«  him."  Equally  true  is  it  (as  observed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Advocates, 
Edinburgh,  1854,  quoted  by  Mr.  Howard,)  that,  "  the  (Roman)  civil  law  constitutes  the 
"  basis  of  nearly  all  the  law  of  Europe; "  a  code  of  which  this  can  be  said,  and  which 
has  maintained  its  authority  through  so  many  centuries,  and  through  so  many  revolu- 
tions and  vicissitudes,  and  among  people  so  different  in  character  and  in  civilization  from 
each  other,  and  from  the  Roman  world  in  the  days  of  Justinian,  must  surely  be  a  fitter 
subject  of  study  in  the  abstract  than  a  system  which,  whatever  its  excellencies  in  the  eyes 
of  englishmen,  is  confessedly  founded  upon  precedents,  and  not  upon  principles,  and 
which,  to  quote  again  from  Mr.  Howard's  letter,  "  retains  many  feudal  and  other  techni- 
"  cal  doctrines,  which  must  be  investigated  historically  before  they  can  be  understood, 
"  and  thus  inflicts  upon  the  student  much  labour,  which  for  the  training  of  an  Indian 
«*  judge  would  be  almost  or  quite  useless." 

With  regard  to  the  studies  and  judicial  training  which  are  to  be  carried  on  in  India,  I 
may  be  permitted  to  express  my  general  concurrence  in  Mr.  Howard's  remarks. 

I  do  not  see  why  all  young  civilians  should  not  be  compelled  to  attend  the  law  school  at 
Bombay,  especially  if  a  separate  class  is  instituted  for  them.  The  only  drawback  that  I 
see  to  this  arrangement  is,  that  it  will  necessitate  the  residence  of  a  number  of  young 
men  at  Bombay,  where  they  will  be  apt  to  encourage  each  other  in  habits  of  extra- 

T*Thave  no  doubt  that  the  course  of  study,  choice  of  books,  &c.,  recommended  by  Mr. 
Howard,  are  well  calculated  for  the  object  in  view ;  his  warning  against  ultra  technical 
phraseology  will,  I  hope,  not  be  thrown  away  upon  our  law  professors. 

The  Prussian  system  of  attaching  passed  students  to  one  of  the  inferior  tribunals  could 
hardly  be  carried  out  in  its  integrity  in  this  country. 

It  is,  moreover,  desirable  that  all  young  civilians  should  go  for  a  year  or  two  (at  least) 
into  the  revenue  department,  where  they  will  become  familiarized  with  the  people,  and 
with  a  state  of  society  so  different  from  that  which  they  have  been  accustomed  to  at 
home.  This  I  should  consider  a  more  essential  part  of  the  training  of  a  future  judge, 
thyn  tDe  knowledge  of  forms  and  of  the  actual  working  of  a  court  which  is  acquired  by 
Prussian  auscultators.  These,  however,  are  not  wholly  to  be  neglected,  and,  after  a  year 
or  two's  probation  under  the  collector  and  magistrate,  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  plan  if 
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£eg*l  education  the  candidate  for  judicial  emplojjient  were  promoted  to  the  dow  abolished  office  of 

of  civil  ser-        registrar  to  a  civil  and  sessions*  judge. 

vants.  The  experiment  of  collecting  the  young  civilians  at  the  presidency  with  a  view  to  their 

attending  law  classes,  maybe  tried  at  first  upon  a  limited  scale.  It  may  be  notified  that 
any  young  gentlemen  who  are  anxious  to  qvalify  themselves  for  judicial  employment  may 
apply  to  be  stationed  at  the  presidency  Tor  the  purpose  of  attending  law  clashes,  and  that 
those  who  prouuce  satisfactory  certificates  shall  have  a  preferential  claim  to  be  employed 
in  the  judicial  branch. 

Mr.  Howard's  very  handsome  offer  to  aCbrd  every  assistance  in  bis  power  in  carrying 
out  this  experiment  may  be  accepted,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Government  conveyed  to  him 
for  it. 

The  foundations  of  a  complete  law  library  for  the  use  of  the  law  schoo1  should  be 
laid  at  once.  Mr.  Howard  may  be  requested  to  favour  us  v*  I?h  a  list  of  scch  books  as 
would  be  required  in  the  first  instance.  The  library  would  be  increased,  as  the  want  of 
additional  books  of  reference,  &c.,  was  felt 

The  Chief  Secretary  has  suggested  that  Mr.  Howard's  report  should  be  sent  to 
Mr.  Le  Geyt,  the  Bombay  member  of  the  Legislative  Council,  for  such  observations  as  he 
may  desire  to  make.  This  course  appears  the  more  advisable,  as  ?>.  Le  Geyt  is  stated 
to  be  engaged  in  maturing  a  scheme  for  the  same  purpose.  His  experience  of  the 
working  of  the  judicial  system  in  this  presidency  will,  no  doubt  assist  him  in  this,  and 
he  will  also  remember  that  the  legal  education  which  is  now  attainable  by  natives  at  this 
presidency,  and  which  will  soon  produce*  a  great  change  in  the  character  of  the  native 
bar,  requires  that  a  corresponding  improvement  should  take  place  in  the  training  of  our 
Mofussil  judges.

4th  November  1859. 

I  fear  I  may  be  thought  to  have  detained  these  papers  somewhat  tonger  than  neces- 
sary, but,  as  my  sole  desire  has  been  to  give  them  due  consideration,  i  trust  that  no 
inconvenience  will  result 

Mr.  Howard's  proposals  are  the  following:— 

Two  years'  study  of  law  are  to  be  required  from  young  men  designed  for  the  judicial 
branch  of  the  Civil  Service,  of  which,  one  year  is  to  be  passed  in  England  after  appoint- 
ment, consequent  on  the  competitive  examination ;  and  no  young  man  is  to  be  permitted 
to  come  out  to  India  until  he  has  passed  a  strict  examination,  to  which  he  should  be 
subjected  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Howard  would  excuse  a  candidate  for  the  judicial  department  from  this  year's 
study,  provided  he  can  pass  the  reqvired  examinaJon  without  it 

The  examination  is  to  be  held  in  London. 

The  other  year  or  a  longer  period  of  study  is  to  be  spent  in  India,  and  is  to  be  followed 
again  by  examination. 

And,  after  this,  the  judicial  candidate  is  to  be  attached  to  the  office  of  a  judge,  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  a  practical  knowledge  of  his  duty. 

2.  Concurring  generally  in  these  proposals,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  course  of  legal 
study  should  be  made  compulsory  on  all  candidates  for  civil  employment  in  this  country. 
I  would  point  to  the  great  extent  ofiudicial  work  performed  by  magistrates,  collectors, 
and  political  agents  ;  to  all  these  officers  the  knowledge  of  sound  principles  of  law; 
insisted  on  by  Mr.  Howard,  appears  to  me  to  be  essentially  necessary  to  ensure  the 
satisfactory  performance  of  their  duty ;  in  addition  to  which,  it  will  afford  to  young 
civilians  the  most  admirable  mental  discipline,  it  will  furnish  them  with  a  power  of  sel£ 
improvement  that  cannot  fail  to  produce  men  capable  of  coping  with  questions  of  any 
kind. 

3.  I  agree  with  the  Right  Honourable  President  in  considering  that  Mr.  Howard's  ^ 


on  the  nature  and  course  of  legal  studv  to  be  pursued  in  England  should,  as  suggested 
by  that  gentleman  himself,  be  submitted  to  Sir  Richard  BethelL  In  discussing  this  part 
of  the  subject,  Mr.  Howard  seems  to  me  to  reason  with  great  force,  as  well  as  with 
characteristic  zeal. 

4.  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Anderson,  the  Judicial  Secretary,  a  suggestion  which  I 
consider  of  great  practical  value.  He  remarked  that  Lord  Macau'ay  s  scheme  fox  the 
preparation  of  civilians  for  India  was  not  adopted  in  its  integrity  by  the  Home  Govern- 
ment and  that  it  may  now  be  taken  advantage  of  to  a  further  extent  His  Lordship,  it 
will  be  remembered,  intended,  first,  a  competitive  examination  ;  secondly,  a  two  years' 
course  of  study,  with  an  examination  at  the  end  of  it,  which  was  to  determine  the  rank 
of  the  candidates  for  employment 

'  Mr.  Anderson's  opinion,  and  I  concur  in  it,  is  this ;  that  although  it  would  be  unfair 
and  undesirable  to  rank  the  students,  even  supposing  them  to  be  specialty  designed  for 
judicial  duties,  according  to  the  result  of  the  examination  in  law,  yet  (here  ought  to  be 
some  incentive  to  the  acquisition  of  something  more  than  a  minimum  of  legal  knowledge. 
He  therefore  proposes  that  the  marks  obtained  ta  the  competitive  examination  shouldbe 
carried  on  to  the  one  in  law,  and  that  the  aggregate  result  should  decide  the  rank  of 
future  civilians. 

5.  Mr.  Howard's  remarks  at  paragraph  60  of  his  letter  -  re  perfectly  true.  Young  civilians 
too  generally  loiter  away  their  time  for  the  first  year  or  two  after  arriving  in  this  country  ; 
we  are  no  allowed  to  make  any  official  use  of  them,  and  the  study  of  the  vernacular 
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languages  is  effected  by  a  few  months'  cramming.    The  present  proposals  will  at  once  Legale 
terminate  this  evil ;  for  newly  arrived  civilians  will,  under  Mr.  Howard's  recommendation,  ofarU 
find  their  time  well  and  fully  occupied.    They  will  be  required  to   study  the  Indian  ^-j**- 
languages  and  jurisprudence  "  pari  pas*u. "  vmib. 

6.  The  course  of  study  in  this  country  should  embrace  such  branches  of  law  as  are 
likely  to  be  of  the  most  practical  service,  and  the  elements  of  property  law,  the  law  of 
contracts,  and  the  law  of  evidence,  appear  judiciously  recommended  by  Mr.  Howard. 
The  lectures,  also,  on  systems  of  Indian  law,  as  well  as  the  private  study  which  he  pro- 
poses, are,  I  conceive,  equally  well  chosen,  as  already  remarked.  I  would  make  these 
studies  compulsory  on  all  young  civilians  who  may  be  hereafter  appointed.  I  quite 
approve  of  the  examination  which  Mr.  Howard  would  hold  in  this  country,  as  a  test  of 
the  civilian's  fitness  for  entering  upon  the  active  duties  of  his  profession.  The  test  may 
be  usefully  combined  with  our  departmental  examinations,  which  are  susceptible  of  much 
improvement.    It  would,  in  fact,  supersede  a  great  portion  of  them. 

7.  I  differ  from  Mr.  Howard  as  to  the  employment  of  civilians,  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
course  of  study  in  India.  Practice  as  "auscu.Uators,"  I  cannot  conceive  to  be  advisable. 
Where  a  system  of  law  full  of  technicalities  and  difficulties  has  to  be  encountered,  and  a 
highly  artificial  state  of  society  exists,  such  practice  I  can  easily  suppose  to  be  necessary; 
but  that  is  not  the  case  here.  Our  law  is  of  the  simplest  kind ;  the  state  of  society  is  wholly 
inartificial ;  tbere  are  no  legal  details  of  any  difficulty  to  overcome ;  but  it  is  of  vital 
importance  that  a  candidate  for  public  employment,  whether  he  wishes  to  be  a  judge,  col- 
lector and  magistrate,  or  political  agent,  should  become  thoroughly  well  acquainted  with 
the  manners  and  customs  of  the  people,  as  well  as  with  our  revenue  and  police  systems; 
and  I  contend,  with  much  confidence,  that  this  cannot  be  effected  in  any  manner  so  well 
as  by  active  service  as  assistant  collector  and  magistrate,  or  of  a  political  agent.  I  may, 
indeed,  assert,  that  the  object  cannot  possibly  be  effected  in  any  other  manner.  As  assis- 
tant collector  and  magistrate,  the  young  civilian  will  have  his  tune  well  occupied  in  decid- 
ing numerous  cases  of  a  simple  kind,  both  civil  and  criminal,  and  in  preparing  others  of  a 


grave  and  important  character  for  the  judgment  of  higher  authority,  and  his  powers,  dis- 
cretionary and  legal,  will  be  increased  with  his  experience.  This  affords  all  the  judicial 
practice  that  is  necessary  in  this  country,  while  the  acquirement  of  that  knowledge  o£  the 


native  character,  and  the  institutions  of  the  country,  which  is  essential  to  the  formation  of 
a  good  judge  or  a  good  magistrate,  is  secured  in  the  fullest  possible  degree. 

6.  Another  consideration  which  must  have  weight  is  this,  that  we  cannot  afford  to  throw 
away  a  well  qualified  available  civilian,  and  the  employment  of  our  young  men  as  "aus- 
"  cuUators"  would  virtually  amount  to  the  loss  of  their  services  for  a  given  time. 

9.  After  serving  for  a  given  number  of  years,  say  five,  as  an  assistant  collector  and 
magistrate,  I  would  appoint  any  young  civilian  who  might  deliberately  make  choice  of 
the  judicial  department,  as  assistant  judge.  I  observe  that  the  Right  Honourable  Presi- 
dent is  disposed  to  revive  the  office  of  registrar,  and  I  see  that  Mr.  Le  Geyt  has  included 
that  office  in  his  bill  for  the  judicial  machinery  of  this  presidency ;  but  I  regard  this  as  a 
step  backwards.  The  very  name  of  this  abolished  office  is  fanciful  and  unmeaning.  No 
one  unacquainted  with  the  secret  would  have  supposed  that  the  registrars  formerly  held 
any  judicial  powers,  or  that  they  did  anything  but  register  deeds  and  draw  fees  for  so 
doing.  I  think  it  far  better  to  retain  the  intelligible  and  appropriate  name  of  assistant 
judge.  There  can  be  no  question  that  a  young  man  who  has  passed  the  competitive 
examination  in  England,  and  gone  through  the  course  of  two  years  or  two  years  and  a 
half  study  chalked  out  by  Mr.  Howard,  and  additionally  employed  himself  as  assistant 
collector  and  magistrate  tor  five  years,  will  be  amply  qualified  to  take  his  seat  as  a  judge, 
and  that  he  will  do  credit  to  Government;  such  an  officer  should  be  made  the  most  of; 
he  should  be  employed  as  a  judge,  and  with  this  office  he  should  receive  the  title  and 
dignity  of  judge,  and  not  be  designated  by  a  title  which  conveys  no  meaning  but  that 
of  an  amateur. 

10.  I  fu!ly  concur  hi  the  proposal  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  President  for  giving 
immediate  effect  to  Mr.  Howard's  offer  to  aid  some  of  our  junior  civilians  in  the  study  of 
law;  but  I  venture  to  suggest  that  the  study  should  be  made  compulsory  on  all  those 
who  can  be  spared,  and  I  believe  these  are  not  a  few.  A  course  of  six  months'  applica- 
tion, or  longer  if  possible,  with  some  stimulus  to  exertion  in  the  way  of  promise  of 
promotion  in  the  event  of  industry  and  proficiency,  could  not  fail  to  be  of  immense 
benefit  to  those  young  men. 

11,1  further  coincide  in  his  lordship's  desire  that  a  complete  law  library  should  be 
provided  without  loss  of  time. 

12.  I  have  only  one  remark  more  to  make;  the  Chief  Secretary  has  suggested  that  he 
has  reason  to  believe  that  Mr.  Le  Geyt,  member  of  the  Legislative  Council,  is  engaged  in 
the  consideration  of  a  scheme  for  attaining  the  object  which  this  Government  had  in 
view  in  referring  to  Mr.  Howard,  and,  therefore,  that  the  report  from  Mr.  Howard,  and 
former  proceedings,  should  be  handed  over  to  Mr.  Le  Geyt,  for  his  remarks ;  and  the 
Right  Honourable  President  is  disposed  to  adopt  this  course.  I  trust,  however,  I  shall  be 
pardoned  for  objecting  to  anything  calculated  to  delay  the  transmission  of  Mr.  Howard's 
very  able  and  excellent  report  to  Her  Mrjesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  consideration. 
Mr.  Howard's  report  is  complete  and  convincing;  and  without  meaning  the  slightest 
disrespect  to  Mr.  Le  Geyt,  I  feel  assured  that  no  information  can  be  expected  from  him 
that  will  add  anything  to  the  opinions  of  that  gentleman  and  Sir  Richard  Bethell,  on  the 
all-important  point  of  the  legal  study.  It  is  manifest  that  a  part  of  the  study  must  be  in 
England,  and  part  in  India.  And  it  is  equally  clear  that  the  Secretary  of  State  will, 
with  the  report  of  Mr.  Howard  before  him,  and  the  further  opinion  of  Sir  Richard 
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Legal  education  Bethell,  be  placed  in  possession  of  information  that  will  go  far  to  enable  him  to  come  to 
of  dyil  8CT-  an  early  decision  on  the  question  of  English  study,  if  not  on  the  whole  auestion.  Any 
yants.  young  men  who  come  out  to  this  country  without  the  qualifications  which  it  is  now  desired 

to  give  them,  must  enter  this  country  at  a  great  disadvantage ;  the  sooner,  therefore 
the  Secretary  of  State  ca n  be  induced  to  prevent  their  coming  out  under  such  disqualifi- 
cation the  better. 
I  think,  therefore,  that  the  proceedings  should  be  sent  home  at  once. 
Copies  of  the  papers  can  be  sent  to  Mr.  Le  Geyt,  for  his  remarks,  which,  as  they  will 
only  affect  the  employment  of  young  men  in  this  country,  may  very  safely  be  left  for 
future  consideration.

No.  8,041.— Jftwrfe  by  the  Governor. 

I  am  glad  to  find  that  there  is  so  much  coincidence  of  opinion  between  my  honourable 
colleagues  and  myself  on  the  subject  of  Mr.  Howard's  valuable  memorandum. 

I  did  not  intend  that  its  transmission  to  the  Secretary  of  State  should  be  delayed,  but, 
as  I  understood  that  a  Bill  for  providing  that  young  civilians  intended  for  judicial  employ- 
ment should  have  some  legal  training  (tic),  and  as  this  Bill  might  be  brought  forward 
before  we  could  receive  an  answer  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  thought  it  was  desirable 
that  the  member  of  the  Legislative  Council  for  Bombay  should  be  placed  in  possession  of 
Mr.  Howard's  plan ;  and  I  thought  it  also  desirable  that  it  should  be  canvassed,  and  that 
we  should  be  placed  in  possession  of  any  objections  which  may  be  urged  against  it  by 
those  who  are  about  to  legislate  on  the  subject. 

The  only  points  upon  which  there  is  any  degree  of  difference  of  opinion  between  my 
honourable  colleague,  Mr.  Reeves,  and  myself,  are  upon  the  revival  of  the  office  of 
registrar,  and  the  immediate  compulsory  attendance  of  all  junior  civilians  at  the  proposed 
law  classes. 

With  respect  to  the  first,  I  think  it  is  of  no  great  consequence  whether  a  young  judicial 
officer  is  called  a  registrar  or  an  assistant  judge*  There  are  already  two  grades  of 
assistant  judges,  those  at  detached  stations,  and  those  who  are  at  the  Zillah  Adawlut. 
If  the  judicial  service  is  to  be  in  future  more  separated  from  the  revenue  and  magisterial 
branch  than  it  has  hitherto  been,  it  will  be  necessary  to  multiply  the  latter  class  of 
assistant  judges,  and  to  have  one  attached  to  every  Zillah  court  This  would  be  reverting 
to  the  old  practice,  and  it  seemed  to  me  that  it  would  be  as  well  to  revert  to  the  old 
designation,  which  marked  the  difference  of  rank  between  the  apprentice  judge  and  the 
master  more  clearly  than  the  present  one ;  but,  as  I  said  before,  I  attach  no  particular 
importance  to  the  name. 

With  regard  to  the  compulsory  attendance  of  junior  civil  servants  upon  the  law  lectures, 
I  think  that  it  will  be  advisable  to  wait  until  we  know  that  the  proposed  course  of  study 
is  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  We  must  also  consider  bow  far  this  arrangement 
is  to  have  retrospective  effect.  It  is  not  desirable  that  a  large  number  of  young  men 
should  be  brought  down  to  the  presidency  at  the  same  time.  The  effect  of  ordering  all 
young  civilians  who  have  not  passed  their  first  departmental  examination,  for  instance, 
to  attend  the  law  classes,  would  be  to  congregate  a  large  number  of  them  at  the  presi- 
dency. By  making  it  optional  in  the  first  instance  (not  restricting  it  to  those  who  hare 
not  passed  the  first  departmental  examination),  we  shall  probably  secure  the  attendance 
of  all  those  who  are  likely  to  take  an  interest  in  the  study  of  law,  while  we  avoid  the 
dangers  which  are  to  be  apprehended  from  the  other  course.  If,  however,  a  sufficient 
number  of  volunteers  to  form  a  law  class  is  not  forthcoming,  I  should  not  object  to  order 
a  certain  number  of  young  men,  say,  a  dozen  at  a  time,  to  attend  a  course  of  legal  study

The  only  important  difference  of  opinion  that  appears  at  present  to  exist  is,  whether  it 
would  be  better  to  revert  to  the  old  appointment  of  registrar,  or  to  continue  that  of 
assistant  judge.  I  believe  that  the  exigencies  of  business  led  to  the  supersession  of  the  old 
appointment  by  that  which  at  present  exists.  Young  men  who  have  been  some  time  in 
the  country  are  appointed  assistant  judges,  and  are  immediately  able  to  relieve  the  judge 
of  an  important  portion  of  the  work  of  the  Zillah ;  at  first,  of  course,  they  take  the  minor 
cases,  gradually  progressing,  until,  as  assistant  judges  for  detached  stations,  they  become 
practically  independent  judges.  It  seems  to  me  that,  with  the  education  now  contem- 
plated, this  course  is  better  calculated  to  train  men  for  the  highest  judicial  functions  than 
that  of  appointing  them  registrars,  where  their  judicial  talent  would  not  be  practically 
exercised  to  the  same  extent,  and  where,  from  having  less  to  do,  they  would  probably 
become  the  personal  assistants  of  the  judges,  or  be  made  prosecutors,  or  be  employed  in 
some  other  mode,  not  so  practically  useful  as  at  present. 

.  I  quite  concur  with  the  Right  Honourable  President,  that  these  papers  should  be  sent 
to  the  legislative  member  for  Bombay,  for  the  reasons  stated ;  but  I  hope  that  they  may  be 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  without  loss  of  time,  as  the  matter  is  of  great 
importance,  and  of  very  urgent  pressure.

I  have  already  said  that  I  think  it  is  not  important  whether  young  gentlemen,  on  their 
first  appointment  to  the  judicial  department,  are  called  registrars  or  assistant  judges. 
I  preferred  the  former  as  the  less  pretentious  designation,  and  because  there  are  already 
two  classes  of  assistant  judges— those  who  are  at  detached  stations,  and  those  who  are  at 
the  same  station  as  the  judge.  I  do  not  think  that  any  amount  of  study  can  absolutely 
qualify  a  young  man  for  lngh  judicial  functions.  Some  experience  must  be  gained  in 
subordinate  capacity.  The  designation  of  this  probationary  grade  is  of  comparatively 
little  consequence.    Registrar  is  something  between  auscultator  and  assistantjudge. 

I  entirely  agree  that  the  papers  should  be  sent  home  by  the  next  mail.  They  should 
be  transferred,  as  proposed,  to  the  judicial  department.

Resolution. 

The  deputy  governor  of  Bengal,  having  taken  into  consideration  the  papers  now  read, 
in  connexion  with  all  the  papers  previously  recorded  relating  to  the  examinations  of 
assistants,  observes  that  all  the  authorities  who  have  been  consulted  are  unanimous  in 
approval  of  the  principle  and  of  the  leading  features  of  the  proposed  measure.  He  is 
pleased  to  resolve  that  the  following  rules,  in  which  the  greater  part  of  the  suggestions 
of  detail  made  in  the  several  communications  now  reacT  have  been  adopted,  so  far  as 
concerns  the  qualification  of  assistants  for  holding  the  full  powers  of  a  joint  magistrate 
and  deputy  collector,  be  passed  in  relation  to  this  subject.

-a-.*-  A  half-yearly  examination  of  assistants  liable  under  these  rules  to  examination  shall 

™HB'  be  held  in  each  division  in  the  months  of  June  and  December  of  each  year.    The  exa- 

minations shall  be  held  at  the  station  which  is  the  head-quarters  of  the  commissioner  of 
the  division,  or  at  any  other  station  in  the  division  which  that  officer  on  each  occasion 
may  appoint. 

II.  Two  qualifying  standards. 
At  these  half-yearly  examinations  there  shall  be  two  standards  of  qualification, 
according  to  one  or  other  of  which  the  assistants  shall  be  examined.  An  assistant  must 
be  examined  and  found  qualified  according  to  the  first  standard  before  he  will  be  vested 
by  Government  with  the  special  revenue  powers,  described  in  section  XXJ.,  regulation 
VIII. ,  of  1831,  or  the  special  judicial  powers  described  in  clause  3,  section  II.,  regula- 
tion 3,  of  1821.  An  assistant  who  has  been  found  at  some  previous  examination  qualified 
according  to  the  first  standard,  must  be  found  qualified  according  to  the  second  standard 
before  he  will  be  considered  by  Government  capable  of  holding  the  full  powers  of  a  joint 
magistrate,  or  the  full  powers  of  a  deputy  collector. 
IIL  Effect  of  passing  by  each  standard. 
An  assistant  who  has  passed  according  to  the  first  standard  of  examination,  and  who 
has  been  six  months  at  a  station  as  an  assistant,  will  usually  be  vested  with  the  special 
powers  when  recommended  for  such  powers  in  the  usual  manner.  But  an  assistant, 
though  passed  according  to  the  second  standard,  will  not  be  vested  with  full  powers 
until  he  shall  have  been  at  least  one  year  exercising  the  special  powers  of  an  assistant 
in  the  judicial  department. 

IV.  Assistants  with  full  powers  must  pass. 

From  and  after  the  examination  to  be  held  in  June  1852  the  Government  will  promote 
to  a  joint  magistracy  and  deputy  collectorate  of  the  second  grade,  no  assistant  of  those 
who  nave  been  already  vested  with  full  powers  who  shall  not  nave  been  examined  under 
these  rules,  and  found  qualified  according  to  the  second  standard.    All  assistants  now 
,  holding  full  powers,  who  may  pass  at  or  before  that  examination,  will  retain  their 

claims  to  priority  of  promotion,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  according  to  the  dates  of 
their  becoming  respectively  qualified  for  the  public  service.  But  all  assistants,  whether 
now  holding  full  powers  or  not,  passing  at  any  subseqent  examination,  will  be  promoted 
to  the  next  grade,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  in  tne  order  of  their  passing  the  exa- 
mination now  prescribed,  according  to  the  second  standard  of  qualification. 

V.  Auittantt  who  have  heen  examined  in  the  revenue  branch  must  pass. 

An  examination  in  the  revenue  branch,  held  under  the  orders  now  in  force,  though 
it  may  have  been  passed  with  credit,  will  not  exempt  an  assistant  from  passing  the  exami- 
nation in  the  judicial  and  revenue  branches,  according  to  the  second  standard  of 
qualification  required  by  the  present  rules.  But  it  will  exempt  an  assistant  from  the 
necessity  of  passing  previously,  according  to  the  first  standard  of  qualification  required 
by  the  present  rules. 

VI.  What  assistants  are  to  be  examined. 

All  assistants  who  have  not  passed  according  to  the  first  standard  of  qualification  fixed 
by  present  rules,  and  who  have  been  more  than  six  months  at  their  stations  as  assistants, 
shall  be  subjected  to  half-yearly  examination,  and  all  assistants  who  have  passed  accord- 
ing to  that  standard,  but  have  not  passed  according  to  the  second  standard,  and  who 
have  been  more  than  two  years  at  their  stations  as  assistants,  shall  be  subjected  to  half- 
yearly  examination.  All  other  assistants  who  have  not  passed  according  to  the  second 
standard  of  qualification  may  be  examined  at  any  half-yearly  examination,  with  the 
special  permir  sion  of  the  commissioner  of  their  division  previously  obtained.  Assistants 
examined  under  these  rules  will  draw  the  usual  travelling  allowance  to  and  from  their 
respective  stations. 

VII.  Central  Examination  Committee. 

The  Government  of  Bengal  will  constitute  a  committee  in  Calcutta,  to  be  called  the 
Central  Examination  Committee,  by  whose  instructions  the  commissioners  shall  be  guided, 
and  with  whom  they  shall  correspond  on  all  matters  connected  with  these  half-yearly 
examinations.  The  Central  Examinalion  Committee  will  consist  of  one  Judge  of  the 
Sudder  Court,  who  shall  be  president  thereof,  and  of  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
venue, both  nominated  by  Government ;  also  the  register  of  the  Sudder  Court,  the  senior 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Revenue,  and  such  other  members  as  the  Government  iVom  time 
to  time  may  appoirt.    A  secretary  to  the  committee  will  be  nominated  by  Government. 

VIII.  Duty  of  the  Central  Examination  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Central  Examination  Committee  to  fix  on  every  occasion 
the  half-yearly  examination  days,  which  shall  be  the  same  for  every  division  under  this 
Government ;  but  the  station  at  which  the  examination  is  to  be  held  shall  always  be  left 
to  the  determination  of  the  commissioner.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  same  committee 
to  prepare  beforehand  for  each  examination  sets  of  questions  to  be  put  to  the  assistants 
under  examination,  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  each  of  which  sets  shall  be  forwarded 
to  each  commissioner  in  a  sealed  packet,  not  to  be  opened  until  the  moment  of  exami- 
nation. The  Central  Examination  Committee,  from  time  to  time,  shall  lay  down  such 
rules  as  may  appear  to  them  best  for  the  guidance  of  the  Divisional  Committees,  in  order 
to  insure  a  fair  and  uniform  method  of  fixing  the  degree  of  attainment  upon  each  point 
of  examination  which  the  several  assistants  examined  may  reach. 
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IX.  Divisional  Examination  Committees.  Legal  education 

At  the  station  in  each  division  where  the  examination  is  to  be  held,  the  commissioner  ofcivil  act* 
of  the  division  shall  constitute  on  each  occasion  a  committee  consisting  of  public  officers,         .J    ^^ 
to  be  called  the  Divisional  Examination  Committee,  whereof  he  shall  be  president,  and  vant*» 
the  judge  of  the  station  shall  be  a  member. 

X-  Duly  of  the  Divisional  Examination  Committees  and  reports  of  the  examinations. 

The  examinations  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Divisional  Examination  Committees,  who,  • 
after  due  deliberation  in  respect  of  each  assistant  examined,  will  record  the  result,  stating 
their  opinion  as  to  whether  the  standard  of  qualification  has  been  attained  or  not,  which 
result,  in  case  of  difference  of  opinion,  will  be  determined  by  a  majority,  and  shall  deliver 
the  record  to  the  commissioner.  The  commissioner  shall  transmit  the  record  to  the 
Central  Examination  Committee  with  his  own  report,  wherein  he  shall  state  his  agree- 
ment or  disagreement  with  the  Divisional  Committee  in  each  case.  The  commissioner 
will  be  responsible  for  the  fairness,  impartiality,  and  proper  strictness  of  the  examination. 
The  written  answers  of  the  assistants  and  the  other  papers  written  by  them,  either  in  the. 
vernaculars  or  in  English,  shall  be  forwarded  with  the  record.  The  Central  Examination 
Committee,  after  taking  all  the  reports  into  consideration  and  perusing  any  of  the  exami- 
nation papers  that  it  may  seem  to  them  proper  to  peruse,  shall  report  to  Government  the 
names  of  such  assistants  as  in  their  opinion  may  have  proved  their  qualifications  accord- 
ing to  one  or  other  of  the  standards  in  force,  noticing  especially  in  the  order  of  their 
merit  any  assistants  who,  with  reference  to  the  length  of  their  residence  in  India,  may 
have  passed  with  great  distinction. 

XL  Principal  object  of  the  first  standard. 

The  principal  object  of  the  first  standard  of  examination  shall  be  to  test  the  proficiency 
for  practical  purposes  of  the  assistant  in  the  vernacular  language  of  his  district.  For 
this  purpose,  at  least  three  papers  which  he  has  never  seen  before,  taken  from  official, 
records  very  much  at  hazard,  written  by  different  persons  in  fairly  legible  running  hands, 
must  be  read  aloud  by  the  assistant  correctly  and  without  great  difficulty,  and  after  being 
read  aloud,  their  contents  must  be  correctly  explained  by  him  in  English.  An  English 
judgment  or  other  official  paper  to  be  furnished  by  the  Central  Committee  must  be 
translated  by  him  into  the  vernacular  without  assistance.  The  translation  must  be  pre* 
rise  and  correct  in  meaning,  and  perfectly  intelligible  to  a  native  ;  tolerably  correct  in 
grammar  and  spelling,  and  free  from  any  very  bad  errors  of  idiom.  He  must  dictate, 
with  some  fluency  the  translation  into  the  vernacular  o£  an  English  report  or  other 
official  paper,  also  to  be  furnished  by  the  Central  Committee,  whereof  the  translation 
will  be  written  down  exactly  as  dictated.  The  dictated  paper  must  be  intelligible  and 
correct  in  meaning.  He  must  then  be  thoroughly  and  carefully  tested  in  conversation 
with  two  or  three  natives,  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  shall  suffice  completely 
to  satisfy  the  committee  as  to  the  degree  of  his  power  of  understanding  natrves  of 
different  classes,  and  of  making  himself  understood  by  them  both  in  common  conver- 
sation and  in  the  usual  course  of  Cutcherry  business.  An  assistant  must  pass  successfully 
through  every  step  of  this  branch  of  the  examination  in  order  to  qualify  according  to  the 
first  standard. 

XII.  Second  object  of  the  first  standard. 

The  next  object  of  the  first  standard  of  qualification  shall  be  to  test  the  assistant's 
general  acquaintance  with  the  leading  principles  of  the  systems  of  revenue  administration* 
and  criminal  justice,  and  especially  with  so  much  of  the  laws  and  rules  of  procedure  as 
it  is  necessary  for  an  officer  to  know,  in  order  to  exercise  properly  an  assistant's  special 
powers  in  both  departments.  For  this  purpose  a  revenue  and  a  judicial  set  of  questions 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  Central  Committee.  These  questions  should  be  so  framed  as 
not  to  involve  points  of  difficulty  or  rare  occurrence,  and  to  show  rather  the  possession 
or  the  want  of  a  general  and  intelligent  acquaintance  with  the  subjects  of  examination 
and  the  fundamental  laws  applicable  thereto,  than  of  a  knowledge  of  a  string  of  points 
of  detail  and  dates  of  orders  which  may  be  soon  learned  for  the  occasion,  and  are 
generally  as  soon  forgotten  again.     These  questions  must  be  all  answered  without 


XIII  Third  object  of  the  first  standard. 
The  next  object  of  the  first  standard  of  examination  shall  be  to  test  the  power  which 
the  assistant  may  have  acquired  to  deal  with  conflicting  arguments  and  evidence  in  actual 
cases.  For  this  purpose  two  decided  cases  with  the  final  proceeding  in  each  withdrawn, 
which  the  assistant  has  never  before  seen,  one  from  the  collectors  and  one  from  the 
magistrate's  office,  of  the  nature  of  cases  made  over  to  assistants  with  special  powers, 
shall  be  given  to  the  assistant  The  papers  may  be  read  over  to  him  by  a  native  officer, 
and  the  explanation  of  any  difficult  word  or  phrase  may  be  asked  for  and  given  in  the 
vernacular,  the  circumstance  being  on  each  occasion  noted.  The  assistant  may  now 
refer  to  all  bis  books,  and  may  take  all  his  notes  as  the  case  is  read  over.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  each  case  he  must  write  in  English  a  brief  but  precise  description  of  the  case, 
and  a  decision  upon  the  question  or  questions  at  issue,  with  a  sufficient  statement  of  the 
grounds  on  which  it  is  founded. 

XIV.  Fourth  object  of  the  first  standard. 

The  last  object  of  the  first  standard  of  examination  shall  be  to  ascertain  how  the 

assistant  has  been  employed,  and  how  he  has  done  his  duty  at  his  station.    For  this  pur. 

pose,  the  collector  and  the  magistrate  under  whom  he  has  been  employed  shall  furnish 

the  committee  with  a  report  upon  these  points.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officers  who 
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Legal  education  ma7  havc  *"  MriiUiit  without  special  powers  under  them  to  make  over  to  him  frequently 
of  civil  ser-  cases  for  report  which  are  beyond  his  competency  to  decide.  The  report  shall  be  written 
^autg  in  English  on  one  side  of  a  sheet  of  paper,  and  after  the  case  is  decided,  the  officer  who 

™Il*•  decides  it  shall  note  on  the  other  side  of  the  sheet  his  remarks  upon  the  report.    These 

reports,  with  the  notes  thereon,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Divisional  Examination  Com- 
mittee. Such  officers  shall  also  require  their  assistants  to  make  English  minutes  of  the 
cases  given  to  them  for  decision,  which  minutes  also  shall  be  submitted  to  the  same 
committee ;  but  these  reports  and  minutes  need  not  be  sent  up  to  the  Central  Examina- 
tion Committee.  The  opinion  formed  of  them  by  the  Divisional  Committee,  however, 
shall  be  entered  in  the  record  submitted  to  the  Central  Committee. 

XV.  Provision  for  enabling  all  to  acquire  Bengallee. 

Assistants  who  have  not  passed  according  to  the  first  standard  in  Bengallee  will  not  be 
retained  in  a  Hindostanee  district  more  than  one  year.  Assistants  in  Orissa  may  pass 
according  to  either  standard,  either  in  Bengallee  or  in  the  cognate  Oorya  language,  at 
their  option. 

XVI.  Second  standard. 

The  second  standard  of  examination  shall  be  similar  in  its  nature  to  the  first,  but 
greatly  more  difficult  in  degree.  In  the  vernacular  portion  of  it,  the  reading  of  the  most 
common  office  running  hand  must  be  tolerably  ready.  The  papers  selected  as  tests 
should  be  of  the  most  difficult  description  of  office  papers,  the  dictation  and  conversation 
should  be  fluent,  correct,  and  idiomatic,  and  the  assistant  should  be  tested  in  his  power 
of  explaining  himself  clearly  and  with  sufficient  propriety  in  the  vernacular  in  a  difficult 
argument  or  topic,  such  as  may  occur  in  official  business.    In  this  examination,  it  will 


ance  will  be  made  for  want  of  familiarity  in  the  other  language.  In  that  other  language, 
however,  the  first  standard  of  examination  must  be  decidedly  surpassed  at  this  examina- 
tion. The  questions  of  law  and  practice  should  be  selected  from  the  whole  field  of  the 
duties  of  a  magistrate  and  collector,  but  they  shall  be  arranged  in  two  classes,  one  class 
comprehending  important  and  leading  points,  in  answering  which  no  books  shall  be 
allowed,  and  the  other  class  comprehending  less  general  and  less  common  points,  in 
answering  which  the  assistance  of  hooks  shall  be  allowed.  No  guides,  digests,  or  sum- 
maries, however,  shall  be  permitted  to  be  used,  the  assistant  being  confined  to  the 
original  laws,  circular  orders,  and  constructions.  The  object  of  this  class  of  questions 
is  to  test  the  assistant's  knowledge  of  where  readily  to  find  the  law  or  practice  on  the 
less  common  points  that  arise  in  business.  In  preparing  these  questions,  nice  and 
difficult  points  should  be  avoided,  the  object  being  not  to  evoke  subtlety  or  ingenuity, 
but  only  to  ascertain  whether  the  acquisitions  and  capacity  of  the  person  examined  are 
adequate  to  enable  him  to  perform  fitly  the  important  functions  of  an  Indian  magistrate 
and  collector  or  not.  The  trial  cases  should  be  selected  from  those  possessing  enough 
of  complexity  to  test  the  assistant's  ability  to  master  all  ordinary  difficulties,  and  espe- 
cially to  test  his  power  of  minute  attention  to  and  just  appreciation  of  evidence. 
XVII.  Object  of  the  second  standard. 

It  shall  be  the  object  to  make  this  second  standard  such  that  a  man  who  has  passed  a 
college  examination,  being  of  ordinary  understanding  and  capability,  who  fairly  applies 
himself  with  proper  diligence  to  his  business,  and  makes  it  his  daily  object  to  familiarize 
himself  with  the  languages  of  the  country,  may  pass  it  after  two  or  three  years  of 
Mofussil  experience. 

Ordered  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  each  of  the  authorities  whose  com- 
munications have  been  now  read,  for  their  information.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  30th  January,  enclosing  copy  of  cor- 
respondence received  from  the  Government  of  Bombay  on  the  subject 
of  the  legal  education  of  civil  servants  in  the  judicial  branch  of  the 
public  service  in  India,  together  with  copy  of  the  rules  regulating  the 
examination  to  be  passed  by  junior  civil  servants  under  the  Govern- 
ment of  Bengal  to  qualify  them  for  promotion  to  the  more  advanced 
grades  of  service,  and  requesting  information  in  regard  to  the  general 
nature  of  the  examination  which  candidates  will  be  required  to  pass 
in  the  principles  of  jurisprudence  and  the  elements  of  Hindu  and 
Mahomedan  law,  with  the  opinion  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
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upon  Mr.  Howard's  recommendation  as  contained  in  the  correspondence  i>gal«aocati<» 
above  mentioned.  of  civil  aer-  • 

In  reply  the  Commissioners  propose  to  state  in  the  first  place  the  rants.  <  '  '£'] 
course  which  has  in  fact  been  pursued.  The  extent  to  which  Mr. 
Howard's  views,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  legal  training  in  this  country, 
are  being  carried  out  will  then  be  apparent,  and  \t  will  only  be 
necessary  for  the  Commissioners  to  explain  very  shortly  the  reasons 
which  prevent  them  from  giving  an  entire  assent  to  his  proposals. 

The  intention  of  Lord  Macaulay  and  his  colleagues  was,  Secretary 
Sir  Charles  Wood  will  be  aware,  to  frame  for  the  first  examination 
(that  by  which  admission  to  the  service  was  to  be  obtained)  a  scheme 
embracing  the  ordinary  subjects  of  a  liberal  English  education,  at  the 
same  time  (with  exceptions  for  which  reasons  were  assigned)  not  going 
beyond  these  subjects  ;  law  and  jurisprudence,  therefore,  as  well  as 
the  vernacular  languages  of  India,  and  the  history  and  geography  of 
that  country,  were  necessarily  excluded,  and  were  to  constitute  (with 
political  economy)  the  subjects  of  the  further  examination  by  which, 
after  an  interval  of  one  or  two  years,  seniority  in  the  service  was  to  be 
determined. 

Circumstances  which  it  is  unnecessary  to  mention  led  to  the  sus- 
pension of  that  part  of  the  original  plan  which  related  to  the  further 
examination,  and  the  candidates  selected  by  open  competition  in  1855, 
1866,  and  1857,  probably  left  this  country,  as  Mr.  Howard  states, 
without  having  had  the  benefit  of  any  legal  education. 

The  examination  of  July  1858  was  conducted  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners,  at  the  request  of  the  Earl  of  Ellenborough,  and  by  the 
regulations  of  that  year  provisions  were  made  for  a  further  examina- 
tion of  the  selected  candidates.  As,  however,  it  was  considered  desir- 
able not  to  delay  their  departure  beyond  the  close  of  the  year,  the 
further  examination  was  confined  to  the  elements  of  Hindustani  and  the 
history  and  geography  of  India. 

The  regulations  of  1859  were  framed  after  a  correspondence  between 
the  India  Office  and  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  which  will  be 
found  in  the  Appendix  to  the  fourth  Report  of  the  Commissioners. 
By  these  regulations  the  further  examination  of  July  next  is  to  include 
Sanskrit  and  the  vernacular  languages  (each  candidate  being  required 
to  take  one  oriental  language,  and  permitted  to  take  two),  the  history 
and  geography  of  India,  political  economy,  and  the  general  principles 
of  jurisprudence,  together  with  the  elements  of  Hindu  and  Mahomedan 
law. 

For  the  legal  subjects  1,000  marks  are  assigned ;  to  the  others  1,850^ 
in  the  whole  ;  and  of  the  last-mentioned  aggregate  850  are  appropriated 
to  oriental  languages. 

On  the  authority  of  persons  eminently  well  qualified  to  judge,  whose 
opinions  are  cited  at  length  in  the  correspondence  last  referred  to,  the 
Commissioners  regard  it  as  extremely  desirable  that  the  study  of  those 
languages  should  be  commenced  in  this  country,  and  they  cannot  wish 
that  it  should  be  considered  as  subordinate  even  to  the  acquisition  of  legal 
knowledge ;  but  with  respect  to  the  other  subjects  (history  and  geo- 
graphy of  India  and  political  economy),  they  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that  a  moderate  acquaintance  with  them  should  be  accepted  as 
sufficient. 

Reverting  to  the  legal  portion  of  the  further  examination,  the  Com- 
missioners have  to  add,  that  the  following  writers  have  been  mentioned 
to  the  selected  candidates  as  likely  to  prove  useful  to  them  :—

•    The  candidates  were,  at  the  same  time,  warned  that  the  examination 
would  not  necessarily  be  limited  to  the  particular  books  which  were 
recommended. 

Another  step  from  which  the  Commissioners  venture  to  hope  for 
good  results  has  since  been  taken.  In  their  letter  of  1st  September 
1858  the  Commissioners  quoted  a  passage  containing  Sir  Charles  Wood's 
opinion  as  to  the  species  of  legal  education  which  it  would  be  desirable 
that  Indian  civil  servants  should  receive  : — 

"  No  qualification,"  he  said,  "  is  so  necessary  to  them,  whether  they 
Ki  be  employed  in  the  judicial  branch  of  the  service  or  in  the  combined 
"  duties  of  collector  and  magistrate,  as  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
"  principles  of  law,  combined  with  a  practical  acquaintance  with  the 
u  mode  of  conducting  civil  and  criminal  suits." 

Fully  concurring  in  this  view,  and  believing  that  the  practical 
acquaintance  referred  to  could  not  be  acquired  without  attendance  in 
courts  of  justice,  the  Commissioners  addressed  to  the  selected  candi- 
dates the  enclosed  circular,  marked  No.  1.*  The  notes  of  cases  which 
were  sent  in  as  required,  at  the  close  of  January,  were  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Macpherson,  whose  name  is  no  doubt  known  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  India  as  that  of  the  author  of  an  able  treatise  entitled, 
*'  The  New  Procedure  of  the  Civil  Courts  in  British  India,  not  eeta- 
«  Wished  by  Royal  Charter." 

From  the  reports  which  Mr.  Macpherson  was  good  enough  to  make, 
the  Commissioners  were  able  to  send  to  each  candidate  a  short  com- 
ment upon  the  mode  in  which  he  had  executed  the  task  imposed  upon 
him ;  and  all  have  been  instructed  (by  Circular  No.  3#)  to  send  addi- 
tional notes  before  the  close  of  the  present  month. 

How  much  has  been  gained  in  each  case  the  Commissioners  will  be 
unable  to  judge  until  the  viva  voce  examination  announced  in  the  first 
circular  has  taken  place  ;  but  although  it  would  be  unwise  to  form  any 
very  high  expectation  from  the  limited  amount  of  attendance  which  has 
been  required,  they  are  convinced  that  the  plan  is  a  good  one,  and  they 
hope  that  it  may  be  practicable  to  carry  it  out  hereafter  on  a  more 
extended  scale. 

Passing  next  to  the  consideration  of  Mr.  Howard's  valuable  sug- 
gestions, the  Commissioners  observe  that,  in  his  third  paragraph,  he 
states  his  opinion  that  two  years  ought  to  be  spent  by  gentlemen 
designed  for  the  judicial  branch  of  the  service  in  the  study  of  law  as  a 
science. 

Of  these  two  years,  one,  it  is  proposed,  should  be  passed  in  England 
in  the  study  of  general  jurisprudence,  the  candidates  being  allowed 
during  that  period  a  moderate  sum  for  their  maintenance,  &c,  and 
being  required  to  pass  an  examination  at  its  close.  An  exception  to 
the  rule,  requiring  the  year's  study  in  this  country,  is  subsequently 
"proposed  in  favour  of  those  whose  answers  at  the  examination  for 


*  See  5th  Report  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  pp.  150  and  153. 
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appointments  show  thai  they  have  attained  the  requisite  proficiency  in  Legal  edacafion 
jurisprudence,   as  well   as   of  those  who  have  obtained  University  of  chrilwr- 
honours  in  law  or  jurisprudence.    Mr.  Howard  then  proceeds  to  con*  wits, 
sider  the  sense  in  which  the  term  jurisprudence  is  to  be  understood  ; 
and  after  Btating  the  objections  which  exist  to  other  systems,  he  arrives 
at  the  conclusion  that  the  Roman  civil  law,  as  a  branch  of  general 
jurisprudence,  must  be  adopted  as  the  basis  of  juristic  study. 

In  later  paragraphs  he  shows  the  extent  to  which  his  requirements 
would  go,  suggesting,  for  a  general  view  of  English  law,  Blackstonefa 
Commentaries,  and  for  jurisprudence  and  civil  law,  the  Institutes  of 
Justinian,  with  some  selected  portions  of  the  Pandects,  to  be  studied 
with  the  aid  bf  a  commentary.  An  acquaintance  with  some  recognized 
treatise  on  modern  oivil  law,  with  some  of  the  principal  divergencies 
between  civil  and  English  law,  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
conflict  of  laws  and  of  legal  hermeneutics,  is  also  to  be  required  ;  and 
it  is  added  that  the  examination  should  not  be  based  on  any  particular 
treatise  or  commentary,  save,  of  course,  the  prescribed  texts  of  Roman 
law,  but  on  civil  law  and  jurisprudence  as  a  subject. 

Upon  this  portion  of  Mr.  Howard's  plan  the  Commissioners  have  to 
offer  the  following  remarks  : — 

In  the  first  place,  they  are  glad  to  observe  the  great  extent  to  which 
Mr.  Howard's  suggestions  have  been  anticipated.  The  study  of  law 
and  jurisprudence  has  been  made  obligatory.  Two  of  the  writers 
recommended  have  been  mentioned  to  the  candidates ;  provision  has 
been  made  for  their  expenses  while  prosecuting  their  studies,  and  a  test 
examination  is  to  take  place  at  the  interval  of  a  year  after  that  by 
which  the  candidates  were  originally  selected.  The  principal  points 
upon  which  the  Commissioners  are  unable  to  agree  with  Mr.  Howard 
are  the  following : — 

(1.)  The  Commissioners  do  not  think  that  in  the  present  state  of 
general  education  it  would  be  desirable  to  include  law  among  the 
subjects  of  the  first  examination.  They  have  already  referred  to  the 
principle  by  which  Lord  Macaulay  and  his  colleagues  were  guided  in 
framing  their  scheme;  and  the  maintenance  of  that  principle  appears  to 
them  important. 

(2.)  From  their  general  experience,  the  Commissioners  would  be 
reluctant  to  take,  in  lieu  of  an  examination  conducted  under  their  own 
directions,  any  record  or  certificate  of  honour  obtained  under  other 
circumstances.  It  will  be  unnecessary  for  them  to  express  the  sincere 
respect  which  they  entertain  for  the  learned  bodies  entrusted  with  the 
duty  of  granting  such  certificates,  but  any  attempt  to  distinguish  those 
which  should  from  those  which  should  not  be  regarded  as  satisfactory 
substitutes  for  examination,  would  be  so  difficult  and  so  invidious  that 
they  have  thought  it  necessary  to  adopt,  for  their  own  guidance,  the 
general  rule  indicated  above.  They  are  also  of  opinion  that  university  * 
honours,  though  proving  the  scientific  knowledge  of  law  possessed  by 
the  candidate,  could  not  be  taken  as  guarantees  that  he  has  had  that 
practical  training  which  they  regard  as  at  least  equally  important 
under  the  special  circumstances  of  the  case. 

(3.)  Entertaining  this  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  practical  training, 
the  Commissioners  are  disposed  to  think  that  Mr.  Howard  requires  too 
much  of  scientific  knowledge.  Undoubtedly  the  authorities  which  he 
cites  support  him  in  his  view  as  to  the  general  importance  of  a 
thorough  acquaintance  with  the  civil  law,  but  the  very  peculiar 
position  of  a  member  of  the  judicial  service  in  India,  where,  as 
Mr.  Reeves  observes  in  his  memorandum,  "  the  law  is  of  the  simplest 
"  kind,  the  state  of  society  wholly  inartificial,  and  there  are  no  legal 
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Legal  education  "  details  of  any  difficulty  to  overcome,"  appears  to  the  Commissioners 
of  civil  fler-  to  require  a  special  and  somewhat  different  preparation.  As  to  the 
^^^  elements  of  the  civil  law  there  is  no  question,  and  the  Institutes  of 

Justinian  have  been,  as  above  mentioned,  recommended  by  the  Com- 
missioners ;  but  the  further  time  which  the  candidate  may  be  able  to 
devote  to  his  legal  education  should,  they  think,  be  divided  between  the 
study  of  works  relating  either  to  the  law  of  England,  as  BlackBtone'a 
Commentaries,  or  to  the  systems  with  which  he  will  be  brought  into 
contact  on  his  arrival  in  India,  and  a  careful  observation  of  the  actual 
proceedings,  civil  and  criminal,  in  our  courts  of  law. 
'  Upon  the  portion  of  Mr.  Howard's  plan  which  relates  to  the  course 
of  study  which  should  be  pursued  in  India,  the  Commissioners  feel  it 
less  necessary  that  they  should  give  an  opinion.  They  notice,  how- 
ever, in  his  paper,  as  well  as  in  those  of  members  of  the  Government 
who  have  commented  upon  it,  complaints  of  the  amount  of  time  wasted 
by  the  younger  civil  servants  after  their  arrival  in  India.  It  is  to  be 
inferred  that  the  knowledge  of  oriental  languages,  and  "  the  slight 
"  tincture  of  legal  education "  acquired  by  the  civil  servant  under  the 
system  which  preceded  that  now  established,  were  neither  sufficient  to 
qualify  him  for  immediate  employment,  nor  to  give  him  an  interest  in 
his  studies  sufficient  to  counteract  the  temptations  to  idleness  by  which 
he  was  assailed.  If,  as  may  reasonably  be  hoped,  this  should  not 
hereafter  be  the  case,  the  civil  servant  will  in  fact  enter  upon  his 
duties  almost  as  early  as  heretofore,  and  he  will  enter  upon  them 
with  a  better  prospect  of  success,  because  his  time,  instead  of  having 
been  (according  to  Mr.  Howard's  phrase)  "  loitered  away  "  in  India, 
will  have  been  spent  in. completing  his  education  at  home. 

Upon  the  regulations  for  the  examination  of  junior  civil  servants  in 
Bengal  on  promotion  to  the  more  advanced  grades  of  service,  the 
Commissioners  have  only  to  observe  that  they  appear  to  be  exceedingly 
well  adapted  for  their  purpose,  and  that  one  of  the  tests  enjoined,  that 
of  framing  judgments  upon  cases  actually  decided  and  placed  before 
the  assistant  when  under  examination,  is  evidently  a  test  of  legal 
training,  of  the  power  of  appreciating  and  comparing  evidence  and  of 
other  similar  qualifications,  more  than  of  the  theoretical  knowledge 
possessed  by  the  candidate.  The  regulations  therefore  may  be  appealed 
to  in  support  of  the  view  taken  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  have  to  repeat,  in  conclusion,  that  they  trust  it 
will  not  be  understood  that  they  consider  what  has  already  been  dome 
as  sufficient.  They  will  give  their  best  attention  to  any  suggestions  of 
improvements,  and  they  will  be  glad  to  consider  the  plan  referred  to  in 
the  correspondence  as  in  course  of  preparation  by  Mr.  Le  Gey  t  if  com- 
municated to  them.  In  any  event  they  hope,  as  soon  as  the  results  of 
the  further  examination  are  known,  to  place  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
India  in  Council  in  a  position  to  estimate,  as  accurately  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  will  allow,  the  results  of  the  measures  which  have  already 
been  adopted.

Having  laid  before  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council 
your  letter  of  the  13  th  ultimo,  respecting  the  legal  education  of  civil 
servants  in  the  judicial  branch  of  the  public  service  in  India,  I  am 
directed  to  request  that  you  will  convey  to  the  Commissioners  his

If  these 
documents  are  likely  to  be  useful  to  the  Commissioners,  Sir  Charles 
Wood  will  give  orders  for  their  regular  transmission. 

It  was  formerly  the  practice  to  subject  junior  civil  servants,  imme- 
diately on  their  arrival  in  India,  to  an  initiatory  examination,  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  their  knowledge  of  the  oriental  languages  which  they 
had  studied  at  the  East  India  College  at  Haileybury.  This  examination 
was  discontinued  when,  after  the  abolition  of  the  College,  young  men 
were  for  a  brief  period  sent  out  without  having  been  required  to  study 
any  oriental  language  in  this  country  ;  but  I  am  directed  by  Sir  Charles 
Wood  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Commissioners,  that  it  is  his 
intention  to  give  instructions  to  the  several  governments  in  India  to 
revert  to  the  former  practice  in  this  respect.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state,  that  in- 
quiries having  been  made  by  some  of  the  candidates  in  question  as  to  the 
consequences  of  their  failure,  the  Commissioners  think  it  desirable  to 
bring  the  question  under  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
India  in  Council. 

Shortly  after  the  passing  of  the  Government  of  India  Act,  a  corre- 
spondence (printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  4th  Report  of  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commissioners,  p.  226,  &c)  took  place  as  to  the  regulations  to  be 
framed  under  the  32nd  section  of  that  Act ;  and  the  Commissioners 
then  proposed  a  rule  in  the  following  terms  : — "  Any  selected  candidate 
"  who  does  not  pass  at  the  further  examination  will  be  struck  off  the 
"  list  of  selected  candidates."  Mr.  Melvill's  answer  (dated  6th  June 
1858)  contained  the  following  passage  : — "  Having  considered  the  draft 
"  regulations  above  mentioned,  Lord  Stanley  desires  me  to  observe  that 
.  "  in  his  opinion,  under  Rule  10,  too  severe  a  penalty  is  attached  to 
"  failure  in  the  second  examination.  Instead,  therefore,  of  deciding 
"  that  any  selected  candidate  who  does  not  pass  at  the  further  examina- 
"  tion  will  be  struck  off  the  lists  of  selected  candidates,"  he  would  prefer 
the  rule  to  be  in  the  following  terms: — "  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  to 
"  proceed  to  India  until  he  shall  have  passed  the  further  examination, 
"  or  after  he  has  completed  his  twenty-fourth  year."  A  subsequent 
letter  of  8th  December  substituted  25  for  24  as  the  maximum  age  at 
which  the  candidates  selected  in  1859  should  be  permitted  to  proceed 
to  India. 

If  it  is  thought  expedient  to  allow  to  the  eight  candidates  in  question 
another  trial,  they  may  either  be  permitted  to  present  themselves  in 
July  1861,  with  the  selected  candidates  of  the  present  year,  or  examined 
at  some  intermediate  period.  If  detained  till  July  1861  all  will  still  be 
eligible  in  respect  of  age,  and  some  expense  will  of  course  be  saved  by 
not  holding  an  additional  examination.  On  the  other  hand,  it  appears 
possible  that  inconvenience  might  be  occasioned  to  the  public  service  by 
so  long  a  delay.  The  Commissioners,  therefore,  refer  the  matter  to  Sir 
C.  Wood's  consideration,  and  will  be  much  obliged  if  you  will  communi- 
cate to  them  the  decision  at  which  he  arrives.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that, 
presuming  that  there  is  no  intention  of  making  any  alterations  in  the 
regulations  for  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  Civil  Service  of 
India,  laid  before  Parliament  in  February  1859,  they  will  be  glad  to  be 
enabled  to  issue  copies  applicable  to  the  examination  of  next  year. 

The  Commissioners  mentioned  in  a  letter  addressed  to  you  shortly 
after  the  close  of  the  examination  of  last  year,  that  they  were  not 
unfrequently  receiving  applications  to  which  it  appeared  desirable  that 
definite  answers  should  be  returned,  and  that  in  the  preceding  year  a 
complaint  from  a  Colonial  Governor  as  to  the  late  arrival  of  the  regula- 
tions had  been  forwarded  to  them  from  the  Colonial  Office.  The 
Commissioners  feel  sure  that  the  Secretary  of  State  in  Council  will 
agree  with  them  in  thinking  that  without  due  notice  a  supply  of 
adequately  prepared  candidates  cannot  be  expected. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  know  how  soon  the  number  of  vacancies 
to  be  provided  for,  and  their  distribution  between  the  three  Presidencies, 
can  be  ascertained,  but  they  do  not  think  that  any  delay  which  may  be 
necessary  for  this  purpose  need  prevent  the  early  distribution  of  copies 
of  the  regulations  to  applicants.  They  will  be  glad,  however,  to

I  ah  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  to 
forward  to  you,  for  the  information  of  Her  Majesty's  Civil  Service 
Commissioners,  the  accompanying  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Govern- 
ment of  India,  with  its  inclosures,  representing  the  great  and  increasing 
difficulty  experienced  by  the  local  Governments  in  filling  civil  appoint- 
ments in  Bengal,  the  north-west  provinces,  the  Punjab,  and  Oude,  in 
consequence  of  the  reduced  state  of  the  Bengal  Civil  Service,  and 
strongly  urging  the  necessity  of  some  immediate  measure  for  supplying 
the  deficiency. 

Sir  Charles  Wood  entertains  no  doubt  of  the  justice  of  the  repre- 
sentation submitted  by  the  Government  of  India,  and  of  the  necessity 
of  strongly  reinforcing  the  Bengal  Civil  Service  at  the  earliest  possible 
period;  but  having;  regard  to  the  provisions  of  Act  21  &  22  Vict, 
c.  166.  s,  32.,  and  to  the  regulations  for  admission  into  the  Indian 
Civil  Service,  framed  in  accordance  with  those  provisions,  he  is 
unable  to  suggest  to  the*  Commissioners  either  of  the  measures  pro- 
posed by  the  Government  of  India  for  meeting  the  present  emergency. 
Independently,  indeed,  of  the  strict  provisions  of  the  law,  it  appears  to 
him  that,  in  the  case  of  the  selected  candidates  of  last  July,  he  could 
not  with  propriety  or  fairness  depart  from  the  conditions  on  which 
those  candidates  presented  themselves  for  examination,  and  that  he  has 
thus  no  choice  but  to  leave  them,  under  the  terms  of  the  regulations, 
to  come  up  for  their  second  examination,  and  to  take  their  place  in  the 
service  in  accordance  with  the  result  of  that  examination. 

In  order,  however,  that  the  services  of  these  candidates  may  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Goyernment  of  India  with  as  little  delay 
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as  possible,  Sir  Charles  Wood  directs  me  to  express  the  hope  that  the  Urgent  neoea- 
Commissioners  may  see  fit  to  appoint  their  second  examination  for  the  sity  for  ***** . 
earliest  date  consistent  with  the  regulations,  and  to  give  notice  that^^j8111 
the  passed  candidates  will  be  required  to  take  their  departure  as  soon  ' 

as  practicable  after  receiving  their  certificates  of  qualification.  It 
appears  to  him  that  they  may  be  required  to  leave  for  their  destination 
on  or  before  the  departure  of  the  second  steamer  in- August.  If  the 
Commissioners  should  concur  in  this  view,  Sir  Charles  Wood  requests 
that  they  will  give  the  requisite  intimation  to  the  candidates. 

The  Bombay  Government  have  intimated  to  Sir  Charles  Wood  that 
they  do  not  require  at  present  any  addition  to  the  Civil  Service  esta- 
blishment at  that  presidency  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  the  demand  for. 
civil  servants  at  Madras  is  not  urgent.  Sir  Charles  Wood,  therefore, 
as  the  means  of  securing  the  despatch  to  Bengal  of  the  largest  possible 
number  of  civil  servants  to  supply  the  existing  deficiency  there, 
proposes  that  the  option  of  proceeding  to  Bengal  be  offered  to  all  the 
selected  candidates,  to  whatever  presidency  they  may  now  stand 
assigned;  and  he  requests  that  the  Commissioners  will  cause  the 
necessary  communication  to  be  made  to  the  candidates  now  destined  for 
Madras  and  Bombay,  in  order  that  those  who  embrace  the  option  may 
at  once  make  the  necessary  change  in  the  languages  of  their  study. 

Sir  Charles  Wood  directs  me,  in  conclusion,  to  request  the  early 
attention  of  the  Commissioners  to  this  subject,  and  to  express  his 
reliance  on  their  assistance  and  co-operation  in  meeting,  as  far  as 
circumstances  will  allow,  the  emergency  which  has  been  so  forcibly 
brought  to  notice  by  the  Government  of  India.

In  March  1856  the  Government  of  India  urged  upon  the  Court  of  Directors  that  the 
strength  of  the  Bengal  Civil  Service  should  be  raised  to  600,  and  that  that  number  should 
be  maintained  by  the  annual  apppointment  of  25  new  members. 

2.  The  Court  of  Directors  replied  to  this  despatch  in  July  of  the  same  year,  and  although 
admitting  that  "some  increase  has  manifestly  become  necessary,"  they  did  not  entirely 
acquiesce  in  the  view  expressed  by  the  Government  of  India  of  the  necessity  of  the  case,

-  5.  The  great  evil  adverted  to  in  the  6th  paragraph  of  Lord  Dalhousie's  Minute  of 
February  1856,  of  advancing  young  civil  servants  with  undue  rapidity  into  offices  beyond 
their  experience  and  knowledge,  is  at  present,  it  is  believed,  less  within  the  power  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governors  to  control  than  at  any  formert  ime.  In  illustration  or  this,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  in  the  year  1850  the  average  standing  of  the  Mofussil  magistrates  in  the 
lower  provinces  was  nine  years  and  eight  months,  that  in  1856  the  average  had  fallen  to 
six  years  and  ten  months,  and  that  at  present  the  average  service  of  the  joint  magistrates 
and  deputy  collectors,  who  now  occupy  the  place  of  the  former  separate  magistrates,  is 
somewhat  less  than  four  years  and  a  half. 

6.  In  1857  and  1858  the  usual  indents  for  civil  servants  were  not  sent  to  England;  bat 
in  1859  a  statement  of  the  requirements  of  the  public  service,  prepared  in  a  new  and  very 
simple  form,  was  transmitted,  by  which  it  was  clearly  shown  that  to  maintain  a  strength 
of  550  servants,  59  new  members  ought  to  be  sent  out  by  the  1st  of  May  I860.  This  state- 
ment estimated  the  probable  number  of  the  service  at  the  beginning  of  1860-61  (without 
new  additions)  at  491,  whereas  it  has  been  shown  above  that  it  has  actually  fallen  con* 
sjderably  below  that 

7.  The  reply  to  this  communication,  which  was  received  in  April  last,  informs  the 
Government  of  India  that  under  the  existing  regulations  it  is  impossible  for  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  comply  with  the  requisition  for  civil  servants  made  last  July,  but  that  25  out 
of  the  40  gentlemen  who  are  to  pass  their  second  examination  this  month,  will  be  assigned 
to  the  Presidency  of  Bengal, 

8.  This  number,  it  is  obvious,  will  give  no  increase  whatever  to  the  present  strength  of 
the  service,  for  the  number  of  deaths  and  resignations  in  1860-61  will  no  doubt  fully  equal 
it.  The  annual  decrement  from  deaths  and  resignations  was  assumed  in  the  Secretary's 
note  of  1856  at  20,  but  this  was  on  the  basis  of  ten  annuities  a  year,  whereas  in  the  current 
year  (1860-61)  15  annuities  will  be  given.

9.  The  Secretary  of  Stated  n  his  Despatch  above  referred  to,  mentions  that  the  number 
of  appointments  awarded  for  competition  at  the  next  examination  (to  take  place  in  this 
mouth,  I  believe)  had  been  fixed  at  80,  and  I  would  respectfully  submit  that  very  strong 
ground  exists  for  urging  on  the  Secretary  of  State  the  necessity  of  at  once  despatching  to 
India  those  who  may  pass  at  this  examination,  instead  of  keeping  them  in  England  for 
their  second  examination  in  July  1861.

The  low  ebb  to  which  the  Civil  Service  in  Bengal  is  reduced  in  point  of  numbers  is 

set  forth  in  the  accompanying  note  of  the  Secretary,

The  condition  at  which  we  have  arrived  in  this  respect  is  one  which,  I  submit,  admits 
of  no  remedy  but  that  of  an  immediate  and  considerable  increase  of  the  numbers  of  the 
Civil  Service,  if  a  covenanted  Civil  Service  is  to  be  maintained  at  all. 

Nothing  can  be  much  more  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  country,  in  financial  not 
less  than  in  other  respects,  than  to  work  the  Government  by  the  agency  of  a  close  service, 
and  to  allow  that  service  to  dwindle  down  to  dimensions  utterly  inadequate  to  its  task. 

The  single  fact  that  the  average  length  of  service  of  the  joint  magistrates  and  deputy 
collectors  in  Bengal  has  fallen  from  nine  years  and  eight  months  in  1850  to  less  than  four 
years  and  six  months  in  1860,  is  conclusive  as  to  the  disadvantages  under  which  justice  is 
now  being  administered  in  that  part  of  India. 

As  to  revenue  administration,  this  is  not  under  the  permanent  settlement  so  dependent 
-  upon  the  capacity  and  experience  of  individual  officers,  as  it  is  under  the  settlement 
systems  of  Upper  India ;  but  the  dearth  of  civil  servants  is  scarcely  less  felt  in  the  north- 
western provinces  and  in  the  Punjab  than  in  Bengal. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  North-western  Provinces  has  formally  protested 
against  any  more  of  his  assistants  being  taken  for  the  non-regulation  Governments,  and 
within  the  last  few  days  I  have  seen  a  letter  from  an  excellent  officer  under  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  North-western  Provinces  tendering  the  resignation  of  his  office,  on  account 
of  the  impossibility  of  doing  Justice  to  the  amount  of  work  thrown  upon  him. 

Nothing  in  the  way  of  palliation  has  been  left  undone  by  the  Government  of  India. 

At  the  close  of  1856,  it  was  declared  that  in  each  of  the  grades  of  Deputy  Commissioners 
and  of  Assistant  Commissioners  in  the -Punjab  and  Oude,  "there  shall  be  as  nearly  as 
"  practicable  an  equal  number  of  civilians  and  of  military  or  uncovenanted  officers,  and 
M  that  coming  vacancies  shall  be  so  filled  as  gradually  to  bring  about  this  proportion." 

The  proportion  is  very  far  exceeded  on  the  side  of  the  military  and  uncovenanted 
officers. 

In  the  Punjab,  out  of  116  appointments  of  the  above-named  grades,  71  are  filled  by 
officers  of  the  latter  classes,  and  only  43  by  covenanted  civilians.  In  Oude,  out  of  39 
such  appointments,  26  are  held  by  military  men  and  uncovenanted  officers,  and  only 
10  by  covenanted  civilians. 

There  are,  therefore,  three  vacancies  in  Oude  and  two  in  the  Punjab,  and  no  cove- 
nanted civilians  are  available  to  fill  them  on  this  side  of  India,  notwithstanding  that  the 
prescribed  proportion  is  so  far  from  being  observed. 

Quite  lately,  upon  an  offer  from  the  Governor  of  Bombay,  the  services  of  six  young 

civilians  from  that  presidency  have  been  accepted  for  the  non-regulation  provinces  under 

the  Government  of  India,  it  being  in  those  provinces  alone  that  according  to  the 

law  §  as  it  now  stands,  they  can  be  made  available  out  of  Bombay ; 

$  33  Geo.  3.  c.  52,  sec.  57.    but  this  will  bring  no  relief  from  the  existing  pressure  on  the 

Governments  of  Bengal  and  the  North-western  Provinces. 

I  hope  that  upon  a  consideration  of  these  facts,  and  of  the  exposition  given  in  the 
Secretary's  note,  Her  Majesty's  Government  will  lose  no  time  in  meeting,  so  far  as  may 
be  possible,  the  wants  of  the  Government  of  India.  If  the  regulations  existing  in 
England  prevent  the  immediate  despatch  to  India  of  candidates  who  have  passed  the 
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Urgent  neces-  examination  of  this  present  month,  end  who  are  waiting  for  a  second  examination  to 
ftity  for  civil  Jury  1861,  I  hope  that  those  regulations  may,  in  part  at  least,  be  suspended,  and  that 
servants  in  some  large  portion  of  the  passed  candidates  may  be  sent  out.  I  believe  that  the  last 
Bengal.  ye*r  of  study  and  the  second  examination  are  directed  mainly  to  advancing  the  candidates 

in  Indian  languages  and  in  other  acquirements  having  special  reference  to  India. 

If  this  be  so,  there  may  be  little  objection  to  allowing  some  of  the  candidates  to  come 
to  India  at  once,  and  to  perfect  themselves  here.  The  gain  in  time  to  the  civil  adminis- 
tration would  be  very  valuable. 

Whatever  number  may  be  sent,  I  recommend  that  it  be  divided  between  Bengal  and 
Madras  in  the  proportion  suggested  by  the  secretary.  The  small  number  which  he  has 
proposed  for  Bombay'  is  not  immediately  requisite. 

*  If  we  cannot  be  allowed  to  draw  upon  the  candidates  of  1860,  or  if  only  a  small 
number  of  them  can  be  given,  1  would  suggest  to  the  Secretary  of  State  that  a  certain 
number  of  appointments  to  the  Civil  Service  be  thrown  open  to  competition  by  younff 
officers  of  the  Indian  forces  who  are  now  in  India. 

In  that  case  it  would  not  be  possible  to  make  the  scope  of  the  examination  so  wide, 
or  the  qualifications  for  success  so  high  as  in  the  examinations  held  in  England;  but  by- 
requiring,  that  each  candidate  should  have  passed  the  P.  H.  examination,  and  that  he 
should  be  of  a  certain  age,  not  less  I  think  than  23  or  22, 1  have  no  doubt  that  some  very 
competent  and  useful  civil  officers  might  be  secured  to  the  Government 

The  number  of  appointments  thus  thrown  open  to  young  military  officers  might  be 
fixed  at  twenty,  or  even  thirty,  without  drawing  upon  the  army  to  a  degree  which  would 
at  present  be  injurious. 

The  successful  candidates  would  of  course  resign  their  commissions  upon  receiving 
their  civil  appointments ;  and  in  order  to  prevent  any  complaint  of  unfairness  to  those 
candidates  who  are  already  in  the  field  in  England,  it  would  be  right  that  the  military 
officers  so  elected  should  rank  below  those  civilian  candidates  who,  although  not  yet  in 
possession  of  their  appointments,  have  passed  their  first  examination. 

Do  what  we  will,  there,  is  no  doubt  that  the  Civil  Service,— that  of  Bengal  at  least,— 
will  remain  in  a  condition  far  too  weak  for  its  work,  and  for  good  government,  during 
two  or  three  years  to  come.  I  much  fear  that  next  year  it  may  become  necessary  to  atop 
furloughs.  The  measure  will  be  distasteful  and  disheartening  to  the  service  in  the 
extreme,  especially  after  the  pressure  of  labour  which  the  introduction  of  the  new 
financial  measures  will  put  upon  most  of  its  members. 

I  earnestly  hope  therefore  that  the  Home  Government  will  consent  to  strengthen  the 
ranks  of  the  service  immediately,  either  by  the  means  which  I  have  suggested  or  by  some 
ether  means.

'  I  also  entirely  concur,  but  I  would  beg  to  urge  very  strongly  on  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment the  absolute  necessity  for  immediately  Increasing  the  Bengal  Civil  Service  to  ha 
required  strength,  by  sending  out  men  from  England,  namely,  the  assigned  proportion 
of  those  who  passed  in  July  1859,  and  as  many  as  possible  of  those  who  may  pass  in 
1860.  Provision  should  also  be  made,  beginning  with  next  year,  for  an  annual  supply 
ef  80  men  to  fill  vacancies  and  keep  up  the  strength  of  the  service  to  the  minimnTa  of 
560. 

With  a  smaller  number  than  this  there  can  be  no  proper  training  for  young  men  before 
they  are  called  upon  to  perform  responsible  duties,  and  no  time  for  legal  study. 

An  examination  of  military  officers  in  India,  with  a  view  of  their  entering  the  Civil 
8ervice,  though  desirable  and  proper  as  far  as  it  goes,  and  as  an  alternative,  is  not,  I 
think,  to  be  depended  on  as  a  means  of  materially  strengthening  the  hands  of  the  Goran. 
menl  in  the  department  of  civil  administration. 

There  is  even  now  a  difficulty  in  finding  young  military  officers  Qualified  lor  civil 
employment,  who  have  passed  the  usual  examination  in  Hindostani,  and  it  is  to  be 
apprehended  that  if  an  examination  were  held  in  India  with  a  view  to  draft  into  the  Civil 
'Service  such  military  officers  as  might  be  able  to  pass  it,  we  should  find  that  the  successful 
candidates  were  just  the  very  men  who  are  already  in  civil  employ,  and  the  difficulty  of 
filling  their  places  by  other  passed  men  would  be  greater  than  before. 

Speaking  generally,  the  best  of  the  officers  of  the  Bengal  army  are  already  available 
for  civil  duty  under  the  present  system  ;  and  I  think  we  stand  abetter  chance  or  recruiting 
the  Civil  Service  with  able  and  accomplished  men  by  free  competition  among  the  educated 
youth  of  England  than  by  indenting  further  on  a  body  of  officers  who  come  out  to  India 
at  a  very  early  period  of  life,  and  have  few,  if  any,  opportunities  of  study  here,  except  in 
professional  subjects  and  the  native  languages.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  they  Bengal 
have  addressed  communications  to  the  candidates  selected  in  July  last 
for  Bombay  and  Madras,  and  also  to  those  who,  having  been  in  1859 
selected  for  the  same  presidencies,  failed  in  the  further  examination  of 
Jury  last,  offering  to  each  the  option  of  becoming  a  selected  Candi- 
date for  the  Bengal  Civil  Service.  Some  answers  have  already  been 
received,  and  as  soon  as  the  general  result  is  known  it  will  be  com- 
municated to  you. 

The  Commissioners  have  also  prepared  and  placed  in  the  printer's 
hands  a  circular,  intimating  to  all  the  selected  candidates  that  if  their 
certificates  are  granted,  they  will  be  required  to  leave  this  country  on 
or  before  the  departure  of  the  second  steamer  in  August  1861,  and 
that  the  further  examination  will  begin  on  the  1st  of  July. 

The  large  number  of  candidates,  and  the  necessity  of  ascertaining  the 
result  of  the  examination  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  in  order  to 
allow  the  candidates  time  to  make  their  arrangements,  will  of  course- 
oblige  the  Commissioners  to  employ  a  staff  of  examiners  considerably 
larger  than  that  which  was  found  sufficient  in  the  present  year,  and 
will  thus  increase  the  expense  incurred. 

The  Commissioners  have  to  add  that  they  fully  concur  in  the  opinion

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  THE  GUIDANCE  OF  SELECTED 
CANDIDATES,  1860. 

It  is  expected  that  the  selected  candidates  will  at  once  begin  to 
prepare  for  the  examination  of  next  July.  They  will  remember  that 
they  have  been  selected  on  the  ground  of  superior  proficiency  in 
subjects  which  (with  the  exception  of  Arabic  and  Sanskrit)  are 
included  within  the  ordinary  range  of  English  education.  The  Civil 
Service  Commissioners  believe  that  no  better  presumptive  evidence 
of  fitness  can  be  obtained ;  but  it  must  rest  with  the  candidates 
themselves  to  give  more  conclusive  evidence,  by  showing  aptitude  for 
acquiring  the  special  knowledge  necessary  for  them  in  the  positions 
which  they  hope  to  gain.  They  should  therefore  at  once  lay  aside 
other  subjects  in  order  that  they  may  devote  themselves  the  more 
assiduously  to  those  in  which  they  will  be  examined  ;  and  in  choosing 
their  place  of  residence  for  the  year,  they  should  carefully  consider 
what  facilities  will  be  given  them  fpr  the  prosecution  of  their  studies.

GREEK  COMPOSITION.

jFot  GreeA  Prose: 
And  no  man's  house  is  his  own,  but  every  member  of  the  society  has 
an  equal  interest  in  it ;  for  as  they  live  together  in  sodalities,  eating 
and  drinking  at  the  same  table,  all  the  fraternity  that  come  from 
any  other  place  are  certain  to  be  received  there.  There  is  one 
treasury  that  belongs  to  all,  from  which  the  charge  of  clothes  and 
provisions  is  served  out  to  all  the  community,  according  to  the  sodali- 
ties into  which  they  are  distributed.  Their  way  of  living  together  under 
the  same  roof,  of  eating  of  the  same  meats  and  sitting  at  the  same 
table,  is  such  as  is  established  in  no  other  place,  or  anything  like  it. 
What  they  acquire  by  their  daily  labour,  they  have  no  right  to  them- 
selves, but  deliver  it  all  into  the  common  stock,  whence  provision  is 
made  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  whole  society  ;  and  if  any  of  them 
fall  sick,  he  is  not  neglected  as  a  person  unable  to  work,  but  they  take 
all  possible  care  to  recover  his  health  out  of  the  same  stock,  which 
they  have  liberty  to  use  as  freely  as  they  please.

It  must  be  added,  that  he 
had  a  strong  sense  of  moral  and  religious  obligation,  a  sincere  reverence 
for  t)*s  laws  of  his  country,  and  a  conscientious  regard  for  the  honour 
and  interest  of  the  Crown.  But  his  temper  was  sour,  arrogant,  and 
impatient  of  opposition.  Above  all,  he  had  been  long  an  exile ;  and 
this  circumstance  alone  would  have  completely  disqualified  him  for  the 
supreme  direction  of  affairs.  It  is  scarcely  possible  that  a  politician 
who  has  been  compelled  by  civil  troubles  to  go  into  banishment,  and 
to  pass  many  of  the  best  years  of  his  life  abroad,  can  be  fit,  on  the 
day  on  which  he  returns  to  his  native  land,  to  be  at  the  head  of  the 
Government.  Clarendon  was  no  exception  to  this  rule.  He  had  left 
England  with  a  mind  heated  by  a  fierce  conflict  which  had  ended 
in  the  downfall  of  his  party  and  of  his  own  fortunes.  Events  naturally 
seemed  to  him  auspicious,  not  in  proportion  as  they  increased  the 
prosperity  and  glory  of  the  nation,  but  in  proportion  as  they  tended 
to  hasten  the  hour  of  his  own  return.  His  wish,  a  wish  which  he  has 
not  disguised,  was  that,  till  his  countrymen  brought  back  the  old  line, 
they  might  never  enjoy  quiet  or  freedom.  At  length  he  returned  : 
and,  without  having  a  single  week  to  look  about  him,  to  mix  with 
society,  to  note  the  changes  which  fourteen  eventful  years  had  produced 
in  the  national  character  and  feelings,  he  was  at  once  set  to  rule  the 
state.

The  night  before  his  execution,  he  invited  the  mayor  of  Oxford  and 
his  wife  to  see  him  ;  and  when  he  beheld  them  melted  into  tears,  he 
himself  appeared  quite  unmoved,  inwardly  supported  and  comforted  in 
that  hour  of  agony.  When  he  was  brought  to  the  stake  to  be  burnt, 
he  found  his  old  friend  Latimer  there  before  him.  Of  all  the  prelates 
of  that  age,  Latimer  was  the  most  remarkable  for  his  unaffected  piety, 
and  the  simplicity  of  his  manners.  He  had  never  learned  to  flatter  in 
courts  ;  and  his  open  rebuke  was  dreaded  by  all  the  great,  who  at  that 
time  too  much  deserved  it.  His  sermons,  which  remain  to  this  day, 
show  that  he  was  possessed  both  of  learning  and  wit,  and  there  is  an 
air  of  sincerity  running  through  them  not  to  be  found  elsewhere. 
When  Ridley  began  to  comfort  his  ancient  friend,  Latimer  on  his  part 
was  as  ready  to  return  the  kind  office  ;  "  Be  of  good  cheer,  brother," 
cried  he,  "  we  shall  this  day  kindle  such  a  torch  in  England  as,  I  trust 
"  in  God,  shall  never  be  extinguished."

"Whether  Bentinck  slept .  or .  not  .while,  I  was  iU,"  said  William  to 
Temple,  with  great  tenderness,  u  1  know  not.  But  thia  I  know,  ■  that, 
through  sixteen  days  and  nights,  I  never  called  for  anything  but  that 
Bentinck  was  instantly  at  my  side."  Before  the  faithful  servant  had 
entirely  performed  his  task,  he  had  himself  caught  the  contagion.  Still, 
however,  he  bore  up  against  drowsiness  and  fever  till  his  master  was 
pronounced  convalescent.  Then,  at  length,  Bentinck  asked  leave  to 
go  home.  It  was  time ;  for  his  limbs  would  no  longer  support  him. 
He  was  in  great  danger,  but  recovered ;  and,  as  soon  as  he  left  bis 
bed,  hastened  to  the  army,  where,  during  many  sharp  campaigns,  he 
was  ever  found,  as  he  had  been  in  peril  of  a  different  kind,  close  to 
William's  side.

,it  gave  way  very  gradually  in  the  revival  of  literature.  In  some  of  the 
monastic  foundations,  especially  in  that  of  Isidore,  though  himself  a 
man  of  considerable  learning,  the  perusal  of  heathen  authors  was 
prohibited.  Fortunately  Benedict,  whose  order  became  the  most  widely 
diffused,  while  he  enjoined  his  brethren  to  read,  copy,  and  collect  books, 
was  silent  as  to  their  nature,  concluding,  probably,  that  they  would  be 
wholly  religious.  This,  in  course  of  time,  became  the  means  of  pre- 
serving and  multiplying  classical  manuscripts.

I  ah  directed  by  the  Commissioners  for  Auditing  the  Public  Alteration  in 
Accounts  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  15th  scheme  of  exa- 
instant,  by  which  you  transmit  a  copy  of  a  correspondence  which  has  ™*n*tion  for 
recently  passed  between  the  Treasury  and  the  office  of  the  Civil  Service  Cierks' 
Commissioners  with  reference  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  Civil  Service 
appointments,  and  in  which  you  state  that  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners will  be  glad  to  receive  any  observations  with  which  the  Com- 
missioners of  Audit  may  be  disposed  to  favour  them  on  the  proposed 
plans  of  examination.  It  appears  by  the  correspondence  transmitted 
with  your  letter,  that  it  has  been  decided  that  in  future  there  are  to  be 
two  examinations  for  candidates  to  junior  situations  in  offices  under  the 
Treasury,  the  one  a  test  examination  and  the  other  competitive  ;  that 
the  test  examination  is  to  be  confined  to  those  subjects  a  knowledge  of 
which  is  essential  for  the  due  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  that  in  the  competitive  examination  no  addition  is  to  be 
made  to  the  subjects  at  present  prescribed  except  with  approval  of  the 
heads  of  the  different  departments.  The  present  standard  of  exami- 
nation for  the  Audit  Office  is  low  when  compared  with  that  of  other 
offices  whose  duties  are  somewhat  analogous,  and  may  thus  have  a 
tendency  to  act  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  office.  Under  these  circum- 
stances the  Commissioners  of  Audit  would  propose  that  the  following 
should  be  the  list  of  prescribed  subjects  for  the  second  or  competitive 
examination,  viz. : — 

1.  Exercises  designed  to  test  handwriting  and  orthography. 

2.  Arithmetic,  including  vulgar  and  decimal  fractions. 

3.  Three  first  books  of  Euclid. 

4.  English  composition. 

5.  Precis. 

6.  Geography. 

7.  Translation  from  Latin  prose. 

8.  Translation  from  one  of  the  following  modern  languages,  viz., 
French,  Italian,  or  German. 

I  am  further  directed  to  request  that  the  Commissioners  of  Audit 
may  be  informed  whether  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  concur  in 
the  above  suggestions.

iS«  la*"       As  this  is  the  firBt  occa8ion  on  which  tne  Secretary  of  State  for 
— ^hina,  Foreign  Affairs  has  requested  your   assistance   in   ascertaining   the 

fitness  of  candidates  for  such  appointments,  Lord  John  Russell  directs 
me  to  explain  to  you  that  the  object  which  it  is  desired  to  arrive  at 
by  the  examination  is  not  so  much  the  extent  of  knowledge  now 
possessed  by  the  candidates  as  their  capacity  for  acquiring  knowledge 
hereafter. 

General  intelligence,  therefore,  is  a  primary  qualification,  and  as  a 
test  of  the  possession  of  it,  Lord  John  Russell  attaches  great  importance 
to  precis  writing. 

Subordinate  to  these  points,  Lord  John  Russell  would  specify  ortho- 
graphy, handwriting,  the  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic,  the  first  four 
books  of  Euclid,  translation  from  Latin  into  English,  translation  from 
French  into  English,  and  a  general  knowledge  of  modern  geography. 
-  These  subjects  Lord  John  Russell  considers  will  be  sufficient  to  test 
whether  the  candidates  have  had  the  advantage  of  a  liberal  education, 
which  it  is  desirable  should  have  been  the  case. 

•  It  is  probable  that  some  of  the  candidates  who  will  appear  before 
you  may  have  a  certain  knowledge  of  the  Chinese  language,  but  from 
the  information  which  has  reached  him  with  regard  to  the  influence 
which  such  knowledge  acquired  out  of  China  is  likely  to  have  on  the 
study  of  .the  language  in  China,  Lord  John  Russell  is  not  disposed  to 
lay  any  stress  upon  it  in  the  examination  before  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners,  or  even  to  suggest  it  as  a  subject  for  examination. 

I  need  scarcely  add,  that  steadiness  of  character,  habits  of  application 
and  good  bodily  health  are  points  to  which  it  is  desirable  that  attention 
should  be  paid.  The  climate  of  China,  at  least,  in  some  parts  of  the 
country,  is  represented  to  be  very  trying  to  English  constitutions, 
though  in  what  particulars  it  is  so  Lord  John  Russell  is  unable  to 
state. 

Lord  John  Russell  is  aware  that  the  probability  of  acquiring  such  a 
language  as  the  Chinese  must  necessarily  be  increased  if  the  study  of 
it  is  commenced  at  an  early  age;  but  his  Lordship  would  not  think  it 
right  to  send  out  to  China  a  youth  under  16  years  of  age,  and  as  the 
rules  of  the  Commission  require  a  limit  to  be  laid  down,  his  Lordship 
will  name  from  16  years  complete  to  20  years  complete  as  the  limit 
of  age. 

Lord  John  Russell  intends  on  the  present  occasion  to  send  before  the 
Com  missioners  a  greater  number  of  candidates  than  there  are  appoint- 
merits  to  be  filled  up,  and  he  will  be  prepared  to  accept  for  the  appoint- 
ments those  who,  on  competition,  may  be  considered  by  the  Commis- 
sioners most  deserving. 

But  before  he  takes  any  further  steps  for  nominating  the  candidates, 
Lord  John  Russell  would  be  glad  to  receive  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
missioners on  the  scheme  of  examination  which  is  now  proposed. 
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*  Lord  John  Russell,  however,  would  wish  to  reserve  to  himself  the 
power  of  modifying  that  scheme  hereafter,  either  as  regards  the 
subjects  of  examination,  the  age  of  the  candidates,  or  competitive 
examination,  in  case  circumstances,  in  regard  to  which  he  would,  Of 
course,  communicate  with  the  Commissioners,  should  in  his  judgment 
render  it  expedient  to  do  so.  The  Commissioners  will  readily  under- 
stand that  in  a  matter  so  important  for  the  public  interests  as  the 
proper  selection  of  candidates  for  appointments  in  China,  the  Secretary 
of  State  cannot  tie  himself  down  to  an  invariable  rule,  which  might  in 
that  case  operate  disadvantageous^,  by  excluding  persons  well  qualified 
for  the  public  service,  or  by  prescribing  tests  either  inadequate  to  or  in 
excess  of  the  requirements  of  the  case.

For  these  appointments  no  person  not  being  a  natural  born  subject 
of  Her  Majesty  can  be  admitted  as  a  candidate,  and  a  question  arises  as 
to  the  eligibility  of  Mr.  C.  E.  R.  It  is  apprehended  that  naturaliza- 
tion, if  absolute,  has  a  retrospective  effect,  and  would  give  to  children 
previously  born  the  rights  of  natural-born  subjects,  but  the  Commis- 
sioners observe  that  the  naturalization  is  in  this  case  not  absolute, 
there  being  an  exception  of  "  any  rights  and  capacities  of  a  natural 
"  born  British  subject  out  of  and  beyond  the  dominions  of  the  British 
"  Crown,  and  the  limits  thereof,  other  than  such  as  may  be  conferred 
"  upon  him  by  the  grant  of  a  passport."  The  Commissioners  do  not 
feel  perfectly  certain  that  the  power  of  transmitting  to  children  though

The  Commissioners  would  not  think  it  right  to  trouble  Secretary  Sir 
George  Lewis  with  a  new  legal  question,  but  they  do  not  doubt  that  before 
the  present  form  of  certificate  was  settled,  the  effect  of  it  was  fully 
considered,  and  they  feel  sure  that  the  interpretation  which  has  been 
habitually  given  to  it  at  the  Home  Office  will  be  sufficient  for  their 
guidance.

I  have  laid  before  Secretary  Sir  George  Lewis  Mr.  Maitland's  letter 
of  the  3rd  instant,  in  which  he  inquires  whether  Mr.  C.  E.  R.,  born 
in  Switzerland  on  the  24th  September  1838,  to  whose  father  a  certifi- 
cate of  naturalization  (7  &  8  Yict.  c.  66)  was  granted  on  the  18th  April 
last,  is  entitled  to  the  rights  of  a  natural-born  British  subject.  And  I 
am  to  inform  you,  that  in  November  1859  a  case  was  laid  before  the  law 
officers  of  the  Crown  as  to  the  rights  of  the  son  of  an  alien,  who  had 
received  a  certificate  of  naturalization,  and  that  they  stated  their 
opinion  to  be,  that  the  son  of  an  alien  who  was  born  abroad  and 
attained  the  age  of  21  years  before  his  father  obtained  certificate  of 
naturalization,  is  not  entitled  to  any  of  the  rights  and  capacities  of  a 
natural-born  British  subject.

P.S.  It  would  appear  from  Mr.  Maitland's  letter  that  it  is  assumed 
that  the  grant  of  a  certificate  of  naturalization  to  ah  alien  would

is  entertained,  Sir  George  Lewis  would  be  glad  to  be  informed  whether 
the  law  officers  of  the  Crown  or  other  high  legal  authority  have  given 
an  opinion  that  a  naturalized  British  subject  is  a  natural*  born  subject 
of  Her  Majesty  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  21  &  22  Vict.  c.

I  ah  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge  SoJsfr  lh^ 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  23rd  ult.,  inclosing,  by  direction  of  the  ^  age,*** 
Postmaster-General,  a  tabular  statement  showing  the  qualifications 
which  his  Lordship  proposes  should  in  future  be  required  from  can- 
didates for  situations  in  the  Post  Office. 

1.  Considering  first  the  changes  proposed  in  the  limits  of  age,  the 
Commissioners  observe  that  the  present  maximum  is  in  each  case 
Taried.     The  contemplated  alterations  are  the  following  :—

On  these  changes,  so  far  as  they  apply  to  clerkships,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  no  observation  to  offer.  The  limit  in  most  of  the  public 
departments  is  25,  and  it  is  presumed  that  the  peculiar  requirements  of 
the  Solicitor's  office  render  it  desirable  to  admit  candidates  up  to  the 
age  of  30.  With  reference  to  the  change  proposed  in -the  limit  for 
letter-carriers,  the  Commissioners  have  to  submit,  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Postmaster-General,  the  following  remarks  : — 

When  the  arrangements  for  the  examination  of  letter-carrier's  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  were  originally  made  (in  May  1856), 
the  superior  limit  of  age,  both  for  metropolitan  and  provincial  appoint- 
ments, was  fixed  at  28.  In  November  1858  the  subject  was  brought 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Treasury  by  the  Postmaster-General, 
who  stated  that  much  of  the  dissatisfaction  which  had  been  observed 
among  the  London  letter-carriers  appeared  to  be  attributable  to  men 
entering  the  service  beyond  the  age  for  which  the  minimum  wages 
even  of  the  existing  scale  were  calculated,  and  who,  having  the  burden 
of  a  family  upon  them,  might  in  some  cases  find  it  really  difficult  to 
maintain  themselves.  On  these  and  other  grounds  a  reduction  of  the 
maximum  to  20  was  strongly  urged. 

The  Treasury  Minute  on  his  Lordship's  communication  is  dated 
21st  November  1858,  and  was  officially  communicated  to  this  depart- 
ment. It  states  that  there  is  great  force  in  the  reasons  given  by  the 
Postmaster-General  for  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  maximum  age 
of  admission,  and  adds  that,  "  provided  proper  arrangements  are  made 
"  to  secure  a  large  choice  of  candidates  physically  and  intellectually 
"  qualified,  the  maximum  age  may  be  reduced  to  21,  which  will  make 
"  the  period  of  eligibility  three  years,  as  proposed  by  the  Postmaster- 
"  General." 

Until  the  month  of  June  1859  the  limit  of  age  for  provincial  letter- 
carriers  remained  at  28,  but  in  that  month  it  was  reduced  to  24,  the 
maximum  for  London  appointments  continuing  as  fixed  by  the  Post- 
master-General, with  the  concurrence  of  the  Treasury,  at  21. 

The  Commissioners  hoped  that  the  changes  thus  made  were  in  the 
right  direction,  and  had  been  found  advantageous  to  the  public  service. 
They  had  observed  with  satisfaction  that  Mr.  Trollope,  when  examined 
before  the  Select  Committee  of  last  session,  on  Civil  Service  Appoint- 
ments, had  said,  in  answer  to  the  question,  "  Has  not  considerable  in- 
"  convenience  arisen  in  the  appointment  of  provincial  letter-carriers  in 
41  England,  on  account  of  the  limitation  of  age  ?" — "  I  think  not,  but 
"  great  inconvenience  arose  before  there  was  a  limitation  of  age."  The 
next  answer  is  so  important  that  the  Commissioners  reluctantly  abstain

of  age,  &c  The  Commissioners  had  also  further  observed  in  the  last  Report  of 

the  Po8tmaster~General  a  remark  on  the  good  effects  to  be  anticipated 
from  the  Superannuation  Act,  1859,  which  (it  is  there  stated)  by  pro- 
viding pensions  for  a  large  class  of  Post  Office  servants  who  were  not 
entitled  previously  to  any  allowance  on  retirement,  has  added  another 
incentive  to  good  conduct,  and  has  relieved  the  department  from  the 
embarrassing  alternative  in  which  it  was  formerly  often  placed,  of  re- 
taining in  the  service  persons  who,  from  age  or  infirmity,  had  become 
inefficient,  or  removing  them  without  any  provision  for  their  declining 
years.  In  the  opinion  there  expressed  the  Commissioners  entirely 
concur  ;  but  they  would  suggest  that  in  order  to  secure  the  intended 
advantage,  it  is  necessary  not  only  that  there  should  be  a  provision, 
but  that  there  should  be  an  adequate  provision,  for  superannuated 
officers.  The  data  furnished  by  the  Medical  Report  of  1859  (printed  in 
the  Appendix  to  the  Report  just  quoted)  lead,  as  might  be  expected,  to 
the  belief  that  letter-carriers  become  inefficient  at  a  comparatively  early 
age,  and  the  amount  of  pension  due  to  those  who  have  entered  at  thirty, 
or  thirty-five  will  then  be  so  small  that  it  may  be  doubted  whether  the 
anticipated  advantage  will  really  be  attained.  It  is,  at  any  rate,  pro- 
bable that  there  will  be  many  rears  during  which  the  officer  is,  on  the 
one  hand,  attaining  a  claim  to  increased  superannuation,  while  he  is,  on 
the*  other  hand,  becoming  less  and  less  efficient  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties.  If,  however,  it  should  turn  out  that  retirement  is  not  checked 
by.  the  smallness  of  the  pension  allowed,  the  charge  upon  the  revenue 
will  be  accelerated,  and  so  far  increased  by  the  introduction  of  an  older 
class  into  the  public  service. 

The  Report  just  quoted  bears  date  31st  March  I860.  In  the  month 
of  June  following  the  London  limit  was  raised  to  25,  in  order  to  meet  a. 
temporary  emergency,  and  in  the  month  of  August  the  late  Postmaster- 
General,  when  announcing  his  intention  to  throw  open  the  metropolitan 
situations  to  invite  candidates  publicly  to  offer  themselves  for  employ-  > 
ment,  proposed  to  fix  the  ordinary  maximum  at  24,  it  was  at  the  same 
time  intended  that  the  standard  of  height  should  be  raised,  and  that  the 
services  of  the  medical  officer  should  be  employed,  not  only  in  excluding 
candidates  absolutely  disqualified,  but  in  selecting  those  best  qualified. 

•  The  statement  referred  to  is  the  following  : — 

"  1966.  By  limiting  the  age,  as  is  now  done,  has  not  a  difficulty  arisen  in  finding 
"  persons  of  sufficient  trust,  and  at  the  same  time  sufficiently  young  for  your  require- 
"  ments  ?— I  think  not ;  no  doubt  if  the  appointments  were  open  to  all  ages  there 
"  would  necessarily  be  more  applicants,  but  I  think  that  any  evil  resulting  in  that  way 
"  is  a  great  deal  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  benefit  that  we  derive  from  getting 
"  young  men.  We  were  very  much  impeded,  at  one  time,  by  the  kind  of  letter- 
."  carriers  that  we  had.  Gentlemen's  servants,  whom  those  gentlemen  would  no  longer 
41  put  up  with,  were  appointed  letter-carriers,  and  there  was  no  mode  of  pensioning 
"  them,  and  then  it  became  a  hard  task  to  get  rid  of  them  when  they  were  altogether 
"  incapacitated  by  age.  We  have  had  many  cases  of  that  kind,  and  it  was  felt  to  be  a 
"  great  grievance  ;  but  we  have  got  rid  of  it  now.  I  think  that  this  is  one  of  the 
"  best  of  the  new  arrangements  that  we  have  made.  Moreover,  a  man  who  does  not 
"  come  in  young  never  makes  himself  really  useful.  I  have  lately  had  much  to  do 
"  with  Glasgow,  Manchester,  Liverpool,  Dublin,  and  Edinburgh,  and  in  those  towns 
"  we  have  got  a  very  excellent  set  of  young  men ;  so  much  so,  that  a  gentleman  from 
"  the  London  office,  who  went  to  review  some  of  those  offices  some  time  ago,  expressed 
44  himself  as  greatly  gratified,  and  we  think  that  that  is  owing  very  much  to  the  regu- 
"  lation  with  regard  to  age.  As  a  rule,  we  get  very  good  young  men  in  those  large 
u  towns. 

"  1967.  What  is  the  present  limitation  of  age  for  letter-carriers  ?— Seventeen  to 
"  twenty-four."

the  extension  of  age  and  the  elevation  of  the  standard  of  height     It  ationa  in  limiti 
is  observed,  however,  that  the  tabular  statement  sent  with  your  letter  of  age,  &c 
now  under  reply  (differing  in  this  respect  from  that  which  accompanied 

your  letter  of  22nd  June  1859)  omits  all  reference  to  height  as  a 
qualification. 

'  The  Commissioners  think  that  the  experience  which  they  have  acquired 
may  perhaps  justify  them  In  adverting  to  another  disadvantage  which 
appears  to  them  to  attend  the 'admission  of  persons  who  have  attained 
mature  age  to  the  lower  class  of  public  appointments.  It  becomes 
generally  more  difficult,  in  some  cases  impossible,  to  obtain  that 
assurance  of  good  character  which  it  is  right  to  require.  When, 
indeed,  a  candidate  has  been  long  in  the  service  of  a  respectable 
employer  the  case  is  easy,  but  where  any  considerable  number  of  years 
have  passed  since  the  candidate  began  to  depend  on  his  own  exertions 
ft  more  commonly  happens  that  there  have  been  frequent  changes  of 
employment,  changes  of  residence,  intervals  without  employment,  &c, 
into  any  or  all  of  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  inquire. 

•  The  limit  of  age  has  since  the  change  last  mentioned  been  the  same 
(24)  for  metropolitan  and  provincial  appointments,  and  it  appears  so 
probable  that  the  Postmaster-General  may  have  been  prevented  by 
other  engagements  from  giving  close  attention  to  the  subject  that  the 
Commissioners  cannot  but  wish  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  his  Lordship's 
further  consideration  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  very  considerable 
extension  now  proposed. 

Before  quitting  the  subject  of  age  the  Commissioners  must  add,  with 
reference  to  the  note  commencing  "  Persons  already  employed  in  the 
"  Post  Office,"  that  they  had  intended  to  submit  to  the  Postmaster- 
General  the  necessity  of  an  alteration  in  its  terms,  if  it  is  not  rather 
expedient  to  exclude  it  altogether.  The  Commissioners  do  not  wish  to 
lengthen  the  present  letter  by  entering  into  details,  but  they  refer  to  a 
letter  from  this  office  of  11th  February  last  as  giving  an  illustration  of 
the  irregularities  which  have  occurred. 

The  Commissioners  observe  that  no  limits  of  age  are  proposed  for 
packet  agents.  The  Order  in  Council  appears  to  require  such  limits, 
but  the  question  is  not  of  immediate  importance,  as  on  reference  to  my 
letter  of  25th  November  1859,  it  will  be  seen  that  difficulties  had 
arisen  as  to  the  suggested  limitation  "  not  already  in  the  service  of  the  • 
"  Crown."  No  further  correspondence  has  passed  on  the  subject, 
and  the  difficulty  which  was  suggested  has  not  been  removed. 

'2.  The  second  column,  headed  "  From  whom  medical  certificate  is 
"  required,99  has  not  been  altered,  but  the  Commissioners  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  to  request  that,  if  the  Postmaster-General  sees  no 
objection,  a  note  may  be  appended  stating  that  "  The  Civil  Service 
"  Commissioners  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  making  such 
u  further  inquiries  as  they  may  deem  necessary."  It  is  possible, 
though  perhaps  not  very  probable,  that  candidates  may  be  misled  by 
the  directions  if  not  so  qualified. 

3.  The  third  column  states  the  "  nature  of.  the  examination "  for 
the  various  situations  to  which  the  tabular  statement  refers.  On  this 
subject  the  Commissioners  would  content  themselves  with  referring  to 
former  correspondence,  but  they  think  it  may  be  desirable  to  bring 
under  the  notice  of  the  Postmaster-General  communications  which 
have  recently  passed  between  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury 
and  this  office  as  to  the  best  mode  of  carrying  out  the  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  on  Civil  Service  Appointments.    Copy  of  the  corre- 
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Proposed  alter-  gpondence  is  enclosed.*    Before  quitting  this  part  of  the  subject,  the

&ee'    c*        which  results  from  adopting  as  accurately  as  circumstances  may  allow 

the  designation  of  offices  to  the  duties  which  are  to  be  performed.    A 

memorandum  illustrating  this  remark  is  enclosed. 

4.  The  fourth  column,  which  states  the  locality  of  examination  for 
the  different  appointments,  agrees  with  that  of  the  tabular  statement 
sent  in  June  1859,  but  the  Commissioners  will  be  much  obliged  if  the 
Postmaster-General  will  direct  the  omission  of  the  names  of  the  gentle- 
men  who  at  present  assist  them  in  Edinburgh  and  Dublin,  inasmuch 
as  the  existing  arrangements  may  at  any  time  be  altered,  and  the 
gentlemen  in  question  might  be  inconvenienced  by  applications  made  to 
them  after  they  had  ceased  to  be  connected  with  this  office. 

The  Commissioners  would  also  suggest  that  the  words  "  on  behalf 
"  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,"  or  others  of  similar  purport, 
should  be  added  to  the  sentence  commencing  "  Postmaster  or  packet 
"  agent,"  and  that,  in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  misappre- 
hension, a  note  should  be  added  stating  that  the  arrangements  as  to 
locality,  &c,  are  liable  to  be  altered  if  necessary  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  have  only,  in  conclusion,  to  express  their  regret 
that  their  remarks  have  extended  to  so  great  a  length.  They  consider 
that  the  Order,  in  Council  under  which  they  act  renders  it  their  duty 
in  such  cases  frankly  to  communicate  their  views,  and  they  think  that 
by  doing  so  in  the  present  case  they  best  show  their  sense  of  the 
Postmaster-General's  courtesy  in  acquainting  them  with  his  proposed 
arrangements.

"  but  not  of  a  very  high  quality.     I  got  a  man  fit  for  this  special  work, 

"  when  four  or  five  had  been  rejected  by  the  Civil  Service  Commis~ 

"  sioners.    I  sent  him  from  one  town  to  another,  and  he  also  was 

"  rejected  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  because  he  could  not 

"  spell.     He  would  never  have  been  called  upon  to  spell  a  word.    It 

"  was  extremely  necessary  that  he  should  sort  with  rapidity  ;  and  he 

"  was  a  remarkable  fast  sorter ;  but  he  was  rejected.    The  postmaster 

"  asked  me  to  get  another  man  for  him.     I  declined,  because  I  had  no 

"  power  of  doing  it.    I  recommended  a  considerable  increase  of  salary; 

"  and  that  increase  of  salary  was  obliged  to  be  given,  so  that  a  higher 

"  rate  of  payment  was  incurred,  and  a  man  much  less  fit  for  that  work 

"  was  appointed." 

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  have  been  enabled  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  Post  Office  authorities  to  discover  the  case  referred  to.  It  will 
be  observed  that  the  situation  is  described  as  a  clerkship,  and  the 
candidates  were  of  course  examined  accordingly.  If  the  nomination 
notified  had  been  to  the  situation  of  sorter,  stamper,  or  letter-carrier 
the  examination  would  have  been  very  different,  and  there  is  little 
doubt  that  several,  if  not  all,  of  the  candidates  would  have  passed.

The  Commissioners  did  not  think  that  they  could  grant  the  candi- 
date a  certificate  as  clerk. 

No.  2  was  passed.  He  made  only  one  mistake  in  writing  from 
dictation. 

No.  3  is  the  candidate  referred  to  by  Mr.  Trollope,  and  would  in  all 
probability  have  passed  if  nominated  as  a  sorter,  though  deficient  in 
handwriting,  spelling,  and  arithmetic. 

No.  4  and  No.  5  were  rejected.  Each  would  probably  have  passed 
as  a  sorter  or  letter-carrier. 

No.  6  was  passed. 

No.  7,  also  nominated  to  a  clerkship,  was  rejected.  A  copy  of  his 
exercise,  written  from  the  postmaster's  dictation,  is  subjoined : — 

"  Elizabeth  claaly  diserned  the  advantages  which  were  to  be  derivered 
"  from  a  cloase  connection  between  the  monarchy  and  the  preasthood 
"  at  the  time  of  her  accession  indeed  she  evendly  medated  aparshal 
"  reconciliation  with  Rome  and  throw  out  her  whole  life  she  leened 
"  strongly  to  some  of  the  most  obnoxtrious  parts  of  the  Cathoc  systom 
"  but  her  imperious  temper  her  king  secasity  and  her  percular  situation 
"  soon  lead  her  to  attach  herself  complety  to  a  church  which  was  all 
"  her  owun,  on  the  same  principal  on  which  she  joined  it  she 
"  attempted  to  drive  all  her  people  within  its  pale  by  perscuting  she 
"  supperted  it  by  suveyor  pennal  laws,  not  because  she  thought  con- 
"  formity  to  its  disciplin  necessary  to  salavation  but  because  it  was  the 
"  fastious  which  artrubuty  pewer  was  making  strong  for  its  selfe

The  Commissioners  did  not  think  him  qualified  for  a  clerkship. 

No.  8  was  passed. 

No.  9  was  rejected.  The  remark  made  with  reference  to  Nos.  3  and 
4  may  be  repeated. 

It  would  appear  that  after  this  rejection  the  salary  was  raised,  but 
the  nominations  were  still  notified  as  nominations  to  clerkships,  and 
there  were  two  more  rejections.  A  candidate  examined  in  September 
1859  wrote  the  whole  passage  dictated  to  him  without  a  mistake,  and 
was  passed.

never  contemplated  any  alteration  in  the  limits  of  age  at  which  metro* 
politan  letter-carriers  are  now  admitted  into  the  service  ;  but,  for  the 
sake  of  uniformity,  and  as  being  more  intelligible,  he  desired  that  in 
future  these  limits  might  be  described  as  "  18  and  not  26  "  instead  of 
"18  and  24."  It  is,  therefore,  a  change  of  description  and  not  of 
practice. 

Upon  reconsideration  of  the  question  of  age  in  the  case  of  candidates 
for  provincial  appointments,  his  Lordship  is  prepared  so  far  to  modify* 
his  former  decision  as  to  adhere  to  35  as  the  maximum  limit  in  the 
case  of  messengers  only;  the  limits  for  sorters  and  letter-carriers  being 
assimilated  to  those  fixed  for  the  eame  class  of  persons  in  the  metro- 
politan offices,  viz.,  18  and  not  25. 

In  the  case  of  packet  agents  who  are  already  in  the  service  of  the 
Crown,  it  appeared  to  Lord  Stanley  of  Alderley,  and  indeed  to  bis 
•predecessor,  Lord  Elgin,  to  be  unnecessary  to  fix  any  limits  of  age, 
inasmuch  as  these  gentlemen  are  members  of  the  Consulate  Service 
abroad,  who  for  the  small  sum  which  the  Post  Office  pays,  undertake 
certain  postal  duties  in  addition  to  their  own  ;  but  should  the  Com- 
missioners still  hold  that  these  are  "junior  appointments,"  and  that  it 
is,  therefore,  absolutely  necessary  that  some  limits  of  age  should  be 
fixed,  his  Lordship  has  no  objection  to  fix  the  inferior  limit  at  21,  and 
the  superior  limit  at  70. 

In  a  reprint  of  the  tabular  statement  which  I  sent  you,  care  shall  be 
taken  to  omit  the  names  of  Messrs.  Longmore  and  Stoney,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  request  of  the  Commissioners.
